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An Act to organize the territory of Oklahoma; to establish 
courts in the Indian territory, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled : 


Séction 1. That all that portion of the United States now 
known as the Indian Territory (except so much of the same as is 
actually occupied by the five civilized tribes, and the Indian 
tribes within the Quapaw Indian Agency, and except the unoc- 
cupied part of the Cherokee outlet) together with that portion 
of the United States known as the Public Land Strip, is hereby 
erected into a temporary government by the name of the Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma. The portion of the Indian Territory includ- 
ed in said Territory of Oklahoma is bounded by a line drawn as 
follows: Commencing at a point where the ninety-eighth me- 
ridian crosses the Red river, thence by said meridian to the 
point where it crosses the Canadian river. thence along said 
river to the west line of the Seminole country. thence along 
said line to the north fork of the Canadian river, thence down 
said river to the west line of the Creek country, thence along 
said line to the northwest corner of the Creek country, thence 
along the north line of the Creek country to the ninety-sixth 
meridian, thence northward by said meridian to the southern 
boundary line of Kansas, thence west along said line to the 
Arkansas river, thence down said river to the north line of the 
land occupied by the Ponca tribe of Indians, from which point 
the line runs so as to include all the lands occupied by the Ponca, 
Tonkawa, Otoe and Missouria, and the Pawnee tribes of Indians 
until it strikes the south line of the Cherokee outlet which it 
follows westward to the (east) line of the State of Texas, 
thence by the boundary line of the State of Texas to the point 
“of beginning; the Public Land Strip which is included in said 
Territory of Oklahoma is bounded east by the one-hundredth 
meridian, south by Texas, west by New Mexico, north by Colo- 
rado and Kansas. Whenever the interest of the Cherokee Indians 
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in the land known as the Cherokee outlet saall have been extin- 
guished and the president shall make proclamation thereof, said 
outlet shall thereupon and without further legislation become a 
part of the territory of Oklahoma. Any other lands within the 
Indian territory not embraced. within these boundaries shall 
hereafter become a part of the territory of Oklahoma whenever 
the Indian nation or tribe owning such lands shall signify to the 
President of the United States in legal manner its assent that 
súch lands shall so become a part of said territory of Oklahoma. 
and the president shall thereupon make proclamation to that 
effect. 


Congress may at any time hereafter change the boundaries of 
said territory, or attach any portion of the same to any other 
state or territory of the United States without the consent of 
the inhabitants of the territory hereby created; Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall be construed to impair any right now 
pertaining to any Indians or Indian tribe in said Territory under 
the laws, agreements and treaties of the United States, or to 
impair the rights of person or property pertaining to said In- 
dians, or to affect the authority of the government of the United 
States to make any regulation or to make any law respecting 
said Indians, their lands, property or other rights which it would 
have been competent to make or enact if this act had not been 
passed. 

“Section 2. That the executive power of the Territory of 
Oklahoma shall be vested in a Governor, who shall hold his 
office for four years, and until his successor shall be appointed 
: and qualified, unless sooner removed by the President of the 
United States. The Governor shall reside within said territory; 
shall be Commander-in-Chief of the militia thereof; he may 
grant pardons for offenses against the laws of said territory, 
' and reprieves for offenses against the laws of the United States, 
until the decision of the President can be made known thereon; 
he shall commission all officers who shall be appointed to office 
under the laws of said territory. and shall take care that the 
. laws be taithfully executed. , 


Section 3. That there shall be a Secretary of said territory, 
who shall reside therein and hold his office for four years, unless 
sooner removed by the President of the United States; he shall 
record and preserve all the laws and the proceedings of the 
legislative assembly hereinafter constituted, and all acts and 
proceedings of the Governor in his executive department; he 
shall transmit one copy of the laws and journals of the legisla- 
tive assembly, within thirty days after the end of each session 
thereof, to the President of the United States and to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and, at the same time. two copies of the 
laws and journals of the legislative assembly to the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives and the President of the Senate 
for the use of Congress; and in case of the death. removal, 
resignation, or other necessary absence of the Governor from 
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the Territory, the Secretary shall execute all the powers and 
perform all the duties of the Governor during such vacancy or 
absence, or until another Governor is appointed and qualified. 


Section 4. That the legislative power and authority of said 
Territory shall be vested in the Governor and legislative assem- 
bly. The legislative assembly shall consist of a Council and a 
House of Representatives. The Council shall consist of thirteen 
members, having the qualifications of voters as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, whose term of service shall continue two years. The. 
House of Representatives shall consist of twenty-six members, 
possessing the same qualifications as prescribed for members of 
the Council, and whose term of service shall continue two years; 
and the sessions of the legislative assembly shall be biennial 
and shall be limited to sixty days' duration; Provided, however, 
- That the duration of the first session of said legislative assem- 
bly may continue one hundred and twenty days. 


That for the purpose of facilitating the organization of a tem- 
porary government in the territory of Oklahoma, six counties are 
hereby established therein, to be known, until after the first elec- 
tion in the territory, as the First county, the Second county, the 
Third county, the Fourth county, the Fifth county and the Sixth 
county, the boundaries of which shall be fixed by the Governor of - 
the Territory until otherwise provided by the legislative assem- 
bly thereof. The county seat of the First county shall be at Guth- 
rie. The county seat of the Second county shall be at Oklahoma 
City. The county seat of the Third county shall be at Norman. 
The county seat of the Fourth county shall be at El Reno. The 
county seat of the Fifth county shall be at Kingfisher City. The 
Sixth county shall embrace all of that portion of the Territory 
lying west of the one hundredth meridian, known as the Public 
Land Strip, the county seat of which shall be at Beaver: Pro- 
vided, That the county seats located by this act may be changed 
in such manner as the Territorial legislature may provide. 


At the first election for members of the legislative assembly 
the people of each county may vote for a name for such county, 
and the name which receives the greatest number of votes shall . 
be the name of such county. If two or more counties should se- 
lect the same name, the county which casts the greatest number 
of votes for such name shall be entitled to- the same, and the 
names receiving the next highest number of votes in the other 
counties shall be the names of such counties. An apportion- 
ment shall be made by the Governor, as nearly equal as practic- 
able, among the several counties or.districts for the election of 
the Council and House of Representatives, giving to each sec- 
tion of the Territory, representation in the ratio of its popula- 
tion (excepting Indians not taxed) as nearly as may be; and the 
members of the Council and House of Representatives shall re- 
side in and be inhabitants of the districts for which they may be 
elected, respectively. Previous to the first election the Gov- 
ernor shall cause a censús or enumeration of the inhabitants of 
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the several counties or districts of the Territory to be taken, un- 
less the same shall have been taken and published by the United: 
States, in which case such census and enumeration shall be 
adopted, and the first election shall be held at such times and 
places, and be conducted in such manner, both as to the persons 
who superintend such election and the returns thereof, as the 
Governor shall appoint and direct, and he shallat the same time 
declare the number of the members of the Council and the House 
of Representatives to which each of the counties or districts 
shall be entitled, as shown by the census herein provided for. 
The number of persons authorized to be elected, having the 
greatest number of votes for the House of Representatives, 
equal to the number to which each county or district shall be 
entitled, shali be declared by the Governor to be elected mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives; Provided, That in case 
two or more persons voted for have an equal number of votes, 
and in case a vacancy otherwise occurs in either branch of the - 
legislative assembly, the Governor shall order a new election: 
and the persons thus elected to the legislative assembly shall 
meet, at such place and on such day as the Governor shall ap- 
point, but after such first election. however, the time, place and: 
manner of holding elections by the people, and the appointment 
of representation, and the day ofthe commencement of the regu- 
lar sessions of the legislative assembly, shall be prescribed by 
law; Provided, however, That the Governor shall have power to 
call the legislative assembly together by proclamation, on an 
extraordinary occasion, at any time. 
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Section 5. That all male citizens of the United States above 
the age of twenty-one years, and all male persons of foreign 
birth over said age, who shall have, twelve months prior there- 
to, declared their intention to become citizens of the United 
States, as now required by law, who are actual residents at the 
time of the passage of this act of that portion of said Territory 
which was declared by the proclamation of the President to be' 
open for settlement on the twenty-second.day of April. eighteen 
hundred and eighty-nine, and of that portion of said Territory 
heretofore known as the Public Land Strip, shall be entitled to 
vote at the first election in the Territory. At every subsequent 
election the qualifications of voters. and of holding office, shall— 
be such as may be prescribed by the legislative assembly, sub- 
ject, however. to the following restrictions on the power of the 
legislative assembly, namely: First. The right of suffrage and 
of holding office shall be exercised only by citizens of the United 
States above the age of twenty-one years and by persons of for- 
eign birth above that age who have declared on oath, before a 
competent court of record, as required by the naturalization laws 
of the United States. their intention to become citizens. and 
have taken an oath to support the constitution of the United 
States, and who shall have been residents of the United 
States for the term of twelve months before the election at 
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which they offer to vote. Second. There shall be no denial of 
the elective franchise or of holding office, to a citizen, on ac- 
count of race, color, or previous condition of servitude. Third. 
No officer, soldier, seaman, marine, or other person in the army 
or navy, or attached to troops in the service of the United 
States, shall be allowed to vote in said Territory by reason of 
being on service therein. Fourth. No person belonging to the 
army or navy shall be elected to, or hold, any civil office or ap- 
pointment in said Territory. 


Section 6. That the legislative power of the Territory shall ex- 
tend to all rightful subjects of legislation, not inconsistent with 
the Constitution and Laws of the United States, but no law 
shallbe passed interfering withthe primary disposal of the soil; 
no tax shall be imposed upon the property of the United States, 
nor shall the lands or other property of non-residents be taxed 
higher than the lands or other property of residents, nor shaql 
'any law be passed impairing the right to private property, nor 
shall any unequal discrimination be made in taxing different 
kinds of property, but all property subject to taxation shall be 
taxed in proportion to its value; Provided, That nothing herein 
shall be held to prohibit the levying and collecting license or 
special taxes in the Territory, from any persons engaged in 
any business therein, if the legislative power shall consider such 
taxes necessary. Every bill which shall have passed the 
Council and the House of Representatives of said Territory 
shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the Governor 
of the Territory. If he approve he shall sign it, but if not, 
he shallreturn it with his objections to the House in which 
it originated, who shall enter the objections at large upon 
their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such 
reconsideration, two-thirds of that House shall agree to pass 
the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the 
other House, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, 
and if approved by two-thirds of that House it shall become 
a law. But in all.such cases the vote of both Houses 
shall be determined by yeas and nays, to be:entered on the jour- 
nal of each House respectively. If any bill shall not be returned 
by the Governor within five days (Sunday excepted) after it shall 
have been presented to him, the same shall be a law in like 
manner as if he had signed it, unless the assembly, by adjourn- 
ment, prevent its return, in which case it shall not be a law.. 


Section Y. That all township, district, and county officers, 
not herein otherwise provided for, shall be appointed or elected 
as the case may be, in such manner as shall be provided by the 
Governor and legislative assembly of the territory. The Gov- 
ernor shall nominate and, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Council, appoint all officers not herein otherwise provided 
for, and in the first instance the Governor alone may appoint 
all such officers, who shall hold their offices until the end of the 
first session of the legislative assembly; and he shall lay off the 
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necessary districts for members of the Council and House of Rep- 
resentatives, and all other officers; and whenever a vacancy 
happens from resignation or death, during the recess of the leg- 
islative Council, in any office which is filled by appointment of 
the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Coun- 
cil, the Governor shall fill such vacancy by granting a commis- 
sion, which shall expire at the end of the next session of the 
legislative Council. It is further provided that the legislative 
assembly Shall not authorize the issuing of any bond, scrip, or 
evidence of debt by the territory, or any county, city, town, or 
township therein, for the construction of any railroad. 


Section 8. That no member of the legislative assembly shall 
hold or be appointed to any oftice, which bas been created or the 
salary or emoluments of which have been increased while he was 
a member,during the term for which he was elected aud for one 
year after the expiration of such term, but this restriction shall 
not be applicable to members of the first legislative assembly 
provided for by this act; and no person holding a commission or 
appointment under the United States, except postmasters, shall 
bd a member of the legislative assembly, or shall hold any 
office under the government of said Territory. 


Section 9. That the judicial power of said Territory shall be: 
vested in a Supreme Court, District Courts, Probate Courts, and 
Justices of the Peace. The Supreme Court shall consist of a 
chief-justice and two associate justices, any two of whom shall , 
constitute a quorum. "They shall hold their offices for four years, 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified, and 
they shall hold a term annually at the seat of government 
of said Territory. The jurisdiction of the several courts 
herein provided for. both appellate and original, and that 
of the Probate Courts and of the Justices of the Peace, shall 
be as limited by law: Provided, That Justices of the Peace, 
who shall be elected in such manner as the legislative as- 
sembly may provide by law, shall not have jurisdiction of 
any matter in controversy when the title or boundaries of land 
may be in dispute, or where the debt or sum, claimed shall 
exceed one hundred dollars; and the said Supreme and District 
Courts, respectively, shall possess chancery as well as com- 
mon law jurisdiction, and authority for redress of all wrongs ^ 
committed against the constitution or laws of the 
United States or of ‘the Territory affecting persons 
or property. Said Territory shall be divided into three 
judicial districts, and a District Court shall be held in each 
county in said district thereof by one of the Justices of the 
‘Supreme Court, at such time and place as may be prescribed by 
law, and each judge after assignment shall reside in the district 
to which he is assigned. The Supreme Court shall define said 
judicial districts, and shall fix the times and places at each 
county seat in each district, where the District Court shall be 
held and designate the judge who shall preside therein. And 
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the territory not embraced in organized counties shall be 
attached for judicial purposes to such organized county or coun- 
ties as the Supreme Court may determine. The Supreme Court 
of said territory shall appoint its own clerk, who shall hold his 


office at the pleasure of the court for which" he is appointed. 
. Each District Court shall appoint its clerk, who shall also be 
the register in chancery, and shall keep his office where the 
court may be held. Writs of error. bills of exception, and 
appeals shall be allowed in all cases from final decisions of said 
District Courts, to the Supreme Court under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by law, but in no case removed to the 
Supreme Court shall trial by jury be allowed in said court. 
Writs of error and appeals trom the final decisions of said 
, Supreme Court shall be allowed and may be taken to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, in the same manner and 
under the same regulations as from the Circuit Courts of the 
United States, where the value of the property or the 
amount in controversy to be ascertained by oath or affir- 
mation of either party or other competent witnesses, shall 
exceed five thousand dollars; and each of said District 
Courts shall have and exercise, exclusive of any court here- 
tofore established. the same jurisdiction in all cases arising 
under the constitution and laws of the United States as is vested 
in the Circuit and District Courts of the United States. In 
addition to the jurisdiction otherwise conferred by this act. said 
District Courts shall have and exercise exclusive original juris- 
diction over all offenses against the law of the United States 
committed within that portion of the Cherokee Outlet not 
embraced within the boundaries of said territory of Oklahoma. 
as herein defined, and in all civil cases between citizens of the 
United States residing in such portion of the Cherokee Outlet, 
or between citizens of the United States, or of any state or ter 
ritory, and any citizen of or person or persons residing or found 
therein, when the value of the thing in controversy or damages 
or money claimed shall exceed one hundred dollars; writs of 
error, bills of exceptions, and appeals shall in all such cases, 
civil and criminal, be allowed from the District Courts to the 
Supreme Court in like manner, and be proceeded with in like 
manner as in cases arising within the limits of said territory. 
For all judicial purposes as herein defined such portion of the 
Cherokee Outlet not embraced within the boundaries of the ter- 
ritory of Oklaboma shall be attached to. and be a part of, one 
of the judicial districts of said territory, as may be designated 
by the Supreme Court. All acts and parts of acts hereto- 
fore enacted. conferring jurisdiction upon United States courts 
held beyond and outside the limits of the territory of Okla- 
homa as herein defined. as to all causes of action or offenses 
in said territory, and in that portion of the Cherokee Outlet 
hereinbefore referred to, are hereby repealed, and such juris- 
diction is hereby given to the supreme and district courts in 
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said territory and in the Cherokee Outlet, prior to the passage 
of this act, shall be tried and prosecuted, and proceeded with 
until finally disposed of, in the courts now having jurisdiction 
thereof, as if this act had not been passed. The said supreme 
and district courts of said territory, and the respective judges 
thereof shall and may grant writs of mandamus and habeas 
corpus ín all cases authorized by law; and the first six days of 
every term of said courts, or so much thereof as shall be neces- 
sary, shall be appropriated to the trial of causes arising under 
said constitution and laws; and writs of error and appeals in 
all such cases shall be made to the supreme court in said ter- 
ritory, as in other cases. 


Section 10. Persons charged with any offense or crime in 
the Territory of Oklahoma, and for whose arrest a warrant has 
been issued, may be arrested by the United States marshal or 
any of his deputies wherever found in said territory, but in all 
cases the accused shall be taken, for preliminary examination, 
before a United States commissioner, or a justice of the peace of 
the county, whose office is nearest to the place where the offense 
or crime was committed. i 


All offenses committed in said territory, if committed within 
any organized county, shall be prosecuted and tried within said 
county, and if committed within territory not embraced in any 
organized county, shall be prosecuted and tried in the county to 
which such territory shall be attached for judicial purposes. And 
all civil actions shall be instituted in the county in which the 
defendant, or either of them, resides or may be found; and when 
such actions arise within any portion of said Territory, not 
organized as a county, such actions shall be instituted in the 
county to which such Territory is attached for judicial pur- 
poses, but-any case, civil or criminal, may be removed, by' 
change of venue, to another county. 


Section 11. That the following chapters and provisions of 
the compiled laws of the State of Nebraska, in force November 
first, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, in so far as they are 
locally applicable, and not in conflict with the laws of the 
United States or with this act, are hereby extended to and put 
into force in the Territory of Oklahoma, until after the adjourn- 
ment of the first session of the legislative assembly of said 
Territory, namely: the provisions of articles;two, three and 
four of chapter two, entitled ‘‘Agriculture;” of chapter four, - 
entitled ‘‘Animals;” of chapter six, entitled “Assignments;” of 
chapter seven, entitled ‘‘Attorneys;” of chapter ten, entitled 
“Bonds and oaths—official ;” of chapter twelve, entitled ‘‘Chat- 
tel mortgages;” of chapter fourteen, entitled “Cities of the sec- 
ond class and villages;” of chapter fifteen, entitled “Common 
law;” of chapter sixteen, entitled ‘‘Corporations;” of chapter 
eighteen, entitled ‘Counties and county officers;” of sections 
fifteen and sixteen of article six of the constitution of said 
State, and of chapter twenty of said laws. entitled “Courts—pro- 
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bate;" of chapter twenty-three, entitled ‘‘ Decedents;" of chapter 
twenty-four, entitled ‘‘Deputies;” of chapter twenty-five, en- 
titled “Divorce and Alimony;” of chapter twenty-six, entitled 
*Elections;" of chapter twenty-eight, entitled “Fees;” of chap- 
ter thirty-two, entitled ‘‘Frauds;” of chapter thirty-four, enti- 
tled “Guardians aud Wards;” of chapter thirty-six, entitled 
“Homesteads;” of chapter forty- one, entitled “Instruments ne- 
gotiable;” of chapter forty-four, entitled “Interest;” of chapter 
forty-six, entitled “Jails;” of chapter fifty, entitled “Liquors;” 
but rio licenses shall be issued under this chapter; of chapter fifty- 
two, entitled “Marriage;” of chapter fifty-three, entitled ‘‘Mar- 
ried women;" of chapter fifty-four, entitled ‘‘Mechanics’ and la- 
borers’ liens;” of chapter sixty-one, entitled ‘‘Oath and affirma- 
tions;” of chapter sixty-three, entitled ‘‘Occupying claimants;" 
of article one of chapter seventy-two, entitled “Railroads;” of 
chapter seventy-three, entitled ‘‘Real estate;” and the pro- 
visions of part two of said laws, entitled “Code of civil pro- 
cedure.” and part three thereof, entitled “Criminal code.” 


The Governor of said Territory is authorized to divide each 
county into election precincts and into such political sub- 
divisions other than.school districts as may be required by 
the laws of the state of Nebraska; and is hereby authorized 
to appoint all officers of such counties and subdivisions 
thereof as he shall deem necessary, and all election officers 
until their election or appointment shall be provided for 
by the legislative assembly. but not more than two: of 
the judges or inspectors of election in any election precinct 
shall be members of the same political party, and the 
candidates of each political party who may be voted for at such 
election may designate one person who shall be present at the 
counting and canvassing of the votes cast in each precinct. 


The Supreme and District Courts of said Territory shall have 
the same power to enforce the laws of the State of Nebraska 
hereby extended to and put in force in said Territory as courts 
of like jurisdiction have in said State; but county courts and 
Justices of the Peace shall have and exercise the jurisdiction 
which is authorized by said laws of Nebraska: Provided, That 
the jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace in said Territory shall 
not exceed the sum of one hundred dollars, and County Courts 
shall have jurisdiction in all cases where the sum or matter in 
demand exceeds the sum of one hundred dollars. 


Section 12. That jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon the 
district courts of the Territory of Oklahoma over all contro- 
versies arising between members or citizens of other tribes or 
nations in the Territory of Oklahoma, and any citizen or 
member of one tribe or nation who may commit any offense or 
crime in said territory against the person or property of a citizen 
or member of another tribe or nation shall be subject to the same 
punishment in the Territory of Oklahoma as he would be 
if both parties were citizens of the United States; and 
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any person residing in the Territory of Oklahoma, in whom 
there is Indian blood, shall have the right to invoke the 
aid of courts therein for the protection of his person or 
property, as though he were a citizen of the United States: 
Provided, 'That nothing in this act contained? shall be con- 
strued às to give jurisdiction to the courts'established in 
said Territory in controversies arising. between Indians dE the 
same tribe, while sustaining their tribal relation. 


Section 13. That there shall be appointed for said Territory 
a person learned in the law, who shall act as attorney for the 
United States, and shall continue in office for four years, and un- 
til his successor is appointed and qualified, unless, sooner re- 
moved by the President. Said attorney shall receive a salary 
at the rate of two hundred and fifty dollars annually. There 
shall be appointed a Marshal for said Territory, who shall hold 
his office for four years, and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified, unless sooner removed by the President, and who 
shall execute all process issuing from the said courts when ex- 
ercising their jurisdiction as Circuit and District Courts of the 
United States, he shall have and perform the duties and be sub- 
ject to the same regulations and: penalties imposed by law on í 
the Marshal of the United States, and be entitled to a salary at 
the rate of two hundred dollars a year. There shall be allowed 
to the Attorney, Marshal, Clerks of the Supreme and District 
Courts the same fees as are prescribed for similar services by 
such persons in chapter sixteen, title Judiciary, of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States. 


Section 14. That the Governor, Secretary, Chief Justice, and 
Associate Justices, Attorney, and, Marshal shall be nominated 
and, by and with theadvice and consent of the Senate, appointed 
by the President of the United States. The Governor and Sec- 
retary to be appointed as aforesaid shall, before they act as 
such, respectfully take an oath or affirmation before the District 
Judge, or some Justice of Peace, or other officer in the limits of 
said Territory duly authorized to administer oaths and affirma- 
‘tions by the laws now in force therein, or before the Chief Jus- 
tice or some Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 


‘States, to support the Constitution of the United States and 


faithfully to discharge the duties of their respective offices, 
which said oaths, when so taken, shall be certified by the person . 
by whom the same shall have been taken; and such certificates 
shall be received and recorded by the Secretary, among the 
executive proceedings, and the Chief Justice and Associate Jus- 
tices, and other civil officers in said Territory, before.they act as 
such. shall take a like oath or affirmation before the said Gov- 
ernor or Secretary, or some Judge or Justice of the Peace of the 
Territory, who may be duly commissioned and qualified, which 
said oath or affirmation shall be certified and transmitted by the 
person taking the same, to the Secretary, to be recorded by him 
as aforesaid, and afterwards the like oath or affirmation shall be 
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taken, certified and recorded in such manner and form as may 
be prescribed by law. The Governor shall receive an annual 
salary of two thousand six. hundred dollars as Governor; 
the Chief Justice and Associate Justices shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, and the Secretary 
shall receive an annual salary of one thousand eight hundred 
dollars. The said salaries shall be payable quarter-yearly-at 
the Treasury of the United States. The members of the legisla- 
tive assembly shall be entitled to receive four dollars each per 
day during their attendance at the sessions, and four dollars for 
each and every twenty miles traveled in going to and returning 
from said sessions, estimating the distance by the nearest 
traveled route. There shall be appropriated annually the sum 
of one thousand dollars, to be expended by the Governor to de- 
fray the contingent expenses of the Territory. There shall also 
be appropriated annually a sufficient sum, to be expended by 
the Secretary, and upon an estimate to be made by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States, to defray the ex- 
penses of the legislative assembly, of the courts, the printing of. 
the laws, and other incidental expenses; and the Secretary of 
the Territory shall annually account to the Secretary of-the 
Treasury of the United States for the manner in which the 
aforesaid sum shall have been expended. 


Section 15. That the legislative assembly of the Territory of 
Oklahoma shall hold its first session at Guthrie, in said Terri- 
tory, at such time as the Governor thereof shall appoint and 
direct; and at said first session, or as -soon thereafter as they 
shall deem expedient, the Governor and legislative assembly 
shall proceed to locate and establish the seat of Government 
for said Territory, at such place as, they may deem eligible, 
which place, however, shall thereafter be subject to be changed 
by the said Governor and legislative assembly. 


“Section 16. That a delegate to the House of Representatives 
of the United States, to serve during each Congress of the United 
States, may be elected by the voters qualified to elect mem- 
bers of the legislative assembly, who shall be entitled to the 
same rights and privileges as are exercised and enjoyed by the 
delegates from the several other Territories of the United 
States in the said House of Representatives. The first election 
shall be held at such time and place, and be conducted in,such 

manner as the Governor shall appoint and direct, after at least 
sixty days' notice. to be given by proclamation, and at all sub- 
sequent elections the time, place and manner of holding elec- 
tions, shall be prescribed by law. The person having the 
greatest number of votes of the qualified electors. as hereinbe- 
fore provided, shall be declared by the Governor elected, and a 

certificate thereof shall be accordingly given. 


Section 17. That the provisions of :title sixty-two of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States relating to national 
banks, and all amendments thereto, shall have the same force : 
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and effect in the Territory of Oklahoma as elsewhere in the 
United States: Provided, That persons otherwise qualified to 
act as directors shall not be required to have resided in said 
Territory for more than three months immediately preceding 
their election as such. 


Section 18. That sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in 
each township in said Territory shall be, and the same are here- 
by reserved for the purpose of being applied to public schools in 
the State or States hereafter to be erected outof the same. In all: 
cases where sections sixteen and thirty-six, or either of them, are 
occupied by actual settlers prior to survey thereof, the County 
Commissioners of the counties in which such sections are so occu- 
pied are authorized to locate other lands, to an equal amount, 
in sections or fractional sections, as the case may be, within 
their respective counties, in lieu of the sections so occupied. 

All the lands embraced in that portion of the Territory of 
Oklahoma heretofore known as the public land strip, shall be 
open to settlement under the provisions of the homestead laws 
of the United States, except section twenty-three hundred and 
one of the Revised Statutes, which shall not apply; but all 
actual and bona fide settlers upon and occupants of the lands in 
said public land strip at the time of the passage of this act, 
shall be entitled to have preference to and hold the lands upon 
which they have settled under the homestead laws of the United 
States, by virtue of their settlement and occupancy of said 
lands, and they shall be credited with the time they have actu- 
ally occupied their homesteads, respectively, not exceeding two 
years, on the time required under said laws, to perfect title as 
homestead settlers. 


The lands within said Territory of Oklahoma, acquired by 
cession of the Muscogee (or Creek) Nation of Indians, confirmed 
by act of Congress approved March first, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-nine, and also the lands acquired in pursuance of an agree- 
ment with the Seminole Nation of Indians by re-lease and 
conveyance, dated March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and 
éighty-nine, which may hereafter be opened to settlement, 
shall be disposed of under the provisions of sections twelve, 
thirteen and fourteen of the “Act making "appropriations 
partment, and for fulfilling treaty stipulations with various 
Indian tribes, for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety, and for other purposes,” approved March 
second, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine. and under section 
two of an “Act to ratify and confirm an agreement with the 
Muskogee (or Creek) Nation of Indians in the Indian Territory, 
and for other purposes,” approved March first, eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-nine: Provided, however, That each settler under 
and in accordance with the provisions of said acts shall, before 
receiving a patent for his homestead, pay to the United States 
for the land so taken by him, in addition to the fees. provided 
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by law, the sum of one dollar and twenty-five cents per 
acre. 


Whenever any of the other lands within the Territory of Okla- 
homa, now occupied by any Indian tribe, shall by operation of 
law or proclamation of the President ot the United States, be 
open to settlement, they shall be disposed of to actual settlers 
only, under the provisions of the homestead law, except sec- 
tion twenty-three hundred and one of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, which shall not apply: Provided, however, 
That each settler, under and in accordance with the provisions 
of said homestead laws. shall before receiving a patent for 
his homestead pay to the United States forthe land so taken 
by him, in addition to the fees provided by law, a sum per 
acre equal to the amount which has been or may be paid by 
the United States to obtain a relinquishment of the In- 
dian title or interest therein, but in no case shall such pay- 
ment be less than one dollar and twenty-five cents peracre. The : 
rights of honorably discharsged oldiers and sailors in the late 
civil war, as defined and described in sections twenty-three 
hundred and four and twenty-three hundred and five of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, shall not be abridged 
except as to such payment. All tracts of land in Oklahoma 
Territory which have been set apart for school purposes, to ed- 
ucationalsocieties, or missionary boards at work among the 
Indians, shall not be opened up for settlement, but are hereby 
granted to the respective educational societies or missionary 
boards for whose use the'same. Si 


No part of the land embraced within the Territory hereby 
created shall inure to the use or benefit of any railroad corpor- 
ation, except the rights of way and land for stations heretofore 
granted to certain railroad corporations. Nor shall any pro- 
vision of this act or any act of any officer of the United States, 

« done or performed under the provisions of this act or otherwise. 
invest any corporation owning or operating any railroad in the 
Indian Territory or Territory created by this act, with any land 
or right to any land in either of said Territories, and this act 
shall not apply to or effect any land which, upon any condition 
on becoming a part of the public domain, would inure to the 
benefit of, or become the property of. any railroad corporation. 

Section 19. That portion of the Territory of Oklahoma here- 

. tofore known as the Public Land Strip is hereby declared a pub- 
lic land district. and the President of the United States is hereby 
empowered to locate a land office in said district at such place 
as he shall select, and to appoint in conformity with existing 
law a Register and Receiver of said land office. He may also 
whenever he shall deem it necessary, establish another additional 
land district within said Territory, locate a land office therein, 
and in like manner appoint a Register and Receiver thereof. 
And the Commissioner of the general land office shall, when di- 
rected by the President, cause the lands within the Territory to 
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be properly surveyed and subdivided where the same has not 
already been done. ) B 

Section 20. That the procedure in applications, entries, con- 
tests, and adjudications in the Territory of Oklahoma shall be 
in form and manner prescribed under the homestead laws of the 
United States, and the general principles and provisions of the 
homestead laws, except as modified by the provisions of this 
act, and the acts of Congress approved March first and second, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, heretofore mentioned, shall 
be applicable to all entries made in said Territory, but no pat- - 
ent shall be issued to any person who is not a citizen of the 
United States at the time of making final proof. 

All persons who shall settle on land in said Territory, under 
the provisions of the'homestead laws.of the United States, and 
of this act, shall be required to select the same in square form 
as nearly as may be; and no person who shall at the time be 
seized iu fee simple of a hundred and sixty acres of land | 
in any State or Territory, shall hereafter be entitled to enter 
land in said Territory of Oklahoma. The provisions of sections 
twenty-three hundred and four and twenty-three hundred and 
five of the Revised Statutes of the United States shall, except 
as far as modified by thisact, apply to all homestead settlers in 
said Territory. i 


Section 21. . That any person, entitled by law to take a home- 
stead in said Territory of Oklahoma, who has already located 
and filed upon, or shall hereafter locate and file upon, a home- 
stead within the limits described in the President's proclama- 
tion of April first [March 23], eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, 
and under and iñ pursuance of the laws applicable to the settle- 
ment of the lands for settlement by such proclamation, and 
who has complied with all the laws relating to such homestead 
settlement, may receive a patent therefor at the expiration of 
twelve months from date of locating upon said homestead, 
upon payment to the United States of one dollar and twenty- 
five cents per acre for land embraced in such homestead. 


Section 22. That the provisions of title thirty-two, chapter 
eight, of the Revised Statutes of the United States, relating to 
“reservation and sale of town sites on public lands,” shall 
apply to the lands open, or to be opened to settlement in the 
Territory of Oklahoma, except those opened to settlement 
by the proclamation of the President on the 22nd day of April 
[March 23], eighteen hundred and eighty-nine: Provided, 
That hereafter all surveys for town sites in said Territory 
shall contain reservations for parks (of substantially equal 
area, if more than-one park), and for schools and other public 
purposes, êmbracing in the aggregate not less than ten nor 
‘more than twenty. acres; and patents for such reservations, 
to be maintained for such purposes, shall be issued to the 
towns respectively when organized as municipalities: Pro- 
vided, further, That in case any lands in said Territory of Ok- 
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lahoma. which may be occupied and filed upon as a homestead, 
under the provisions of law applicable to said territory, bya 
person who is entitled to perfect his title thereto under such 
laws, are required for townsite purposes, it shall be lawful for 
such person to apply to the Secretary of the. Interior to pur- 
chase the lands embraced in said homestead, or any part 
thereof, for townsite purposes. He shall file with the applica- 
tion a plat of such proposed townsite, and if such plat shall be 
approved by the Secretary of the Interior, he shall issue a pat- 
ent to such person for land embraced in said townsite, upon the 
payment of the sum of ten dollars per acre for all the lands 
embraced in such townsite, except the lands to be donated and 
maintained for public purposes, as provided in this section. 
And the sums so received by the Secretary of the Interior shall 
be paid over to the proper authorities of the municipalities 
when organized. to be used by them for school purposes only. 


Section 23. That there shall be reserved public highways 
four rods wide between each section of land in said territory, 
the section lines being the center of said highways; but no 
deduction shall be made, where cash payments are provided 
for, in the amount to be paid for each quarter section of land by 
reason of such reservation. But if the said highway shall be 
vacated by any competent authority, the title to the respective 
strips shall inure to the then owner of the tract of which it 
formed a part ot the original survey. 

Section 24. That it shall be unlawful for any person, for 
himself or any company, association, or corporation, to directly 
or indirectly procure any person to settle upon any lands open 
to settlement in the Territory of Oklahoma, with intent there- 
after of acquiring title thereto, and any title thus acquired 
shall be void: and the parties to such fraudulent settlement 
shall severally be guilty of a misdemeangf, and shall be pun- 
ished upon indictment. by imprisonment not exceeding twelve 
months, or by a fine not. exceeding one thousand dollars, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 


Section 25. That inasmuch as there is a controversy between 
the United States and the state of Texas, as to the ownership 
of what is known as Greer county, it is hereby expressly . 
provided that this act shall not be construed to apply to said 
Greer county until the title to the same has been adjudicated 
and determined to be in the United States; and, in order to 
provide for a speedy and final judicial determination of the con- 
troversy aforesaid. the Attorney-General of the United States is 
hereby authorized and directed to commence in the name and on 
behalf of the United States, and prosecute to a final determina- 
tion, a proper suit in equity in the Supreme Court of the United 
States against the State of Texas, setting forth the title and 
claim of the United States to the tract of land lying between 
the North and South Forks of the Red river where the Indian 
Territory and the State of Texas adjoin, east of thé one hun- 
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dredth degree of longitude, and claimed by the State of Texas as. 


within its boundary and a part of its land, and designated on 
its map as Greer county, in order that the rightful title to 
said land may be finally determined, and the court on the trial 
of the case may, in its discretion, so far as the'endsof justice will 
warrant, consider any evidence heretofore taken and received 


by the joint boundary commission under the act of Congress | 


approved January thirty-first,eighteen hundred and eighty-five; 
and said case shall be advanced on the docket of said court and 


.proceeded with to its conclusion as rapidly as ine nature and 


circumstances of the case permit. 


Section 26. That the following sums, or so má Baca as 
may be necessary, are hereby’ appropriated, out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be disbursed 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior. in the same 
manner that similar appropriations are disbursed in the other 
territories of the United States. namely: 

To pay the expenses of the first legislative assembly of said 
territory, including the printing of the session laws thereof, the 
sum of forty thousand dollars. 

To pay the salaries of the Governor, the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, the Secretary ‘of the Territory, the Marshal, 
the Attorney, and other officers whose appointment is provided 
for in this act, for the remainder of the fiscal year ending June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety, the sum, of twenty 
thousand dollars. | 

To pay for the rent of buildings for the legislative and execu- 
tive offices,and for the Supreme and District Courts; to provide 
jails and support prisoners; to pay mileage and per diem of 


jurors and witnesses; to provide books. records, and stationery ' 


for executive and judicial offices for the remainder of the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and But. the 
sum of fifteen thousand dollars. 


To enable the Governor to take a census of the inhabitants of 
said territory, as required by law, the sum of five thousand 
dollars. 


T'o be expended by the Governor in temporary support and 


aid of common school education in said territory, as soon as a~ 


system of public schools shall have been established by the 
legislative assembly, the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 

Section 27. That the provisions of this act shall not be so 
construed as to invalidate or impair any legal claims or rights 
of persons occupying any portion of said Territory, under the 


laws of the United ‘States, 'but such claims shall be adjudicated . 


by the Land Department. or the courts, in attendance with their 
respective jurisdictions. 

Section 28. That the constitution and all the laws of the 
United States not locally inapplicable shall, except so far as 
modified by this act, have the same force and effect as else- 
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where within the United States; and all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict with the provisions of this act are as to their effect in 

said Territory of Oklahoma hereby repealed; Provided, That 
' section eighteen hundred and fifty of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States shall not apply to the Territory of Oklahoma. 


Section 29. That all that part of the United States which is 
bounded on the north by the State of Kansas, on the east by 
the State of Arkansas and Missouri, on the south by the State 
of Texas, and on the west and north by the Territory of Okla- 
homa as defined in the first section -ot this act, shall for the 
purposes of this act, be known as the Indian Territory; and the . 
jurisdiction of the United States court established under and by 
virtue of an act entitled ‘An act to establish a United States 
courtin the Indian Territory, and for other purposes,” approved 
March first, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, is hereby limited 
to and shall extend only over the Indian Territory as defined 
in this section; that the court established by said act shall, in 
addition to the jurisdiction conferred thereon by said act, have 
and exercise within the limits of the Indian Territory jurisdic- 
tion in all civil casesin the Indian Territory, except cases over 
which the tribal courts have exclusive jurisdiction; and in all 
cases on contracts entered into by citizens of any tribe or 
nation with citizens of the United istates in good faith and for 
valuable consideration; and in accordance with the laws of such 
tribe or nation, and such contracts shall be deemed valid and 
enforced by such courts; and in all cases over which jurisdic- 
tion is conterred by this act or may hereafter be conferred by 
act of Congress; and the provisions of this act hereinafter set 
forth shall apply to said Indian Territory only. 


Section 30. That for the purpose of holding terms of said 
court, said Indian Territory is hereby divided into three divis- 
ions, to be known as the first, second and third divisions. The 
first division shall consist of the country occupied by the Indian 
tribes in the Quapaw Indian Agency and all that part of the 
Cherokee country east of the ninety-sixth meridian and all of 
the Creek country; and the place for holding said court therein 
shall be at Muskogee. The second division shall consist of the 
Choctaw country, and the place for holding said court therein 
shall be at South McAlister. The third division shall con- 
sist of the Chickasaw and Seminole countries, and the place 
for holding said court therein shall be at Ardmore. . That the 
Attorney General of the United States may if in bis judgment 
it shall be necessary, appoint an assistant attorney for said 
court. And the clerk of said court shall appoint a deputy 
clerk in each of said divisions in which said clerk does not 
himself reside at the place in such division where the terms 
of said court are to be held. Such deputy clerk shall keep 
his office and reside at the place appointed for holding of 
said courts in the division of such residence, and shall keep 
the records of said courts for such division, and in the ab- 
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sence of the clerk may exercise all the official powers of the 
clerk within the division for which he is appointed: Provided; 
That the appointment of such deputies shall be approved by 
the United States court in the Indian Territory, and may be 
annulled by said court at its pleasure, and the clerk shall 
be responsible for the official ácts and negligence of his re- 
spective deputies. The Judge of said court shall “hold at 
least two terms of said court each year in each of tne divisions 
aforesaid, at such regular times as said judge shall fix and 
determine, and shall be paid his actual traveling expenses 
and subsistence while attending and holding court at places 
other than Muskogee. All jurors for each term of said court, 
in each division, shall be selected and summoned in the man- 
ner provided in said act, three jury commissioners to be. 
selected by said court for each division. who shall possess all 
the qualifications and perform in said division all the duties 
required by the jury commissioners provided for in said act. Al!. 
prosecutions for crimes or offenses hereafter committed in said 
Indian Territory shall be cognizable within the division in which 
‘such crime or offense shall have been committed. And all civil 
suits shall be brought in the division in which the defendant or 
defendants reside; but if there be two or more defendants resid- 
ing in different divisions, the action may be brought in any 
division which either of the defendants resides. And all cases 
shall be tried.in the division in which the process is returnable 
as herein provided, unless said judge shall direct such case to 
be removed to one of the other divisions; Provided, however, 
That the judicial tribunals of the Indian nations shall retain 
exclusive jurisdiction in all civil and criminal cases arising in 
the country in-which members of the nation by nativity or 
by adoption shall be the only parties; and as to all such cases 
the laws of the state of Arkansas extended over and put in 
force in said Indian Territory by this act shall not apply. 


Section 31. That certain general laws of the state of Arkan- 
sas in force at the close of the session of the general assembly 
of that state of eighteen hundred and eighty-three, as published 

.in eighteen hundred and eighty-four in the volume known as 
**Mansfield's Digest of the Statutes of Arkansas,” which are not 
locally inapplicabl> or in conflict with this act or with any law of 
Congress, relating to the subjects specially mentioned in this sec- 
tion, are hereby extended over and put in force. in the Indian 
Territory until Congress shall otherwise provide, that is to say, 
the provisions of the said general statutes of Arkansas relating 
to administration, chapter one, and the United States court in 
the Indian Territory herein referred to shall have-and exercise 
the powers of courts of probate under said laws; to public ad- 
ministrators, chapter two, and the United States Marshal of the 
Indian Territory shall perform the duties imposed by said chap- 
ter on the Sheriffs of said State; to‘arrest and bail, civil, chap- 
ter seven; to assignment for benefit of creditors, chapter eight ; 
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to attachments, chapter nine; to attorneys-at-law, chapter elev- 
en; to bills of exchange and promissory notes, chapter fourteen; 


_to civil rights, chapter eighteen; to common and statute law of

England, chapter twenty; to contempts, chapter twenty-six; to 
municipal corporations, chapter twenty-nine, division one; to 
costs, chapter thirty; to decents and distributions, chapter forty- 
nine; to divorce, chapter fifty-two, and said court in the Indian 
Territory shall exercise the powers of the circuit courts of Ar-. 
kansas under this chapter; to dower, chapter fifty-two; to evi- 
dence, chapter fifty-nine; to execution, chapter sixty; to fees, 

chapter sixty-three; to forcible entry and detainer, chapter 
sixty-seven; to frauds, statute of, chapter sixty-eight; to fugi- 
tives from justice, chapter sixty-nine; to gaming contracts, 
chapter seventy; to guardians, curators, and wards, chap- 
ter seventy-three, and said court in the Indian Territory 
shall appoint guardians and curators; to habeas corpus, chap- 
ter seventy-four; to injunction, chapter eighty-one; to insane 
persons and drunkar. s, chapter eighty-two, and said court in 
the Indian Territory shall exercise the powers of the probate 
courts of Arkansas under this charter; to joint and several obli- 
gations and contracts, chapter eighty-seven; to judgments and 
decrees, chapter eighty- eight; to judgments summary, chap- 
ter eighty- nine; to jury, chapter ninety; to landlord and tenant, 

chapter ninety-two; to legal notices and advertisements, chap: 
ter ninety-four: to liens, chapter ninety six; to limitations, 

chapter ninety-seven; to mándamus and prohibition, chapter one 
hundred; to marriage contracts, chapter one hundred and two; 
to marriages, chapter one hundred and three; to married women, 

chapter one hundred and four; to money and interest, chapter 
one hundred and nine; to mortgages, chapter one hundred and 
ten; to notaries public, chaptcr one hundred and eleven. and 
said court in the Indian Territory shall appoint notaries public 
under this chapter; to partition the sale of lands, chapter one hun- 
dred and fifteen; to pleadings and practice, chapter one hundred 
and nineteen; to recorders, chapter one hundred and twenty-six; 

to replevin, chapter one hundred and twenty-eight; to venue, 

change of, chapter one hundred and fifty-three; and to wills and 
testaments, chapter one hundred and fifty-five; and whenever : 
in said laws of Arkansas the courts of record of said state 
are mentioned the said court in the Indian Territory shall be 
substituted therefor: aud whenever the clerks of said courts 
are mentioned in said laws the clerk of said court in the Indian 
Territory and his deputies, respectively, shall be substituted 
therefor; and wherever the sheriff of the county is mentioned in 
said laws the United States Marshal of the Indian Territory 
shall be substituted therefor, for the purpose, in each of the 
cases mentioned, of making said laws of Arkansas applicable to 
the Indian Territory. 


That no attachment shall issue against improvements on real 
estate while the title to the land is vested in any Indian Nation, 
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except where such improvements have been made by persons,. 

companies or corporations operating coal or other mines, rail- 

roads, or other industries under lease or permission of law of 

an Indian national council, or charter, or law of the United 
tates. 


That executions: upon judgments obtained in any other than 
Indian courts shall not be valid for the sale or conveyance ` 
of title to improvements made upon lands owned by an Indian 
Nation, except in the cases wherein attachments are -pro- 
vided for. Upon a return of nulla bona, upou an execution 
upon any judgment against an adopted citizen of any In- 
dian tribe, or against any person residing in the Indian 
country, and not a citizen thereof, if the judgment debtor 
shall be the owner of any improvements upon real estate 
within the Indian Territory in excess of one hundred and sixty 
acres occupied as a homestead. such improvements may be 
subjected to the payment of such judgment by a decree of 
the court in which said judgment was rendered. Proceed- 
ings to subject such property to the payment of judgments 
may be by petition, of which the judgment debtor shall have 
notice as in the original suit. If on the hearing the court shall - 
be satisfied from the evidence that the judgment debtor is the 
owner of improvements on real estate subject to the payment of 
said judgment the court may order the same sold. and the pro- 
ceeds, or so much thereof as may be necessary to satisfy said 
judgments and costs. applied to the payment of said jungment; 
or if the improvement is of sufficient rental value to discharge 
the judgment within a reasonable time the court may appoint a 
receiver, who shall take charge of such property and apply the 
rental receipts thereof to the payment of such judgment, under 
such regulations as the court may prescribe. If under such pro- 
ceeding any improvement is sold only citizens of the tribe in 
which said property is situated may become the purchaser 
thereof. 

The constitution of the- United States and all general laws of 
the United States which prohibit crimes and misdemeanors in 
any place within the sole and exclusive jurisdiction of the 
United States, except in the District of Columbia, and all laws 
relating to national banking associations, shall have the same” 
force, and effect in the Indian Territory as elsewhere in the 
United States; but nothing in this act shall be so construed as 
to deprive any of the courts of tbe civilized nations of exclusive 
jurisdiction over all cases arising wherein members of said 
nations, whether by treaty, blood, or adoption, are the sole 
parties. nor so as_to interfere with the right and power 
of said civilized nations to punish said members for 
violation of the statutes and laws enacted by their 
national councils where such .laws are not contrary to the 
treaties and laws of the United States. 


Section 32. That the word ‘‘county,” as used in any of the 
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laws of Arkansas which are put in force in the Indian Territory 
by the provisions of this act, shall be construed to embrace the 
. territory within the limits of a judicial division'in said Indian 
Territory; and whenever in said laws of Arkansas the -word 
“county” is used, the words “judicial division” may be substi- 
tuted therefor, in said Indian Territory, for .the purpose of this 
: act. And whenever in said laws of Arkansas the word:‘‘State” 
or the words “State of Arkansas” are used, the word “Territory” 
or the words “Indian Territory” may be substituted therefor, 
for the purposes of this act, and for the purpose of making said 
laws of Arkansas applicable to the said Indian Territory; but 
all prosecutions therein shall run in the name of the “United 
States.” 


Section 33. That the provisions of chapter forty-five of the 
said general laws of Arkansas, entitled “Criminal Law,” ex- 
cept as to the crimes and misdemeanor mentioned in the 
proviso to this section, and the provisions of chapter forty- 
six of said general laws of Arkansas. entitled “Criminal Pro- 
cedure,” as far as they are applicable, are hereby extended 
over and put in force in the Indian Territory, and juris- . 
diction to enforce said provisions is hereby conferred upon 
the United States Court therein: Provided, That in; all 
cases where the laws of the United States and the said 
criminal laws of Arkansas have provided for the pun- 
ishment of the same offenses the laws of the United States 
shall govern as to such offenses. And provided further, That 
the United States Circuit and District Courts, respectively, for 
the western district of Arkansas ând the eastern district of 
Texas, respectively shall continue to exercise exclusive juris- 
diction as now provided by law in the Indian Territory as de- 
fined in this act, in their respective districts, as heretofore es- 
tablished over all crimes and misdemeanors against the láws of 
the United States applicable to the said Territory, which are 
punishable by said laws of the United States by death or by 
imprisonment at hard labor, except as otherwise provided in 
the other sections of this act.. 


Section 34. That original jurisdiction is hereby conferred 
upon the United States Court in the Indian Territory to enforce 
the provisions of title twenty-eight. chapters three and four, of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States. in said Territory, 
except the offenses defined and embraced in sections twenty-one 
hundred and forty-two and twenty-one hundred and forty-three; 
Provided, That as to the violations of the provisions of section 
twenty-one hundred and thirty-nine of said Revised Statutes, 
the jurisdiction of said court in the Indian Territory shall be - 
concurrent with the jurisdiction exercised in the enforcement 
of such provisions by the United States Courts for the western 
district of Arkansas and the eastern district of Texas; Provided, 
That all violations of said chapters three and four, prior to 
the passage of this act, shall be prosecuted in the United States 
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Courts, respectively, the same as if this act had Bot. been 
passed. 


Section 35. That exclusive original jurisdiction is here- 
by conferred upon the United Stdtes Court in the Indian Terri- 
tory to enforce the provisions of chapter four, title seventy, of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States, entitled “Crimes 
against Justice,” in all cases where the crimes mentioned therein 
were committed in any judicial proceeding in the Indian Terri- 
tory and where such crimes affected and impeded the enforce- 
ment of the laws in the courts established in said Territory: Pro- 
vided, That all violations:of the provisions of said chapter prior 
‘to the passage of this act shall be prosecuted in the United 
States Courts for the western district of Arkansas and eastern 
district of Texas, respectively, the same as if this act had not 
been passed. 


Section 36. That jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon the 
United States Court in the Indian Territory over all contro- 
versies arising between members or citizens of one tribe or na- 
tion of Indians and the members or citizens of other tribes or 
nation in the Indian Territory, and any citizen or member of 
one tribe or nation who may commit any offense or crime against. 
the person or property of a citizen or member of another tribe 
or nation shall be subject to the same punishment in the In- 
dian Territory as he would be if both.parties were citizens 
of the United States. And any member or citizen of any Indian 
tribe or nation in the Indian Territory shall have the right to 
invoke the aid of said court therein for the protection of’ 
his person or property against any person not a member of the 
same tribe or nation, as though he were a citizen of the United 
States. 


Section 37. That if any person shall, in the Indian Territory, 
open, carry on, promote, make or draw, publicly or privately, 
any lottery or scheme of chance of any kind or description, by 
whatever name, style or title the same may be denominated or 
known, or shall, in said Territory, vend, sell, barter or dispose 
of any ‘lottery ticket or tickets, order or orders, device or de- 
vices, of any kind, for or representing any number of shares or 
any interest in any lottery or scheme of chance or shall open or 
establish as owner or otherwise any lottery or scheme of chancé 
in said Territory, or shall be in any wise concerned in any lot- 
tery or scheme of chance, by acting as owner or agent in said 
Territory, for or on behalf of any lottery or scheme of chance,-to 
be drawn, paid or carried on, either out or within said Territory, 
every such person shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, on conviction thereof, shall be fined for the-first offense, 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, and for the second offense 
shall, on convicticn, be fined not less than five hundred dollars. 
and not exceeding five thousand, and he may be imprisoned, in 
the discretion of the court, not exceeding one year. And juris- 


diction to enforce the provisions of this section is hereby con 
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ferred upon the United States Court in said Indian Territory, 
and all persons therein, including Indians and members and 
citizens of Indian tribes and nations, shallbe subject to its 
provisions and penalties. 


Section 38. The clerk and deputy clerks of said United States 
Court shall have the power within their respective districts to 
issue marriage licenses or certificates and to solemnize marriages. 
They shall keep copies of all marriage licenses or certificates is- 
sued by them, and a record book in which shall be recorded all 
licenses or certificates after the marriage has been solemnized, 
and all persons authorized by law to solemnize marriages shall 
return the license or certificate, after executing the same, to the 
clerk or deputy clerk who issued it, together with his return 
thereon. They shall also be ex-oficio Recorders within their re- 
spective districts, and as such they shall perform such duties as 
are required of Recorders of Deeds under the said laws of Ar- 
kansas, and receive the fees and compensation therefor which 
are provided iu said laws of Arkansas for like service: Provided, 
That all marriages heretofore contracted under he laws or tribal 
customs of any Indian nation now located in the Indian Terri- 
tory are hereby declared valid, and the issue of such marriages 
shall be deemed legitimate and entitled to all inheritances of 
property or other rights, the same as in the case of the issue of 
other forms of lawful marriage: Provided, further, That said 
chapter one hundred and three of the laws of Arkansas shall not 
be construed so as to interfere with the operation of the laws 
governing marriage enacted by any of thecivilized tribes, nor to 
confer any authority upon any officer of said court to unite a 
citizen of the United States in marriage with a member of any 
of the civilized nations until the preliminaries to such marriage 
shall have been arranged according to the laws of the nation of 
which said Indian person is a member: And Provided further, 
That where such marriage is required by law of an Indian nation 
to be of record, the certificate of such marriage shall be sent for 
record to the proper officer. as provided in such law enacted by 
the Indian nation. 


Section 39. That the United States Court in the Indian Ter- 
ritory shall have all the powers of the United States Circuit 
Court or Circuit Court Judges to appoint commissioners within 
said Indian 'Territory, who shall be learned in the law, and 
shall be known as United States Commissioners, but not exceed- 
ing three commissioners shall be appointed for any one division,: 
and such commissioners when appointed shall have, within the 
division designated in the order appointing them, all the powers 
of commissioners of circuit courts of the United States. "They 
shall be ex-officio notaries public, and shall have power to 
solemnize marriages. The provisions of chapter ninety-one of 
the said laws of Arkansas, regulating the jurisdiction and pro- 
cedure before Justices of the Peace, are hereby extended over 
the Indian Territory; and: said commissioners shall exercise all 
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the powers conferred by the laws of Arkansas upon Justices of . 
the Peace within their districts; but they shall have no juris- 
diction to try any cause where the value of the thing or the 
amount in controversy exceeds one hundred dollars. 


Appeal may be taken from the final judgment of said commis- 
sioners ta the United States Court in said Indian Territory in all 
cases and in the same manner that appeals may be taken from the 
final judgments of Justices of.the Peace under the provisions. of 
said chapter ninety-one. The said court may appoint a constable 
for each of the commissioner's districts designated by the court, 
and the constable so appointed shall perform ali the duties re- 
quired of constables under the provisions df=shapter twenty- 
four and other laws of the State of Arkansas. Hach commis- 
sioner and constable shall execute to the United States, for the 
security of the public, a good and sufficient bond, in the sum of 
five thousand dollars, to be approved by the judge appointing 
him, conditioned that he will faithfully discharge the duties of 

‘his office and account for all moneys coming to his hands, and 
he shall take an oath to support the Constitution of the United 
States and to faithfully perform the duties required of him. 


The appointment of United States commissioners by said 
court held at Muscogee, in the Indian Territory, heretofore 
made, and all acts in pursuance of law and in good faith per- 
formed by them,.are hereby ratified and validated. 

Section 40. That persons charged with any offense. or crime 
in the Indian Territory, and for whose arresta warrant has been 
issued, may be arrested by the Uuited States. Marshal. or any 
of his deputies, wherever found in said Territory. but in all 
cases the accused shall be taken, for preliminary examination. . 
before the commissioner in the judicial district whose oftice or 
place of business is nearest by the route usually traveled to the 
place where the offense or crime was committed; but this sec- 
tion shall apply only to crimes or offenses over which the courts 
located in the Indian Territory have jurisdiction: Provided, 
That in all cases where persons have been brought before 
a United States commissioner in the Indian Territory tor 
preliminary. examination, charged with the commission of 
any crime therein, and .where it appears from the evi- 
dence that a crime has been committed and that there 
is probably cause to believe the accused guilty thereof, but 
that the crime is one over which the courts in the Indian Terri- 
tory have no jurisdiction, the accused shall not, on that ac- 
count, be discharged, but the case «shall be proceeded with as 
provided in section ten hundred and fourteen of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States. ; : 

Section 41. "That the Judge of the United States Court in the 
Indian Territory shall have the same power to extradite per- 
sons who have taken refuge in the Indian Territory, charged 
with crimes in the States or other territories of the United 
States, that may now be exercised by the governor of Arkansas 
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in that State, and he may issue requisitions upon governors of 
other territories for persons who have committed offenses in 
the Indian Territory, and who have taken refuge in such States 
or territories. 


Section 42. That appeals and writs of error may be taken 
and prosecuted from the decisions of the United States Court in 
the Indian Territory to the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the same manner and under the same regulations as from the 
circuit courts of the United States, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this act. 


Section 43. That any member of any Indian tribe or nation 
residing in the Indian Territory may apply to the United States 
Court therein to become a citizen of the United States, and such 
court shall have jurisdiction thereof and shall hear and deter- 
mine such application as provided in the statutes of the United 
States; and the Confederated Peoria Indians, residing in the 
Quapaw agency. who have heretofore or who may hereafter 
accept their land in severalty under any of the allotment laws 
of the United States, sball be deemed to be, and are hereby, 
declared to be citizens of the United States from and after the 
selection of their allotments, and entitled to all the rights, 
privileges and benefits as such, and parents are hereby declared 
from that time to have been and to be the legal guardians of 
their minor children without process of court: Provided, That 
the Indians who become citizens of the United States under the 
provisions of this act do not forfeit or lose any rights or priv- 
ileges they enjoy or are entitled to as members of the tribe or 
nation of whick they belong. -- 

Section 44. That the following sum, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be disbursed under 
the direction of the Attorney General of the United States; in 
the same manner that similar appropriations are disbursed in 
the other territories of the United States, namely: 


To pay the actual traveling and other expenses of the Judge 
of the United States Court holding court in said Indian Terri- 
tory other than at Muskogee; to pay for the rent of buildings 
for the Supreme and District Courts; to provide jails and sup- 
port of prisoners; to pay mileage and per diem of jurors and 
witnesses; to provide books, records, and stationery for the 
judicial offices for the remainder of the fiscal year ending June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety, the sum of ten thousand 
dollars.

Council met pursuant to adjournment, at 10 o'clock a. m., an 
was called to order by the president.

COUNCIL RULES. 


RULE 1. The-president shall take the chair precisely at the 
hour to which the Council shall have ‘adjourned, .and shall im- 
mediately call the Council to order. 


RULE 2. The president shall have the general direction of 
the council chamber; he.shall have the right tomame any coun- 
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cilor to perform the duties of the chair; but such substitution 


shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 


RULE 3. He shall preserve order and decorum in the pro- 
ceedings of the Council; and in case of any disturbance or dis- 
orderly conduct in the lobby, the president, or chairman of the 
committee of the whole council, shall have the power to order 
the same to be cleared. 


RULE 4. The president shall sign all acts and joint resolu- 
tions, when passed by both houses; and all ‘writs, warrants and 
subpoenas issued by order of the Council shall be under his 
hand, attested by the clerk. . 


RULE 5. The president of the Council shall appoint three 
pages, upon the recommendation of a majority of the members, 
who shall serve during the session of the legislature, unless dis- 
missed for cause by the officer appointing, or the Council. Ad- 
ditional pages may be authorized by the Council. 


RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF COUNCILORS. 


RULE 6. At the beginning of the session the following stand- 
ing committees shall be elected by a majority vote, and when 
elected shall each elect their chairman: 


Judiciary—five members. : = 
Ways and Means—five members. 

Education—five members. 

County Affairs—five members. 

Municipal Corporations—five members. 
Agriculture and Highways—five members. 

- Enrolled and Engrossed Bills—five members. 
Railroads and Corporations—five members. 
Elections—five members.

11. Federal relations—five members. 
12. Printing. 
13. School bonds—five ae ee 

- 14. Standing rules—five members.

Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time | 


as the Council may direct. 


RULE 7. When a councilor is about to speak, he shall rise 
from his seat and respectfully address himself to “Mr. Presi- 
dent,” and the president shall announce him as ‘‘the councilor 
from ——- 
“speak, either from his seat or the seat. of any other councilor 
tendered him for the purpose, or from the stand. 

RULE 8. In all cases the councilor who shall first rise and 
«address the president shall speak first, but when two or more 
councilors shall rise at once, the president shall announce the 
councilor who .is to speak first. 


” (naming his county). The councilor may then - 
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RULE 9. No-councilor shall speak more than twice to the 
same question, except by unanimous consent of the council; and 
he shall confine himself to the question under debate and avoid 
personality: 

RULE 10. Auy councilor, while discussing a question, may 
read, or cause to be read, from books, papers or documents, any 
matter pertinent to the subject under consideration, without 
asking leave. 

RULE 1l. Any councilor may call for a statement of the 
question, which the president may give, sitting. 

RULE 12. Any councilor may call for a division of the ques- 
tion, and the decision of the president as to its divisibility shall 
be subject to appeal as in questions of order. 

RULE 13. Every councilor present when the question is put 
shall vote, unless the council for special reasons excuses him. 
A request to be excused from voting shall not be in order unless 
made before the council divides, or before the call of yeas or 
nays is commenced ; and any councilor requesting to be excused 
from voting may make a brief statement of the reasons for 
making such request, and the question shall then be taken 
without further debate. 


RuLE 14. When less than a quorum vote on any question 


pending in the council, the president shall forthwith order the ' 


roll of councilors called by the clerk: If a quorum be present 
as shown by answering to their names or their presence in the 
chamber, the president shall again order the yeas and nays, 
and if any councilor refuses to vote, he shall be noted as pres- 
ent and not voting. " 


RULE 15. While the president or chairman is putting any 
question, or addressing the council, no one shall walk across the 
chamber, and while a councilor is speaking no one shall pass 
between him and the chair. No person, other than the clerk, 
shall remain at the clerk's desk while the ayes and nays are 
being called, or ballots being called. 


RuLE 16. Any coac lor has the right to demand the ayes 
and nays upon any question before it is put; and upon such 
demand the clerk shall call the names of councilors in their 
alphabetical order, and before the result is declared, shall read 
over the names of those voting in the affirmative and those 
voting in the negative. E 
. RULE 17. Any councilor has a right to demand a call of the 
Council, and upon such call the names of the councilors shall be 
called by the clerk, alphabetically, and the absentees noted. 


RuLE 18. Any three councilors have a right to demand the 
previous question. 


RULE 19. Any councilor shall have the right to protei 
against any act or resolution of the Council, an nd such protest 
and the reasons therefor, shall, without alteration, commitment, 
or delay, be entered upon the journal. 


+ 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 


RULE 20. As soon as the council is called to order, and after 
prayer by the chaplain, a quorum being present, the journal of 
the preceding day shall be read by the clerk, and, if necessary, 
corrected by the Council. | l 

RULE 21, As soon as the journal is read and corrected, as 
aforesaid, the president shall call for the presentation of peti- 
tions and memorials; bills for second reading; bills for third 
reading; the introduction of bills; and the reports of standing 
committees, in the order of appointment; the report of select 
committees, and miscellaneous business. This business shall be 
disposed of in the order in which it is arranged, and shall not 
be in order at any other time except by leave of seven councilors. 
If the calling of the committees is not completed on any given 
day, the president shall, on the subsequent day, on reaching 
** reports of the standing committees," commence with the com- 
mittee next in order after that last called on the previous day. 


RULE 22. Every petition and memorial shall be referred, on . 


motion, without putting the question for that purpose, unless 
the reference be objected to at the time of its presentation; and 
no petition or memorial shall be printed except by special order 
of the council. 

RULE 23. Messages from the house, and communications 
from either branch of the executive department of the territory, 
may be received, read and disposed of at any time, except when 
the president is putting a question, while the yeas and nays are 
being called, or while the ballots are being counted, unless ob- 
jection is made to the reading, when the Council shall decide. 

RULE 24. The interim between any two sessions. of the coun- 
cil on the same day shall be termed a recess, and on the reas- 
sembling at the appointed hour, any question pending at the 
time of taking such recess shall be resumed without any motion 
to that effect. i 


QUESTION OF PRECEDENCE. 
RULE 25. The following questions shall take precedence in 
the order named: 
To adjourn to a day certain. 
To adjourn. l 
To take a recess. 
To lie on the table. 
Previous question. 
To proceed to the orders of the day. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 
To amend. 
To postpone indefinitely. 
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MOTIONS AND QUESTIONS. 


RULE 26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
president or any councilor so desires, and whenever an amend- 
ment is offered to any bill or resolution under consideration by 
the Council, or an amendment to any such amendment, the coun- 
cilor proposing the same shall reduce it to writing ànd forward 
- it to the clerk's desk. " 


RULE 27. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the president; or, being in writing, it may be read to 
the Council by the president or clerk before debate. 


RULE 28. After a motion is stated or read by the president, 
or read by the clerk, it shall be deemed to be in the possession 
. Of the Council, but may be withdrawn by leave of the Council at 
any time before a decision or amendment. All questions, 
whether in committee or Council, except privileged questions, 
shall be put in order in which they are made, except in filing 
blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 


RULE 29. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form: 
“You who are of the opinion (as the question may be) say 


“aye';” and after the affirmative voice is expressed, ‘‘'Those of a 


contrary opinion say ‘no’.” If the president doubt, or a division 


be called for, the Council shall divide—those of the affirmative: 


of the question first arising from their seats, and afterwards 
those in the negative; and the president shall determine by 
count, announcing the number. 


RuLE 30. When a motion is made to commit to a committee 
of the whole Council, or to a standing committee, it shall not be 
in order to amend such motion by substituting any other com- 
mittee; but if any other committee be suggested, the motion 
shall first be put upon the committee first named, and after- 
wards upon the committee or committees suggested in the order 

in which they were named. 


RULE 31. A motion to postpone to a day certain, or indefi- 
nitely, being decided, shall not be again allowed at the same 
stage of the bill or proposition; and if a bill be set for consider- 
ation on a certain day, it shall not be considered at an earlier 
day. No bill shall be set for consideration beyond ten days from 
the date when so set; but no special orders shall be made during 
the last fifteen days of the session without the concurrence of a 
majority of all the members elected to this Council. 


RuLE S32. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; but 
being decided in the.negative, shall not be again entertained 
until some motion, call, order, or discussion shall have taken 


place, and then not until the expiration of half an hour, except. 


by unanimous consent. 


RULE 33. The following questions shall be decided without 
debate, to-wit: To adjourn; to take a recess; to lie on the 
table; to take from the table; to go into committee of the 


3 
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whole on orders of the day, and all questions relating to the 
priority of business. 


AMENDMENTS. 


RULE 34. No motion or proposition upon a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be. admitted under color of 
amendment. 


A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed divisible; 
and a retusal to strike out shall be equivalent to agreeing to 
the matter in that form, but shall not preclude further amend- 
ment by way of addition. 


RULE 35. A motion to reconsider any motion or vote must be 
made by a councilor voting with the prevailing side, except 
when a bill fails upon its final passage, the motion may be made 
by any councilor voting upon the question. Such motion must 
be made within the next two days of actual session of the Coun- 
cil (a quorum being present) after such vote was taken, and the 
same shall take precedence of all other questions, except a mo- 
tion to adjourn; but such motion, if made by one of the minority, 
shall not be subject to debate, provided, however, that the 
minority mover shall be allowed thirty minutes to give his 
reasons for taking such action; but after the vote which a bill 
which has failed of passage ‘has been re- -considered, the bill 
shall not then pass without a majority of all the members of 
this house voting in favor thereof. 


Rute 36. The previous question shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be: put?” It shall only be ad- 
mitted when demanded by three councilors, and until decided 
shall precude further debate, and all amendments and motions, 
except one motion to adjourn, or motion to take a recess, and one 
motion to lie on the table. All incidental questions, or questions 
of order, arising after a motion is made for the previous ques- 
tion, and pending such motion, shall be decided without appeal 
and without debate. 


RULE 37. Ona motion for the previous question, and prior 
to voting on the same, a call of the council shall be in order; 
but after the demand for the previous question shall have been 
sustained, no call shall be in order; and the council shall be 
brought to an immediate vote—first upon the pending amend- 
ments in their order, and then upon the main question. 


RULE 38.. If a call for the previous question be not sustained, 
the subject under consideration shall not thereby be postponed, 
but the business shall proceed as if no such call had been made. 


QUESTIONS OF ORDER. 


RuLE 39. If any councilor, in speaking or otherwise, trans- 
gress the rules of the council the president shall, or any mem- 
ber may, call to order; ànd the councilor called to order shall 
take his seat, if required to do so by the president, until the 
question of order is decided. 
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RuLE 40. Ifa member rise to a point of order, he shall state 
it in a clear and concise manner. If the President be of the 
opinion that the point of order is well taken he shall sustain it, 
otherwise he shall overrule it, and from such ruling an appeal 
may be had, if seconded by two members, and the point shall 
then be decided without debate. The member, in stating his 
point of order shall not consume more than five minutes. 


RULE 41. If the decision be in favor of the councilor called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall 
not be permitted to proceed, in case any councilor object, with- 
out leave of the Council. 


Runs 42. If a councilor call another to order for words 
spoken in debate, he shall, if required by the president, reduce 
to writing the language used by the councilor which he deemed 
out of order. 


RULE 43. All questions of order, with the decisions thereon, 
from which an appeal may have been taken, shall be noted by - 
the clerk, and put together at the end of the journal at each 
session. i 


THE YEAS AND NAYS— WHEN TO BE CALLED. 


RULE 44. The yeas and nays shall be called upon the elec- 
tion of all officers, a mor of those voting being necessary to 
a choice. 


RULE 45. The yeas and nays shall be called upon the pass- 
age of all bills, and the adoption of all joint resolutions having 
the force and effect of law, and a majority of the votes of all 
the councilors elected shall be necessary to pass either. 


RULE 46. The yeas and nays shall be called upon the adop- 
tion of all resolutions expending money, and a majority of the 
votes of all the councilors elected are necessary to the adoption 
of such resolution. 


RULE 47. Executive sessions shall be held as occasion may 
require, and shall be held with closed doors. And no councilor, 
or officer of the Council, shall disclose the proceedings had in 
executive session; nor disclose the opinions or votes of the 
councilors. 


RULE 48. When in executive session, the yeas and nays shall 
be called upon the confirmation of all nominations made by the 
governor. 


RULE 49. The several standing and select committees of the 
Council have leave to report by bill or otherwise; and it shall be 
in order for the Committee on Enrollment to report at any time, 
when the Council is not otherwise engaged; but the report of 
any committee must be signed by a majority of its members be- 
fore it can be received at the clerk's desk, and when the ma- 
jority of a committee have reported, the minority may present 
their views, i 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


RuLE 50. When the Council shall be ready to proceed to tħe 
- orders of the day, a motion to go into committee of the whole 
Council on the orders of the day shall have precedence of all 
other motions, except to adjourn, to take recess, to lie on the 
table, and fer the previous question; and in forming a committee 


of the whole Council, the president shall leave the chair, and. 


appoint a chairman, who shall preside, and vote as other coun- 
cilors. 


RULE 51. In committee of the whole bills shall be read by 
the chairman or clerk, and considered by sections, unless it shall 

be otherwise directed by the committee, leaving the preamble 
` to be last considered. The body of the bill shall not be defaced 
or interlined, but amendments shall be noted by the chairmán 
or clerk on a separate piece of paper, as the same shall be 
agreed to by the committee, and so reported to the Council. 
After being reported, the bill and amendments of the committee 
shall be immediately taken up for consideration, unless it shall 
be otherwise ordered by the Council, and again be subject to 
discussion or amendment before the question to engross the bill 
be taken. The rule of proceeding in committee of the whole 
shall be the same as in the Council, so far as may be applicable. 


BILLS. 


RULE 52. Every bill shall be introduced on the report of a 
committee, or by any councilor in the regular order of business, 
or by! leave of the Council upon a statement of the objects of 
the bill. All bills shall be read a second time in the order in 
which they are introduced. and, unless made a special order, 
shall be read a third time in the order in which they are directed 
to third reading. 


RuLE 53. If opposition be made to the bill on first reading, 
-the question shall be: “Shall the bill be rejected?” If the bill 
be not rejected, it shall pass to a second reading in the order of 
proceeding. 


RULE 54. On the second reading of a bill the President shall 
state that it is ready for commitment or engrossment. If no 
motion or order be made to the contrary, it shall be committed 
to the committee of the whole council, to be considered in its 
order. If the bill be ordered to be engrossed, the Council shall 
direct on what day it shall be read the third time. But no bill 
having been amended shall be read a third time without being 
actually engrossed. Amendments to House bills, made by the 
Council, shall be engrossed in like manner as Council bills, pre- 
paratory to their third reading. 


RULE 55. When a question is lost on ordering a bill to be en- 
grossed for a third reading on a particular day, it shall not 
preclude a question to order it to be engrossed for a third read- 
` ing on a different day, unless a division be called for; but if ona 
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division the question on engrossing the bill, without including 
the time for its third reading, shall fail, the bill shall be consid- 
ered as lost. i 

RULE 56. Bills standing in order for third reading shall be 
taken up and read without a motion to that effect, and (unless 
otherwise ordered by the council) the question shall be put: 
“Shall the bill pass?” And in case any bill which has-been set 
for a third reading on a given day shall, for any reason, be not 
read on that day, it shall stand for third reading on the first 
succeediag day when bills for third reading shall be reached in 
the regular order of business. 


RULE 57. When a bill has passed the Council the President 
or clerk shall read its title, and the President shall demand if 
the Council agree to its title; and if the Council is agreed, the 
clerk shall make out the title accordingly, and shall certify the 
passage of the bill upon the back thereof. 


RULE 58. No bill having been passed, or resolution adopted, 
shall be delayed in transmission to the House because a motion 
for reconsideration has been made, and remains undisposed of. 
When a motion to reconsider is laid upon the table it shall not 
carry the bill or resolution with it. 


RULE 59. After commitment and report thereof to the coun- 
cil or at any time before its passage. a bill or resolution may be 
recommitted. After bills have been read the third time they 
shall not be amended, except by recommitment to a committee 
with instructions to amend, which instructions shall embody, 
substantially, the amendment or amendments proposed. 


RULE 60. On the passage of all bills making appropriations 
of money, or in concurring in- house amendments thereto, a sep- 
arate vote on any item or items therein shall, on demand of five 
councilors, first be had by yeas and nays, entered upon the 
journal; and every such item failing to receive a majority of all 
members elected to the Council, shall be stricken from the bill 
before taking the vote on its final passage. 


RULE 61. All Council bills which have been ordered printed 
shall be printed and distributed for the use of the councilors 
before the second reading thereof, unless otherwise ordered; 
and in case a Council and House bill has been amended before 
being placed on the calendar for third reading, in placing 
it upon the calendar for third reading the clerk shall note the 
fact that it has been amended. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


RULE 62. Resolutions, upon their introduction in the Council 
or receipt from the House, upon their being first read in the 
council, shall, if any councilor shall give notice of a desire to 
discuss the proposition therein contained, lie over for one day; 
and no motion shall be entertained which may operate to de- 
prive any councilor of the right to give notice to discuss. 
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RULE 63. + Resolutions may be offered on leave or under the 
head of miscellaneous business. EL 


- 


ADMISSION OF VISITORS WITHIN THE BAR OF THE COUNCIL. 


RULE 64. During the sitting of the Council no person shall be 
admitted within the bar of the Council, except members of the 
two houses, and ex-members of the legislature, their clerks, as- 
sistants, and other officers, or persons charged with any message 

_or papers for the Council, clergymen by invitation of the presi- 


dent, the governor of this or any other territory or state, judges - 


of the courts, heads of different departments, members of con- 
gress, such other persons as may, at any time, be specially in- 
vited by any member of the present Council; and the use of the 
council chamber shall not be granted, at any time, by resolution 
or otherwise, for any other than legislative purposes, except by 
unanimous consent of the Council. - 

RULE 65. It shall be the duty of the sergeant-at-arms and his 
assistants to prevent smoking within the Council chamber dur- 
ing the session of the Council. . 


THE RULES OF THE COUNCIL. 


RULE 66. These rules shall not be amended except after at 
least one day’s notice be given to the Council, in writing, setting 
forth the alteration proposed. And no rule shall be suspended 
except by a vote of seven members, or a number less than seven, 
1f that lesser number be two-thirds of the members present. 

RULE 67. Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be received as the 
rule in all cases not provided for in the foregoing rules, except 
where the Council may determine otherwise by a yea and nay 
vote. 


CHIEF CLERK. 


RULE 68. It is the duty of the chief clerk to call the roll; re- 
port correctly the result of all balloting, yea and nay, and divi- 
sion votes; read the journal or cause the same to be read; read 
all bills, resolutions, petitions, or other papers which the Coun- 
cil may require; deliver all messages to the House of Represent- 
atives; certify all enrolled bills, and present the same to the 
President of the Council for his signature; endorse upon every 
paper presented in the Council the successive stages of action 
had thereon, and see that the proper records be made of the 
transmission of every paper from one house to the other, or from 
one officer to another; certify to the Auditor of the Territory the 
time of service of the members and officers of the Council, and 
attend generally to such other matters as his office may 
require. For the purpose of securing uniformity and system all 
other clerks of the Council shall be under his direction. 


CLERK OF ENROLLED BILLS. 


RULE 69. It shall be the duty of the clerk of enrolled bills to 
enroll, or cause to be enrolled, in a legible and fair round hand, 
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So the message was read, after which -

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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
(DELIVERED JAN. 8TH, 1895.) 


To the Third Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma : | 


In pursuance of the statute of Oklahoma prescribing as one of 
the duties of the governor that he shall at the commencement 
of each session of the legislature give to that body information 
by message, of the condition of the territory, and shall recom- 
mend such measures as he shall deem expedient ; the following 
is respectfully submitted : É 


, OKLAHOMA. 


In view of the wide-spread complaints -of agricultural and 
industrial depression coming from many portions of the Union, . 
the generally prosperous condition of Oklahoma, an infant ter- 
ritory, whose virgin soil less than six years ago had never been 
disturbed by the plow of the agriculturist, should be a source of 
general congratulation and a matter of personal pride with every 
citizen. The financial storm which swept over the land in the 
year 1893, with such disastrous results, was felt but slightly in 
Oklahoma, due no doubt to the conservative methods which 
mark the management of the financial institutions, the remark- ` 
able natural resources of the territory and the boundless energy 
and pluck of her people. 


To be chosen to legislate in the interests of such a wonderful 
territory and such a keen, wide-awake people is a high prefer- 
ment and a distinctive compliment to the ability and integrity 
of the gentlemen composing the present legislative assembly. 

There is much deeded legislation to be accomplished in a com- 
paratively brief space of time, yet, with an earnest determin- 
ation to advance the best interests of the territory, you can, and 
no doubt will, prove to your constituents that they chose wisely 
in the selection of their lawmakers. It is my sincere desire and 
hope that the relations between the legislative and executive 
departments will be of the most harmonious nature, and that 
each may be prompted by a common desire to work entirely for 
the advancement of Oklahoma and her institutions. 
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SCHOOL LANDS.. 


By act of congress, May 4, 1894, the reservation by the presi- 
dent of sections 13 and 32in the former Cherokee Outlet, Pawnee 
and Tonkawa Indian reservations, for the use and. benefit of 
' colleges and public buildings, was confirmed, and by the same 
act the governor, secretary of the territory and superintendent 
of public instruction were constituted a board for leasing school 
lands, to proceed under rules and regulations heretofore pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the interior until the legislature 
should provide rules for leasing the same. These rules are 
wholly inadequate to meet the varied and complex conditions 
arising at the expiration of leases. A large number of lessees 
have made extensive and valuable improvements upon their 
lands and desire to re-lease at the expiration oftheir several 
terms. Uuder the present rules these lands must be offered to 
the highest bidder, the lessee merely having the right to take 
the land at the highest bid. This does not offer adequate pro- 
tection to lessees in their improvements, and in fact leaves the 
improvements entirely out of consideration. 


Two principles occur to me as just in this connection, and 
ought to govern iu any legislation. The school fund is entitled 
to the commercial rental value of the land, and the present 
lessee is entitled to preference to lease the land at that com- 


mercial value, and in the event he cannot lease, to be re-im- . 


bursed for the enhanced value which his improvements have 
given the land. To carry into use these principles, it occurs to 
me that it will be necessary to make an appraisement of the 
rental value of all school lands, and also an appraisement of 
the value of the improvements, then if any responsible person 
desires to give more than this appraised value and will pay for 
the improvements, ' let him do so, provided the lessee will not 
pay the! price offered by. such party. Then let all lands be 
Offered to present lessees at their appraised value, and if any 
lessee shall fail or refuse to take the land at the appraised 
value, let the land be leased to the highest bidder. 

. The net proceeds from leasing school land up to the date of 
assuming the duties of my office, were $45,047.62. Since then, 
and up to January 1, 1895, there has been received $102,260.19; 
but all these vast sums of money have been handled without 
any bond. It occurs to me that it would be well to put the 
whole matter in the charge of a bonded officer, subject to the 
supervision and controlof a board of officers, who should have 


power to prescribe additional rules and to whom aggrieved par- - 


ties might appeal. 

West of range 16, I would advise the leasing of as many sec. 
tions to one person as desirable. Many persons have disputed 
the power of the board to lease the school land, and sections 


18 and 33, and through one pretext or another have resisted the - 


‘attempts ‘of lessees to take possession of the land leased. The 
board has in each instance promptly instigated legal proceed- 
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ings'to gain possession for the lessee, and has been successful 
in every suit tried so far, but this litigation is annoying, 
tedious and expensive, and 1 would suggest that it be made a 
misdemeanor for any person to hold possession of or occupy a 
school quarter, or section 18 or 38, without attempting to lease 
the same. Fora detailed statement of the transactions of the 
school land department, reference is hereby made to my report 
to the honorable secretary of the interior made in September, 
1894, hereto attached and marked Exhibit ‘‘A.” 


TERRITORIAL SUPERINTENDENT OF. PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


The report of the territorial snperintendent of public instruc- 
tion is hereto attached and marked exhibit “B.” While this 
report is not as full and complete as it would have been had 
school officers displayed more promptness and industry in gath- 
ering and transmitting the information required to be sent to the 
territorial superintendent, still this report shows quite a flatter- 
ing condition of the workings of the public school system of the 
territory. Also, that the growth of the territory in school pop- 
ulation has kept pace with our wonderful development in mate- 
rial prosperity. This report shows that there were in 1894, 
79,223 children of school age within the territory, an increase of 
65 per cent. over the preceding year. 


The superintendent has made a number of recommendations 
: of much needed changes in the school law. These recommenda- 
tions are commended : to your thoughtful consideration.

TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 


The report of the board of regents-of the territorial university 
showing the condition of that institution, is hereto attached and 
marked exhibit “C.” -This report exhibits a commendable 
degree of progress and shows said institution to be in a flourish- 
ing condition. The number of students in attendance the pres- 
ent year is 142, being an increase of —————— over last year. 


TERRITORIAL NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The report of the board of regents of the territorial normal 
school is hereto attached and marked exhibit ‘‘D.” From this 
report it appears that this institution is being successfully man- 
aged, and that there is a growing interest in the educational 
work being done there. The number of students in attendance 
the present year is 110, being an increase of — per cent. 
over the attendance last year. For a detailed exhibit of the 
financial condition of the normal school, as well as that of the 
territorial university, reference is hereby made to the auditor’s 
report submitted herewith and marked exhibit “F.” 


AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 


The results attained within the two years passed at the Agri- . 
cultural and Mechanical College are of an encouraging nature. 
The depressing features which marked the founding and subse- 
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quent career of this institution of practical education are being 
Overcome, and as time progresses the influence of the college 
will become more and more apparent. The accompanying re- 
port from the board of regents and heads of departments, 
. marked exhibit “E,” showing the condition of the college in all 
its departments, and He progress of the work performed, is 
duly submitted. 
- TERRITORIAL AUDITOR'S REPORT.: 


I herewith submit the bi-ennial report of the territorial aud- 
itor, marked exhibit “F,” containing an elaborate and compre-- 
- hensive statement of the financial transactions of the territory 
for the period of two years past. The report contains recom- 
mendations looking to changes in the territorial revenue laws to 
which, by reason of the disproportion of the receipts and expen- 
ditures, I invite the most serious and careful consideration of 
this legislative assembly. Your attention is directed to the 
recommendation for funding .the outstanding warrant indebted- 
ness, which recommendation meets my approval. The general 
fund warrant indebtedness on November 30, 1894, was $86,681.34, 

and the estimated receipts from revenues for the year 1895, on 
=p, basis of the assessed valuation for 1894, will approximate 

50,000. 


Your attention is called to the estimate of the auditor for 
account of public printing, and that in this item it is intended 
to include, the. costs of publication of the decisions of the 
supreme court of the territory. I am advised that volume II is 
now almost ready for publication and that volume III will be 
ready by the time of the adjournment of the June term of the 
court. The value of the prompt and speedy publication of 
these reports is patent to all.  -

TERRITORIAL TREASURER, 

The report of the territorial treasurer is hereto attached and 
marked exhibit “G.” This report shows the collections and dis- 
bursements from the territorial treasury for the two years end- 
ing Nov. 30, 1894, from which it may be seen that the total re- 


ceipts for the year ending Nov. 30, 1893, were $80,482.28, and the ` 


disbursements for the same period were $53,558.66, leaving bal- 
ance unexpended of $26,923.62.

On Nov. 5, 1891, Governor Steele entered into a contract with 
G. C. McFarland for the care and maintenance of the territory's 
insane, at Jacksonville, Ill. This contract was renewed by 
Governor A. J. Seay, and extended to March 15, 1895. The ex- 
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penses arising under this contract has been the largest item of 
territorial expenditure during the two years last past.. The 
charge for maintenance of these unfortunate people. I suppose, 
is as reasonable as could be expected, but owing to the great 
distance of the institution from the territory, the expense for 
transportation has been very large, aggregating for the years 
1893-94 to over $17,000, and has been a constant reminder that 
the same should be cut off at the earliest practicable nroment. 
With this end in view I have for the past several months been 
negotiating with parties to care for these people within the ter- - 
ritory, and I am glad to announce that the arrangements have 
been completed, and that by the time of the expiration of the 
above contract, the Oklahoma Sanitarium Company will have 
furnished and fitted a commodious building, and will return the 
patients now at Jacksonville, Ill, to the hospital within the 
territory at their own expense, and take charge of the 
territory's insane and properly care for them at the 
same rate of maintenance, and thus make a saving to the 
territory of the large item of expense for transportation. 
I apprehend that aside from the saving in cost, it will be more 
desirable in every respect to have these unfortunates cared for 
near their friends and relatives and by citizens of the territory. 


The account of the superintendent presented for the quarter- 
ending Dec. 31, 1894, shows that there are now eighty-nine terri- 
torial patients in the hospital at Jacksonville. | 


TERRITORIAL PRISONERS. 


Under authority granted in section 3680, chapter 64 of the 
Oklahoma statutes, Governor Steele entered into a contract 
with the authorities of the Kansas state prison, located at 
Lansing, Kans., for the confinement of all territorial prisoners 
at the rate of 25 cents per day for each prisoner. "The date of . 
this contract is November 26, 1890. The territorial prisoners 
have since been confined in this prison in pursuance of the above 
contract. Iam inclined to believe that they are being cared for . 
at a reasonable rate, and that the contract made by Governor 
Steele should be continued until provision is made and a prison 
erected within the territory. 


It appears from the report of. the warden hereto attached and < 
marked exhibit ‘‘H,” that there are now eighty-eight territorial 
prisoners confined in said prison. ' 


Under the law and this contract, the territory pays for trans- 
portation of prisoners to the prison, their care while there, and 
each prisoner on his discharge is given a suit,of clothing of the 
value of $20 and $5 in money. 


There being no provision in our statutes for allowing prisoners 
credit on their term of sentence on account of good behavior, it 
is earnestly recoinmended that chapter 64 of the statutes be 
amended in this respect. . 
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TERRITORIAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The report of the Territorial Board of Health, which is here- 
with submitted, marked exhibit ‘‘I,” is a convincing tribute to 
the healthful climatic conditions of Oklahoma and to the watch-. 
fulness and activity of the board. The public health should be 
a matter of public concern, and the legislature is asked to care- 
fully consider the recommendation submitted in the appended 
report. 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARIAN. 


I submit herewith for your consideration the report of the 
Territorial Librarian, marked exhibit **J.” The fact that con- 


gress has thus failed to render assistance has made the building..: 


up of a territorial library a work of individual effort, and the 
fact of its having reached its present dimensions is largely due 
to the industry and faithfulness of the librarian. 


TERRITORIAL BOARD OF PHARMACY. 


The report of the Board of Pharmacy marked exhibit “K,” 
which is herewith submitted, shows an active and efficient appli- 
cation of the laws regulating the practice of pharmacy in the 
territory. 

TERRITORIAL BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS. 


The report of the Territorial Board of Dental Examiners, 
marked ‘Exhibit L,” is herewith respectfully submitted for the 
consideration of the legislature. This report is both a tribute 
to the wisdom of the law and the efficiency of the present 
board. 


WORLD’S COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


The Second Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Okla- 
homa appropriated the sum of $15,000 for the purpose of exhib- 
iting the products and resources of Oklahoma at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. The governor was given charge of the 
expenditure of this sum. In connection with the territories of 
New Mexico and Arizona a very creditable building was erected 
on the Exposition grounds and the products and resources of the 
territory were exhibited and advertised to the best possible ad- 
vantage, and a number of premiums were awarded to Oklahoma 
products, towit: Flour, wheat, corn, oats, buckwheat, grass, 
peanuts, red sorghum, squashes and cotton among the agricult- 
ural products, and painted china among the manufactures. 


A detailed exhibit of the disbursements of the appropriation. 


made is hereto attached and marked “Exhibit M." This exhibit 
shows the expenditures to have been $9,698.57, and that the bal- 
ance of the appropriation, amounting to $5,301.48, has been 
covered back into the territorial treasury. 


SEED DISTRIBUTION. 


Section 282 of the act of March 10, 1893, appropriated the 
sum of $10,000 or so much thereof as may be necessary for the 
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purpose of purchasing and distributing seed to the needy farmers 
of the territory for the planting season of 1893, and provided 
that said sum be expended under the direction of the governor 
in such a manner, that, in his judgment, shall best promote the 
objects therein intended, and requiring that a full report of his 
doings thereunder be made to the next legislative assembly. 

A detailed statement of the warrants drawn against -this ap- 
propriation, aggregating the sum of $6,470.94, leaving a balance 
of $3,559.06 unexpended, will be found in the auditor's report 
transmitted herewith, and reference is hereby made to the same. 


TERRITORIAL HISTORICAL BUREAU: 


During May, 1893, the Oklohoma Editorial Association estab- 
lished a bureau known as the Historical Department of the Okla- 
homa Press Association. The special object of this bureau is 
the collection and preservation of newspapers and other publi- 
cations of the territory, views, reports, and general matter 
. which may prove of information and historic interest. Mr. W. 
P. Campbell, the custodian, reports quite successful results from 
the work thus inaugurated. He has now, practically, files of all 
territorial publications, including those which have been sus- 
pended or been merged. The importance of collecting and pre- 
serving inviolate this great source from which the future history. 
of Oklahoma may be read and written, is a subject which ought 
to demand the attention of the legislature to secure the per- 
mancy of such a bureau. 


MILITIA. 


The general government under an aet of Congress of Febru- 
ary, 1887, furnishes to states and territories ordnance, stores 
and equipments free of charge, for the organization of state and 
territorial militia companies. An annual appropriation is made 
from the federal treasury for this purpose, and is prorated 
among states and territories. 

The act of the First legislature being chapter 50 in the Okla- 
homa statutes, was passed for the purpose of encouraging and 
facilitating the organization of a territorial militia. This act 
has proven wholly inadequate for that purpose, no provision 
being made for supplying officers with office supplies, office rent, 
expense money or Salaries. 

The ablest of American statesmen and patriots have borne 
witness to the fact that upon the efficiency and thoroughness of 
the “Citizen Soldiery” depends the safety of the state. 

It is recommended that you make proper provision for the 
organization of the territorial militia, and sufficient appropria- 
tion to make the law effective. 

The following recommendations are submitted relative to 
some of the changes that it occur to me should be made in our 
statute: 

Chapter 7, entitled “Bank Depositors,” should be so amended 
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“as to require from all private banking institutions in the terri- 
tory a sworn statement from the president and cashier, showing 
the financial condition of the bank at least twice a year, on the 
call of the governor, and proper penalty should be provided to 
make this provision effective. - 


That section 398, of chapter 9, beso amended as to make all . 


county bonds payable at the expiration of ten years from the 
date of their issuance. 

That chapter 17, should be so eden as to make railroad 
companies failing to fencetheir right of way, liable for all stock 
killed by the running of trains, without regard to the question 
of negligence in the management of said trains. 

That article 17, of: chapter 18, be so amended that the term 
of office of probate judge in this territory, shall be definitely 
defined and his qualifications specified. No person should be 
eligible to this office who is «not a member of the bar of the 
county in good standing. Probate judges should especially be 
required to give a good and sufficient bond. 

That section 1715, of chapter 22, be so amended as to prevent 
county attorneys appointing deputies in counties where such 
services are not needed. 

That section 1785, of said chapter 22, be so amended as to 
make the county commissioners the purchasing agent for all 
supplies needed for the county and for county officers, and that 
all other county officers be prohibited from purchasing supplies 
of any kind or character on the credit of the county. 

That article 33, of chapter 25, of the Crimes act be re-enacted 
for the reason that there is serious question whether said act 
was ever passed by the legislature on account of a mistake in 
the reference to the sections of Ene statute from which said 
article was adopted. 

That section 2828, of chapter 33, Bos so amended as to prohibit 


the burning of ballots and to require that all ballots alter the. 


canvass be preserved and returned by the election officers to the 
county clerk and by him deposited in a secure place for a period 
of six or twelve months; that section 2800; of said chapter, be 
- repealed and that said chapter be so amended as to provide for 
a county and territorial canvassing board and for a proper can- 
vass of the vote and declaring the result of elections and issuing 
certificates of election to successful candidates. 


That chapter 36 be so amended as to define specifically the 
amount of salary or fees to be collected by officers and that a 
severe penalty be prescribed for the failure on the part of any 
official to make a strict accounting of all fees collected as re- 
quired in section 2863. * That section 2885, of said chapter, be 
repealed or at least amended so that its meaning may be clearly 
understood and the exact amount of fees for which the county is 
liable specified. 

That section 2900 of article 2 of said chapter be so amended as 
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to require the payment into the territorial treasury, in addition’ 
to the fees therein prescribed, by every corporation granted a 
charter in this territory, a minimum fee of $25.00 and the max- 
imum to be fixed by the amount of the capital stock: of the 
company, excepting, of coúrse, from the payment of this fee 
charitable, benevolent, educational and religious corporations. 
That chapter 38 be so amended as to provide a penalty.against 
express companies and common carriers conveying game out of 
the territory in violation of said chapter. It is further sug- 
gested that the protected period should be fixed in said, chapter 
between the first days of March and October. 


That section 3012 of chapter 42 be so amended as to make the 
sheriff’s accounts for conveying the insane to the hospital a 
charge against the county of the patient's residence. 


That. chapter 44 be so amended as to compel insurance com- 
panies to pay the face of policies in case of total loss without 
regard to the two-thirds value clause. 


That section 3141 of chapter 47 be so amended as to require a ' 
county license fee of $200 to be paid in cash, and said chapter 
. Should also be amended so as to provide for the payment into 
the territorial treasury by each liquor dealer, as a territorial 
license, the sum of $200. 


That chapter 54 be so amended as to limit the number of 
notaries public in each county, and also to provide for the pay- 
ment by each notary commissioned a small fee into the territor- 
ial treasury. 


That section 3669 be repealed or provision be made for fur- 
nishing the statutes necessary to enable the secretary to comply 
with the requirements of said section. 

It is further suggested that the code of criminal procedure be 
so amended as to permit all misdemeanors to be tried by infor- 
mation before a justice of the peace or probate judge, and that 
- the jurisdiction of said courts in criminal matters be clearly and 
specifically defined.- 


It is further recommended that a landlord and tenants act 
should be passed giving equal protection to landlord and tenant, 
lessor and lessees. 

Section 5592 of chapter 70 provides that personal property 
situated in any unorganized county of the territory shall be 
subject to taxation in the organized county to which it is at- 
tached for judicial purposes. It is suggested that this provision 
is useless and unavailing unless a further provision is made pro- 
viding for the proper assessment and collection of taxes. upon 
such property. It is recommended that such provision be made. 

It is recommended that section 5691 of chapter 70 be so 
amended as to permit the board of county commissioners to cor- 
rect errors that may be made in the assessment of property. 

It is further recommended that the law be so changed as to 
permit the territorial treasurer to credit counties with delin- 
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quent and uncollectible taxes upon a proper showing made. As - 


the law now stands the territorial treasurer is unable to balance 
his accounts with the various counties of the territory. 


LEGISLATIVE APPORTIONMENT. j 
Provision should also be made for re-districting the territory 


t pe 


into legislative districts and for the election of your successors. 


COLORED STUDENTS AND TEACHERS. 
It is earnestly recommended that provision be made for the 


education of colored students and teachers, so as to give them . 


equal educational facilities with the whites, and for this pur- 
pose it is suggested that a.branch of the Territory University 
and Normal School be located at some suitable point in the ter- 
ritory. 


QUESTIONABLE COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 


In view of the uncertainty, or at least serious question, as to 
the validity of a great portion of the indebtedness contracted 
by the new counties in the territory for the first year after their 
organization, it would probably be advisable for your respective 
bodies to memoralize congress to legalize all indebtedness of 
said counties, contracted for legitimate county expenses. 


QUARANTINE LINE. ' 


It would be a great relief to the stock industry of the terri- 
tory if the quarantine lines were removed to the southern border 
of the territory. It is recommended that proper action be taken 
to bring about this desirable result. 


STATEHOOD. 


As the people of the territory are greatly interested and very 
much desire a state government, it is recommended that you, as 
representatives of the people, memoralize congress urging the 
speedy creation of a state from Oklahoma and such territory as 
may be added to it. 


TERRITORY AND COUNTY EXPENDITURES. 


The most serious subject of legislation that will demand your 
attention is the amendment of our revenue laws so as to reduce 
the great and increasing disproportion between territorial and 
county expenditures and incoming revenues without increasing 
the burden of taxation. 


It is suggested that county expenses may be greatly reduced 
by carefully revising and pruning down the criminal costs now 
paid by the counties; second, by making the county treasurer 
collector of delinquent taxes, and denying the liability of the 
county for any expense on this account; third, by making the 
board of county commissioners purchasing agents for all county 
supplies, and requiring these to be furnished on contract by the 
lowest responsible bidder. 


The territorial revenues may be materially increased:— 
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First —By exacting a license fee from corporations doing bus- 
iness in the territory. 


Second—By requiring a territoriallicense fee from retail and 
wholesale liquor dealers. 


Third—By an occupation tax. 


A well considered occupation tax has proven an effective 
source of revenue in many of the states where it has been tried. 

Your thoughtful and intelligent consideration is respectfully 
invited to these subjects. 

You may be sure that I shall at all times deem it a pleasure, 
as it is my duty; to co-operate with you in the work of the sés- 
sion, in an earnest effort to better our laws, wishing that your 
labors may be crowned with success, meeting the approval of 
an intelligent people and the blessing of an all-wise Providence.

REPORT—EXHIBIT “A.” 


Hon. William’ C. Renfrow, Governor and Chairman of Board for Leas- 

ing School Lands, Guthrie, O. T. 

DEAR SIR.—I have the honor to make the following report of 
the leasing of school, college and public building lands of Okla- 
homa Territory: 

Section 18 of the organic act provides that “sections number- 
ing sixteen and thirty-six in each township in said territory 
shall be and the same are hereby reserved for the purpose of 
being applied to the public schools in the state or states here- 
after to be erected out of the same.” 

By act of congress, approved March 3, 1891, entitled “An act 
making appropriations for the current and contingent expenses 
of the Indian department, and fulfilling treaty stipulations with 
the various Indian tribes for the year ending June 30, 1892, and 
for other purposes, it is provided in section 18 "that the school 
lands reserved in the territory of Oklahoma by this and former 
acts of congress, may be leased for a period not exceeding three 
years for the benefit of the school fund of said territory by the 
governor thereof, under regulations to be prescribed by the sec- 
retary. of the interior.” 

Pursuant to the above act the secretary of the interior pre- 
scribed a code of rules for leasing the school lands, a copy of 
which is hereto appended, in which: it was provided that the 


governor should make, all leases and forward the same to the 
secretary of the interior for bis approval. : vc 


FIRST LEASING. 


Immediately upon receipt of instructions from the interior 
‘department Governor Steele advertised for bids on all.the 
school lands in Payne, Logan, Oklahoma, Cleveland, Kingfisher, 
Canadian and Beaver counties. On April 6, 1891, awards were 
made to the highest bidders for a term of three years from that 
date. "There was a second leasing July 18, 1891, and the lands 
remaining after this wereleasedat privateleasing. After much 
controversy the secretary of the interior permitted persons who 
had settled upon schoollands prior to May 2, 1890, the date of 
the organic act, to have the preference right at this first leasing 
to take the land at the highest bid. "This caused considerable 
difficulty from bogus bids, as no deposit was required. 

Governor Seay, in his report to the secretary of the interior, 
June 30, 1892, said: “TI find that there are in round numbers 600 
quarter sections, or 96,000 acres leased, and only 70 quarter sec- 
tions, or 11,200 acres: unleased in the seven counties of old Okla- 
homa.” Such were the results of the first year's work. 


During this time the matter of leasing was part of the time 
done by the secretary's office, and part of the time by the gov- 
ernor's office. Owing to this fact, the records of the early leas- 
ing are rather meagre. 


“LINCOLN AND POTTAWATOMIE COUN TIES. 


In March, 1892, the school lands embraced in the former Iowa, 
Sac and Fox, Pottawatomie and Absentee Shawnee Indian reser- 
vations were offered for lease for three years from F'ebruary 1, 
1892, making the leases expire February 1, 1895. Governor 
Seay, in his report June 30, 1892, states that of the 431 quarters, 
or 68,960 acres of school land in these reservations, 130 quarters, 
or 22,800: acres were leased at that time. Later in the year other 
quarters were leased, so that there are now about 200 leases in 
these reservations which expire this coming February 1. 
Large portions of Pottawatomie county were left vacant and 
still remain vacant, owing to the fact that it is nearly all cov- 
ered with heavy timber, and by the terms of the leases, lessees 
are prohibited from cutting timber. 


CHEYENNE AND ARAPAHOE. i 
The school lands of the Cheyenne and Arapahoe country were 
offered by Governor Seay for lease by notice of July 7, 1892, for 
a term of two and one-half years from August 1, 1892. At this 
leasing nearly all of the land in Kingfisher and Canadian coun- 
ties was leased, and about one-half of the land in Blaine county 
was taken, while in D, E, F, Gand H, very little was leased. 


BEAVER COUNTY. 


As for the school land in Beaver county, there has been very 


little demand, and only twenty-five leases have so far been ex- 
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ecuted in Beaver county, These lands are principally valuable 
for grazing, and should be leased in large quantities. At $5 per 
quarter section Bedver county would bring $6,500 per year, if all 


leased, while at present it ig bringing less than $1,000. 


CHEROKEE STRIP. 


In February, 1894, the school lands of the Cherokee Strip were 
offered for lease. There was an unprecedented number. of bids 
made, more than 18,000 in all. As high as eighty bids were re- 
ceived on one quarter section, at prices ranging very high. On one 
section the bids aggregated $1,097 per year. About 1,000 awards 
were made on these bids, and as no deposits were required to be 
made with the bids, many of the applicants failed to comply 
with the terms of their applications, and so forfeited their 
rights. There was a very alarming number of these bogus bids, 
and about 400 in all, and they caused considerable annoyance and 
delay. l ‘ 

In April the lands in cases where parties had failed to comply 
with the terms of their applications, were again offered for lease, 
and this time a deposit -of $25 was required with each applica- 
tion. This effectually eliminated bogus bids, and since then 
this rule has been strictly adhered to and it works 
well. The work of leasing the Cherokee Outlet had to be done 
largely by correspondence, which greatly increased the neces- 
sity for a larger clerical force. As high as 2,400 letters have 
been received in one day. Four clerks had to be kept con- 
stantly and busily employed. The receipts in cash for the leas- 
ing of the Cherokee Strip lands were in round numbers $25,000, 
and in notes $100,000, due December 15, 1894, 1895 and 1896. 
Every precaution has been taken to insure the best security pos- : 
sible on these notes, and all sureties have been required to make 
proper statement on the notes. However, in view of the high 
rents agreed to be paid, it will be extraordinary if there is nota 
considerable per cent. of bad notes. 

The lands in the western counties do not lease so readily as 
those in the eastern portion, and there are not above 100 quar- 
ters leased in *N" county. The lands in Beaver county are 
practically all unleased. There seems to be no demand, and at 
this time, there are only 22 quarters leased out of. the 1,000 
quarters in Beaver county. The main purpose for which these 
lands, as well as the lands in many of the counties in the west- 
ern part of Oklahoma can be used for, is grazing. lam of the 
opinion that it would be advisable to lease as many sections to 
one person as he might desire. In that way it could be used by 
the cattlemen; and a very considerable fund derived therefrom. 

The leases executed by Governor Steele in 1891 expired in 
April and July, 1894. In the rules prescribed by the secretary 
of the interior heretofore; no provision was made for renewing 
leases that had expired or were about to expire. It seemed un- 
just to offer all these lands to the highest bidder, thereby prac- 
tically compelling every lessee to bid against his own improve- 
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ments; hence the matter was delayed, hoping that some more 
equitable law might be procured. 


By act of congress approved May 4, 1894, this whole matter 
of leasing school lands was transmitted to a board for leasing 
school lands, composed of the governor, secretary and superin- 
tendent of public instruction. Pursuant to this act the board 
offered the lánds upon which leases would expire during the year 
1894. to be re-leased for a term to extend from the expiration of 
their present leases until the 1st day of February, 1895, at a 
price to be agreed upon by the board, not less than that hereto- 
fore paid. The reasen for this action was that the season had 
far advanced, and already the lessees had planted crops, and no 
change could well be made. By the same act of congress, the 
legislature was authorized to make rules and regulations for the’ 
leasing of school lands; consequently it was thought best to ex- 
tend the leases until the legislature should meet. The rent on >- 
the new leases was raised on an average of about 50 per cent. 


The expenses of the department have been kept at a minimum‘ 
but the vast volume of business passing through the office has 
considerably raised the expenses of the past year; besides, 
records had to be purchased, and a very considerable amount of 
advertising had to be done. Prior to this administration the 
records were very inadequate, and an entire and elaborate set of 
records had to be purchased. 


By an act of congress approved May 4, 1894, a copy of which 
is hereto appended, the reservation by the president of sections 
13 and 33 in each congressional towhinip in the Cherokee Outlet 
for the use of colleges and public buildings, was confirmed, and 
the board for leasing school lands was authorized to lease the 
same for three years. - This increases the lands under the control 
of the school land office until it now reaches, in round numbers 
1,350,000 acres, and is a vast resource of the territory worth nót 
less that $5,000,000, and‘ possibly twice that amount. Many 
quarters would bring $30 per acre if sold. 

On June 10, 1894, notice was given that bids would be received 
on sections 13 and 33 in the Cherokee Strip on or before July 17, 
1894. Twenty-five dollars was required to accompany each bid 
as an evidence of good faith. Owing to the drouth, only 400 
bids were received, of these 103 leases on section 13 were made, 
and 146 leases of section 33. The average price at this leasing 
was $44 per quarter section, which, taking into consideration the 
fact that the leases only ran two and one-half years, is a very 
respectable rental, The first cash payments on section 13, which 
are for the benefit of normal school, university, and agricultural 
and mechahical college, amounted to $3,878. 75, and those on 
section 33 for the benefit of public buildings, amounted to $5, - 
098.81; since then, about $1,000 has been added to each fund from 
the payment of December notes. 


Owing to the low prices and small number of bids received: at 
this leasing the residue of POHON 13 and 33 were withdrawn 


= 
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from the market until December 1st, when notice was issued 
that bids would be received on all vacant lands until January 3, 
1895. A large number of bids have been received and itis likely 
that 500 quarters will be leased at this time, the first cash pay- 
ments on which will amount to from $15,000 to $20,000. 


PRIVATE LEASING. 


It has been the uniform custom to lease all lands left it the 
close of any public leasing at private leasing. Usually these 
leases are made at the minimum price, which is $25 per quarter 
annually for lands east of range 13 west, and $16 west of that 
line. During the whole of the year the private leasing goes on 
steadily, thus constantly adding to the number of lessees and 
swelling receipts, which in the past year have always reached 
$2,000 per month or over, and as in the case of the month just 
past, have risen to over $30, 000, and this, too, in view of the 
fact that as yet scarcely any of sections 13 and 33 in the Chero- 
kee Strip have been leased. 


WESTERN LANDS. 


West of range 16 west, there are but 18 sections leased. It will 
therefore be readily seen that the present rules have secured the 
leasing of only an insignificant portion of this land, being only 
about 3 per cent. of the whole. In:Day county there are only- 
about two leases, in Roger Mills five, in Woodward county 
thirty-two. 

There is considerable demand for this land in large quantities 
for grazing purposes, and it will undoubtedly be wise to lease a 
large quantity to one person. By this means a large number of 
cattle could be brought into the territory, thus raising the taxa- 
ble property, and at least $15,000 per year added to the school 
fund. 

RE-LEASING. 

One of the most difficult problems in connection with the 
whole subject is how shall these lands be re-leased at the expi- 
ration of the present leases. Here there are two seeming an- 
tagonistic parties, the lessee and the school fund, but the antag- 
onism is only seeming, for really, in a very large number of 
cases, their interests are identical. Itis to the interest of the 
school fund to have the quarters well improved, and a law that 
gives reasonable protection to the lessees in their improvements 
will, on the whole, secure the highest rental. It is very impor- 
tant in the consideration of this question to keep in mind the 
exact rights of the lessee as well as the school fund. The lessee 
is entitled to the enhanced value which his labor has given the 
laud. The school fund is entitled to the commercial value of the 
land. The lessee has no interest in the land itself at all, and any 
theory of his rights based on an interest in the land is robbery 
to the school fund, and any law which permits him to lease it for 
less than its market value is diverting the school fund from its - 
legitimate use. 
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Various methods of re-leasing have been proposed, and none 


free from objection. I am clearly of the opinion that an ap- 
praisement of both the lands and the improvements would be 
very useful to this office under any law or regulations that might 
be prescribed. The appraisement would give accurate descrip- 
tion of the natural character of the land by quarter sections and 
the rental value of the same. A detailed statement of the im- 
provements, with the actual present value of the same. This 
appraisement could be made by the assessor or by a specially 
appointed appraiser. If any act is passed at an early date, the 
assessors could as well do the work and with much less expense 
than by any other method. The appraisement should be subject 


to review by the school land commissioner on appeal. I am of: 


the opinion that a limit ought to be placed on the value of 
the improvements. If lessees are to be permitted to recover for 
their improvements, they should not be permitted to place upon 
the land improvements of such.a value as to practically make it 
impossible for any other person-to take the land, and thus place 
it at the mercy of the lessee. E 


No great haste is requisite in the matter of the leases in the. 


Cderokee Strip, as they do not expire until Jan. 1, 1897, but 
nearly all of the leases in the remaining portion of Oklahoma 
expire Feb. 1, 1895, and early action by the legislature is neces- 
sary in order to renew these leases. l 


FORM OF LEASE. 


The form of lease heretofore used by this office was prepared 
by the secretary of the interior, and is a very good form, and I 
do not know that it could be made better. A copy of the lease 
is hereto appended. Notes with approved personal security 
have been taken for all deferred payments. Sureties have been 


required to make property statement in all cases where rent * 


was not payable in advance. [append a copy of the form of 
note used and property statement required. 1t will be observed 
that every lease is forfeitable immediately for nonpayment of 
rent when due. Thisisa very wholesome provision and has been 
a great aid in making collections. The timber clause of the 
lease is a little harsh. It seems as if lessees ought to be per- 
mitted to use the timber on the land for firewood and improve- 
ments, but under no consideration should they be permitted to 
sell or waste timber which will grow more valuable each year. 
However, a large number of these subjects must in the nature of 
things be left to the discretion of the executive officer, so that 
he may be able to meet the changing conditions and new prob- 
lems that will arise. The legislature will do well, having out- 
lined the main features of the law, to leave minutiz to the dis- 
cretion of the officer charged with the execution-of the law. 


TRANSFER OF LEASE. 


Lessees in good:standing have been permitted to transfer their 
leases to any person designated by them who, could give satis- 
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factory security for deferred, payments. The new lease was 
made for the unexpired term upon the surrender and cancellation 

of the old lease. This has been an excellent provision, and often 
' gecures the payment of back rent where nothing else would. 


TRESPASS UPON SCHOOL. LAND. 


During the past year the office has had considerable trouble 
with trespassers upon school land, who openly defied the law, 
and refused to give possession to lessees. Action in forcible 
entry and detainer was commenced by the attorney general, but 
even that remedy under our law is far from adequate to deal 
with these trespassers, since continuance and appeal may be 
taken, and almost endless delay occasioned. Several hundred 
dollars were expended in these suits, and a large amount of 
rent lost owing to the difficulty in giving lessees possession. 


INDEMNITY SCHOOL LANDS. 


Pursuant to section 18, of the organic act, the county commis- 
sioners of Beaver county have selected lands in lieu of those 
settled upon prior to the survey, and two lists of these lands 
have been approved by the'secretary of the interior. 


The general law granting school land indemnity provides 
that: “Other lands of equal acreage are also hereby appropri- 
ated and granted, and may be selected by said state or terri- 
tory where sections 16 or 36 are mineral lands, or are included 
within the Indian or mihtary reservations, or are otherwise dis- 
posed of by the United States." See section 2,275 and section 
1,175, U. S. revised statutes, as amended by the act of February 
28, 1891. À 


This general provision seems to be applicable in Oklahoma as 
well as all states and territories in general. The law provides 
‘that the indemnity selections should be made “from any unap- 
propriated surveyed public lands, not mineral in character, 
within the state or territory where such loss or deficiencies on 
school sections occur.” - 


There are three general classes of deficiencies on school lands 
in Oklahoma, to-wit: 

First—Lands allotted to the Indians. 

Second —Lands in Beaver county, entered by homesteaders 
who show actual settlement prior to survey. 

Third —Where sections 16 or 36 are fractional in quantity, or 
where one or both are wanting by reason of the township being 
fractional, or from any natural cause whatever. 

In accordance with the law, Governor Renfrow selected 
24,000 acres in a body in Woodward county, and: a list of the 
selected lands is now pending before the secretary of the inter- 
. lor, awaiting his approval. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The exhibits of the financial statement speak for themselves 

and show a most excellent result. 


N 
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It will be observed that the total net proceeds from leasing the 
school lands up to January 1, 1895, were $139,887.26. The total 
expense has been $10,058, 52, which sum included the cost of 
furniture, books, records and printing, being 7 per cent. of the 
net proceeds, or 3 per cent. of the total receipts; including cash 
and notes. The total collections since the inauguration of 
Governor Renfrow have been $102,802.35. The balance of cash 
now on hand due the several funds is $48,979.54; of this, $38,- 
922.44 belongs to the common school fund, and $4, 383.61 to the 
college fund, and $5,673.49 to the fund for public buildings, 
which will be apportioned January 30, 1895. By the act of con- 
gress approved May 4, 1894, sections 13 in the Cherokee outlet 
were reserved for the use and benefit of the territorial univer- 
sity, normal school and agricultural college. This fund is 
likely to net these institutions $5,000 each, yearly, in the future. 
The fund for public buildings is at the disposal of the legisla- 
tive assembly for the objects mentioned in the acts. This fund 
will likely amount to $15,000 per annum, and will be a great aid 
in erecting needful public buildings. 


AVERAGE RENTAL. 


A table showing the average rental paid in each county may 
be found in the appendix. From this it will be seen that the 
counties in the Cherokee strip are paying a very much higher 
price for rent than those in other portions of Oklahoma. It will 
be observed that the average in Kay county is $87.00 per quar- 
ter per year, while in Oklahoma and Cleveland countiesitis but 


$43.00. There are many grave inequalities in the amount of. 


rental paid. In one instance the northeast quarter of a section 
is rented for over $200.00 yearly rental, while the northwest 
quarter, equally as good, is rented for $35. 00, and both were 
leased at the same time to the highest bidder. There are many 
similar instances. Many persons are paying entirely too mnch 
for the land, but they, themselves, set the price. Others are 
very much too low. Not a few quarters are renting for from 
$25.00 to $50.00 which would bring $150.00 on the market. 
There is an extraordinary demand for land in Oklahoma, and 
no one can realize the significance of the assertion better than 
one who has observed the work of this office. 


A list of vacant and leased lands of each county is appended, 
by which it will be seen that there are 1,350,000 acres of school, 
college and public building lands, of which 357,000 acres are 
leased and 998,000 acres vacant. The vacant land lies largely 
in the western part of the territory and in Beaver county. 
‘About 100,000 acres of this will be leased this month, and pos- 
sibly 50, 000 more during the spring and summer. From these 
figures the magnitude of the work of leasing the school lands 
may be seen. 


In closing, permit me to express the hope that this fund will 
be carefully gyarded by appropriate legislation as the heritage 
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of the whole people. Respectfully,

ACTS RELATING TO SCHOOL LANDS. 


Section 16 of the organic act says: “The sections numbered 16 
and 36 in each township in said territory shall be, and the same 
are hereby reserved for the purpose of beihg applied to public 
schools in the state or states hereafter to be:erected. out of the 
same. In all cases where sections 16 and 36, or either of them, 
are occupied by actual settlers prior to the survey thereof the 
county commissioners of the counties in which such sections are 
so occupied, are authorized to locate other lands, to an equal 
amount, in sections or fractional sections, as the case may be, 
within their respective counties, in lieu of sections so occupied.” 

An act making appropriations for the current expenses of the 
Indian department, and for fulfilling treaty stipulations, for the 
year ending June 30, 1892, approved March 8, 1891. 


“The school lands reserved in the Territory of Oklahoma by. 
this and former acts of congress may be leased for a period not 
exceeding three years, for the benefit of the school funds of 
said territory by the governor thereof, under regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior.” 

The rules and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Interior are as tollows: = l 

1. The governor shall execute the leases for such period as he 
may deem best, in the several cases, not exceeding three years 
in any case. 

2. The quantity of school land in Oklahoma to be leased to 
any one person, under the thirty-sixth section of the act of 
March 3, 1891, shall not exceed one quarter section, except in 
the country comprised of Beaver, D. E, F, G and H counties, and 
the Cherokee Outlet, west of range 13 of the Indian meridian, 
when the same shall have been opened to settlement, in which 
country the maximum quantity allowed to be leased shall be 
one section, or 640 acres. 

3. Sealed bids shall be received by the governor at his office, 
after proper public notice, to be given in a manner deemed by 
the governor the best practicable under the circumstances, and 
the lease to be awardeú to the actual bidder at the highest 
amount of rent bid in each case. 

4. The period of payment of rent shall be fixed in the lease 
by the governor at his discretion, according to the circumstances 
of each case, with security satisfactory to him to be required for 
the payment thereof when due, should he deem it necessary, and 
forfeiture to be provided for each in case of failure. 
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D. The leases after they have been executed by the governor, 


shall be forwarded to the secretary of the interior for his 
approval. 


6. After the leases are approved by the secretary of the 
interior and returned to the governor, they shall be recorded by 


the secretary of the territory according to section 3 of the 


organic act óf Oklahoma. 


7. In case a new lease is to be made at the expiration of the 
lease, the preference shall be given to the former lessee, if the 
governor finds that he cultivated the land in a business-like 
manner, and fulfilled the terms of the lease in good faith. 


8. The money, after deduction of the necessary expenses 
incurred in the leasing, must be treated as a part of the territor-* 
ial school fund, and be placed to the credited of said fund in the 
custody of the territorial treasurer, and be appropriated as the 
legislature of the territory may: enact. 


9. All necessary expense of purchasing records, stationery, 
office rent and for clerk hire and for advertising, shall be paid 
out of the fund obtained from the leasing, and must be approved 
by the secretary of the interior. 


10. The governor shall make a report to the secretary of the 
interior at the end of each calendar year, or as soon as practi- 
cable thereafter. 


11. The precise form and methods of procedure shall be left 
to the judgment of the governor, subject to the above general 
rules. 


An Act to ratify the reservation of certain lands made for the 
benefit of Oklahoma territory, and for other purposes: 

Be it enacted by the senate and house of representatives of the 
United States of America, in congress assembled: 

That the reservation for university, agricultural college and 
normal school purposes, of section 18 in each township of the 
lands known as the Cherokee Outlet, the Tonkawa Indian reser- 
vation, and the Pawnee Indian reservation, in.the territory of 
Oklahoma, not otherwise reserved or disposed of, and the reser- 
vation for public buildings of section 33 in each township in said 
land, not otherwise disposed of, made by the president of the 
United States in his proclamation of August 19, 1893, be, and 
the same are hereby ratified, and all the said lands and all the 
school lands in said territory may be leased under such laws 
and regulations as may be hereafter prescribed by the legisla- 
ture of said territory; but until such legislative action the gov- 
ernor, secretary of the territory and superintendent of public 
instruction shall constitute a. board for the leasing of said lands 
under rules and regulations heretofore prescribed by the secre- 
tary of the interior, for the respective purposes for which the 
Said reservations were made, except that it shall not be neces- 
sary to submit leases to the secretary of the interior for his 
approval; and all necessary expenses and costs incurred in the 
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leasing, management and protection of said lands and leases 
may be paid out of the proceeds derived from such leases. 
Approved May 4, 1894. 
' Acts of March 3, 1893, session laws 1802-3, page 612: 
SECTION 10. Opening the Cherokee Strip to Settlement. 


«And the president of the United States, in any order of procla- 
mation which he shall make for the opening of the landsfor set- 


tlement, may make such other reservatious of lands for public 


purposes as he may deem wise and desirable." 


Executive proclamation, August 19, 1893, opening the Cher- 
okee strip to settlement. —Among others, the following lands 
are exempted from entry: 

‘Excepting also that section 13 in each townishp which was 
not otherwise reserved or disposed of, is hereby reserved for uni- 
versity, agricultural college and normal schooi purposes, subject 
tothe action of congress; excepting also that section 33 in each 
township which has not been otherwise disposed of or reserved, 
is hereby reserved for. public buildings; excepting also sections 
16 and 36 in each township, which are reserved by law for the 
use and benefit of the public schools.”

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. c 


It is a matter of regret that necessity compels me to begin 
this report with an apology for its shortcomings. It is the 
design of the law that the report from this department be a 
statement in detail of the advancement or retrogression of the 
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educational interests of the territory, substantiated by statistics 
secured through the school officers of the several counties. 
Only through the aid of reliable statistics can the workings of 
a system of education be rightly understood and its imperfec- 
tions brought to light. It is by law made the duty of each 
county superintendent to furnish this office with full. informa- 
tion concerning the school affairs of his county. Unfortunately,” 
whether he does or does not comply with this provision of law 
seems to be a matter entirely optional with himself. This does 
not apply to all county superintendents of the territory, for 
some there are who have done their work well. It cannot be 
denied that many obstacles have stood in the’ way of county 
superintendents in the discharge of their duties, but, after all, 
the lack of personal effort will account for many failures. Oth- 
erwise it would be difficult to explain the fact that superinten- 
dents of adjoining counties in which conditions are similar send 
to this office—the one a complete report, the other an almost 
entirely worthless one as far as essential statistics are con- 
cerned. Two-thirds of the annual reports received at this office 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, give scarcely half the 
information required by law. Under these circumstances the 
issuing of a satisfactory report from this department is not 
possible. Whatever statistical information is contained herein 
is given not in the belief that it conveys a correct impression of 
Oklahoma’s progress in the cause of education, which has been 
great, but because no other is available. I beg to-close these 
preliminary remarks by expressing the hope that some pro- 
vision of law may be made that will compel school officers, both 
district and county, to be more prompt_and efficient in the dis- 
charge of their duties relating to official reports. The recom- 
mendation of my predecessor in office, that the payment of the 
county superintendent’s salary for the last quarter be made con- 
tingent upon the acceptance of his annual report by the territo- 
rial superintendent, offers, it seems to me, an efficient remedy. 
Although this report is for the biennial period beginning July 
1, 1892, and ending June 30, 1894, scarcely any statistics for the 
year ending June 30, 1893, are at hand. Save scholastic popu- 
lation and statistics of enrollment in the public schools for a 
few counties, nothing of value is given. This unfortunate con- 
dition of affairs is due for the most part to the revision of the 
school law of the territory by the last legislative assembly, 
requiring a change from the old township system of school 
government.to the district system now in operation. Although 
this change has been found to be a wise and beneficial one in the 
end, the natural result for the time was disorder and confusion, 
old boundaries were obliterated, new ones established. Several 
Separate districts, each with its own officers, were formed from 
territory that had previously been a single township managed 
by a single board of directors. Old officers, who alone were in 
position to furnish required statistics, were displaced by new 
ones to whom the task was an impossibility. This general re- 
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arrangement of the old order of things coming near the close of 


the fiscal year at the time when statistics relating to the town- ` 


shíps were to be collected brought about the result stated above. 


The counties of the Cherokee Outlet were organized too late 
in 1898 for the general establishment of schools before the close 
of the fiscal year euding June 30, 1894. Reports from the 
superintendents of these counties, therefore, show nothing “of 


value save'scholastic population.. The above named limitations ' 


practically confine this report to the counties of old: Oklahoma 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 
The two years ending June 30, 1894, have been a period of 


gratifying growth and advancement in the educational interest | 


of Oklahoma. With the material progress of the territory the 
cause of education has kept equal pace. The people of the terri- 
tory generally have not been without a proper appreciation of 
the great good to be obtained through the agency of the free 
public school, and have shown a willingness to further its work 
commensurate with the means at their command. Difficulties 
have been met and overcome that would have baffled a people 
less determined or with a faith less strong in the power of the 
common school for good. Inconsistencies in the law have often 
been the cause of annoyance and obstruction. Personal property 
alone has had to bear the brunt of taxation for school purposes 
in most districts, land titles being yet generally vested in the 
general government. The vexatious separate school question, 

which seems to defy satisfactory adjustment, has been a source 
of continual strife and discord. Obligation iucurred by the town- 
ships under the old system have also been a fruitful cause of 
trouble to those districts formed from the same territory. These 
are but a few of the many obstacles that have stood in the way 
of the people in their efforts to secure better facilities for the 
education of their children. That they have succeeded as well 
as they have is cause for satisfaction to all who appreciate the 
value of free public instruction. 


SCHOLASTIC POPULATION. 


The total number of children of school age in the territory for 
the year 1893, as shown by the reports of the several county 
superintendents on file in this office, was 47,800, an increase 
of 15,093, or 46 per cent. over the preceding year. Of this 
increase 4,750 are due to the settlement and annexation 
to the territory of the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation. 
Aside from this, however, the increase within the old boundaries 
is seen to be phenomenal, amounting to 10,343, or 31 per cent 
over the previous year. In 1894 we find the total increased to 
79,223, an increase of 31,414, or 65 per cent. over 1893. A very 
large part of this increase, however, comes from the new coun- 
ties of the Cherokee Outlet, 5,298, or 9 per cent., being the actual 
gain within the old boundaries. This in itself is a substantial 
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gain, although the extraordinary rate of increase seen in the 


two preceding years has not been maintained, owing, ina great ' 


measure, to the large exodus of inhabitants to the Cherokee 
Outlet when that was opened to settlement. 


The figures given above show that the scholastic population 
of the territory increased during the biennial period under con- 
sideration from 32,716 to 79,223, a total gain of 46,507, or 142 per 
cent. Of this:increase 15,641, or 34 per cent., represents the actual 
and natural growth within the old boundaries, while the annex- 
ation of additional territory accounts for 30,866, or 66 per cent. 
Further comparisons with the census of 1890, which shows a 
scholastic population for the territory of 21,335, reveals the fact 
that within a period of three years the number of persons of 
school age has almost quadrupled. The census of 1895 will, in 
all probability, show that there are within our borders nearly, 
if not quite, a hundred thousand persons who are entitled to the 
privileges of free public schools. A 


ENROLLMENT IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

As stated at the outset, complete statistics for the year 1893 
are not available. Asa result of the confusion incident to the 
change from the township to the district system only five super- 
intendents of the fifteen in the territory were able to give toler- 


ably accurate and complete statistics of enrollment in the pub- - 


lic schools of their respective counties. Beaver county is shown 
to have an enrollment of 469 out of a scholastic population of 
1,025, or 46 per cent. Oklahoma county shows a total enroll- 
ment of 4,365, equal to about 66 per cent. of the scholastic pop- 
ulation, which numbers 6,405. Canadian county shows an 
enrollment of 2,602, 72 per cent. of “the scholastic population 
of 3,633. Cleveland county has an enrollment of 1,873, equal 
to 43 per cent. of the scholastic population, which is 4,335. 
Payne county enrolled 3,355, or 69 per cent. of the scholas- 
tic population of 4,826. These figures furnish a basis from 
which the progress made during the year may be determined. 
Taking the counties of Beaver, Blaine, Cleveland and Okla- 
homa, for which we have returns for the year 1892, we find 
that their combined scholastic population in that year was 
13,593, of which 4,584, or 33 per cent, were enrolled in the public 
schools. The same counties in 1893, had a scholastic population 
of 16,592, of which number 10,062, or 60 per cent, were enrolled. 
Thus in a single year, in the above counties, the proportion of 
persons attending public schools to the whole number entitled 
to this privilege almost doubled. It is believed that if statistics 
for the whole territory for the year 1893 were available the com- 


parative showing would not differ materially from the above 
figures. 


The returns for the year ending June 30, 1894, are much 
more full and complete than those for the preceding school 
year, though even here two of the fifteen older counties 
(D and Pottawatomie) failed to report enrollment—as, ‘in- 
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deed, they , did every other item of required information, 
save scholastic population. Leaving out of consideration 
the new counties of the Cherokee Outlet, for reasons pae- 
viously given we find the total enrollment of the thirteen 
counties from which we have returns to be 31,048, or 65 per 
cent of their scholastic population, which numbers 48,006. 
This means ‘that sixty five out of every: hundred per- 
sons qualified to attend free public schools availed themselves 
oí that privilege during the fiscal.year ending June 30, 1894, as 
compared with sixty for 1893 and thirty-three for 1892. While 
these figures indicáte a condition still subject to much improve- 
ment they, nevertheless, show that continuous and rapid pro- 


gress has been made and give assurance of further advance- 
ment in the future. 


TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 


Returns from old Oklahoma, D and Pottawatomie counties 
excepted, for the year ending June 30, 1894, show that 
827 teachers were employed in the public schools, of which 
number 323 were males and 504 females. The total amount ex- 
pended for teachers’ salary and supervision was $77,357.87. The 
average salary paid teachers holding first grade certificates was 
$37.67; those holding second grade, $30.93; and those holding 
third grade, $27.26. As compared with the year ending June 
30, 1892, these figures indicate a material increase in the aver- 
age amount of salaries paid. 


SCHOOLS. 


‘The number of organized districts in old Oklahoma at the 
close.of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, was 1,004. Of these 
101 are in Pottawatomie, and twenty-seven in D county, which 
furnish this office with no statistics save scholastic population. 
Of a total of 876 districts within the counties from which tolera- 
bly complete reports were received, schools were taught in 675. 
In these districts a total number of 740 schools were held, for an 
aggregate number of 56,805 days. The average length 'of the 
school term was seventy-seven days, or three days lessthan four 
school months. A large number of the districts in which no 
school at all was held during the year are located in the sparsely 
settled portions of the territory where the difficulties to be over- 
come are almost insurmountable. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The whole number of school houses in the territory, D and 
Pottawatomie counties excepted, at the close of the fiscal year 
ending June [80, 1894, was 622, valued at $199,220.55. Of this 
number 202 were erected during the year at a cost of $100,364.06. 
The average value of all school houses reported was $320, and 
the average cost of those erected during the year $496. The 
material used in construction was generally wood, though in the 
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towns and cities many large and beautiful buildings were built 
of brick and stone. 


CHEROKEE OUTLET. 


Although organized late in the fall of 1893, the new counties 
of the Outlet by the close of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, 
had completed almost all of the preliminary work necessary for 
the general establishment of schools, There were reported to 
this office from the new counties 658 fully organized districts 
with an aggregate scholastic population of 26,158. Additional 
districts sufficient to increase the total number to 750, with a 
scholastic population of perhaps 30,000, will probably be organ- 
ized during the year 1894. - " -- 


SCHOOL FUND. i 
There were in the territorial school. fund June 30, 1892, $21,- 


“881.98. During the year ending June 30, 1893, the receipts 


from the lease of school land were $21,456.25, making a total of 
$42,837.78. During the same period $42,463.80 were apportioned 
to the several counties, leaving a balance of $374.48, During the 
year ending June 30, 1894, $14,500 were paid into the school fund, 
making a total of $14,874.48. During the same period $14,633.36 
were apportioned to the counties, leaving a balance June 30, 1894, . 
of $241.12. Since June 30th, of the current year, $31,583.29 have 
been paid into the school fund, of which amount $31,241.29 have 


been apportioned, leaving a balance of $583.13. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


The publications of the American Book Company, adopted in 
1891 by the territorial board of education for exclusive and 
uniform use in the public schools of Oklahoma, are in general 
use throughout the territory. A complete list of these books 
will be found with this report. 


DISTRICT SYSTEM. 


The district system of school government has been in use 
sufficiently long to prove its superiority over the old township 
system which it displaced. A district is more widely and more 
co-operative than the township. A district is one neighborhood 
with common wants; a township may be several neighborhoods 
with varied wants—the elements of strife and obstruction. The 
general plan of the law is, in my opinion, as well adapted to the 
conditions of Oklahoma as any that could be devised. In detail, 
however, the practical application of the law for two years has 
clearly shown the necessity of revision. Appended to these 
remarks will be found a brief of changes in the present law that 
seem to be demanded. 


SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


There is no longer reason to doubt that the weight of public 
opinion in Oklahoma is in favor of separate schools for the edu- 
cation of the white and colored races.. Nearly all of the coun- 
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ties have submitted the question to a vote of the people for deter- 
mination, as provided in the-separate school law enacted by the 
last legislative assembly. In every instance the proposition to 
establish and maintain separate schools for the two races has 
met with popular approval. The law provides that in all coun- 
ties where the electors have voted to establish separate schools, 
the county commissioners shall levy an annual tax sufficient to 
maintain such schools. As far as I am aware county commis- 
sioners have complied with this requirement. , But here the 
law stops. Concerning ali details it is silent. No provision is 
made for disbursing the-separate school fund for establishing 
school districts for colored children, for the election of district 
officers or for the erection of school houses. The effect of. this 
incomplete law is to deprive colored children of the privilege 
of attending white schools without providing adequate- school 


facilities for their exclusive benefit. If the present law is to l 


answer the purpose for which it. was enacted, it must be revised 
and expanded so that no doubt can exist as to its proper appli- . 
cation. lam of the opinion that a general law providing for 
the establishment and maintenance of separate schools through- 
out the territory would answer the purpose to a better ad- 
vantage.

LEADING INSTITUTIONS. 


It gives me pleasure to report that the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College, the Normal School and University are all in a 
flourishing condition. Each succeeding year has seen a satis- 
factory increase in the attendance at these institutions, anda 
continually; growing appreciation of the work they are doing is 
observed throughout the territory. Oklahoma is justly proud 
of these schools, and no effort should be spared to make them 
equal to the best of their kind in any of the states. Here I de- 
sire to say that one of the great needs of the territory is an in- 
stitution of higher education for the colored people. Iearnestly 
recommend that provision be made for the establishment of one 
‘institution of higher education, combining the features-of a 
normal school, an industrial school and a university, for the ex- 
clusive use of the colored people of the territory. Our colored 
. citizens are rightfully and justly entitled to all educational ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the white race. I trust that this recom- 
mendation may speedily take the form of law. _ 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 2 


1. Change the date of the annual district meeting from the 
second Tuesday in May to the second Tuesday in July. Under 
the present law district officers are required to make a.report 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, almost two months before the 
year is ended. 


2. Make the payment of the last quarter's salary of the 
county superintendent contingent upon thé acceptance of his 
report by the territorial superintendent. 
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3. Enact a territorial separate school law. 
: E^ EM the limit of the county Superintendenon salary to 
1 
5. Give county superintendents power to remove district offi- 
cers for wilful neglect of duty. 
6. Enacta law to provide for the payment of the old town- 
ship indebtedness. 
7. Levy a poll tax for the benefit of the county ¿chal fund. 
8. Enact a law providing for the formation and joint supér- 
vision of school districts lying in two or more counties. 
9. Repeal that section of the school law that requires dis- 
trict bond elections to be held under the general election laws. 
10. Give the board of regents of the normal school power to 
audit accounts monthly. 
11. Prohibit all school officers from dealing in school supplies 
and furniture. 
12. Require probate judges. to pay marriage license fees into 
the county school fund.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT AND FACULTY OF THE TERRITORIAL 
NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Hon. E. D. Cameron, President of Public Instruction: 


DEAR Sir—In accordance with your recent request I.have the 
honor to submit the following as my report. "The report of each 
chair is appended as a part of my own. It may be proper to 
state that, having been elected to take charge of the institution 
at the beginning of the current school year, and prior to that 
time having lived in an adjoining state, I have been compelled 
to prepare the report entirely from such data as was a matter 
of record rather than from personal knowledge. For this 
reason it may not be altogether what I should otherwise have 
prepared. 

Further: As the first biennial report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction contains no notice of this institution, it may 
not be improper to give its history in brief for the year 1891-92. 
Accordingly, this report is made to cover that year so that a 
soniewhat continuous, if not complete, account may be had of the 
school from its beginning. 

ORIGIN. 

Thé legislative assembly of 1891, enacted that the Normal 

School for Oklahoma be located at Edmond, in Oklahoma county, 
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on the following conditions : That Oklahoma county donate five 
thousand dollars in bonds, and that the village of Edmond 
donate forty acres of land within one mile of said village, said 
land to be divided into town lots, save ten acres for school 
campus, and that these lots be sold, the proceeds going to the 
benefit of the school. The conditions were promptly complied 
with and Edmond donated two thousand: dollars additional in 
bonds. o 
BUILDINGS. yor, = 


The buildings were commenced during the summer of: 1892. 
By the beginning of 1893 they were sufficiently advanced toward 
completion to be occupied. The main building is composed of 
brick, and the wings of sandstone, obtained a few miles from 
Edmond. The exterior work on the wings was completed the 
past summer. The interior work on the same being left for com- 
pletion as occasion may require. When the building is completed 
according to design it’ will contain twenty rooms, including 
a chapel with a seating capacity of five hundred. It occupies 
a commanding position and may be seen at a distance of many 
miles. Apparatus for heating on the Smeade system is now in - 
the basement and it is intended to utilize this for heating pur- 
poses before another session opens. The total cost of building 
and furniture thus far has been $29,000. The grounds and build- 
ings, with furniture are valued at $35, 000. 


INCOME. . 


The legislature of 1893 enacted a law placing a tax of one-half 
mill on the dollar of assessed valuation of the territory for the 
support of the Normal School The.-Presidént of the United 
States, in his proclamation opening the Cherokee Strip for set- 
tlement, set apart section 18 in every township for the support 
of the Territorial University, Normal School and Agricultural 
and Mechanical College. The Normal School, therefore, has a 
one-third interest in about 180,000 acres of land. The income 
from these two sources, it is believed, will be sufficient to meet 
the current expenses of the institution for some years to come. 
It must be noted, however, that no income has yet been realized 
from the leasing of land, so the institution is compelled to rely 
on the income derived from the one-half mill tax. On this ac- 
count current expenses have heretofore been slightly in excess 
of receipts, the total amount of the deficiency being rep- 
resented by about $6,0C0 Normal School warrants outstanding. 


OPENING AND PROGRESS. 


The institution held its ‘first session 1891-1892 in the Metho- 
dist church, Professor R. Thatcher, president. The enrollment 
was seventy- six. No assistants. The second year, under the 
same president, what is known as ‘‘Central Hall” was occupied 
till January, 1893. The normal building proper, being | then 
sufficiently advanced toward completion, was occupied.” The 
enrollment for the session was 101, -Thirty-eight of these were 
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non-residents; the remainder, sixty-three, were local. Twenty- 
nine were males; seventy-two, females. There were two assis- 
tants. The session of 1893-1894 was taught under the presi- 
dency of Professor Geo. W. Winans. The enrollment was 116. 
Forty-seven of these were non-residents; the remainder, sixty- 
nine, werelocal. Thirty; were males, eighty- -six females. There 
were four assistants. 


SCOPE AND AIM. 


This institution does not propose to be a university. Its 
special function.is to prepare teachers for our public schools. 
Its courses of study have been planned with reference to this 
end. The principle underlying normal schools is that teachers 
should not only understand the subject matter taught, but the 
best method of presenting it as well; that there is a rational and 
orderly development of the mental faculties; that the subject 
matter taught should correspond with this development; that in 
this way, and in, this way only, can the highest results be 
achieved; that he who would teach most successfully must rec- 
ognize these principles in his work, and that to this end he must 
give special preparation. 

The necessarily imperfect conditions of our public schools 
hitherto has rendered imperative the necessity of doing much 
work in our Normal which may be gradually-omitted:as our pub- 
lic school system becomes more efficient. The meager prepara- 
tion of the pupils who come to us, for the most part at least, cir- 
cumscribes our professional school work, but every session 
something is being accomplished in this' line. The attendance, 
too, is necessarily somewhat irregular, as most of our pupils 
come from families that are struggling with the adverse condi- 
tions of a country but recently settled, and most of these pupils 
are poor. They cannot spend the time -required for graduation 
on account of their poverty. On account of these facts and the 
youth of the institution we have thus far had no graduates. 
Time will unquestionably afford gradual relief in these particu- 
lars. 


GENERAL. i ' 


The institution, as yet, possesses the barest nucleus of a 
library—only a few vàluable books. Each department needs 
books of reference to facilitate its work. The literary societies 
are struggling against well-nigh hopeless odds in attempting to 
do any literary work, such as is peculiarly their function, with- 
out the aid of books. Unless the territory furnish the library, 
the institution must do without: it, as the pupils are often 
pressed to buy even their necessary text-books. A state school 
without a library is certainly not equipped for work as it.should 
be and the continuance of such a condition can be justified on 
the part of the state only by its inability to do better. Okla- 
homa has certainly done well; all things considered, for her 
higher institutions of learning. : Attention. is respectfully .di- 
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rected to the needs of the normal, not by way: of complaint, but 
in order that the facts may be known by the proper authorities, 
and, as far as possible, the difficulties removed. Time and 
money are required in the upbuilding of a great school.

DEPARTMENT OF MATHEMATICS. HE 
To E. R. Williams, President of Normal School: " 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the depart- 
ment of mathematics: 

During the school years 1891 to 1894 classes were conducted 
in arithmetic (practical and higher), in algebra (elementary 
and higher), and in plane geometry and a portion of solid 
geometry. 

In the latter part of the year 1893-94, Wentwortb’s High 
School Algebra superseded Ray’s series. 


In arithmetic pupils wére. expected to acquire a sufficient 
mastery of the subject to be qualified for the ordinary transac- 
tions of business, and also to conduct classes in the school-room 
in a satisfactory manner. While in a measure we have not lost 
sight of these objects in pursuing a course through algebra and 
geometry, the attention of pupils have. more particularly been 
directed to the wonderful discipline of the reasoning faculties to 
be derived from a proper study of the mathematical branches. 

Hence it has been our method and purpose to inculcate prin- 
ciples rather than multiform details; to develop in the pupil 
habits of vigorous logical thinking, looking toward original 
investigation, rather than those of parrot-like recitation, or of 
arbitrary, mechanical processes of solution. 

Iu a word, we have aimed to prepare the teacher for his life- 
work rather than simply to fit him in a superficial way for the 
incidental sporadic examination. 

Allowing for the peculiar difficulties of environment in a young 
territory, we believe that good results have already crowned 
the efforts along the line of this department of the school.

NATURAL SCIENCES. 
To E. R. Williams, President of Normal School: 


The branches embraced in the course of study for this depart- 
ment are physical geography, physiology, natural philosophy, 
botany, chemistry, zoology, geology and astronomy. During 
the first year after the organization of the school classes in 
physical geography. physiology and natural philosophy were 
formed. During the second year botany was added to the course. 
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In this year needful apparatus was provided .at a.cost of $250. 
During the years 1893-94 chemistry was made a part of the 
course, and zoology will be added in the near future. Owing to 
the fact that many of our pupils come to us unprepared for 
advanced work and that many of our more advanced students 
are, in the main, paying their way by teaching and in conse- 
quence are in school but a few months at a time, our work is 
more or less fragmentary and not so satisfactory as we hope to 
make it under more favorable conditions. 


Physical geography, composed, as it is, very largely of the 
applications of several of the sciences, is made inductory to them; 
and the various topics are elaborated as fully as time will per- 
mit, while such fundamental principles as the correlation and 
conversation of energy, and the necessary relations of cause and 
effect are given special attention. In this, as in the other 
branches of this department, laboratory experiments are made 
a part of the regular work. 


In the study of physiology the several organs of the body 
and their functions are illustrated by dissections of animals and 
the character of the fluids tested by chemical experiments, the 
rapid changes of energy included in the digestion and assim- 
ilation of food, muscular and nerve force, the dissimilation of 
tissue, the production of heat, etc., are shown to be but illustra- 
tions of the universal laws of nature. A compound microscope, 


a well articulated skeleton and a series of charts are in frequent 
use in the class. 


In natural philosophy the work is divided between class rec- 
itation and laboratory experiments. Outlines of the various 


divisions of the subject are made in order that their relation 


may be understood. While the apparatus purchased last spring 
has facilitated the work in this branch, much is yet needed, and 
without doubt will be supplied as the finances of the school per- 
mit. 


In botany there has been, thus far, but one classed formed, 
although another will begin the branch next term. The work 
will embrace the study of the germination of seeds and the 
growth of plants; the various organs of a plant, their structure 
and functions; the general outline of the vegetable kingdom; 
economic botany; analysis of plants; and the collection and 
preparation of an herbarium. 


In chemistry almost the entire time is devoted to work in 
the laboratory, studying the properties of the various substances 
as they are produced by the student, the. reactions by which 
these compounds are formed, are elements freed; the expression 
of those reactions by equations; illustrating the laws of chemical 


affinity. In this branch, as in physics, additional appliances 
are needed. 


Classes in geology and astronomy will form as the necessities 
of the school may demand. 
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In all these branches frequent written tests supplement the 
regular class work for the purpose of furnishing the student, as 
well as myself, a tangible estimate of his mastery of the sub- 
ject; and since all in the same class are subject to the same test 
1t discloses to the student his relative standing and stimulates ` 
him to greater efforts.

DEPARTMENT OF HISTORY AND CIVICS. 


To E. R. Williams, President of the Normal College: 


The aim of this department from the beginning has been to 
provide a course of study that would meet the demands of 
those preparing to teach and at the same time to lay a broad 
foundation for the further prosecution of the studies in special 
lines, and also to give the pupil, no matter what profession or 
occupation he follows in after life, a competent knowledge of 
history, both American and general. 

The study of the constitution of the United States, and of 
civil government, proposes a brief but practical course which 
gives to the pupil a true conception of what is meant by Am- 
erican citizenship. This course attempts to embrace a thorough 
study of the constitution and a practical outline of applied gov- 
ernment in its three departments. 


For the first two years of the school only American history 
and civil government were taught. Beginning with the school 
year 1893-94, and continuing until the present time, classes have 
been conducted in American History, General History, Civil 
Government and Constitution. 


It has been impossible to accomplish in full the aim sought in 
this department. First in view of the condition “of affairs in a 
new territory and its schools, it has been found necessary, in 
order to accommodate the many applicants for admission, to 
permit some to enter who were not sufficiently prepared to take 
the work. On this account much preliminary work has been 
done and is yet being done. The continually improving condi- 
tions of the public schools of the territory has served to furnish 
a class of pupils better fitted than at first. It is to be hoped 
that at no distant day the pupils who apply for admission will 
be able to take the work as outlined in this institution. ^

DEPARTMENT OF ENGLISH. 
To E. R. Williams, President of the Normal School: 
From the beginning the main object of this department has 
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been to provide such a course: of study as would meet the de- 
mands of those who are preparing to teach in the public schools 


. of Oklahoma. The aim lias been to give students such train- 


ing.as would enable then to express thought in clear, simple 
and effective language and to cultivate a taste for good litera- 
ture. 


The course of study as outlined in this department] is as fol- 
lows: 

Grammar, rhetoric and English literature. During the first 
year,of: the school only grammar and composition were taught. 
During the second and third years, grammar, composition, 
rhetoric.and literature were taught, about seventy students en- 
rolling in these classes. At the present time (fall of 1894) there 
are one hundred pursuing these studies. 

The difficulties under which we labor, in this department 
especially, have been great and it has not been possible to realize 
our ideal. The majority of our students have had poor advan- 
tages and must first take a thorough course in our preparatory 


department before they are ready for the work proper. The. 


best use possible has been made of the few facilities within our 


reach. In no department of the school is the need of a good ' 


library more keenly felt.

The board of regents employ as members of the faculty three 
experienced educators, consisting of a president of the univer- 
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sity at a salary of $2,400 per annum; a professor in Greek and 
Latin at a salary of $1,500 per annum, and a professor in chem- 
istry at a salary of $1,500 per annum. ` 

In addition these gentlemen are assisted by an instructor in 
mathematics at a salary of $900 per annum; also two instructors 
in vocal and instrumental music who teach the students of the 


university free of cost to the university; with this force all 


branches are taught, requiring the entire time of each member 
to keep up with the work. 


STUDENTS. 


This being the first year that there has been suitable apart- 
ments for students, and owing to the fact that there was some 
doubt at the beginning of the year as to whether the building 
would be ready or not, the attendance has been smaller than it 
otherwise would have been; the entire enrollment for the year 
has been one hundred and forty-two students. 


EXPENSES. 


, On account of the heavy expenditures that heretofore have 
been made for the construction of buildings and the limited 
amount as yet yielded by the levy, the board has used the 
utmost caution in the matter of expenses, and for this reason 
they have not been able to furnish the faculty and students with 
the laboratories. library and other facilities for instruction that 
their needs really require. 


I give in the following statement the expenditures for differ- 
ent items during the year:

RESOURCES. 


In accordance with an act passed by the legislature of 1890, 
Cleveland county, of Oklahoma territory, placed in the hands 
of the territorial treasurer, for the use of the university, ten 
thousand dollars, and by an act of the legislature of 1893 an 
additional sum of eighteen thousand dollars was placed in the 
treasury for the same purpose. The law also authorizes a levy 
of one-half mill on all taxable property of the territory for the 
support of the university. So far this levy has amounted to 
less than $7,000 per annum, being insufficient to meet the cur- 
rent expenses, but with the increase of the assessed valuation 
of property, it is hoped that within two years the finances of 
our institution will have reached a sound and prosperous condi- 
tion. By an act of congress opening that portion of the terri- 
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tory known as the Cherokee Strip, President Cleveland author- : 


ized the setting aside of section 13 in each township, from which 
the rents, derived are to be divided between the three institu- 
tions of learning, viz: The Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege, the Normal School and the University. There have been 
no funds from this source available as vet, but it is estimated 
that next year the University will receive about $7,500. 


In .oraer to meet'expenses for fuel, chemicals, jánitor work, 
etc., the board found it necessary to charge each student an 
incidental fée of $10 per annum, which is placed in an inciden- 
tal fund and paid out by the president of the University under the 
supervision of the board of regents. This fund during the year 
yielded $647.17.

FLOATING DEBT. 


Like all other territorial and municipal institutions, the cost 
and expenses of the University have exceeded the income, and 
leaves it at present with a floating debt, which consists of orders 
drawn upon the treasurer, outstanding and unpaid, amounting 
to $11,895.54.

REPORT OF NORMAL SCHOOL—EXHIBIT “D.” 


To the Honorable W. C. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma Territory, 
Guthrie. O. T.: 


DEAR SIR—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the general proceedings of the board of education of the Terri- ' 
torial Normal School. 


By act of Oklahoma's first legislature the Territorial Normal 
School was located at Edmond, on condition that Oklahoma - 
county vote $5,000 in bonds for building purposes, and the town 
of Edmond furnish a suitable and acceptable site within one 
mile of its limits. 


The bonds were carried by a large majority and an excellent 
site, consisting of forty acres near the town, was donated by 
Mr. A. H. Classen. 


Under the direction of Messrs. H. J. Whitley, J. F. Stone and 
John L. Mitch, the board of commissioners to whom was en- 
trusted the erection of building, platting grounds, etc., ten acres 
were reserved for school purposes, and the remainder platted 
into one hundred lots, to be sold. and the proceeds added to the 
building fund. 


'The board of education met October the 5th, 1891, and passed 
resolutions to the effect that if the people of Edmond furnish the 
room, fuel, etc., free of charge, they would begin a temporary 
school. 

The guaranty was made by John L. Mitch, and November 2, 
1891, was named as the day said school should begin. Professor 
Richard Thatcher was employed, at a salary of $100 per month, 
and all preparations having been made, school opened on the 
day named and thus the Normal was the first territorial educa- 
tional institution in active operation. 

The school began with thirty and closed with sixty students, 
and the board considered the work of the first session very sat- . 
isfactory. 


In the meantime the bonds were sold for four thousand, five 
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hundred dollars, and ninety lots brought twenty -seven hundred- 


dollars, making the total of available means sevénty-two hun- 
dred dollars. 

Contract was made for an eight-room brick building, with 
stone basement, all to be enclosed at a cost of forty-seven hun- 
dred and fifty-five dollars, and the remainder of the money was 
expended in so far finishing the interior of the building as to fit 
it for occupancy, and on January 2, 1893, the school was 
removed from temporary quarters to its permanent home. 

The attendance increased rapidly, and to meet the growing 
demands, Mrs. S. J. Douglas and Professor F. J. McNett were 
added to the faculty. 


With excellent quarters, a fair supply of physical apparatus 
and three efficient instructors, the work of the session proved 
very satisfactory. 


On July 1, 1893, Professor George W. Winans was installed as 
principal of the normal school at a salary of $2,000 per year. 
The assistants were Professor Richard Thatcher, F. H. Um- 
holtz, J. O. Allen and Miss Mary L. Sloss, at a salary of one 
hundred dollars each per month. 


The course of study was materially revised and, under the 
able management of the faculty just named, excellent work was 
done throughout the entire session. ' e 

In the meantime contract was made with Messrs. Ryan and 
Berry for the construction of additions to the building, at a cost 
of $12,480. Two wings and a tower were added, which, with 
the old_structure, made the Normal School building a credit to 
the territory. . l 

This work was paid for from the proceeds of $15,000 bonds 
voted by last legislature in aid of this school, and the remainder 
of this appropriation, excepting $429, was expended in payment 
of debts contracted in the line of construction. 

A contract has been made with the Isaac D. Smeade Heating 
and Ventilating Company to put in their system of works, the 
price being $3,278. i 

Two thousand dollars of this amount was paid by the town of 
Edmond, which voted bonds to this extent in aid of the school. 

On July 18, 1894, it having been found that the contract had 
been fully complied with by Messrs. Ryan and Berry, the last 
payment was made and the building accepted. The work is ofa 
highly satisfactory character; built of red sandstone and in keep- 
ing with the most approved ideas in architecture. 

Though sufficiently finished for present needs the interior 
lacks much of being completed. l 

The school prospered from its start and the excellent charac- 
ter of the work being done continues to be appreciated, as 
shown by the increasing attendance. , 

Professor E. R. Williams is now at the head of the institution 
and, assisted by four able instructors, the high reputation of 
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the institution is being maintained, and considering the financial 
straight the attendance is excellent, being 140 at the close of 
the term. ' 

While the school has the nucleus of a:good library, its needs 
in this direction are very considerable, but limited additions are 
constantly being made. The same holds good regarding physi- 
cal apparatus, but in all other respects the naiiai is well 
equipped. 

It has been the policy of the management of this school to 
practice the closest economy consistent with.the welfare and 
dignity of an institution of its character, and while so far its 
advantages have been in keeping with the educational needs of 
our people, L take pleasure in adding that it promises to keep 
abreast with with similar schools throughout the land. k

To His Excellency, Wm. C. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma: 


SIr:—In pursuance of section 20, chapter 1, of the Compiled. 
Statutes of Oklahoma for 1893, the board of regents of the Okla- 
homa Agricultural and Mechanical College begs leave to submit 
this, its biennial report of the condition of said college in all of 
its departments, and the progress of the work performed, as as- 
certained by investigation and from the pe of the heads of 
departments, duly submitted. 


Within the past year a commodious college building has been 
erected, with all modern appliances, at a total cost of about 
twenty thousand dollars. The building is completely heated 
with steam by the system of Prescott € Co., and is supplied with 
the very best of modern furniture. Several thousand dollars 
have been expended for the needed facilities for instruction in 
the several departments. 


The college work is being ably conducted by President Henry 
E. Alvord, assisted by an able corps of professors, each one per- 
forming faithful duty in his respective department. The enroll- 
ment of students has increased from time to time, until at present 
the number is about 120. Most of these students are veryregular 
in attendance and are manifesting that zeal and enthusiasm so 
necessary to successful achievements in college work. No 
mechanical department has yet been organized, as there is no 
room for such instruction, but it is hoped that provision may be 
made for this at no distant date. The military department is at 
present without a head, although an effort is being made to secure 
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the services of an officer from the regular army;,-to which this 
college is clearly entitled, under the laws of. congress. By order 


of this board the faculty has adopted a military uniform for the - 


male students, and drills are regularly conducted. . A uniform 
style of dress for the male students has also been adopted. 
The faculty of instruction is as follows:

Eight acres of land has been set apart for a college campus; 
this has been laid out in walks and driveways and a large num- 
ber of shade trees and shrubbery have been planted thereon. 
After a thorough investigation the board finds the college farm 
to be in an excellent condition. Many of the experiments of the 
present year were greatly injured by the excessive drought. 
Particular attention has been given to the various kinds of 
grasses, and a considerable degree of success has been achieved 
in that direction. For particulars reference is made to the 
reports of Dr. J. C. Neal, Director, and Prof. A. C. Magruder, 
Agriculturist. It appears to the board that the horticultural 
department has not received in the past the encouragement 
which its merits deserve; previous members of the board have 
considered agriculture of more importance, and therefore 
failed to make the necessary appropriations for the horticult- 
ural work. More liberal provisions have now been made and 


will be made hereafter for the proper development of this. 
“important branch of the institution. 


Owing to the great interest now being manifested all over 
the territory, and elsewhere, in the feeding of wheat to farm 
stock the professor of agriculture has been authorized to pur- 
chase a number of beef steers and hogs and conduct a series of 
experiments ou this subject. 


One of the most important questions at the institution, at 
this time, is that of water supply. The wells on the college 
property, a dozen or more in number, have all proved failures, 
either producing no water or such as is unfit for use. Work has 
begun on the excavation of a large reservoir for the reception 
and storage of surface water. It is believed that when the win- 
ter rains set in an abundant supply of water for all purposes 
connected with the College and Experiment Station will thus be 
secured. It is proposed to construct brick filter cisterns in the 
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pond and.raise the water from them to the tank, already on a 
hill near by, by a large wind mill. The water will then be con- 
veyed to the different parts of the buildings and grounds by the 
existing system of pipes, to which some extensions may be nec- 
essary. 

Appended to this report will be found the annual report ot 
the faculty required by law, and the reports of the president of 
the college and the director of the experiment station. 'Phese 
give the statistics of the institution and present in some detail 
its present condition and its needs in the immediate future. 

Especial attention is called to the several recommendations 
in the reports mentioned. This board will provide for the de- 
velopment of the college, and the extension of its word and 
usefulness, idcluding the experiment station, as far as the 
means provided will admit. It is evident that the territory ~ 
will soon have to provide for additional buildings to meet the 
legitimate needs of this fast-growing institution, the work of 
which is so closely connected with the important material in- 
terests of Oklahoma. 

The report of the treasurer of the board is also appended. 
An examination, will show that the finances are in a satisfac- 
tory condition. While expenditures have been liberal, in order 
to well furnish and equip the varions departments, the college 
is not expending its income and a handsome balance is carried 
on deposit.

To the Honorable Board of Regents, Oklahoma Agricultural and 

Mechanical College: 

GENTLEMEN:—Pursuant to the 19th section of the territorial 
statute establishing this college its faculty of instruction re- 
spectfully presents the following report and appended papets: 

Although the report proper is for the college year ending in 
June, 1894, it is well to briefly review the work of previous years.

The first session of thescollege opened December 13, 1891, and 
before its close seventy-six students were enrolled, forty males 
and thirty-six females. Owing to existing conditions these 
pupils were classed according to the topics taught, which were 
mainly elementary, and no attempt was made at organizing 
classes of college grade. : 

The second. annual session began October 5th, 1892, 
and closed June 17th, 1893. During this year the enroll- 
ment was. 112, of . which fifty-eight were males and 
fifty-four were females. There were divided into” a 
Freshman (college) class of 35, and two Preparatory classes of 
48 and 29 members, respectively. 

The third college year ‘began September 20th, 1893, and 
(closed with public exercises on June 16th, 1894. Great 
confusion existed in the town of Stillwater and its vicinity at 
the time fixed for beginning the session, incident to the opening 
ofthe Cherokee Strip, with difficulties in transportation and 
procuring subsistence. These and other distractions had a 
serious effect at the commencement of the work, which was not 
fully overcome during the year. The total number enrolled 
was 110, these being equally divided by sex. 

The Sophomore and Freshman classes of the college were 
organized and maintained, numbering 13 and 22 members; and 
the Preparatory department was continued, with its pupils in 
two divisions. i 


During this entire time, including the period covered by this 
report, the college possessed land, but no buildings. It had a 
name and a location, but no habitation. The farm of two hun- 
dred acres, adjoining the town of Stillwater on its northern 
boundary, had been secured and taken in charge by the experi- 
ment station, for its uses, and funds especially available to that 
department had been judiciously. expended so as to provide 
buildings necessary to its work and sufficient for the time. 


The exercises of the college proper had to be conducted in 
such quarters as could be procured in the town by the hospital- 
ity of different religious societies and public-spirited citizens, or 
the payment of small sums for rent, from the very limited con- 
tingent fund. All the classes frequently had to recite in one 
‘room or house of worship, and even these, accommodations were 
often changed. Moving from place to place it was impossible 
“to properly care for equipment and inexpedient to provide it in 
any quantity; the facilities for instruction were accordingly very ' 
meager. With these extremely unfavorable conditions prevail- 
ing it can be understood that really satisfactory work was im- 
possible. Yet the organization was maintained, the curriculum 
pursued and the progress made by the BEUS was very com- 
mendable, under the circumstances. E 


During the year the first college building was erected upon 
the farm, from the proceeds of the bonds authorized by the terri- 
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torial legislature at its second session: and those issued by the 
corporation of Stillwater on behalf of the institution. 'T'his build- 
ing was so far completed as to allow the closing exercises of 
June, 1894, to be held in its assembly hall. And it was entirely 
ready for the occupancy of the college at the opening of its new 
year. 


The fourth annual session began on Sien: 12th, 1894, 
and between that time and the preparation of this report-120 
students have been enrolled, fifty being in the Junior, Sopho- 
more and Freshman classes of the college and seventy in the 
two sections of the Preparatory department. Of these sixty- 
three are males and fifty-seven are females. 


The faculty of instruction, which has been gradually increased 
since the opening of the college, now consists of the president, 
seven professors and the principal of the Preparatory depart- 
ment. The military professorship is temporarily vacant but it 
is expected that an officer of the United States Army will be 
soon detailed for duty at the college, in accordance with law 
and regulations. 


The college is now in its own quarters and reasonably accom- 
modated for the time being. Yet the new building is already 
crowded and it will manifestly be necessary to provide more 
room for the college in the near future. The needs of the insti- 
tution in this respect are set forth in the president’s report. 

Enough remained of the building funds, after settling all con- 
tracts, to fully furnish the college building, and this has been 
well done under the direction of the board of regents. The seats, 
desks, cabinets, cases, and fixtures which have been procured 
are plain but well finished, suited to the building and their re- 
spective uses, and durable of their kind. No public institution 
in the territory is now more thoroughly or better furnished. 

A liberal appropriation of the U. S. government fund provided 
for this purpose has permitted a good beginning to be made in 
the equipment of the different departments of the college with 
the latest and most approved facilities for instruction. Already 
enough material is in hand to meet immediate wants, create in- 
terest on the part of the students in their work and to enhance 
the results. No senior class has yet been formed and the junior 


class has done but a third of its tasks; as the higher branches of. 


science and other studies are reached, more and costly appli- 
ances will become necessary. Large additional expenditures, 
for equipment should be provided for two or three year to come. 
It is undoubtedly true, however, that this college has now in 
use an equipment greater i in variety and cost than all the other 
educational institutions of Oklahoma combined, higher 
in grade than the district schools. This comprises reference 


books, maps, charts, models, machinery, apparatus, scientific * 


instruments and technical furnishings and fixtures. 
Special effort has been made to lay the foundation for a good 
working library and to secure and manage this on the most effec- 
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tive plan. This indispensable adjunct to broad and liberal 
training is appreciated alike by the students and their instruc- 
tors. The purchase of books is not a current expense, but a 
permanent investment, yielding constant returns. Every good 
book added to the collection is an increase to the educational 
forces of the institution. - The faculty fully concurs in the recom- 
mendation of the librarian for generous support of the college 
library by the board, and especially for an immediate allowance 
for standard works. i 


The students maintain two literary societies, which hold 
weekly meetings during the sessions, and a lively interest is 
shown in these exercises. These societies are encouraged and 
supervised by the faculty, through a standing committee, which 
acts without undue interference. 


The students, as a body, are making fair progress in their 
work and a steady and gratifying improvement is observed in 
regularity of attendance and close application to the duties pre- 
scribed. 


It is hoped that the college will develop and be strengthened 
in various directions as time passes, and become better and bet- 
ter known throughout the territory. But it is already in condi- 
tion to do valuable and practical educational service for the 
people, and it seems important that a knowledge of its:advant- 
ages should be disseminated without delay and as widely as pos- 
sible. The college and its representatives should encourage 
and attend public meetings and all gatherings when practicable, 
at which it may be proper to present the opportunities here ` 
offered to the youth of Oklahoma. 

The annual reports of the president and heads of the several’ 
departments of the college accompany this, and to these, and 
the recommendations therein made, the attention of the board is 
now invited.

REPORT OF THE COLLEGE PRESIDENT FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
JUNE 80, 1894. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Regents: 
In accordance with a recent resolution of your honorable lods: 


I respectfully present the following report of the executive 
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department of the college tor the last academic year, together 
with remarks upon the present Son of the institution and 
its more immediate needs. 


During the year ending with June last, the executive head of 
the college was Professor R. J. Barker, C. E., who held that 
position from the organization of the institution. For the sta- 
tistics and general facts pertaining to this office for that period, 
l must depend upon the records as transferred to me. Andas 
this information is well set forth in the accompanying report of 
the faculty, repetition seems undesirable. 


One cannot fail to note that the one discouraging feature of 
the college record is the irregularity in attendance and the large 
number of students who have dropped out entirely before..the 
close of the school year. Undoubtedly:these occurrences are to 
be accounted for in a measure by the very unfavorable conditions 
under which the work of the college has been conducted hereto- 
fore. But this does not seem a sufficient explanation, as “the 
same evils appear, although less in degree in the opening term of 
the present year, when all the conditions are so much improved. 
The students do not seem to'appreciate the necessity for persist- 
ent application to their work, their own needs and the oppor- 
tunities now offered them. And parents are too prone to per- 


mit, or even encourage, absences for every insufficient reasons. - 


The full strength of the college and its teaching force is exerted 
to overcome these evils and to impress upon the minds of stu- 
dents themselves, as well as upon parents, the importance of 
punctual and regular attendance and' the advantages of con- 
tinued and well sustained effort in study. (Good results are 
, already apparent and those longest connected with the college 
report very marked improvement in this direction. 


It is certain that the general conditions are now favorable 
to good work at the college. As set forth in the report of the 
faculty the institution is well organized, housed, furnished, 
equipped and in good working order. It is doing good work 
and ready to receive to the ranks of its students all who come 
properly prepared for the course of instruction adopted. The 
formation in September, last, of a freshman class of thirty-two, 
of good material and most of whose members expect to complete 
the college course is most encouraging. The Junior and Sopho- 
more classes, although smaller, by force of circumstances, are 
moving on steadily in their,college course and doing earnest 
work. It seems necessary to maintain the preparatory depart- 
ment for a time, upon a somewhat elastic basis, but it is hoped 
that this may soon be curtailed to a single sub-Freshman year 
and be entirely discontinued at no distant day. The federal 
government sends the generous annuity to this territory for the 
specific object of maintaining an educational institution of 
college grade and not for providing any substitute for grammar 
schools or high schools. 


The attendance at the college appears to be gradually i increas-

ing and the discipline and general morale are satisfactory. Uni- 
form dress has been adopted for both sexes and students are 
fast providiug themselves therewith. The department of desci- 
pline and the personal appearance and bearing of the corps, will 
be undoubtedly improved when the college secures the services 
of the army officer, to which it is entitled by law. 

The duties of the several departments of instruction have 


been adjusted and while a further division will be soon needed, - 


with an increase in the teaching force, every professor gives now 
only such instruction as properly belongs tothe chair he occupies, 
or is very closely related to it. The salaries of the professors are 
not equitably arranged, either in regard to one another or to the 
proper relations existing between the college and its experiment 
station department. Whenever the board isready toreceive the 
same, I wish to submit a plan for there-adjustment of this whole 
matter, and believe it cannot receive attention too soon. 

There is an addition to the working force which should be 
made before active spring work begins, and which effects college 
and station interests jointly. The professor of chemistry and 
physics is already so overloaded with college duties that he has 
practically no time for the station laboratory. "This condition 
will continue through the present college year and become even 
worse with the opening of the next year. The professors of 
agriculture and horticulture constantly find their college and 
station duties conflicting, and because of one or both they are 
compelled to decline calls to various parts of the territory where 
they could. be of great service to the people and to the institution. 
These three departments should be each provided, before March 
next, with a skilled assistant, trained to the work in the specialty 
concerned. These men should be first paid from the station 
funds and should be the foreman of the several departments in 
the immediate charge of the field, stable and laboratory work. 
Such men can be secured at wages but little above what is now 
paid the regular farm laborers. Later, when all the college 
classes have been organized and the professors are still further 
employed, if these assistants prove capable, they may take 
charge of parts of the practical instruction and may then be 
partly paid from college funds. Such a provision will add 
greatly to the efficiency of these three departments, and early 
and favorable action upon this recommendation is respectfully 


urged. By reference to the reports of the three staff officers of ` 


the station as well as that of the director, none of which had 
been seen by me when the foregoing was written, it will be found 
that ‘they make like recommendations, based upon their own 
experience and a realization of the needs of the work commit- 
ted to them respectively. It need hardly be added that, as the 
foremen or assistants proposed would be the immediate alter- 
nates and representatives of the heads of departments, they’ 
should be selected by those officers, subject to the approval of 
the college, president and the board of regents. 

The branches of botany and horticulture are so closely allied 
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that while taught, as now, by different instructors, there is 
liability to both omissions and duplications, and work may not 
be done in one place to harmonize with that in the other. A 
rational division of college work assigns all instructions rela- 
ting to the vegetable kingdom to one department, having one : 
competent head and as many assistants as may be required. 


. Irecommend that, beginning with the next academic year, or 
earlier if it seems practicable, the present department of natu- 
ral history be relieved from the duty of teaching botany, and that 
the chair of horticulture be assigned that work, with a new and 
appropriate title of ‘‘Botany and Horticulture.” Tt may be well 
for tbe board to take this subject under consideration at the 
present time. is 


The work of the preparatory department, including, as it has 
done from the first, more than half the enrolled students, is 
more than one person can possibly manage. At present the 
professors of mathematics and English relieve the principal by 
taking regularly several class exercises of that department. 
But when the next year opens, with four college classes, the 
professors mentioned will be unable to continue this service. 
An assistant in the preparatory department will then become 
necessary. [recommend that such assistant be a lady and that she 
be selected with the utmost care with reference to being charged, 
as a part of her routine duties. with the supervision of all the fe- 
male students in their respective homes and lodging. This ser- 
vice is manifestly needed, to give proper advice asto study, health 
and conduct to girls and young women who are for the first 
time removed from home influences, aud at a critical age. 
While such an assistant will supply the class-room needs of the 
preparatory department, if immediately supervised by its prin- 
cipal, the special duty proposed is really of the more impor- 
tance. As time will be needed to make a suitable selection for 
such a purpose, the matter should receive early attention, if the 
proposition commends itself to the board. 


As far asit has been practicable, consistent with home duties, 
the president and professors have attended teachers’ institutes 
and associations, farmers’ institutes and similar meetings, for 
the purpose of making known the work of this college, and to 
assist in popular instruction in agriculture, horticulture and 
kindred topics. Work of this character, under the general idea 
of “University Extension," may be a legitimate and important 
part of the usefulness of this institution. 


As this is the time for presenting the needs of the college in 
all respects, and somewhat iu advance as well as in the imme- 
diate future, attention is now invited to the question of addi- 
tional buildings. The fact may well be recalled, that this ter- 
ritory, in its act of acceptance of the congressional grant, virtu- 
ally entered into an agreement to provide the plant for the insti- 
tution, land, buildings, furniture, etc., so long as the expenses 
for instruction and equipment were paid from the federal treas- 
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ury. It is the duty of the college, therefore, to provide from 
its own tunds other than those received from the U. S. treasury, 
or through special aid from the legislature, such buildings -as 
may bè needed from time to time in the natural growth and 
expansion ‘of the institution. The present accommodations are 
even now inadequate for the work on its early basis, and the 
college is realiy doing but one thing, presenting a single course 
ot general study, strong in its application to agriculture and 
horticulture, with technics under those two heads. It is mani- 
fest that if the college is to realize the intention of its name 
and foundation, and meet public expectation and demands, it 
must soon establish departments of mechanic arts, and of do- 
mestic science or household economy. In view of the fact that 
nearly one-half the students are females, I believe the latter 
should be the first addition made. But it would be useless to 
organize any new department under existing circumstances. 
There is no room to accommodate new work. 


The best course seems to properly provide for the work 
already undertaken before new departures are considered. The 
department of horticulture is the one which has the most press- 
ing needs, and development of this important industry in Okla- 
homa makes these particular needs worthy of special attention. 
The report of the professor of this department is referred to and 
its recommendations cordially approved. As soon as funds may 
be found available, as perbaps from receipts from the leased 
lands, early in 1895, it is hoped that the board will authorize the 
construction of buildings for the use of the horticultural depart- 
ment. It would be well to authorize at once the preparation of 
the necessary plans. These should include plant houses and 
propagating pits, boiler house, work rooms, and quarters for 
attendants. It will be true economy to enlarge the plan to 
include all necessary accommodations in the way of lecture 
room, laboratory and museum, for instruction in the department 
(or departments) of botany and horticulture. These interests 
will continue hampered until such provisions are made. 


The second new building erected should be for the department ` 
of ‘chemistry and physics, and might also include laboratories 
and lecture rooms for zoology and comparative anatomy. As 
was expected, the chemical laboratory in the basement of the 
college building is giving trouble. The odors, fumes and gases 
cannot be fully controlled, and reach every part of the building 
at times. Occasionally classes in upper rooms have to be dis- 
missed. This trouble will increase as the hours of laboratory 
practice are increased. Experience has demonstrated that 
chemical laboratories should be in buildings to themselves, or, 
at all events, with no other work in rooms above. The chem- 
ical department holds a place of first importance in the college, 
and had better be where it is than required to get along with 
makeshift and unsuitable quarters elsewhere. But as soon as 
practicable it should have a building of its own, 
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Whenever these two proposed buildings can be provided, 
great relief will be afforded in the present building. Then, and 
not till then, can a domestic department be so accommodated as 
to justify its organization. Relief could then also be given to 
the English department, now necessarily assigned to the library 
room, where each is daily crowding the other more and more. 

Attention is again invited to the recommendations in the 
several reports of the heads of departments and especially to 
those of the professors of English and horticulture, which con- 
tains these specific requests. hereby endorsed and earnestly 
repeated. 

First—That $500 be at once appropriated for standard books 
for the library. 

Second—That $100 be appropriated: for a plank walk on the 
college grounds. 

Third—That the water works in construction be made to in- 
clude a moderate supply and conduits for use on the college, 
grounds. 

It is also recommended that the several inventories of the col- : 
lege and station property recently prepared be referred to the 
college committee for revision, consolidation and permanent 
record in suitable form.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE OKLAHOMA AGRICUL- 
TURAL EXPERIMENT STATION FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 
1894: 


To the Board of Regents of the Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical 
College: 


During the past year four bulletins of the regular series were 
issued, in all seventy-three pages, as follows: 

Bulletin No. 7. Water Analysis. This is a summary of the 
results of forty-six analyses of the water of various springs 
and wells in Oklahoma, with deductions by the chemist, George 
L. Holter. 

Bulletin No. 8. Tests of 254 varieties of wheat by the agri- 
culturist, A. C. Magruder. 

Bulletin No. 9. Tests of varieties of vegetables by the horti- 
culturist, F. A. Waugh. 
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Bulletin No. 10. Corn, varieties and cultivation, with deduc- 
. tion, by the horticulturist, A. C. Magruder. 


Three hundred and twenty-five thousand pages issued. 


The Press Bulletin, issued monthly exclusively for the news- 
papers of the territory, embracing short and timely paragraphs 
for use as ''clippings," was well received and widely copied. 


One hundred and sixteen short paragraphs thus issued during | 
the year, in all 2,400 pages. The results are most gratifying 
and encouraging, and the Press Bulletin proves a valuable 
assistant in getting the work of the station before the people. 


'The bulletin mailing list has increased to nearly 6,000 names, 
andit is confidently hoped that in the near future we will have 
the name of every farmer. and horticulturist in the territory on 
the list. 


Early in the yeara full line of experiments and tests were 
laid out for the various departments and preparations made to 
make them as full and complete as possible. The unusual and 
prolonged drouths of the early summer completely demoralized 
many of the more delicate experiments, and were a source of 
great disappointment to all on the station. The various tests 
with grasses, clovers and new forage plants were ruined by the 
extreme heat and will require other trials next year. "This isa 
grievous failure, for which, however, nobody can be blamed. 

Some results were obtained and I beg to refer you to the 
bulletins issued which give full details. 


An effort to obtain seeds of forage and other plants from 
regions of the world having similar soils and climate was par- 
tially successful, and seeds were obtained from Australia, Java, 
Japan, Austria and Hindoostan. Several varieties thus obtained 
seemed adapted to our climate, and next year larger areas will 
be tried with home grown seed. There is every indication that 
most of this section will be found specially available and valu- 
able for plums, cherries, grapes, and peaches, and the station is 
preparing to fully study the peculiarities and determine the 
varieties best adapted to Oklahoma, as well as to aid in the 
organization of various societies for the promotion of horti- 
culture. 7 


Wheat being a staple crop, investigation as to its value as 
wholly or in part a ration for stock feeding will be undertaken 
by the agricultural department of the station at the earliest pos- 
sible opportunity and the results given out in tangible and pop- 
ular form the ensuing year. 


A large number of experiments were made looking to the 
mitigation of the ravages of several of our worst insect pests, 
such as the chinch bug, squash bugs, rose chafers and various 
borers. Several hundred packages of infected chinch bugs were 
sent out, but with negative results, except where rain fell imme- 
diately after the dissemination of the infection. The rose chafer 
and squash bugs were harder to manage, and the experiments 
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upon them with insecticides were very unsatisfactory. The use 
of arsenite of lead, in spray, gave fine results with all the leaf 
eating insects, especially upon the grape. Details with various 
experiments with fungicides. and insecticides will be given 
later on. 

The correspondence of the station is very large and gratify- 
ing in its increase during the year. The officers of the station 
have been able thus to reach the public very profitably, 1 hope. 

The great need of the horticultural department is a green- 
house with especial conveniences to make tests of seeds and 
plants where all conditions can be controlled, as well as to make 
studies in insect and plant life, and 1 wish to recommend this 
need to your careful attention. The’ building of the college 
requires a new location for our costly set of meteorological 
instruments, and a special building must be erected at an early 
day. 

The water supply of the station is very insufficient, and 
prompt measures should be taken to utilize the rainfall by stor- 
age and filtration, while cisterns should be built to supply pure 
water for drinking purposes, which the pond cannot supply. 

The question of skilled labor is one that demands your seri- 
ous attention. We now need a class of workers capable of 
observing, interpreting, arranging and summarizing the obser- 
vations made. 

To do this this, they should have experience and the special 
education for this work. We have enough unskilled labor, but 
with the college duties already assigned to the heads of the 
different departments, they will be obliged to neglect the station, 
which will cripple its work, unless soon provided with skilled 
assistants. 

Iappend the financial report for the past year, as well as 
those for previous years, arranged for comparison and in accord- 
ance with the form required by the United States department of 
agriculture. -

Reno. O. T., Dec. 2, 1894. 


To His Excellency, W. C. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma Territory, 
and the Legislative Assembly of Oklahoma Territory: 


In accordance with the provision of section thirteen (13), of 
chapter eight (8), of the statutes of Oklahoma, under which the 
Oklahoma Territorial Board of Health was created, I beg leave 
to herewith submit the following as the second biennial report 
of the board covering the biennial period from April 1; 1894, to 
December 1, 1894, also including such proceedings of the old 
board as are a matter of record. 


The territory has been free from epidemic diseases of a seri- 
ous kind among the people since last April. Cholera has existed 
in the swine of Cleveland and Pottowatomie counties with 
a mortality of 50 per cent. to 65 per cent., but has subsided. 
About a: dozen cases of glanders in horses have been reported 
from Oklahoma county during the year, also three cases from 
Canadian county. .A few cases of diptheria with a mortality of 
100 per cent. are reported from Oklahoma and “O” counties. 
Sporadic cases of membranous (or diphtheritic) croup are reported 
to have existed in a number of the counties during the autumn : 
with considerable mortality, Eight deaths have occurred from 
the above causes in Oklahoma county, and two in “O” and one 
in Canadian.  Malarial fevers reported from several counties 
with a variable per cent. of mortality, ranging from 5 per cent. 
to 17 per cent. Typhoid fever in Oklahoma, Canadian, “O” and 
“P” counties, with a good death percentage, but aside from 
typhoid fever the people have been unusually well. Measles of 
a mild type have been reported from Cleveland and Payne coun- 
ties; also whooping cough of a light type in some of the counties 
without any fatalities. 


In the absence of systematic sewerage in our towns and cities 
and considering the great amount of virgin soil aos during 
last spring and early summer on our prairies, the territorial 
board of health congratulates the people of Oklahoma on hav- 
ing passed, so far, a healthy year, the death rate from all 
causes is exceedingly low. has been a total of aat M 
clans by diplomas since the creation of the Maral 
Hoard of Wealth: 256 al theer have been regriuderod slace thr 
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last biennial report was issued; eighty-five of the latter have 
been registered since April 9, 1894. 


A total of forty-one has been registered by examination, 
fifteen of whom have been registered since the last biennial 
report was issued and five of the latter have been registered 
since the 10th day of May, 1894. 


The number applying to be examined is steadily decreasing. 
Twelve have appeared before the board since April, two of 
whom have been given a second examination without charge. 


The Board of Medical Examiners, to accommodate those 
asking to be examined, have held one called meeting, by agree- 
ment, at Perry; also two private examinations which have cost 
the board more than it has received. 


In a further compliance with section thirteen (13), of chapter 
eight (8), of the statutes of Oklahoma, I would be pleased to 
offer some suggestions or recommendations which I consider of 
paramount importance to the Territorial Board of Health. 


First. 'The organic act creating the board fails to confer on 
it certain essential powers which are necessary to make its 
operation complete, efficient, expeditious aud inexpensive. 
Until such powers are delegated the workings of the board will 
continue to be restrained and embarrassed. Of this power I 
wish to speak further on. 


Second. The appropriation for the expense fund of the 
board for the last two years was inadequate to defray the 
absolutely necessary expenses of the board if systematically or- 
ganized and properly worked. The territory has been increased 
by the addition of seven counties since the appropriation was 
made, and Oklahoma has perhaps, with its additions, doubled 
its population. The labor and demand upon the board has been 
multiplied by this increase without a correspondingly increased 
expense fund. 


Third. County superintendents, as a class, are not often ade- 
quately compensated for their work, especially when called to 
go long distances in the country to make an inspection of dis- 
éased stock. Their work is usually unpleasant in character and 
often offends some one whom it affects. Rather than neglect 
their practice and attend to a public work for a small compensa- 
tion, with a possibility of making an enemy, many of them prefer 
to neglect their duty, being satisfied with the little honórs their 
office confers. In order to keep good efficient physicians as the 
executive health officers of the counties it seems to me that it 
would be well to increase their per diem for a stated number of 
hours service. Their mileage should be increased. No good man 
can afford to furnish his team for a drive of ten miles and return 
for one dollar. With reliable, energetic physicians to superin- 
tend the sanitary affairs of each county the Territorial Board of 
Health, if in line of its duty, is a fixed success when an emer- 
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gency arises, otherwise it is powerless to act with efficiency as 
to time aud work. 

I would recommend that the “Act creating a Board of Health 
and regulating the practice of medicine in Oklahoma,” be so 
revised as to 

(a) Confer on the Territorial Board of Health the right to 
judge of and fix the standing of medical colleges and to say 
what shall constitute eligibility to practice medicine in the ter- 
ritory. | 

(b) To confer further the right for the board to cancel 
certificates given to practice medicine in the territory for 
specific causes. By constituting itself a court of investigation, 
with power to subpcena witnesses, giving the president and the 
secretary of the board power to administer oaths, take testi- 
mony, hear evidence and decide cases, granting an appeal when 
called for, only to the governor, where it shall terminate, unless 
he remands the case back to the board for a new hearing. 

The present law is not sufficient to enable the board, without 
an assumption of power, to protect the people of the territory 
against unqualified doctors, charlatans and quacks. 


In the earlier days of the territory a number of doctors of the 
lower order took advantage of the affidavit privilege and se- 
cured certificates by perjury. Excepting one those certificates 
are retaining those men yet in the right to practice medicine in 
the territory. To cancel those certificates under the present 
law is tedious, expensive and unsatisfactory. Before the Board 
of Health, with a properly revised law, it would be quickly and 
inexpensively done. 


There is a growing and positive belief with nearly all the state 
boards of health and boards of medical examiners that diplomas, 
as a rule, should confer no power to practice medicine. That 
burning desire which rankles in the bosoms of so many of our 
physicians in the larger cities, and not a few in some of the 
smaller cities, to teach in some medical college and thereby ac- 
quire the wonderful prefix of ‘‘Professor,” an advertisement 
supposed to be of much value. Hence the stimulation to create 
numerous medical schools. Charters which empower the fac- 
ulty to confer the title of “M. D.” are easily obtained. Men, 
young and of middle age, in all trades and callings, being 
anxious to exchange their earnings for the title of **M. D." rush 
into these newly created schools, many of whóm have scarcely a 
primary education, and owing to the brevity of their finances 
numbers of them remain only through a portion of each term. 


More than 125 extinct medical colleges are a matter of record ` 
in the United States, many of them having survived but one or 
two terms. Itis also a matter of record that more than forty 
fraudulent medical schools have had an existence in the United 
States alone. Many of them exist today and new ones are be- 


ing created annually. Many of them never existed as teaching 
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bodies, but "diploma mills.” One man mailed me two, asking 
me to resigter him on them; another presented one, and several 
have ventured making affidavits, basing their rights to practice 
medicine on some such diploma. 

Then why should a diploma confer a right to practice medi- 
cine, except when in the discretion of of a legally constituted 
state or territorial board of health or board of medical examin- 
ers such right is declared? - 


Never before in the medical history of the United States 
have the state Boards of Health and boards of medical examin- 
ers made such vigorous and progressive advances to eradi- 
cate the diploma evil as in the last two years. In some states 
the diploma, from whatever source, is ignored. Medical col- 
leges are being spurred to a higher order of medical education 
by the demands of these boards. Why should Oklahoma wait 
longer to strengthen her medical requirements? She is young, 
vigorous and progressive in other matters, and will soon be the 
peer of many of the older states in agricultural resources and 
wealth. Why should her medical system not be as good as the 
very best? Give the territorial board of health the legal sup- 
port it should have and our territory will no longer be the focal 
point of those who have been rejected in the states. 


VITAL STATISTICS. 


The territory is without satisfactory provisions for collect- 
ing vital statistics. The system heretofore attempted in the 
territory has proven a failure, inasmuch as there was no legal 
provisions to fine or otherwise punish for failure or refusal to 
report. All physicians should be compelled to make monthly 
reports of births and deaths occurring in their practice or under 
their observation, giving causes of such deaths. Burial permits 
should be required from magistrate or some such officer in small 
towns and townships and from the city clerk or other authorized 
person in the cities and larger towns. The matter of collecting 
births should be strictly guarded. While physicians should be 
compelled to'report all their births, it seems to me to be ad- 
visable. to perfect the system, to make township trustees amen- 
able to the law for failure to report any birth occurring in their 
township which was not attended by a doctor. Penalties 
should be fixed for every failure to report a birth. These 
births, and a copy of the burial permits, should go to the 
county superintendent of health and there be recorded as pro- 
vided by law. The price for this work should be fixed and all 
accounts certified to by the county board of health, and 
allowed by the county commissioners as other debts. 


VETERINARY SURGEON AND STOCK INSPECTOR. 


I would suggest that some provision be made for an efficient 
territorial veterinary and stock inspector, to be appointed by 
the governor and subject to the calls of the territorial board of 
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health, or the governor. The counties calling for him, through 
the territorial board of health or the governor, to pay his fixed 
per diem and mileage. 

In view of our proximity to the Texas fever belt on the south ' 
and our exposures on the east and west this office would cer- 
tainly be a useful one to the people at times. Particularly in 
cases of diseased horses or outbreaks of infectious or contagi- 
ous diseases among domestic animals. 


ANALYTICAL CHEMIST. 


It seems to me that provisions should be made for a terri- 
torial analytical chemist to be appointed by the governor with 
the duties of his office defined. The time is not long off if not 
quite at hand when the territorial board of health may need his 
services in analyzing adulterated foods, milk, medicines, sus- 
pected water, poison, etc. 

The provisions creating his office should prohibit him, under 
penalty, from giving his certificate for the use of any vendor of 
patent medicines or manufacturer of any articles of food as such 
is liable to lead to a corruption and misuse of his office. It is 
sufficient if an article is found to contain no adulterants to 
accept it as pure without a certificate. 


His pay for certain kinds of work might be approximately fixed 
by law to be paid when services are rendered to the territorial 
board of health out of any funds arising from fines imposed on 
those selling or offering for sale adulterated foods, liquids, med- 
icines, etc. 

Many articles of daily consumption as food. relishes, medi- 
cines, et¢., are passed over the counters of our grocery stores, 
candy shops, drug stores, etc., recommended and extolled for 
their purity and “genuineness,” whereas they are but cheap. 
adulterated and, in many instances, unwholesome articles. We 
have no article that claims the attention of close analytical 
tests and inspections as our milk, as it comes from the dairy- 
man. 

A good law bearing on the adulterated foods and drinks is 
much needed. s 


MONTHLY BULLETIN. 


Co-operation and fraternity of ideas are essential to the up- 
building of all organic bodies in every department of life, also 
in monthly interchange of views on the prevention of sickness 
and the prevailing diseases, essential to the better workings of 
our county boards of health. Nearly every state board of 
health publishes a monthly statement of the deaths caused from 
infectious, contagious or communicable diseases of the month 
previous, with also a statement of the prevailing diseases in 
the different counties.. 


This bulletin is a gleaner of all news concerning sickness 
throughout the state or territory where published. Each county 
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superintendent of health is abreast of the various kinds of sick- 
ness ın his state and is prepared or forewarned to anticipate 
any of the contagious diseases common among children or adults 
“as well as infectious or contagious diseases among our domestic 
animals. Each county superintendent is expected to give each 
month a statement of matters pertaining to the diseases of his 
county, and, stimulated by an innate principle to excel, he can 
be relied upon. This can be published under the auspices of 
the territorial board of health at a cost of $15 or $20 per month. 
Its existence and circulation would add much to the efficiency of 
the county boards, and $200 could not be better expended 
annually than in this monthly bulletin.

The comparatively small amount of general fund warrants 
redeemed during the year 1893 is due to the fact that 815,000 of 
the money in the treasury was set aside as a World's Columbian 
ae fund.

$5,301.43 was turned into the general fund in January, 1894, aug- 
o the receipts for that: year by that amount. The above 
statement shows expenditures for the year 1893 almost $6,000 in 
excess of those for 1891, This is to be attributed to expendi- 
tures during 1893 of more than 86.000 for seeds for needy 
farmers, and of nearly $11,000 for public printing.

LIBRARY FUND. 


Since my occupancy of the auditor's office in February of the 
current calendar year, Library Fund warrants have been issued 
in payment of contingent library expenses to the amount of 
$270.75. Prior to that time general fund warrants were issued 
to meet incidental expenses, my predecessor in office not recog- 
nizing the existence of a library fund. Such warrants were 
issued to the amount of $536.64 during the years 1893 and 1894. 
Finding no provision of law that would seem to justify a con- 
tinuance of this policy, I have issued warrants for contingent 
expenses of the library on the library fund as provided in sec- 
tions 6,005 and 6,006, revised statutes. 


Of all moneys in the hands of the territorial treasury only 
the general fund, the normal school fund, and the library fund, 
of which the foregoing statements are made, are subject to aud- 
itors warrants. Of the others, the territorial school fund is 
disbursed on orders issued by the territorial superintendent of 
public instruction, while the university fund, Agricultural and 
Mechanical College fund, normal school bond fund, university 
bond fund, and Agricultural and Mechanical College bond fund are 
at the disposalof the respective boards of regents of these insti- 
tutions. Statements of these funds as regards warrant indebt- 
edness cannot therefore be given by the territorial auditor. At 
another place in this report will be found exhibits of such cash 
transactions, showing receipts into each of the above named 
funds, the amounts expended in retiring outstanding warrants and 
the unexpended balances November 30, 1894. In this connection 
I deem it well to renew the suggestion made by my predecessor in 
his last biennial report that all funds iu the territorial treasüry, 
where practicable, be paid out on warrants issued on proper 
vouchers by the territorial auditor. "There is little excellence 
in a system of disbursing public moneys that requires the exam- 
ination of two sets of records in widely separated parts of the 
territory to ascertain the true consideration of a certain fund. 
This has reference to the present method of disbursing the sev- 
eral funds for the use of our £hree institutions of learning. 


ESTIMATES OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES ON ACCOUNT OF 
THE “GENERAL REVENUE FUND FOR THE YEARS 1895 AND 
1896. ° 


Estimates of receipts into the general revenue fund are diffi- 
cult to make with assurance of correctness owing to the doubt- 
ful total assessed valuation of property for the next two years, 
and unforseen amendments that may be made to the present 


- 
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revenue law by the coming legislature. Expenditures may be 
computed with less uncertainty. At another place will be 
found statements showing in detail contemplated receipts and 
expenditures for the period in question. For the latter each 
item is based on actual and necessary expenditures for the 
years 1893 and 1894 proper allowance being made for the 
natural increase in items of cumulative expense, including 
transportation and care of lunatics and convicted criminals. 
Assuming that no radical changes will be made in the” laws 
affecting receipts and disbursements of public revenue, the fol- 
lowing general estimates are believed to be approximately cor- 
rect:

It will readily be seen on comparing the foregoing state- 
ments of receipts and expenditures,-actual and estimated, that 
the total amounts involved in the transactions of this department 
have been. and are, steadily increasing. A further comparison 
of this report with that issued from this department for the 
years 1891 and 1892 makes this fact still more evident. The 
growth of the territory in population withinitself.andtoa greater 
degree its very large increase both in population and extent by the 
settlement and annexation of large adjacent reservations. have 
been primary causes of additional expense. and sources, though in 
a much less degree. of additional revenue. We have arrived at 
the point where all the functions of a territorial government 
must be in constant and expensive operation. It is no cause for 
wonder, then, that the expenditures necessary to properly main- 
tain the territorial administration of affairs have been. and are. 
steadily and rapidly increasing. Nor is it surprising that the 
receipts into the treasury have not been commensurate with 
necessary expenditures. Had the territory been limited in area 
to the seven populous and prosperous counties as at first con- 
stituted, the receipts under the present revenue law would have 
been fully sufficient for all requirements. In most instances, 
however, the new counties that have from time to time been 
attached to the original territory have been cause for expense 
considerably in excess cf the revenue derived from them on 
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account of the territorial levy. Moreover, the annexation. of 
new counties gives occasion for immediate territorial super- 
vision and expense, wbile the collection of the territorial tax 
from them must, of necessity, be deferred for a time varying in 
length from one to two years. The recent settlement and 
annexation of the Cherokee outlet is an example in point. 
Attached to old Oklahoma in September, 1893, it demanded 
immediate outlay for the transportation and care of its insane 
and convicted criminals, and for other miscellaneous purposes. 
which to date amounts to a total of nearly $10,000 (a sum by no 
means inconsiderable when we remember that it represents 
fully one-fourth of the available general revenue fund for the 
year 1893); and yet no tax can be collected and turned into the 
territorial treasury by the new counties of the Outlet until the ` 
spring of 1895, after a year and a half have elapsed since their 
annexation. The same may be said with reference to the Sac 
and Fox and Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservations, the former 
annexed to the territory in September, 1891; the latter in April, 
1892. In addition to the foregoing facts it is necessary to note, - 
in accounting for the present deficit, that it practically represents 
the excess of expenditures for five years over receipts for three. 
This is clearly shown in the following statements of receipts, 
expenditures and deficits by years from the organization of the 
territory to Nov. 30, 1894: -

It will bé seen that the total expenditures for five years allf 
little short of twice the receipts during the same period. The 
causes that have operated to bring about this condition of 
public finances have been stated above. Ina word, the difficulty 
is not that expenditures have been large, but the receipts have 
been abnormally small. A comparison with other territories 
concerning administrative expenses reveals a great advantage 
in favorof Oklahoma. Efforts made with a view to removing 
this great disparity between receipts and expenditures could, 
therefore, hardly be directed toward reducing the latter with 
assurance of success. It is true that the territory could be 
placed on a cash basis, as far as current expenses are concerned, 
by requiring each county to assume the expenses of its own 
insane; but, in my opinion, the best interest of the service 
demands that this be not done. The territory is at present 
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bearing no expense of which it could properly be relieved. It 
becomes evident then. if its credit is to be maintained, that 
some means of securing additional revenue must be devised. 
This is an urgent duty that demands and should receive the 
early attention of the coming legislature. As to the manner in 
which this is to be done, 1 beg to submit the following sugges- 
tions, which. I am led to believe, offer the most efficient means 
for relieving the territory's present financial embarrassment. 


(1) Issue bonds to the amount of the outstanding general fund 
warrants with accrued interest, one-tenth of the amount so . 
issued to become payable in five years, and one-tenth each suc- 
ceeding year until the total issue is paid. Adding bills that 
become payable on the first of the following year to the present 
warrant indebtedness, the total with the accrued interest, will 
reach nearly $100,000. Thus, if bonds were issued to redeem 
this amount. $10,000 would become payable each year after the 
fifth up to and including the fifteenth, when the last install- 
ment would be paid. The advantages of this plan over making 
the total issue payable at once after a long term of years are 
-twofold. It does not require the maintenance of a constantly 
increasing sinking fund. a levy of a fraction of a mill on the 
dollar of assessed valuation being sufficient to meet each yearly 
installment. The second and more important consideration is 
that an immense saving in interest would be effected by cancell- 
ing each year one-tenth of the total issue. The annual levy of 
one-half mill on the dollar of assessed valuation already pro- 
vided for in section 388, revised statutes, is amply sufficient to . 
meet the interest on the issue contemplated in addition to that 
on the $48,000 territorial bonds now outstanding. 


(2) Require all liquor dealers to pay a territorial license fee 
of $100 annually. Information received from county 
clerks indicate a total of three hundred saloons within 
the territory. The anntal revenue to be derived from this 
source would. therefore, amount to $30,000 at present. with all 
probability of considerable increase each succeeding year. 


If the suggestions offered above are made the basis of statu- 
tory enactments, the territory will be relieved at once of its 
present predicament and means provided whereby a sound and 
healthy condition of the public finances may be maintained. I 
am aware that there exists throughout the territory a strong 
prejudice against the issuance of bonds for any purpose what- 
soever, but in this instance the situation is so grave, involving, 
as it does, the territory’s financial stability and reputation, both 
at home and abroad, that no question of mere prejudice should 
stand in the way of speedy relief. Territorial warrants are cir- 
culating at present for 80 per cent. of their face value. Thus 
the territory is compelled to pay a price for all necessaries 25 
per cent. greater than their market value. together with interest 
at 6 per cent. perannum. The loss in this way has already been 
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eréat, and will continually increase if present conditions are 
permitted to exist. 


The second proposition, that of levying an annual tax of one_ 
* hundred dollars on every saloon in the territory, hardly needs 
discussion. Every argument in favor of a license fee to the 

. county is of equal weight with reference to the territory. It is 
not unjust that these mills of the criminal and the lunatic, two 

items of expense thaf alone demand two-thirds of the terri- 

tory’s revenue, be required to bear a portion of the expense they 
are instrumental in causing. The additional revenue is abso- 

- lutely required to meet current expenses. A very conservative 

estimate of expenditures for the next two years, already given, 

shows ‘a deficit of $23,521, and this is based on the assumption 
that all the territorial tax will be paid by the counties, which 

is not to be expected. The necessary additional revenue could 

be provided, ot course, by increasing the rate of the territorial 

levy. but this plan is open to serious objection. Territorial and 
county taxes combined are already excessively high and burden- 

some and the people have just cause to protest against further 
increase. ‘lhe plan of taxing saloons as given above, offers, it 

seems to me. the most satisfactory solution of the problem. 


Aside from the question of placing the public finances ona 
sound basis for mere utility sake, the desire to promote confi- 
dence in the stability and prosperity of the territory abroad 
should be a strong incentive to the speedy enactment of measures 
of relief. Capital may be slow to seek investment in a territory 
where the condition of public finances give assurance of no 
greater general prosperity than is indicated by receipts of one 
- dollar and expenditures of two. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Appropriations made by the last legislative assembly have 
been found, in most instances, to be sufficiently large. ‘There 
are a few exceptions, however, notably the appropriation for the 
commitment and care of insane, which has been overdrawn to 
date to the amount of $24,819.93. Shortly after assuming the 
duties of the auditor’s office I refused to continue the issuance 
of warrants in payment of expenses and fees for the conveyance 
of lunatics to the asylum, for the.reason that the appropriation 
for this purpose had been exhausted ; whereupon the sheriff of 
Garfield county instituted proceedings in the supreme court, 
with the result that a writ of mandamus was granted, compelling 
the auditor to issue his warrant in payment of the amount due 
said plaintiff. The essential import of the opinion rendered in 
connection therewith is that all debts against the territory, 
contracted by express authority of law, are valid without the 
sanction of an appropriation. Following this ruling it has also 
been necessary to issue overdrafts on the superintendent’s and 
auditor’s contingent expense appropriations, and on the appro- 
priation for publishing election proclamations. The appropri- 
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_ation di the expenses of the board of regents of the Normal 
. College also shows an overdraft of $34.40, but this amount has 
been transferred to the normal school fund by authority of sec- 
tion 3106 revised statutes. At another place will be found de- ` 
tailed statements of all appropriations for the years 1893 and : 
1891. showing the number. date, payee and amount of all war- 
rants drawn on each, and balances or overdrafts November 30, 
1894. Appropriations required for the Coming two years are 
indicated in the detailed statement of estimated expenditures 
given on a following page. 


ASSESSED VALUATION. 


The years 1893 and 1894 show a very gratifying increase in 
the assessed valuation of the territory. The total for 1892 was 
$11.185,162. For 1893 it was $15,258,017. Nearly a million dol- 
lars of this increase, however. were due to the annexation to the 
territory of six new western counties. Unfortunately, in pre- 
‘paring abstracts of the assessment, as fixed by the territorial 
board of equalization, to be certified to the several counties, 
clerical errors aggregating $244,187 were made in the auditor's 
office, so that the actual valuation on which the territorial 
levy was made for 1893 was this latter amount less than the total 
above given. Of this error the greater part, $200,000, was made 
in the valuation of Oklahoma county, $33,187 in Blaine county, 
and $11,000 in Canadian county. The loss sustained by the ter- 
ritory on account of these errors amounts to 8976. 


The year 1894 shows a total valuation of $19,948,012. All of 
the increase over the valuation of "1893 comes from the new 
counties of the Cherokee Outlet. Old Oklahoma, in fact, shows 
a valuation slightly less than that of the previous year. This 
loss. however, is only apparent, as the total for 1893 included 
more than a million dollars for personal property in the Kiowa 
and Comanche reservation. which was improperly returned for 
taxation. Tabular statements showing in detail the assessment 
of all property in Oklahoma for the years 1893 and 1894, as fixed 
by the territorial board of equalization, will be found in this 
report. From information received from the land offices of the 
territory, and from other sources, the assessed valuation of 
Oklahoma for the year 1895 is estimated to be $25.945,000; and 
for 1896. 533,000,000, 


BONDED INDEBTEDNESS. 


The present bonded indebtedness of Oklahoma is $48,000, all 
of which was contracted to provide building funds for the ter- 
ritory's three institutions of learning. These bonds bear inter- 
est at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, payable annually. 
Section 388. revised statutes, provides for an annual tax of one- 
half mill on the dollar of assessed valuation to meet this interest 
as it becomes due. To provide for the payment of the first year's 
interest which became due July 1, 1894, a warrant was issued on 
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the levy for 1894. This warrant was taken at par by the Capital 
National Bank, of Guthrie. and the first year's interest coupons 
redeemed in cash. The levy for 1894 will provide a fund of $9,- 
974. available early in 1895, which amount is more than sufficient 
to redeem the warrant already issued in addition to the second 
year’s interest coupons which become due the first of next July. 


DELINQUENT TAXES. 


Unfortunately, a large part of the taxes charged to the 
several counties for the years 1891, 1892 and 1893 have never been 


«paid. The total amount due the territory for the year 1891 was 


$27,515.73, of which $24,391.12 have been paid, leaving a balance 
yet due of $3,124,61. The total amount charged to the counties 
tor the year 1892 was $15.940.66. of which $37,882.88 were paid. 
leaving an unpaid balance of $8,057.78. The amount charged for 
the year 1893 was 360.055.29. the amount paid $44,358.34, and the 
balance $15.696.95. It is to be expected that this last balance 
will be considerably reduced by further payments during 1895. 
For the three years the total amount charged was $113,511.68, 
the amount paid $106.632.34, and the balance $26,879.34. The 
greater part of this unpaid balance is non-collectible, and can 
never be paid. Nevertheless these balances against the several 
counties stil! remain as open charges, there being no provision 
of law whereby the Auditor is authorized to give credit for de- 
linquent taxes that cannot be collected, I would respectfully 
invite the attention of the coming Legislative Assembly to the 
necessity of incorporating a clause in the revenue law that will 
provide an adequate remedy for this apparent oversight. 


INSANE. 


The transportation and care of the insane constitute the most 
important item of territorial expense. These unfortunates are 
are confined at the hospital of the Oak Lawn Retreat company, 
located at Jacksonville, 111. The contract made by the Governor 


with this company stipulates that the territory shall pay $25 . 


per month for each of its patients confined therein, and that the 
company shall pay $20 for the railroad fare of each patient from 
Oklahoma to the asylum. At the close of the year 1892 the num- 
ber of Oklahoma patients at the asylum was twenty-eight. The 
additions during the year 1893 numbered forty-two, and the re- 
movals. from all causes. twenty-seven,. leaving forty-three re- 
maining at the end of the year. During the year 1894 to Novem- 
ber 30, seventy-one have been admitted and twenty-six removed, 
leaving eighty-eight remaining. The total face value of war- 
rants issued to sheriffs in payment of fees and transportation 
expenses during 1893 was $6,518.79. the average amount of each 
warrant being $155.20. In 1894 the total value of warrants is- 
sued to sheriffs was 810,517.19, and the average amount of each 
was $148.12. The total cost of conveyance of 113 patients dur- 
ing both years was 817,035,98. the average being $150.75. De- 
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ducting $20 for the railroad fare of each patient, as per the con- 
tract with the above named company, $130.75 remain as the aver- 
age cost to the territory of conveying each lunatic to the asylum. 
For the care of Oklahoma inmates at the asylum during the year 
1893, the Oak Lawn Retreat Company was paid $9,351.04, and for 
1894, for the first three quarters, $13,482.91. The total for both 
years to October 1, 1894, amounts to $22,783.95. The cost of keep- 
ing the insane during the last quarter of the present yeár will be 
nearly, if not quite, $6,000. Adding this last amount to the 
expense (39.819.93) already incurred for transportation and sup- 
port the total cost to the territory on account of ¡its insane for 
the years 1893 and 1894 is seen to be $45,819.93. Careful esti-: 
mates for the next years, based on the assumption that present 
conditions will remain unchanged, place the cost of transporta- 
tion for 1895 at $8,000, and of support at $33,600; making a total 
of $41,600; for 1896, transportation $8,000, support $39,600, total 
$47,600. These figures forcibly indicate the necessity of a 
change looking toward a reduction of this burdensome expense 
to the territory. There is scarcely room to doubt that provis- 
ions can be made for the proper care of these unfortunates, 
within the territory at a less cost than is now being ‘paid for 
the same service with the additional advantage of saving a 
large part of the present excessive transportion expenses. 


A PRISONERS. 


Next to the expense of the insane the transportation and care 
of convicted criminals demand the greatest drafts on the public 
treasury. The convicts of the territory are confined in the 
Kansas state penitentiary, located at Lansing. The charge for 
maintenance ‘is twenty-five cents per day for each Oklahoma 
inmate. The number of Oklahoma prisoners in the penitentiary 
December 31, 1892, was twenty-six. During 1893 thirty-three 
were admitted and seventeen discharged, ledving forty-two re- 
maining at the close of the year. During 1894, to date, the ad- 
ditions number fiity and the removals eighteen, leaving seventy- 
four now remaining.’ The cost of transportation in 1893 was 
$1,185.54, and in 1894, to date, $2,779.07. The cost of mainten- 
ance during 1893 was $3,160.75, and for the first half of 1894, 
$2,240.25. The aggregate expense already incurred on account 
of prisoners for the two years is $9,365.61. to which must be 
added about $83.200 for support during the last half of 1894. 


MISCELLANEOUS EXPENSES. 


Certain expenses are incurred by authority of law .or which 
no appropriations were made by the last legislature. The most 
important of these is the expense of apprehending and bringing . 
back to the territory upon requisitions of the governor fugitive 
criminals who have sought refuge in other states. (Sec. 5415 Rev. 
Stat.) The total expense on account of requisitions fu. the year 
1893 was $6,043.51, aud for 1894, to date, $4,362.79. Other items 
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of expense for which no appropriations were made are as fol- 
lows, the section of the statutes authorizing payment being 
given with each: Librarian's salary, section 6004; census and. sta- 
tistics blanks, section 521 ; election supplies, section 2806; car- 
riage of military stores, ‘section 3250; expenses of board of 
regents of Agricultural 'and Mechanical College, section 150. 
Detailed statements of warrants issued on each of the as 
accounts will be found elsewhere in this report. 


TERRITORIAL LEVIES. 


The following levies were made by the territorial board of 
equalization on the assessed valuation of the territory for the 
year 1894 and certified by the auditor to the several counties for 
collection. For general revenue, three mills on the dollar of 
assessed valuation ; for current expenses of the normal school, 
one-half mill on the dollar; for current expenses of the terri- 
torial university, one-half mill on the dollar; to provide for the 
payment of interest on outstanding bonds, one-half mill on the 
dollar; for the support of the territorial board of education, one- 
tenth mill on the dollar. The foregoing levies aggregate four 
and six-tenths mills. 


SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS. 
1. Issue territorial bonds in amount sufficient to redeem out- 
standing general fund warrants with accrued interest. 


2. Levy an annual tax of $100 on liquor dealers doing busi- 
ness within the territory. 


3. Amend the law so that all public funds, when practicable, 
be paid out on auditor's warrants issued ¡on proper vouchers. 

4. Insert a clause in the revenue law authorizing the audi- 
tor to credit county treasurers, on proper showing, with non- 
collectable taxes. 


5. Make suitable provisions for caring for the insane within 
the territory.

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REPORT OF DENTAL EXAMINERS—EXHIBIT “L.” 


OFFICE OF SECRETARY, 
TERRITORIAL BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS OF OKLAHOMA. 


GUTHRIE, Ox., Ter. December 15, 1894, 
. To His Excellency Wm. C. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma Territory: 


SrR:—In accordance with the provisions of section 7 of chapter 
29, General Statutes of the Territory of Oklahoma, we have the 
honor to submit the following report of the proceedings of the 
Territorial Board of Dental Examiners, together with an 
account of all moneys received and disbursed in pursuance of 
-the same. 


The chapter referred to above is as follows: 


An Act to Regulate the Practice of Dentistry Within the Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly ofthe Territory of Oklahoma: 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person to prac 
tice or attempt to practice dentistry or dental surgery in the 
territory of Oklahoma without having first received a license 
from the board of dental examimers, as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 2. A board of dental examiners is hereby created whose 
duty it shall be to carry out the purpose. and enforce the pro- 
visions of this act. The members of such board shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor, and shall consist of five practicing 
dentists, residents of Oklahoma territory, who shali have been 
eng aged i in the continuous practice of dentistry or dental surgery 
for at least two years prior to the passage of this act. In case 
of a vacancy occurring in said board such vacancy shall be filled 
by the governor. 


Sec. 3. Said board shall keep a record in which shall be 
registered the names and residence and place of business of all 
persons authorized under this act to practice dentistry or dental 
surgery in this territory. It shall elect one of its members as 
president, one as secretary, and one as treasurer thereof, which 
election shall hold during the term for which the incumbent was 
^ appointed or during his or her residence in the territory. It 
shall meet at least once in each year, and as much oftener and 
at such times and places as it may deem necessary. A majority 
of such board shall at all times constitute a quorum, and the 
proceedings thereof shall at all reasonable times be open for 
public inspection. 


Sec. 4. Every person who holds a diploma from a recognized 


e 
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college of dentistry, or who was engaged in the practice of den- 
tal surgery in the territory three months previous to the passage 
of this act, and who has been regularly engaged in the practice 
of dentistry for three years next preceding the passage of this 
act shall, within six months thereafter, cause his or her name, 
residence and place of business to be registered with the board 
of dental examiners and pay the fee hereinafter provided, where- 
upon the board shall issue a license duly signed by a majority 
of said board, and such license shall be prima facie evidence of 
the right of the holder thereof to practice dentistry or dental 
surgery in the territory of Oklahoma. 


Sec. 5. Any person desiring to commence the practice of 
dentistry or dental surgery in the territory of Oklahoma after 
the passage of this act, shall, before commencing such practice, 
file for record, in a book kept for that purpose, with said board 
of dental examiners, his or her diploma or a duly authenticated 
copy thereof and pay the fee as hereinafter provided, whereupon 
the said board shall issue to such person a license, the same as 
provided in section four of this act. Provided, however, That 
any person who shall pass a satisfactory examination before.the 
board regarding his or her qualifications to practice dentistry or 
dental surgery, and pay the fee as hereinafter provided, shall 
alao: be granted a license as provided in section four of this act. 


Sec. 6. To provide for the proper and effective enforcement 
of this act, said board of dental examiners shall be entitled to 
the following fees, to-wit: For each license issued to persons 
engaged in the practice of dentistry or dental surgery in this 
territory three months previous to the passage of this act the 
sum of three dollars; for each license issued to persons not en- 
gaged in such practice three months previous to such passage 
the sum of ten dollars. 


Sec. 7. The members of said board shall each receive the 
compensation of three dollars per day foreach and every day 
actually engaged in the duties of the office, which, together with 
all other legitimate expenses incurred in the performance of 
such duties, shall be paid from fees received by the board under 
the provisions of this act, and no part of the expenses of said 
board shall at any time be paid out of the territorial treasury. 
All moneys in excess of said per diem allowances and other 
expenses shall be held by the treasurer of said board asa 
special fund for meeting the expenses of said board, he giving 
such bond as the board shall from time to time direct; and such 
board shall make an annual report of its proceedings to the 
governor by the fifteenth day of December of each year, together 
with an account of all moneys received and disbursed by them 
in pursuance of this act. xx 


Sec. 8. Any person who shall violate this act by practicing 
or attempting to practice dentistry or dental surgery in this 
territory without first complying with the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 


~ 
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thereof shall be fined in a sum not less than twenty-five dollars, 
nor more than two hundred dollars, or by confinement in the 
county jail for not more than six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court: Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent physicians 
and surgeons or other persons from extracting teeth; and all 
fines collected under this act shall belong to the common school 
fund of the county where the offense was committed. 


This act shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
final adjournment of this legislative assembly. 


Took effect December 25, 1890. 


The regular annual meeting of the board was held in Okla- 
homa City May 2, 3 and 4, 1894. Beside transacting its routine 
business it passed upon the qualifications of and granted 
licenses to twelve persons to practice dentistry within the ter- 
ritory. 


Since the annual meeting temporary licenses have been issued 
to five other persons to practice until the next regular meeting 


of the board, at which application may be made for permanent 


license.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PHARMACY —EXHIBIT “K.” 


KINGFISHER, O. T., November 27, 1894. 
To the Honorable Governor of Oklahoma Territory, Wm. C. Renfrow : 
DEAR SIR :—Pursuant to your request I submit the following 
report : 


The Oklahoma board of pharmacy met at El Reno on the 
second day of January, 1894. 

“There were 41 applicants for registration. Fourteen of them 
were registered by examination and 7 by diplomas. 
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The next meeting was held at Perry the third day of April, 
1894. There were 33 applicants. Five were registered by 
examination and 3 by diploma. 

On the third day of July the board met at Enid. There were 
24 applicants, of whom 12 were registered by examination and 1 
by diploma. 

Met at Oklahoma City on ‘the second day of Debes 1894. 
Had 25 applicants. Twelve were registered by examination and 
1 by diploma. 

Total applicants, 123. 

Total registered, 55. - 

Total number registered since the law went into effect, 151, 
of which 22 have been erased. Most of them left the territory 
and a few died, leaving 129 registered pharmacists in the terri- 
tory at this date. 

All cases of violation that have been reported were compelled 
to comply with the law.

REPORT OF TERRITORIAL LIBRARIAN—EXHIBIT CJ.” 


GUTHRIE, O. T., December 26, 1894. 


To His Excellency Win. €. Renfrow, Governor of the Territory of Okla- 
homa: 


SIR:—Permit me to submit the following report of the condi- 
tion of the territorial library for the year ending December 
31, 1894: 

At the time of assuming charge of the office there were less 
than forty volumes all told belonging thereto. During the past 
year additions have been made by purchase, exchange, individ- 
ual donation, etc., amounting in all to about 3,600 volumes, the 
purchases amounting to but 400 volumes. 


The only revenue that comes to the library is from the sale of 
Volume 1 of the Oklahoma supreme court reports. The opinions 
embraced in this volume were mostly written under the old laws 
of 1890, consequently there is but little sale or demand for these 
reports. 


I have endeavored, through Delegate Flynn. and various other

parties, to get assistance from congress, but have thus far - 
failed. All the other territorial libraries established have had 
liberal appropriations made them from this source. 


Utah had first an appropriation of five thousand dollars and 
later of three thousand dollars from congress alone. In addi- 
tion to this the territorial legiSlatures have been very liberal in 
taking care of these institutions. 


It is my great desire to make this library a “joy forever” to 
the studious public and industrious attorneys. We should add 
to the law department every valuable werk announced; and, as 
the library is one of reference, and not of general circulation, it 
should possess all the more prominent works of science, art, 
history, travel, religion, philosophy and biography that can be 
obtained. l 

In my endeavor to upbuild this new library, and keep its 
development co-extensive with that of our thriving young terri- 
tory, 1 have been cheerfully aided by the Honorable Chief 
Justice and Associate Justices of the supreme court, who con- 
stitute the board of directors, yourself, the press of Oklahoma, 
the bar, and many prominent citizens—residents of the territory 
and otherwise. 


We have but little to send out in exchange for books received, 
nothing in fact but Volume 1 of the Oklahoma reports, and a 
fewof the Statutes of 1890 kindly donated by Secretary Lowe. 


-Permit me to hope that before my next annual report is made 
to you, that the library will have received substantial aid from 
both our home legislature and the national congress, and that 
we may be in improved and enlarged quarters, although we 
ae at present very commodious rooms up stairs in the Leader 

lock.

REPORT WORLD'S COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION—EXHIBIT ** M." 


To the Third Legislative Assembly, Territory of Oklahoma : 


By act of the legislative assembly, which took effect Decem- 
ber 25, 1890, it was provided that the county commissioners of 
each county of the territory should appoint a commissioner and 
one lady to assist him, who should co-operate with the com- 
missioner appointed by the United States in making an exhibit 
of the products of Oklahoma at the World's Columbian Expo- 
sition, to be held at Chicago, Ill, during the year 1893. See 
chapter 99. page 582. 

Much difficulty was experienced under this act in securing 
concerted action of the county commissioners, and it became 
apparent to the Second legislative assembly that a territorial 
appropriation was necessary, and that some territorial officer 
be charged with the execution of the trust. Accordingly, in the 
appropriation act of March 10, 1898, the treasurer of the terri- 
tory was directed to set apart $15, 000 to be immediately avail- 
able for the purpose of making an exhibit of the products of the 
territory at the World's Columbian Exposition. 


The supreme court decided that this fund should be immedi- 
ately available in cash. Under this act the governor was given 
full power and authority to do all things necessary and proper 
to make the exhibit a success, and was empowered to appoint 
necessary persons to take càre of and display the exhibit. All 
expenditures were to be made by the governor and his-warrants 
drawn on the treasurer. 


THE TERRITORIAL BUILDING. 


Oklahoma occupied the central portion of the Territorial 
building. erected by Oklahoma, Arizona and New Mexico. 
There were two large reception rooms, one below and one above, 


> 


with small rooms for the commissioner and lady assistant, and: 


all modern conveniences. The rooms were nicely carpeted and 
furnished in a very elegant and attractive manner. The porches 
and balconies furnished a delightful resort for visitors. A large 
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map of Oklahoma drawn by Arthur Losey in a most artistic 
manner served to instruct visitors in the geography of Okla- 
homa.. On the whole, I think I may say without exaggeration 
that the Oklakoma building was one of the most interesting and 
. attractive buildings of the smaller state buildings, and was 
more frequented by visitors than buildings that cost five times . 
the money. The entire cost of this building was only 81,540. 


THE AGRICULTURAL EXHBIT. 

It is with pride and pleasure that I refer to the agricultural 
exhibit in the Agricultural building, prepared by Colonel 
Lyman Cone, acting in conjunction with the several Columbian 
societies. It was entitled to first rank among the agricultural . 
exhibits of all states and nations, and though I know the 
language is strong, I feel that those who saw it and know of the 
admiration it elicited from the countless throng of visitors, will 
bear me out in the unstinted words of praise to which it is 
entitled. 


It consisted of a full line of the varied agricultural products, 
bound in sheaves and arranged in all manner of artistic designs, 
with beautiful samples of fruit and cereals, apples, peaches, 
wheat, corn, oats, rye, broomcorn, grasses, potatoes and all 
kinds of vegetables so luscious that the passerby would stop 
and gaze in astonishment, read “Oklahoma,” in large letters, 
and gaze again. The agricultural exhibit at Chicago clearly 
demonstrated to the world that Oklahoma is one of the finest 
agricultural districts in the Union. The yields per acre were as 
large and the quality of the products finer than could be found 
elsewhere in the building. The report of Colonel Cone, who 
had charge of the Oklahoma exhibit, and who was one of the 
ablest exhibitors in the.fair, is hereto appended, and is replete 
with valuable information. i 


OTHER EXHIBITS. 


There were many other excellent exhibits, among them painted 
china and needle work. The painted china work by Mrs. D. S. 
McKay, of Guthrie, was awarded a premium. The general and 
representative character of the exhibits did only justice to the 
intelligence and industry of the people of Oklahoma and the 
fertility and resources of our adopted state. 


THE AWARDS. 

Oklahoma was peculiarly fortunate in the number and kindg of 
awards. covering as they did a vast range of agricultural and 
' art work. the wheat exhibited there was grown near Oklahoma 
City, and it was certainly a great victory for Oklahoma when 
the committee on awards gave Oklahoma first premium on 
wheat and second on flour. I am reliably informed that the 
wheat from which the first premium flour was made was grown 
in Oklahoma, so that the territory now leads the world in wheat 
and flour, corn, oats, buckwheat, grass, peanuts, red sorghum, 
squashes and cotton. The value of this most remarxable vic- 
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tory cannot now be estimated, but it is safe to say that it is 
worth a hundred times as much as the money expended in 


making the exhibit. * The following is a complete list of awards :

I desire on behalf of the entire territory to express my appre- 
ciation of the efforts of the ladies and gentlemen who, as com- 
missioners so ably represented the territory in its interests at 


Chicago, and to thank the several Columbian societies in the 
territory for the valuable assistance given by them in placing 
Oklahoma in such an enviable light before the world. The 
commissioners were Col. Lyman Cone, in charge of the agricul- 
tural exhibit, and Hon. A. C. Scott, of Oklahoma City; Hon. C. 
H. Carswell, of El Reno; Mr. J. L. Mitch, of Edmond; Mrs. C. M. 
Barnes, of Guthrie; Mrs. L. A. Gilbert, of Oklahoma City; Mrs. 
T. J. Richardson, of Stilwater; Mrs. Clara York, of Norman, 
and Mrs. D. S. McKay. of Guthrie, in charge of the Oklahoma 
building. 


EXPENDITURES. 


An itemized list of expenditures together with vouchers for 
the same is herewith transmitted, from which it will be seen 
that one-third of the entire appropriation was unused. Ffteen 
thousand dollars was appropriated by the legislature. The 
total expenses were $9,837.89, leaving $5,301.43, which was 
turned back into the general fund of the treasury. Since the 
entire financial management of the enterprise was in the hands 
of the governor, I am happy to be able to return so much of this 
appropriation to the people, and to assure the Third legislative 
assembly that I have practiced the most careful economy in the 
administration of this trust, consistent with the great purposes 
designed to be accomplished, and beg the indulgence of the 
people for any errors committed. I do not hesitate to assert 
and believe that I am borne out by the facts that the exhibit of 
Oklahoma was equalor superior to either of the territories of 
Arizona or New Mexico occupying the same building, while 
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Arizona expended $28,016.81 on their exhibit and, New Mexico 
exceeded that amount. 


FINANCIAL AND PROPERTY STATEMENT. 


Attached hereto is a financial exhibit showing the receipts 
and expenditures of this fund together with the disposition of - 
such property as has been disposed of. - 


An itemized list of expenditures is hereto attaclied showing 
warrants drawn on this fund and for what drawn. 


The furniture now on hand is in use in the offices of the gov- 
ernor, attorney-general, and auditor, except one china closet 
exchanged for book case for territorial use. The carpets are in 
use in the office of the governor. 


I have taken especial pains to manage this fund in an econom- 
ical way and at the same time be sufficiently liberal in expendi- 
tures to supply the needs of both the territorial building and 
the agricultural pavillion with everything available from Okla- 
homa to attract the attention aud admiration of the many 
thousands of visitors. As to how well I have succeeded I leave

Hon. Wm. C. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma Territory: 


SIr:—In compliance with your request I have the honor to 
submit herewith the report of the collector, artist and exhibitor 
in charge of the Oklahoma exhibit at the World's Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago, Illinois. 

Any report which a limited time will allow must neccessarily 
under present circumstances, be very incomplete and unsatis- 
factory. The work of making the collection of products from 
the territory of Oklahoma for a creditable exhibit at the great 
World's Fair, was so vast in its important details, so numerous 
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and extensive that much of the history of the Oklahoma exposi- 
tion must at this date be unrecorded. Our labors extended 
over a number of months, and comprised a collection which can- 
not now even be catalogued with any degree of satisfaction in 
any reasonable time. It will be impossible, therefore, to give a 
proper idea of the Oklahoma exposition without some brief 
description of its surroundings. 


Courtesy, if nota friendly spirit of comparison, would require 
that its competitors, state by state, should receive some atten- 
tion, which our limited time will not now allow; hence, we say 


any report which we might now make would be incomplete and 
unsatisfactory. 


N 


The part taken by Oklahoma in the World's exposition can- 
not therefore be fully understood and appreciated without hav- 
ing been seen and studied. The exhibit in the Agricultural 
building was really remarkable. We may say that Oklahoma 
astonished the world and everybody. Her exhibits were all in 
the foremost rank, and her agricultural products were not sur- 
passed in extraordinary growths either with or without irriga- 
tion by any state or territory. Even her display of apples, 
though very limited, consisting of only a small contribution 
fróm the Shawnee Indian school by Colonel Harris ranked 
among the very best. I desire here to state that the following 
samples are deserving of special mention: The tailest corn, 
the tallest broomcorn, the tallest red-top grasses, two varieties, 
the best red oats, all of which were awarded the first premium, 
and the cotton on the stalk which was awarded the second 
premium, were collected in Cleveland county. The tallest sor- 
ghum, the tallest blue joint grass, which were awarded the first 

“premium, were collected in Logan county. The best soft wheat 
flour and the best samples of Fultz and Fulcastor soft wheat 
which were awarded the first premium were collected in Okla- 
homa county. I shall never forget when I was called upon to 
submit to Chief Buchanan, of the Columbian World’s Fair 
board, a plan and specifications of our exhibit; nor shall I ever 
forget the expression of incredulity and doubt depicted upon 
the face of that man as the plan was unfolded to him. It said 
plainer than words: ‘‘It looks weH, but Oklahoma is not quite 
old enough for such an undertaking. You cannot compete suc- 
cessfully with the old settled states. Your aspirations are too 
high.” But with our experience at the World’s Centennial 


Exposition in. Philadelphia in 1876, we knew better than he 
023 
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could our indomitable will and the resistless enterprise of the 
people behind us. We know how by these qualities they had 
made the name of our neighboring state a golden thread of 
sacred memories running through the whole woof of our nation's 
history since she has been organized as a territory. We know 
that what the Centennial Exposition of 1876 had done for her in 
adding to her population a half million of. sturdy, industrious, 
intelligent citizens and millions of dollars in wealth to her tax- 
able property, the Worlu ~ Columbian Exposition of 1893 would 
more than duplicate for Oklahoma, until the student of history 
a hundred years hence shall look in vain for a page more 
brightly illuminated than that upon which Oklahoma was 
written. 

By wise and generous suggestion of the National Columbian 
Board, the different states and territories during the exposition 
had special days set apart and had orators designated charged 
with the duty of- presenting the history and merits of their 
respective states and territories. The chief executive of Okla- 
homa territory very wisely, I think, failed to adopt the sugges- 
tion and allowed Oklahoma to speak by acts and not words, and 
invite the world to a descriptive oration to what they could see 
in our exhibit. The products of her soil and her industry told. 
of her civilization and her accomplishments and her possibilities 
with more force and eloquence than any spoken words. On the 
World's Columbian Exposition the curtain has already fallen. 
When it fell the wonderful creation of the beauties of which we 
had so long been reveling began to passaway. Looking around 


upon it now while the scenes still glow with its grandeur 
and our senses still rejoice in its delights, I desire to assure all 
who have contributed toward its production, there is at least 
one who bears in grateful remembrance what they have done. 
It may have only been an earnest wish that we might succeed 
or perchance a contribution out of the abundance of some of 
their earnings of hard toil or the devotion of intelligent labor 
(it matters not) the little brooks and rivers alike make up the 
mighty ocean. Toallat home who have helped us, who have 
countenanced and encouraged us, the members of the legislature 
who worked so zealously last winter in providing the necessary 
means, to ex-Gov. Seay, to the present Chief Executive W. C. 
Renfrow, are due the gratetul acknowledgments of the entire . 
territory. Would that I were authorized to make such acknowl- 
edgments, or that my own had the value in them acceptable to 
every citizen of Oklahoma from the humblest to the highest.

1. Rule 4 be amended so as to read: ‘‘Three members from 
the House and three members from the Council.” 

2. That rule 8 be stricken out and the following be inserted 
therefor: ‘‘When bills are enrolled they shall be examined by 
the committees on enrolled and engrossed bills of the Council 

* and the House acting jointly, who shall carefully compare the 
enrollment with the engrossed bills as passed in the houses, cor- 
rect any errors therein, and make report forthwith to their 
respective houses; which report shall be signed by the oa 
man of said committee from each house.” 

3. That rule 25 be made. rule 26 and the following be ai 
stituted for rule 25: ‘‘Whenever these rules are inapplicable, 
Reed’s rules shall govern.” Respectfully submitted,

JOINT RULES. 


Rule 1. Each House shall, as soon as organized, report that 


factto the other House; and the two Houses shall, by joint 
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committee, inform the governor that they are ready to receive 
any communication he may have to make. 


Rule 2. In joint convention of the two Houses, the President 
of the Council shall preside. 

Rule 3. It shall be in the power of either House to amend . 
any amendment made by the other, to any bill or resolution. 


Rule 4. Whenever either House shall amend a measure, and 
the other House shall refuse to concur in aud adopt the amend- 
ment, the House which has adopted such amendment shall either 
insist on, or recede from the same. In case a motion to insist 
on the amendment be decided in the negative, such action shall 
be deemed a receding from the amendment, and so entered upon 
the journal of such House. In case the amendment is insisted 
upon, the House so insisting shall request a committee of con- 
ference on the subject of disagreement, and shall appoint a 
committee therefor. The other House shall thereupon appoint 
such committee. Unless another number is specified in said 
request, such committee shall consist of three members from 
the House and three from the Council. They shall meet at a 
convenient time, to be agreed upon by their chairmen, and hav- 
ing conferred freely, each shall report to their respective House 
the result of their conference. In case of agreement, the report 
shall be first made, with the papers referred z accompanying 1t, to 
the House which refused to concur, and there acted upon; and 
such action shall be immediately reported to the secretary or 
clerk to the other House, the papers referred accompanying the 
message. In case of disagreement of conference committee, the 
papers shall remain with the House which insisted on the 
amendment. The agreeing report of a conference committee 
shall be made, read and signed in duplicate by all members of 
the committee, or by a majority of those of each House, one of 
the duplicates being retained by the committee of each House. 
Should either House disagree to the report of the committee, 
such House shall appoint a second committee, and request a 
further conference. which shall be acceded to by the other 
House before adhering. The motion for a committee of con- 
ference, and the report of such committee, shall be in order at 
any time. When both Houses shall have adhered to their disa- 
greement, a bill or resolution is lost. 


Rule 5. When a message shall be sent from one House to the 
other, it shall be announced at the door of the House to 
which it is sent by the doorkeeper thereof, and shall be re- 
spectfully communicated to the chair by the person by whom it 
is sent. 


Rule 6. All messages between the two Houses shall be com- 
municated by the chief clerk, through the messenger or his 
assistants. 


Rule 7. When a bill shall have passed both Houses it shall 
be duly enrolled by the enrolling clerk of the house in which it 
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originated, and the fact of its origin shall be certified-by the 
endorsement of the clerk thereof. 

Rule 8. When the bills are enrolled they shall be examined 
by the committees on enrolled and engrossed bills of the Coun- 
cil and House, acting jointly, who shall carefully compare the 
enrollment with the engrossed bills as passed in the Houses, 
correct any errors therein and make report forthwith to their 
respective Houses, which report .shall be signed by the chair- 
man of said committee from each house. 

Rule 9. After the report, each bill shall be signed, first by 
the Speaker of the House and then by the President of the 
Council, in the presence of their respective Houses. 


Rule 10. After the bill shall have been thus signed in each 
House, it shall be forthwith presented by said committee to the 
governor for his approval, and they shall forthwith repórt the 
day of presentation ,which shall be entered upon the journal of 
the House in which the bill originated. : 

Rule 11. Allorders, resolutions, memorials, or other votes, 
which are to be presented to the governor.for his approval, 
shall be enrolled, examined, signed, and presented in the same 
manner as bills. 


Rule 12. When any bill, resolution or memorial, which shall 
have passed in one House, is rejected, or adopted in the other, 
notice of such action shall be given the House which passed the 
same. And each bill, resolution or memorial shall have prop- 
erly endorsed thereon, at time of its transmission, a statement, 
signed by the clerk, of the action which has been taken thereon 
by the House transmitting the same, with the dates thereof. 

Rule 13. When a bill, resolution or memorial, shall have 
passed one House and is rejected in the other, it shall not again 
be introduced during the session without five days’ notice, and 
leave of a majority of all the members elected to the House in 
which it is sought to re-introduce that bill or resolution. 

Rule 14. Each House shall transmit to the other, with any 


bill, resolution or memorial, all papers upon which the same 
shall be founded. 


Rule 15. When any report, bill or resolution shallbe ordered 
printed, by either House, without stating the number, one hun- 
dred copies shall be printed for the use of both Houses, but 
when any bill or resolution which may have passed one House 
is ordered printed by the other, a greater number of copies shall 
not be printed than one hundred. : 

Rule 16. It shall be the duty of the chief clerk of the House 
of representatives, and the clerk of the Council, when any 
document, except bills and resolutions, is ordered to be printed 


in their respective Houses, forthwith to communicate such order | 


to the other House. 


Rule 17. In all elections in joint convention of the two houses 
the names of all the members shall be arranged in alphabetical 
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order and they shall be called upon to vote in the order in 
which they stand arranged. 


Rule 18. It shall be the duty of the committee on claims in 
each house to keep a book of record, in which shall be entered 
each claim for money against the territory referred to them, 
whether presented in favor of private persons, or. municipal or 
other corporations, entering therein the name of the claimant, 
the amount of the claim, and the grounds thereof, with a note 
of the evidence offered in support of the same, and the final 
conclusion of the committee thereon. At the close of the ses- 
sion, said book of record shall be deposited with the auditor of 
the territory, to be kept by him: and he shall provide an index, 
showing the name of the claimants recorded therein. At any 
subsequent session the same shall be delivered, when desired, to 
the like committee having jurisdiction of such claims, and shall 
always be open to the examination of said committee of either 
house. 

Rule 19. The chief, clerk of the house and chief clerk of the 
council shall endorse on every bill and joint or concurrent reso- 
lution, respectively, a brief history of such bill or resolution 
introduced or coming into their respective houses, showing 
when and by whom the bill was introduced, or when received, 
its several readings and references, when reported and the 
recommendation, the fact of amendment (if amended), its en- 
grossment, fin al reading and disposition thereof, stating the 
number of yeas and the number of nays thereon. The chief clerk 
and the secretary shall respectiyely sign such history of the bill 
or resolution in his house, before he transmits the same to the 
other house. 


Rule 20. When amendments are made in one house to a bill

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE OFINQUIRY REGARDING CARE OF 
“THE INSANE. 
Mr. President: 


Your special Committee appointed to confer with the Gov- 
ernor relative to the suggestions of his late message to the leg- 
islative assembly regarding the care of the insane within the 
territory, beg leave to submit the following report: 

We had an audience with the Governor on the evening of the 
22nd inst., and took the liberty at the same time to extend the 
scope of this investigation by making certain inquiries of Dr. 
Thomas S. Galbraith and Dr. J. B. Rolater, whose connection 
with the matter under consideration will appear in the course 
of this report. i ii i 

The Governor of the territory states that there are now 
eighty-nine patients chargeable to the territory at the Jackson- 
ville asylum; that the expense of the transportation of said pa- 
tients aggregated in 1893 and 1894 over $17,000; that the present 
contract with that institution expires on March 15, 1895. He has 
been for some months in consultation with Dr. Thos. 
S. Galbraith, formerly superintendent of the Central 
Indiana hospital at Indianapolis, with reference tọ the feasi- 
bility of caring for the insane within the territory. 

The first effort was to secure the building and grounds 
of a Catholic school located near Guthrie. Failing in 
this, efforts were made to secure the building occupied by High- 
gate college at Norman. This finally proved successful. 
The Oklahoma Sanitarium company, a chartered organization 
composed of Thomas S. Galbraith, J. B. Rolater, and J. T. Gal- 
braith, having obtained title to the building and grounds since 
the meeting: of the legislature. Shortly before the legislature 
convened the governor entered into a tentative arrangement 
with this company to take charge of the insane of the territory 
for a period of two or three years at the same compensation now 
paid tothe Jacksonville asylum, the sanitarium company to 
bear the expense of the return of the patients now at Jackson- 
ville to the territory. This arrangement was verbal, and was 
not fully completed because the title to the building and 
grounds above referred to was not fully secured to the company 
until after the meeting of the legislature, as stated above. The 


Yen, 
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governor stated to your committee that since his action in the 
premises has been called in question by the legislative assembly 
he does not now feel at liberty to complete the contract, or to 
take any further steps in the matter until the legislature has 
taken affirmative action. He urges, however, that since the 
present contract expires on March 15, some speedy action 
should be taken looking to the disposition of the question, and 
with this view your committee heartily concurs. 


The Highgate college building at Norman is represented to us 
as being a substantial three-story building, 46x84 feet, the first 
story of stone, the two other stories of brick trimmed with 
stone, with eighteen inch walls. There are ten acres of ground in 
connection with the building, and the company proposes to fur- 
nish additional grounds as required for the proper conduct of 
the institution. A feature of the proposed contract was the im- 
mediate-erection of an addition or wing about 30x100 feet. We 
were informed by Dr. Rolater that the present building when 
fitted up according to proposed plans will accommodate from 
120 to 140 patients, within the limits as to room and sanitation 
prescribed by the laws of. the state of Illinois for similar insti- 
tutions. The sanitarium company proposes to extend the ca- 
pacity of the building as necessity demands, computing that 
there will be in the neighborhood of 250 patients within two 
years; but in any event the-addition to be built as above indi- 
cated at once. Their proposition is to carry the city water to 
the building at once and to provide a sewerage that shall 
answer Sanitary demands. 


The gentlemen concerned in the company say that it is not 
their intention to make this arrangement a preliminary to the 
ultimate establishment of a territorial or state insane asylum at 
Norman; that after the expiration of their contract it.is their 
expectation to continue the institution as a private sanitarium. 


Dr. Thomas S. Galbraith, the proposed superintendent of the 
asylum, was, during 1887, 1888 and part of 1889, superintendent 
of the Ceritral Indiana hospital, a state institution for the care 
of the insane at Indianapolis, containing at that time about fif- 
teen Hundred patients. He is a graduate of. the Ohio Medical 
college, of Cincinnati. Dr. J. B. Rolater is a practicing physi- - 
sician of Oklahoma City, and a graduate of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity Medical school. 


Whatever action the Council may take in the premises, we 
deem it our duty to say that in our judgment the attitude of all 
the parties interested in the negotiations and arrangements 


above detailed was one of entire good faith and honesty of pur- 
pose. s 


We submit the foregoing report without recommendation ex- 
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cept to urge the necessity of early action in the premises by 
this body.

GENTLEMEN:—In compliance with your request expressed in 
Coúncil concurrent resolution No. 5, that the Territorial Auditor 
furnish your honorable body with information concerning ex- 
penses for public printing incurred by’ the First and Second 
Legislative Assemblies in excess of the amount paid by the 
United States, I have the honor to submit herewith the follow- 
ing statements: "edis 

For the First Legislative Assembly the only item of ‘expense

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for public printing borne by the territory was for the publica: 
tion in the Oklahoma State Capital of the laws passed by said 
assembly. A sufficient amount, not to exceed $2,500, was ap- 
propriated for this purpose. A full text of the law found in the 
statutes of 1890 autnorizing such publication and payment there- 
for out of the territorial treasury, is as follows: 


(4040) § 1. The lawsof the First Legislative Assembly of the 
TA of Oklahoma, except civil and criminal procedure in 
all the courts of this territory, shall be published in the Okla- 
homa State Capital and the said Oklahoma State Capital shall 
print and have the same published in the regular edition or 
editions of at least one leading newspaper in each county of said 
territory: Provided, however, Said publication shall be made 
within thirty-five days after the final adjournment of this ses- 
sion of the legislative assembly.

Agreeable to the above law warrants were issued by the Ter- 
ritorial Auditor to the State Capital printing -company on 
vouchers approved by the Territorial Secretary, to the full 
amount of the appropriation, $2.500.

Your committee employed Mr. S. H. Kelsey as an expert 
accountant, and he commenced the examination of the books of

the institution as soon as he had qualified and given bond, as . 


required by your committee. He concluded his investigation on 
the 28th day of February, 1895, and has made a detailed report 
to your committee of the financial transactions of the institution 
since its organization; which report is submitted herewith, 
marked ‘Exhibit A” and made a part of this report. 

Your committee commenced the taking of evidence on the 5th 
day of February, 1895, in the city of Guthrie, and the taking of 
the same was continued from time to time until the 26th day of 
the same month. 

Fifteen witnesses were examined, including the governor of 
the territory, one of the ex-governors, the first college president, 
the director of the Experiment Station and members of the dif- 
ferent boards of regents since the organization of the college. 
The testimony so taken covers 125 pages of type-written matter 
and is respectfully submitted herewith as a part of this report. 


INTRODUCTION. 


Under an act of congress, approved July 2, 1862, provision 
was made for the founding of institutions of learning in the dif- 
ferent states and territories of the Union which might provide 
colleges. for the benefit of agriculture and mechanic arts. 


Under subsequent acts of congress, these institutions were more 


completely endowed by what is commonly known as the “Hatch 
bill” and the second **Morrill bill." The latteract was intended 
to apply a portion of the proceeds of the public lands to the 
more complete endowment and support of these colleges for the 
benefit of agriculture and mechanic arts. | 
Liberal provisions were made through these acts of congress 
for these institutions. The sum of $15,000 being appropriated 
each year for experimental purposes under the “Hatch bill” and 
the sum of $15,000 in 1890, and an increase of $1,000 each year 
until the annual appropriation reaches $25,000, under the act of 
congress approved August 30, 1890. Under this last act of con- 
gress an annual report was required to be made by the president 
of each one of these colleges to the secretary of agriculture as 
c l 
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well as to the secretary of the interior, regarding the condition 
and progress of each of these colleges, including statistical infor- 
mation in relation to its receipts and expenditures, its library, 
the number of its students and professors, and also any improve- 
ments and experiments made under the direction of any exper- 
iment stations attached to said colleges, with costs and results 
and such other industrial and economical. statistics as may be 
regarded as useful. Under this act the secretary of the interior 
may withhold the amount appropriated each year to any insti- 
tution for good and sufficient reasons; and in case the same 
should be withheld it is made the duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to keep the appropriation separate and apart in the 
treasury of the United States until the close of congress, in order 
that the state or territory may, if it so desire, appeal to con- 
gress from the determination of the secretary of the interior. 
Under these endowment acts the last named officer is charged 
with the duty of administering these acts of congress. 


HISTORY. 


Under an act'of the first territorial legislature, the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college of Oklahoma was located at 
Stillwater, in Payne county. Two hundred acres of land ad- 
joining the latter place was donated as a site for the institution 
by the people of Stillwater. According to the evidence, the 
institution was opened for the reception of students on the 
13th day of December, 1891, with fifty-six students in attendance 
and two teachers. For a more detailed report of the history of 
the college, reference is made to the report of the last president 
made to the secretary of the interior and the secretary of agri- 
culture for the year 1894. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


On the 25th day of June, 1891, the board of regents met in 
the city of Guthrie, under a call issued by acting Governor Mar- 
tin, with R. J. Barker, Amos A. Ewing and J. P. Lane present 
as regents. On the 13th day of? August of the same year Dr. J. 
C. Neal was employed bythe board as the director of the exper- 
iment station and Mr. R. J. Barker was elected permanent pres- 
ident of the college. Amos A. Ewing was elected treasurer of 
the board and his bond was fixed at the sum of $25,000. 


T FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT OF THE BOARD. 


The original act of the legislature for the establishment and 
government of the college was very loosely drawn and sur- 
rounded with no safeguards whatever. One of the early official 
acts of the board was to employ each other in different capaci- 
ties as agents of the college. 

Your committee find that on the 25th day of November, 1891, 
Mr. John A. Wimberly, a member of the board, was elected 
superintendent ot construction of public buildings of the college 
station. Just what the duties of such a person were or the 
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necessity of such an officer was not made clear to your commit- 
tee. The person named continued to serve the board, or rather 
to draw pay, in that capacity at a salary of five dollars a day, 
charging the institution for a greater portion of the time until 
the 6th day of May, 1892, when, at a meeting of the board, held 
at Kingfisher, at which Gov. A. J. Seay, Amos A. Ewing, John 
A. Wimberly and R. J. Barker were present as regents, he 
received his final allowance as superintendent of buildings, up 
to and including May 5th of that year and was then appointed 
purchasing agent for the college at a salary of $5 per day for 
the time necessarily and actually employed. Itis apparent from 
the evidence before your committee that this member of the 
board held on to one position without the loss of a single day's 
time and until he had been elected to another place equally 
lucrative. 

At the same meeting of the board this “purchasing agent” 
was clothed with plenary power to purchase, without limit as to 
cost, machinery, implements, apparatus, books and other sup- 
plies for the different departments of the college. The only 


restriction placed upon bis authority was that he was not to buy 


anything outside of the United States, which was manufactured 
in this country. The evident intent of the author-of this reso- 
lution being that home industries and manufactories should be 
protected in all things, even to the extent of purchasing college 
supplies. That was a wise selfishness which begins at home 
and should be fostered at all times. But this resolution, which 
seemed to have been adopted by a unanimous vote of all the 
regents present, was not calculated to protect the: college 
treasury. 

At a subsequent meeting of the board held at Stillwater on 
the 5th day of June of the same year, the board continued Mr. 
Wimberly as the ‘‘purchasing agent” and authorized an expend- 
iture of $12,200 of the funds of the college. Mr. J. P. Lane was 
added to the committee at the same per diem and under the 
same ‘‘restrictions” (?). : 

The college faculty also aided this committee. In fact, if we 
are to credit the word of some of the members of the faculty, 
about all this purchasing committee had to do was to add their 
approvalto the different lists made out by the professors and 
draw their salaries as purchasing agents. 

At this meeting of the board allowances were made to the re- 
gents for their per diem, mileage and subsistence, including the 
members of the board who were also purchasing agents; and at 
a Subsequent meeting of the board on the 29th of the same 
month, the following allowances, among others, were made: 
Mr. John A Wimberly was allowed twenty-nine days' service as 
purchasing agent at $5 per day, $145: livery hire, six days at $2 
per day, $12; train and hack fare, $10.30; telegrams, $1.75; post- 
age, $3, making a total of $179.05. 

- At the same time. Rev. J. P. Lane was allowed twenty nine 
days’ service as purchasing agent at $5 per day, $145; travelling 
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expenses, $10; telegram, 25 cents; expense to Manhattan, Kans., 
$42.10, making a total of $198.30. 

At the same meeting the board paid for a team of horses pur- 
chased of a Mr. H. Č. Kittrell, $275; fór a mare bought of 
Thomas Sanderson, $125; and authorized the payment of "$27. 50 
to L. G. Wimberly, a brother of the purchasing agent, for con- 
veying the horses from Kingfisher to Stillwater. Your commit- 
tee has been unable to determine from the. evidence just how 
much of the time of these two purchasing agents was consumed 
in buying these horses, but it is very apparent from the evidence 
thatthe money expended in this way amounted to a great deal more 
than the horses were actually worth, to say nothing about the 
original purchase price. as it was ascertained in a very short 
time after the arrival of these horses at the college that one was 
what is known in the vernacular of the horsemen, a “cribber;” 
the other one of the team had lung trouble and the mare soon 
went blind. This purchase was of no benefit to the institution, 
and after being kept at considerable expense, the team was dis- 
posed of at less than half of the original cost. 

The purchase of cattle for the college was equally unfortunate 
and expensive. This stock was bous cht at the agricultural col- 
lege at Manhattan, Kansas, all from Mr. W. H. Cheney, of 
North Topeka, at a cost there of about $550. They were mostly 
cows, shorthorns and Holsteins, and the greater portion of them 
proved to be barren, and after being kept on the college farm' 
for a considerable length of time and at great expense, as most 
of the feed had to be purchased. with no benefit to the institu- 
tion for scientific or other purposes. with the possible exception 
that it appears from the record that the surplus milk product of 
this herd of cows was divided between the director of the experi- 
ment station and the superintendent of the farm. What the 
milk, other than the surplus. was used for your committee was 
unable to determine; it does not appear that any dairy experi- 
ments were made while this herd was kept by the college. The 
cattle and team mentioned were ordered sold by the present 
board of regents. The cattle realized $271.05, and the team was 
sold for $128. There was also a purchase made of some hogs 
for experimental purposes, at a cost of $186.80 for the hogs and 
$66.75 paid to the purchasing agents for buying the same. . 

Your committee cite these instances to show how the business 
of the institution was conducted in its early history. Other cir- 
cumstances might be given, but the above will show the methods 
adopted and suffice for this branch of the investigation. 

As an excuse for the expenditure of so large a sum of money 
in so short a time, the board seem to have had an idea that the 
entire amount of the college appropriation must be disposed of 
before the end of the fiscal year. As a result, the policy was 
inaugurated as to how best to expend the money as speedily as 
possible and the effect was that purchases were made long be- 
fore the requirements of the institution justified such expendi- 
ture. Asan illustration, $1,200 worth of surveying instruments 
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were purchased three years before a class in surveying had béen 
formed.in the college. 


OFFICIAL VISITATIONS. 


hi 


At a meeting of the board held on the 25th day of November, . 


1891, Messrs. Ewing, Lane and Wimberly and any other mem- 
bers of the board who desired to do so were authorized to visit 
the agricultural college at Manhattan, Kansas, and $100 was 
appropriated to each member fromthe funds of the experimental 


station. The entire board, with the exception of the governor, - 


visited the institution at Manhattan, Kansas, but it does not 
appear that any report was ever made to the faculty of this 
visit and your committee has been uuable to learn just what 
benefits were realized from this expenditure of the funds of the 
experiment station except that the president was enabled to 
acquaint himself with the manner in which the Kansas Agri- 
cultural and Experiment Station were conducted. 

Later, the board authorized Mr. Amos A. Ewing to visit the 
experiment station at Wooster, Ohio, at an expense to the college 
of $150; and Messrs. Lane, Little and Wimberly were author- 
ized to make a pilgrimage to the experiment station of Texas, 
and $125 appropriated to each visiting gentleman to defray the 
expenses of the trip. It does not appear that any reports were 
ever made of any of these visitations, and it is not clear that all 
of these members of the board ever returned to the institution 
after making-these extended journeys. 

It might be suggested that these gentlemen had friends and 
relatives living in the different states where these institutions 


were located and they found it convenient to see them on these, 


ofticial pilgrimages, so that the territory was not at any ad- 
ditional expense for ‘‘subsistence” during their absence. 


EXPENDITURE UPON ROADS. 


When the agricultural farm was surveyed, it was ouent 
necessary to lay out a road four rods wide around the farm and 
make a road through the place. In November. 1892, the superin- 
tendent of the farm was given authority to contract all labor 
needed in and around the farm. In the summer of 1893. an extra 
force was placed at work on the road. Your committee is un- 
able to ascertain just the amount expended for this work. It 
appears from the evidence of-Dr. Neal that these improvements, 
made at once, rather than being extended through a series of 
years and the regents finding the embarrassment, ordered the 
amounts so paid out for this work to be divided between the 
years 1892-3 and 1893-4; this amount which was added, increased 
the amount necessary tor 1893-4 to the extent of probably $2,000. 
This expenditure, in the judgment of .your committee was un- 
authorized. 


BUILDINGS, LIBRARY, ETC. 


Your committee find that the experiment station buildings 
have been erected ata cost of $5,808. The college building cost, 
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in round numbers, $20,000. There has been expended on the 
library, $4,000; chemical apparatus, $3,000; agricultural appa- 
ratus, $2,000; physical science, $1,000; mathematical science, 
$1,000; horticulture, about $1,000; weather service, $500. There 
is now on the college farm in the way of stock: Four horses, 
two mules, twelve steers, which are being fed for experimental 
purposes, and eight pigs. 


COLLEGE FARM, WATER SUPPLY, ETC. 


The selection of the ground for experimental purposes was 
not a good one; the land has been characterized as medium 
prairie and very poor soil; that none of it can be considered good 
second class land. Some of the witnesses have testified that if 
crops will grow upon this farm any land in the territory will 
produce au abundant harvest. The soil is strongly impregnated 
with alkali; the sub-soil is very adhensive of a clay nature, and 
almost worthless for agricultural purposes without plenty of 
water. As one witness testified, “anything that will succeed on 
that farm will succeed anywhere in the territory.” 

To successfully conduct an experiment station, a better quality 
of land is absolutely necessary and of a sandy, alluvial char- 
acter. ' 

Thirteen wells have been bored upon this place, ranging in 
depth from 40 to 100 feet and the water found has been insuffi- 
cient in supply and strongly impregnated with alkali, with one 
exception. The present board has made an appropriation of 
$200 to be expended in the construction of a. dam and thus store 
the water by means of a reservoir or pond. A well has been 
constructed in the lowest part of the pond and it is hoped that 
a sufficient supply of water can be thus obtained to furnish the 
college and for irrigation purposes. 


DEPOSITORY OF COLLEGE FUNDS. 


The funds of the college, since the organization of the institu- 
tion have been deposited in different banks, at the pleasure of 
the treasurer. It does not appear that the college receives any 
benefits.for such deposits. At the present time the funds are 
deposited in the Norman State Bank at Norman and the First 
National Bank of Oklahoma City, the greater portion of the 
money being kept in the bank first named. Some complaint has 
been made that requisitions have not been promptly honored by 
the treasurer of the board, made by the different disbursing offi- 
cers of the college. Your committee is not fully advised as to 
whether these complaints are well founded or not. Some pro- 
vision should be made, however, by which the college treasury 
can have the benefit of the large balance held by the treasurer, 
and the business should be so conducted that the current bills 
of the institution would be paid without unnecessary delay. 

As the money is now kept, the different banks where it re- 
mains on deposit receives the exclusive benefit of the fund and 
not the treasury of the institution. Over $18,000 of the funds of 
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the college are now on deposit in the bank of which the gov- 
ernor of the territory is the president and no interest is allowed 
on the account, which is practically a “dead” account as but 
three checks or drafts have been drawn upon this deposit since 
it was first made. l 


FARM SUPERINTENDENT, SECRETARY AND ACCOUNTANT OF THE 
COLLEGE. 


There has been a farm superintendent of the college since the 
6th day of April, 1892. The salary was first fixed at $75 per 
month, later it was increased to $1,200 per annum to take effect 
from the 1st day of July 1892. There seems to be little neces- 
sity for this office as it has been filled. He is neither a professor 
or instructor in the college; the work that has been performed 
could be done under the supervision of the director of the ex- 
periment station and other officers who have charge of the in- 
dustrial department of the college, and the amount thus paid 
the superintendent could, in part, be saved to the institution. 
If such a person is employed, he should be a graduate of some 
industrial institution and qualified to teach classes and do all 
necessary college work. 

The office of secretary and accountant was created at a meet- 
ing of the board of regents held on the 24th day of April, 1894; 
and the salary fixed at $1,200 per annum. The évidence estab- 
lishes the fact that simultaneously with the creation of the office 
it was tendered to T. M. Upshaw, of Oklahoma City. It would 
appear from all the evidence before your committee as if the 
office had been created for the person named and no opportunity 
was given for others to make application for the place. The 
original idea of the office seemed to have been suggested by the 
director of the experiment station, and possibly there may be a 
necessity for a clerk or stenographer to do certain work of a 
clerical character at the station, but it is not apparent to your 
committee that the wants of the institution are such that an 
office of this kind should have been created. The work assigned 
the secretary and accountant, for the first three months, was 
largely performed by a young lady at the college, in the absence 
of the secretary at a compensation of $4 per week. 

At a meeting of the board held on the 16th day of June, 1894, at 
which all of the regents were present, including the governor of 
the territory, the salary of the secretary was increased to $1,500 
per annum, beginning on the 1st day ot July and he was required 
to enter into contract for the period of one year. Just what was 
the moving cause of this increase of salary is not obvious to your 
committee. Three members of the board of regents testify that 
there was no occasion or necessity for this advance in the salary 
of the secretary and that the service did not require it. Two 
members of the board (Messrs. Renfrow and Glazier) claim that 
they were not present when the vote was taken on the resolu- 
tion increasing the secretary's salary; the other member testity- 
ing was present as president of the board, and did not vote on 
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the adoption of this resolution. Your committee is satisfied 
from the evidence reported that the effort to place Mr. Upshaw 
in this position was a political combination on the part of cer- 
tain members of the board to reward him for past political ser- 
vices rather than the selection of a person qualified to fill such a 
place. While the secretary has done good work upon the books 
of the college and your committee feel willing to accord to him 
all credit for what he has done, we do not think that such an 
office should have been created at a salary of $1,200 or $1,500 
per annum. 

We would recommend that both the office of farm superintend- 
ent and secretary and accountant of the college be abolished. 


RECORDS OF THE COLLEGE. 


Since the organization of the board of regents the records of 
the meetings have been very imperfectly kept. There has been 
a marked improvement in the manner of the keeping of the min- 
utes since 1893, but your committee would suggest that the 
records should be made more complete and full. The minutes 
show the expenditures of large sums of money; the passage of 
resolvtions effecting the material interests of the college; the 
selection of president and members of the faculty, and yet your 
committee has been unable to determine or ascertain who voted 
for the allowance of these claims or favored the adoption or re- 
jection of the resolutions found upon the records. As an illus- 
tration, on page 79 of the record, it is shown that T. Little was 

allowed $111, J. P. Lane $77.40, and J. A. Wimberly $77.50, yet 
your committee has been unable to find from all the evidence re- 
ported what service these gentlemen rendered the institution 
and for which they were paid. 

Where such large sums of money are being expended by a pub- 
lic institution the record should be made so full that it could be 
understood and be self-explanatory. 

We find the records of the board are unsigned by the presi- 
dent since the 25th day of April, 1894. He assigns as a reason 
therefor that he has found inaccuracies in the minutes, to which 
he did not care to sign his name as secretary and president of 
the board of regents. 


ATTENDANCE OF STUDENTS. 


According to the evidence of the secretary of the college there 
are.four or five students now in attendance at the college outside 
the counties of Payne and Lincoln, and not to exceed half a dozen 
from the latter county, so that practically 90 per cent. of the 
students now in attendance are from Payne county. Itis to be 
regretted that the institution is not more generally patronized, 
as the benefits now derived from the institution are of a local 
character. 

There has been some evidence before the committee that fa- 
voritism has been shown the students in attendance from Still- 
water and Payne county, but it does not appear clearly that 
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such was the fact. We are inclined to the opinion that the 
failure in attendance is attributable in part to the fact that the 
college is not as accessible as.it should be. 

Your committee might go on at length and make further ob- 
servations as to the financial and business management of this 
institution, but do not feel that it would result in any good to 
the territory or benefit of the college. We have endeavored in 
the time allotted to us to point out what has seemed to us some 
of the manifest defects in the management and have referred to 
what has seemed to your committee as extravagance and unnec- 


.-essary expenditures of the funds of the college. 


g 


The evident intent of congress in creating the endowment for 
these industrial institutions was to give to each state and, terri- 
tory an institution where the sons and daughters of the farmers 
of the country could obtain a practical education. 


This instution has been anything but fortunate in its financial 


management. The regents who first attempted to establish the 
college seemed to have had their own interests at heart more 


than to establish an institution of learning which should be a- 


credit to the territory and a benefit in educating the youth of 
the land. Place and pelf, rather than the building up of an in- 
stitution which would carry its blessings with it as time passed, 
seem to have dominated the minds of those who were first ap- 
pointed to govern the institution. We find the board selecting 
one of their own number as horticulturist to the station and 
professor of horticulture in the college at a salary of $1,500 per 
annum; but it can be said to the credit of some one, we know 
not who, that the person so elected never assumed the duties of 
the office and never drew any salary as such professor. 

In our examination into the financial management of the insti- 
tution we have found little to commend and a great deal to con- 
demn. Where public officers admit that they have charged for 
services rendered for every day in the month, including Sundays, 
and then in addition collect pay from the territory for the same 
time that -they have charged the instution for service as an 
agent in another capacity, it is time such officials, in charge of 
educational institions, should be taught to observe a law which 
is older than colleges, states or nations. 

In accepting the endowment from the general government the 
territory agreed that if any portion of the money received 
should by any accident or contingency be diminished or lost or 
misapplied it would be replaced by the territory to which it be- 
longed. 

The territory should keep faith with the federal government 
in this matter and see to it hereafter that the funds of the insti- 
tution should not be mis-applied or mis-appropriated and 
thereby endanger future appropriations for the institution. 

The former treasurer of the board still has funds in his hands 
belonging to the college, as will more fully appear from the 
financial report of the secretary. An action is now pending in 
the supreme court of the territory to compel him to turn over to 
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the present treasurer this balance. 1t is unfortunate for. him 
and the institution that during the entire period he has served 
as treasurer he has kept no vouchers for the large sums paid 
out. Such methods should not be countenanced in public offi- 
cials. Your committee would recommend that hereafter all dis- 
bursing officers of the college should, for their own protection, 
as well as the interests of the institution, take itemized vouchers, 
in duplicate, for all moneys paid out; one copy of which "should 
be filed with the financial officer at the seat of the college. 

It is to be regretted that Ex-president Henry E. Alvord did 
not remain in the territory after making the charges that he did 
against the management of the institution and after tendering 
his resignation as president of the college. He could have 
assisted the committee in making this investigation, as the 
knowledge he possessed might have been of material service in 
throwing light upon some matters which are otherwise obscure. 
Since concluding the examination in this investigation the for- 
mer treasurer has furnish the committtee a detailed statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of the college during the time that 
he was such treasurer. This report is hereto appended and made 
a supplemental report of the accountant and marked ‘‘Exhibit 
A,” of the report of the said accountant. 

The attention of the legislature is especially called to this ex- 
cellent report of the accountant as it gives as full and detailed 
a statement of the condition of the finances of the college since 
its organization as can be made from the data and books at the 
command of your committee. 

Your committee in the observations and criticisms made, have 
not been unmindful of the fact that there were some honest men 
connected with this institution, but unfortunately for the insti- 
tion and the territory they have been in the minority a greater 
portion of the time. There have been and are now members of 
the board who are honestly doing what they can to build up this 
institution and giving their time and labor to the college with a 
zest which should be commended. s 

In concluding this report your committee has not thought it 
necessary to make any recommendations as to remedial legisla- 
tion as the legislature has already been favored with suggestions 
from the officers in charge of the institution and the council and 
house are perhaps sufficiently advised in the premises. It is the 
judgment of your committee that a great deal depends upon the 
chief executive of the territory or whoever is charged with the 
appointing of the governing board of this institution in giving 
the college an intelligent and honest administration of its 
affairs. 

It is due to the general government as well as the people of 
the territory that the governor should see to it that the men who 
are appointed as regents are educated, intelligent, honest and 
capable men who are willing to make some sacrifice in order 
that this medium of giving to the farmers’ sons and daughters 
of this territory a higher education, should be built up and es- 
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tablished upon a firm basis in order that it may take its place 
among similar institutions in the country and be a credit to the 
general government as well as to our own territory.

TESTIMONY. 


Territory of Oklahoma, 
- County of Logan. L 

Testimony taken before the joint committee appointed on 
part of the council and house of representatives of the general 
assembly of Oklahoma Territory at its third session in the year 
1895, at Guthrie, in said territory: 

A. V. McDowell, having first been duly sworn, deposes and 
says: 

Question. State your name, age and place of residence. 

Answer. A. V. McDowell; age, 40 years; place of residence, 
Kingfisher, O. T. 

Q. What is your occupation? 

A. Farming; contractor of stone and mason work. 

Q. What official position. if any, did you hold in the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College of this territory, located at Still- 
water? 

A.-Superintendent of farming. ` ‘ 

Q. When did you occupy that position? | 

A. I quit there about the middle of June; I had then occupied 
it for over two years; 1 went there the 16th of April, 1892. 
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Q. As farm superintendent, what were your duties there? 

A. To superintend the work on the farm, employ the labor on 
the farm, to see that the stock was properly taken care of, to 
obey the orders of the director, agriculturalist and horticultur- 
ralist. My duties are more particularly defined by the follow- 
ing resolutions of the board of regents: Beit 

Resolved, that the board of regents of the Agricnitural and 
Mechanical College of Oklahoma territory in session assembled 
deem it for the best interests of the cóllege and station and 
hereby direct that the superintendent of the farm shall employ, 
discharge and contract for all labor that in his judgment is 
needed at and around the farm. Beit further 

Resolved, by the board of regents that any aud all contracts 
so made by Superintendent A. V. McDowell are subject to 
revision by the board only. Be it further 

Resolved, that Professor A. C. Magruder has entire direction 
of all farm work, but the professor of agriculture will confer 
with superintendent of farm, and not with farm hands. 

This resolution was adopted November 14, 1892, and was in 
force and effect until the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, that the resolution of the board of regents of the 
Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College, dated Novem- 
ber 14, 1892, is hereby revoked. 

Said resolution relating to the powers of the superintendent 
of the station farm in hiring and paying laborers on the farm. 

Hereafter no labor shall be hired or supplies purchased 
except on a requisition approved by the director, and upou his 
order, properly signed. When help is needed for any depart- 
ment, the head of such department shall name the person to be 
employed, and if the person so named is agreeable to the direc- 
tor of the station, then such person shall be hired by the direc- 
tor, who shall be accountable to the board of regents for his 
action in the employment of any such help or employes. 

All orders or resolutions of the board of regents in confliction 
with this, are hereby rescinded and revoked.

Q. State what salary you received during the time you were 
farm superintendent. 

A. $75.00 a month until July 1st, 1892; I think that was the 
date my salary was raised to $100.00 per month, and was paid 
to me from the 1st of July, 1892, to the time 1 quit. 

Q. Now, if you desire to make any statement with reference 
to other duties, state it. 

A. I was superintendent of the construction of the college 
building, without any additional pay to my salary. 

Q. Are you a graduate of any institute of learning? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. Have you ever had any experience before going there, in 
experimental work of any kind connected with the college? 

A. No, sir. I acted under the direction of director of the ex- 
periment station, and the agriculturist and horticulturist. 

Q. Do you know at whose Instance you were employed at that 
institution ?. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Whose? 

A. Amos Ewing and John Wimberly recommended my ap- 
pointment to the board of regents. I was employed by the 
board of regents. 

Q. Were they regents at the time? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q. You have had no connection with this institution since 
July, 1894, you say?. 

A. Ileft there the latter. part ofJune, 1894. 

Q. In what way did you keep an | account as farm superinten- 
dent? 

A. We had time-sheets fór month men; when I first went 
there I kept a daily time-sheet; the men would set down what 
they had done each day and I would look over itrto see if it was 
correct. And along about the commencement of 1894 I made out 
a daily report and sent it to the director of the station. I 
wouldn't be positive as to the date the daily report commenced. 
For the men that worked by the day or; hour, I issued time- 
checks; they were taken to the director and paid; the stubs of 
the checks, when the book was full were placed in the care of 
the agriculturist. 

Q. Did you have anything to do with handling the different 
funds? 

A. No sir. 

Q. Did you have anything to do with the employment of men 
other than those who worked on the college farm? 

A. No sir. 

Q. Did you make out vouchers for these men to work by the 
month? 

A. No sir; I just wrote an order to Dr. Neal for their money. 

Q. You then had the student make out a verified voucher for 
the time he worked? 

A, I was simply timekeeper; Í kept their time. 

Q. Were you discharged, or did you tender you resignation? 

A. I tendered my resignation very promptly when the dem- 
ocrat board of regents met the first time after they got posses- 
sion of the books ‘and seal. 


Q. Was your resignation requested by any one connected with ` 


the board? 
A. Nosir. 
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Q. I will ask you to state what you know, if anything, about 
the ability and capacity of the present farm superintendent of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College at Stillwater. 

A. Thave been acquainted with the gentleman for some time; 
have very often talked to him about farring, believe him to be 
qualified to fill his position there as well if not better than the 
agriculturist and horticulturist are qualified to fill theirs. The 
things that he has to know is how to direct labor to an advan- 
tage on the fatm and to care for the stock"in proper shape. I 
think there should be an assistant superintendent to assist him 
in the busy parts of the year. I give that as my opinion. 

- Q. Do you know whether he has received a scientific educa- 
ion? 


A. Ido not; don’t think he has. 

Q. Do you know whether he isa graduate of any agricultural 
college? 

A. I don't think he is; I do not know. Don’t think it is neces- 
sary for him to be to fill that position. 

Q. Have you any other statement you desire to make in con- 
nection with your knowledge of this institution? 


A.- 1 think if they would use a little bit more of good common 
horse sense and a little less science, that our farmers would 
appreciate the station more than they do.

J. C. Neal being first duly sworn deposes and says: 

Q. State,your name, age, place of residence and occupation. 

A. J. C. Neal, 51 years of age; residence, Stillwater, O. T. 
Director of Experiment Station and professor in Agriculture 
and Mechanical College. 


Q. How long have you been connected with the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College at Stillwater? 


A. Since the 14th day of August ' 11891. 


Q. Who composed the board of RE of that institution at 
the time you were employed? 


A. R. J. Barker, president; A. A. Ewing, treasurer; J. P. 
Lane, John A. Wimberly and G. W. Steele, ex-officio. 


Q. When was this institution first opened as-a college? 


A. December 13, 1891 and 14th I believe. It was opened in the 
Congregational church building, Stillwater, O. T. 


Q. Who composed the corps of teachers at that time? 
A. Prof. E. F. Clark and myself. 
Q. How many students had you? 
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A. I think we began with fifth-six. 

Q. How were these professors paid at that time? 

A. They were paid by me from the Hatch experiment fund at 
that time, there being no college fund then. The Hatch fund 
was intended for the purpose of paying expenses of experiments 
and for salaries, and other purposes as set forth in the Hatch 
act, but was used temporarily to pay salaries of the college pro- 
fessors until the funds could be made available properly for that 
purpose; it was afterward repaid to the station fund. 

Q. When was this Hatch fund first received by the college? 


A. Of that I am not positive. But think it was some time 
during July, 1891. 


Q. What amount? 


A. $3,750.00. Tam.not positive as to that as I was not pres- 


ent on the ground at the time. 


Q. State in what way the professors of the institution were 
first paid, that is by whom; whether there were sworn vouchers 
made for the service. 

A. There were no sworn vouchers. 

Q. By whom were they paid? 

A. I believe in the majority of cases they were e paid direct by 
check from treasurer, up to July 1, 1892. 

Q: I will ask you to state, if you can give from memory, the 
amount that the institution has received since it was started, 
from the government of the United States, both for the college 
and station. 

A. The station has received $48,750, the college $74,000; I am 
not certain that the treasurer has received the second install- 
ment of the Hatch fund; if he has received. the October install- 
ment the station is $52,500, and if he has received 
the January installment it will be $3,750 more, making $56, 250 
for the station, $74,000 for the college; total, $130, 250. 

Q. What amount of this fund was used in the erection of 
buildings? 

A. The first year $3, 000. was used, the constitutional limit: the 
remainder, about $1,500, has been used in the intervening time. 
This amount was taken from the experiment fund, there being a 
prohibition against using the Morrill fund for this purpose. 


Q. What amount of the Morrill fund received by the college 
since its organization has been used in the payment of teachers’ 
salaries and other salaried officers? 


A. From the beginning until the first day of February, 1895, 


we have paid the sum of $14,275.73. 
Q. In what manner was the balance of the Morrill fund ex- 
pended? 


A. For the purchase of books, apparatus, machinery and 
other facilities. 
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Q. In what way was the balance of the Hatch experiment fund 
used other than for the erection of buildings? Í 


A. For salary, labor, supplies, machinery, seeds, trees, and 
for miscellaneous expenses. l 

Q. How many acres have you in the experimental farm and 
college station? 

A. Two hundred acres were set apart as the college farm. 
About 160 are under fence; 18 acres are used as a college campus; 
about 115 acres are actually used for agricultural purposes. 


Q. Explain this experiment station, how it is conducted. 


A. We have on duty an agriculturist, a horticulturist and a 
chemist, that make experiments with crops, the soil, make 
analysis of soils, waters and minerals, experiments with small 
fruits, orchards, forest trees, and for the present I am acting as 
entomologist, botanist and meterologist; these experiments are 
made with everything and upon everything that will in any way 
advance the art of agriculture, and the results are printed in 
bulletins to be distributed free to all who apply within the ter- 
ritory, not less than four each year. 

Q. What salaries do these officers of the experiment station 
receive? 


A. They derive salaries both from college and station, receiv- 
ing $100 each from the college or Morrill fund per month, and 


from $30 to $66 2-3 per month from the experiment station fund. 


Q. 1 will ask you to state, doctor, if you know anything about 
the purchasing agent or agents being appointed by the board of 
regents of the college, and who they were and their duties? 

A. On May 7th, 1892, John A. Wimberly was appointed pur- 
chasing agent ata salary of $5.00 per day; to purchase such ma- 
chinery, implements, apparatus, hooks and other supplies as in 
the judgment of the president, the director and the professors 
in charge of the various departments deemed necessary. Then, 
on June 1st, J. P. Lane was added to the committee under the 
same pay and instructions as Mr. Wimberly. The committee . 
was authorized to rent an office. 

Q. Were there any additions made to that purchasing com- : 
mittee? 

A. June 29, Mr. Little was appointed as purchasing agent 
for the fiscal year beginning June 1st, 1892, at the same salary 
as the others, that made purchasing board consist of Little and 
Lane.: 

Q. What was Wimberly during this time? 

A. As superintendent of buildings. 

Q. How much time did these purchasing agents spend in pur- 
chasing supplies for the college? 

A. Mr. Wimberly, on June 1st, was paid for twenty-four days 
at $5.00 per day—$120.00, and postage $5.00, making $125.00. On 
June 29th Mr. Wimberly was allowed for services as purchasing 
agent, twenty-nine days at $5.00 per day—$145.00; livery hire, 
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$12.00; hack fare, $10.10; ‘telegrams, $1.75 and RR $3.00; 
total, $172, 05. 'The same day Mr. Lane was allowed twenty- 
nine days at $5.00 per day —$145.00; traveling expenses, $10.95; 
telegrams, 8.25; expenses to and from Kansas, 842.10; total, 
$198. 30. 

Q. I will ask you to state, doctor, how long you have had 
college experience, as a professor or teacher? ' 

A. I have been engaged in college work six years. 


Q. Had you experience before coming here? 


A. Yes, sir, in Florida Agricultural college; Tama graduate 
of the University of Michigan. 


Q. I will ask you to state now, doctor, whether there were 


any necessity for purchasing agents in that institution, in your. 
judgment? 


A. There was not. 


Q. I will ask yon to state whether ihe institution couldn't 
have been managed without the expenditure of any money in 
the way of paying purchasing agents, and receive just as good 
benefit as the institution did receive? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. I will ask you to state if this service could not have been 
performed by some one of the professors or other state officers 
of the college, and thereby have obtained better service than 
the college did obtain? > 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. I will ask you to state, doctor, as a matter of fact, who 
made most of the purchases for the institution during that time? 

A. The professors in charge. 

Q.-I will ask you to state what, if any thing, these purchas- 
ing agents had to do with the purchasing of supplies? 

A. Sign their names to the orders made out by the professors. 

Q. Then did these purchasing agents know, as a matter of fact 
of their own personal knowledge, any thing about the purchase 
of these supplies generally? 

A. With two exceptions they did not; all the other lists were 
made out by the professors, and simply signed by the purchas- 
ing agent or “O. K'ed.” 

Q. Referring to page 75 of the journal, of the meetings of the 
board of regents of the agricultural college, appears an item of 


$30 allowed to T. Little. purchasing agent; I will ask you to ' 
state if you know what that item refers to, and the one on the - 
- page following, 76? ` 


A. It was for services for purchasing hogs at Perkins. 
Q. From whom? 

A. A'man by the name of Gotlib. 

Q. What amount of hogs were purchased? 

A. $186.90. 


Q. I will ask you, as a matter of fact, if this service of pur- 
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chasing stock could not have been performed by one of the pro- 
fessors or farm superintendent as wellas by these purchasing 
agents? 

A. It could. 

Q. I will ask you to state now who was the first farm superin- 
tendent employed? 

A. A. V. McDowell. © 

Q. I will ask you to state if you know anything about his 
qualifications for the position? 

A. He was not qualified. 

Q. Do you know, as a matter of fact, whether he was a gradu- 
ate of any agricultural college or scientific school? 


A. He was not. 

Q. How long did he remain as farm superintendent? 

A. From April 16th, 1892, to the middle of June, 1894. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether the farm superintendent is 
necessary in connection with that institution now? 

A. He is not. 


Q. Are you familiar with the price paid for services upon in- 
stitutions similar to this for farm foremen? 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. What would it cost the institution to procure the services 
of an expert foreman? 

A. From $50 to $75 per month for a college graduate who has 
had from two to four years experience in such work. In the 
Florida agricultural college they paid a student foreman $60 
per month. who had six years experience.

Q. L will ask you to state whether an expert foreman i in the ` 


department of agriculture and horticulture would not give the 
college better service than the farm superintendent? 
A. They would. 


Q. T will ask you to state whether you know anything about 
any instructors or employes of this college having been em- 
ployed by the board of regents for political services rendered, 
rather than for competency? 

A. Which board do you refer to? 

Q. Any board. 

A. That I cannot answer directly for I do not know that such 
is the case. 

Q. Do you know anything about the regents having created 
the office of secretary of the college and station and general 
accountant? 

A. That office was created, with salary fixed at $1200 per 
annum, April 25, 1894. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether in your judgment there is 
any necessity for such office in connection with the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College of this territory? 
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A. There is a need for a stenographer, typewriter and clerk. 


Q. What could such a person be procured for to perform the 
needed service in that department, or in those departments? 

A. From $800 to $1000 per year; possibly less. 

Q. There is a statement in President Alvord's report on page 
20, which states that the board of regents has absorbed during 
the first two years of the existence of this institution $8,600 of 
the college fund; I will ask you to state what you know, if 
anything, about the correctness of that statement? 


A. Now I do not know what items are included in that state- 
ment. It is based upon a report of an investigating committee 
to the second legislature upon an examination of the books of 
the board, and upon an examination made and a report by Mr. 
Upshaw. Just what it includes I do not know, as it is not item- 
ized; it is probably correct looking at it from President Alvord's 
standpoint. 


Q. I will ask you to state, doctor, if you know anything about 
any appropriation having been made by the board of regents for 
members of the board and faculty to visit other agricultural and 
mechanical colleges and stations? 

A. November 25, 1891, on motion, A. A. Ewiñg, J. P. Lane, 
John A. Wimberly, and any other members of the board of re- 
gents who desired to do so, were authorized to visit the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College of Kansas fora period not to ex- 
ceed ten days for the purpose of acquainting themselves . with 
the workings of said college at the expense of the experiment 
station fund. January 13, 1892, on motion, $100 each was ap- 
propriated to as many of the members of the board of regents 
as had visited the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Kan- 
sas. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you know how many went, either 
of the faculty or regents? 

A. All the regents, excepting the governor, went—four in 
number. 


Q. Were any other appropriations made for the regent or 
faculty to visit any other institution? 

A. November 14, 1892, on motion, J. P. Lane, T. Little and J. 
A. Wimberly were allowed $125 each to defray their expenses in 
visiting the Texas Agricultural and Mechanical College and Ex- 
periment Station for a term of ten days with a view of gather- 
ing all possible information for the benefit of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College and Station of this territory and $150 
was appropriated to defray the expenses of A. A. Ewing on a 
like mission to the Ohio Agricultural and Mechanical College 
and Station at Wooster, Ohio. 


Q. Where is the experiment college in Texas? 
A. Three miles from Bryan, in Brazos county. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether the regents or any member 


of the board or committee made a report to the faculty or col-: 
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lege authorities as to the information obtained by them by visit- 
ing these various institutions? E 

A. Inever heard of any. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether the college faculty ever 
received any benefits from such visitation, to your knowledge? 

A. We have not. Two of the regents, after they made their 
visit, never appeared at the college afterwards. 

Q. Who were those regents? = 

A. Mr. Wimberly and Mr. Little; and I might include Mr. 
Lane, also. 

Q. Have these three gentlemen, who have been regents, ever 
visited the college farm since to your knowledge? 

A. They have not. 

Q. Was there any account rendered tothe board of expendi- 
tures and the time spent in visiting these institutions? 

A. There never was. 

Q. I will ask you to state, doctor, if you have read the report 
made by President Alvord as president of the college, to the 
secretary of the interior for the year ending June 30, 1894, and 
the biennial report to the governor of Oklahoma? 

A. I have. 

Q. I will ask you to state. generally, whether the statements 
contained therein are correct? 

A. I think they are with some qualifications. 

Q. Do you concur with him in the recommendations made by 
him under the head of reforms necessary and remedial legisla- 
tion proposed? l 

A. In the main I do. Differing in a few particulars. 


Q. Can you briefly state the particulars for the information of 
the committee. l 

A. I would change the recommendation on page 23, that not 
more than three of each board of regents should be of the same 
political affiliation; I should make the governor of the territory, 
the president of the college and the director, honorary members 
without vote, but entitled to a seat in the deliberations of the 
board. 
. What is the actual attendance of that institution now? 
. About 100. 
How many counties are represented in the territory? 
. I think five or six. 


Can you name the counties? 


. Payne, Lincoln, Logan, Oklahoma, Kingfisher, Pawnee 
and Noble. i 


Q. What per cent of the students are from Payue county? 
A. About 75 per cent, 
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Q. What is the character of the soil of this agricultural col- 
lege farm? 


A. Second and third bottom lands. 


Q. Is it suitable land in your judgment for experimental pur- 


poses in this territory? 


A. It embraces several qualities of land and probably repre- 
sents an average of the ordinary tillable land of the northern 


section of Oklahoma; we have about forty acres of pretty fair 


land, forty acres of very poor land. 


Q. Had you been selecting a farm for agricultural and experi- 
mental pürposes in the territory, is this land, upon which the 
institution is now located. such land as you would have chosen? 

A. It is not. E i 


Q. What is the cost of the buildings and other improvements 
now located on that agricultural college farm? 

A. Experiment station buildings, $5.308.08; college buildings, 
about $20,000. 


Q. Can you give an approximate value of the library and other 
improvements? 


A. We have a library about $4.000; chemical apparatus, $5,000; 
agricultural apparatus, $2,000; for physical -science, $1,000; 
mathematical science, $1,000; horticulture. about $1.000; for 
weather service, $500. 


- Q. What amount of stock have you on the farm there? 


A. We have four horses, two mules, twelve steers, and. I be- 
lieve, eight pigs. 


Q. There is an item on page 22 of President Alvord’s report 
concerning disbursements for labor at the experiment station for 
the last year amounting to $5,516.06. that he refers to as a mat- 
ter that should be investigated; please state for the information 
of the committee what you know about that item. 


A. When the board first had the farm surveyed it was deemed 
necessary to lay out a road four rods wide around the farm and 
a road though the farm, making four miles of roadway. In 1892, 
November 14, Mr. McDowell, superintendent, was given author- 
ity to employ. discharge and contract for all labor that was 
needed in and around the farm. In March, 1893, Mr. McDowell 
began making roads and during the spring and summer of 1893 
employed an extra force making said road; this work was very 
expensive and not only drew on the station fund but upon the 
college fund, so that we were seriously embarrassed the suc- 
ceeding year. These permanent improvements were made at 
once rather than extend them through a series of years, and the 
secoud board of regents, finding the embarrassment of the fund, 
ordered that the amount so paid out should be divided between 
the years 1892-3 and 1893-4; this amount, which was added, in- 
creased the amount necessary for 1893-4 to the extent of proba- 
bly $2,000. 
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Q. By what authority was this work done on these roads? 

A. By the authority of the superintendent of the farm under 
the resolution adopted November 14, 1892. 

Q. About how much, on an average, does the station pay. out 
for labor on the farm? 


A. Im the neighborhood of $300 per month. 


Q. In the enumeration of the college property did you include 
any surveying instruments? 


A. Yes, sir; mathematical instruments include that. 


Q. There is an item in President Alvord's report on page 18 
with reference to $1,200 paid out for surveying instruments; 1 will 
ask you if you know anything about that item and the necessity 
for it? a 

A. I will snoi state that the ‘purchasing committed re- 
quested each protessor to make out a list of the things he 
deemed needed in his department for their approval. President 
Barker requested that the sum of $1,200 be appropriated for 
mathematical instruments, which was approved by the «board 
June 1, 1892. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether at that time there was a 
necessity of purchasing those surveying instruments? 


A. The board thought there was. 


' Q. What other items were authorized to Be expended at the 
same time? 


A. For chemical supplies and apparatus, $2,500; for agricult- 
uraland horticultural supplies and apparatus, $4,000; for bot- 
any, ' $400; weather service, $600; library, $2,500; microscopy, 
$1,000, aggregating $12. 200. 


Q. I will ask you to state under the items for salaries and 
labor in your report as director óf the experiment station dated 
December 3, 1894, the items occur $3,520.36 for salaries, and for 
labor $5,506.06. State, if you please, for the information of the 
committee, what you include in the item tor salaries? 

A. We include the salary of the director, the chemist, the 
agriculturist, the horticulturist, the superintendent of farm and 
temporarily the secretary of the college and station, making an 
average of $411.66 per month up to date. 


Q. Now, under the items of labor, state generally what that 
includes? 

A. The item of labor includes three items, student labor, reg- 
ular day laborer and monthly labor. 


Q. Well, under the item for heat, light and water, $1,047.81, 
what is included in that? l 

A. That includes fuel for the two engines; it includes the labor 
in excavating and making the pond; it includes plumbing and 
repairs for the water service; it included also material for the 
extension of the water service.. 
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Q. I will ask you to explain the item in your report for. feed- 
ing stuffs, $485.70? 

A. We had four. horses and two mules and until the 14tb of 
June, 1894, we had six cattle belonging to the Agricultural Col- 
lege, making a total of twelve animals to be fed; nearly all the 
the feed we had to buy. 

Q. I will ask you if you raised anything on the place? 

A. Very little that could be utilized as food. We had twen-. 
ty-five acres of wheat,.about five acres of corn. ten acres of 
oats and a small area of miscellaneous. 

Q. About how many acres were in cultivation at that time? 

A. About sixty acres in the agricultural part. and fifty-one, 
acres in the horticultural ‘division; this is not absolutely cor- 
rect, but approximately so. It varies between 110 and 130 acres. 

Q. How is the balance of the land utilized? 

A. There is somewhere in the neighborhood of twenty-four 
acres for roads, eighteen acres for college campus, there’ are 
twelve acres instead of twenty-four in the roads, fifty-one acres 


as an orchard, fifty acres as pasture and sixty-nine acres as 
agriculture grounds. 

Q. What is the water supply upon that farm? 

A. We depend upon a dug well in the extreme southwestern 
corner of the farm; an oil engine, an elevated tank and nearly 
three-fourths of a mile of piping. Since July 1, 1894, we have 
dug two wells and excavated a pond, with a filter, and proposed 
to put up machinery to force water to the tank from the pond. 

Q. What has been the character of the water in the wells that 
have been drilled on this farm? 

A. Alkali, with one exception. 

Q. Where is that one located? 

A. The well is southwest corner section 15. 

Q. How many wells have you bored in all upon this farm 
since you have been connected with this institution? 

A. Ten, that I drilled: and there have been three by other 
parties. > 

Q. To what depth did you go? 

A. The first well to the depth of 140 feet, when I struck sand 
rock containing coal oal. and quit. I then dug the other wells 
from 40 to 100 feet.

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Q. State your name, age, residence and occupation? 

A. Amos A. Ewing; 38 years of age; I live at Kingfisher, O 
T.; lam associated with the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf R. R. 
Co., in the capacity of right-of-way ágent and management of 
the towns along its line of road between Oklahoma “City and 
South McAlister, I. T. 

Q. I will ask you what idee, if any, you have sustained 
heretofore to the Agricultural and Mechanical College located 
at Stillwater? 

A. Ihave been and still contend that I am a member of the 
board of regents of the college qua experiment station since its 
organization. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not you were treasurer 
of the board? 

A. I have been its treasurer since its existence. 

Q. As such treasurer what fund did you first receive for the 
college? 

A. “From the feñeral government. 

.Q. What amount? 

“A. I think the first check was $3,750. 

Q. Was that on account of the Hatch fund or Morrill fund? 

A. I can’t answer that question; the minutes will show; my : 
recollection is that it was the Hatch fund. 

Q. What date, if you know, was that fund received by you? 

A. In November, 1890, I think. 

Q. Can you tell from memory how that money was expended? 

A. Exclusively under the control and guidance of the board 
of regents, as provided by law. 

Q. When was the next money received by you as treasurer? 

A. During the month of January, following? 

Q. What amount was then received by you? 

A. My recollection is that this quarter we only received $3,750 
again. 

Q. Was that on account of the Morrill fund or Hatch fund? 

A. My recollection is that that was the Morrill fund; however 
as I say, all those are matters of record in the minutes. 

Q. When did you receive the next amount? 

A. Within the next month or two following. I think it was 
$15,000. I can't remember just the dates exactly. 

Q. When did you receive the next amount? 

A. Every quarter. About the 15th of each three months we 

would receive $3,750, and about the 1st of August each year we 
received the college fund. 

. Q. State the total amount that you received as treasurer from 
the general government during the time you were treasurer? 

A. About $65,500. 

Q. State what other funds you received as treasurer? 
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A. There was what was known as a building fund amounting 
to $10,000, which was raised 'by the people of Stillwater in con- 
sideration of the location of the college in their town. Then 
there was what was called'an incidental fund, which was cre- 
ated by reason of the selling of surplus products, or anything 
else that belonged to the experiment station, amounting to 
something over $600.00. That is all. 

Q. Did you keep any book as treasurer of the college showing 
the amount of expenditures and from what fund the sums were 
expended? 

A. I not only kept a book but I have every check, all of which 
was made payable to order, now in my possession at Kingfisher, 
that was ever issued by me as treasurer of that college, a record 
of which will also be found in the minutes of the meetings of the 
board of regents of this college. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether you ever madea ee as 
treasurer to the board of regents of the college? 


A. I was never called on to make a report except as provided 


by law, all of which was complied with as so required, but to: 


make a detailed report to the board of regents is something I 
never did. But in. connection with that, that without reports 
to which I refer, federal appropriations would immediately 
have been stopped, which of course would be stopping the ad- 
vancement of the institution; this does not apply to the report 
that should have been made to Gévernor Renfrow during the 
month of December; I was not able to make this report because 
I was not in possession of the records of the college nor the seal 
thereof, and knew nothing of the action'of another board of 
regents which was in control of the effects of the institution. 


Q. Did you keep a separate account of each one of these 
various funds that came into your hands as treasurer. 

A. I did not so far as the Hatch and the Morrill fund is con- 
cerned. 


Q. Would you be able to tell then the amount of money that 
you had paio out on account of the Morrill fund or the Hatch 
fund? 

A.I would by referring to the minutes of the meetings of the 
board of regents. Everything is a matter of record. 

Q. Inthe payment of these various amounts as treasurer 
were the sums paid out upon sworn vouchers or otherwise? 

A. They were paid out upon bills that were regularly present- 
ed, audited and approved and allowed by the board of regents; 
our statute provides for an auditing committee and when these 
bills were allowed or approved by the auditing committee I was 
then directed by the board to pay them. 

Q. Did the auditing committee require that these accounts 
should be verified before their payment? 

A. They did not, except the per diem and expense accounts of 
the board of regents themselves. Our statutes provide that the 
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board of regents be paid out of our territorial SY upon 
these sworn “statements. 

Q. Where were these funds kept by you as Eres 

A. In the Guthrie National Bank, the People's Bank of King- 
fisher, O. T., and the Bank of Kingfisher, Kingfisher, O. T. ` 

Q. Was any interest allowed you as treasurer by these banks 
upon the daily balance or otherwise sel the money deposited by 
you as treasurer? 

A. When the peremptory writ of andas was sued out, 
some of the parties with whom I had deposited, as I understood 
it. agreed to pay counsel when the question arose as to whether 
or not the governor of this territory on his own motion could 
remove the “board of regents. 

Was there any other compensation? 
. Not that I know of. 
. The institution didn’t get any benefit? 


No. 

. You claim to be still treasurer of the board of regents? 
That is a question of law. I think I am; I don't know 
whether I am; I claim my membership as a member of the board 
of regents of the agricultural college. 

Q. Have you ever turned over all the funds in your hands be- 
longing to the college or any other person claiming to be treas- 
urer or acting as such? 

A. The records of the supreme court show that I have. I was 
cited by the supreme court to do so, and I made my returns 
showing that I had. 


Q. What do you know, if anything, about the employment of 
the professors in the institution during the time that you were 
regent and treasurer of the board? as to whether any persons 
were employed because they were partisans, or whether they 
were employed on account of their qualifications and fitness for 
the various positions. 

A. There never was but one question considered, namely: 
their qualifications. And I think a canvass of the subject will 
show that there has been as much money paid to one party that 
might be identified with a political party as those who were in 
the opposition. It never was considered. 


Q. Did you recommend the employment of A. V. McDowell as 
farm superintendent of the college? 
A. I did. 


Q. Do you know whether he had had any previous training in 
an agriculture college or any other industrlal institution? 

A. Upon inquiry Mr. McDowell gave me to understand that 
he had never had any education on that line from an agricul- 
tural college, but upon inquiry from the professor of agriculture 
and others connected with the station, I found that the duties of 
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the farm superintendent did not necessarily require a graduate 
from the experiment station. The farm superintendent's duty 
. being merely to see that work was done as per instruction from 
those who were skilled in their different departments. ! 

Q. What has been his business previous to his employment in 
the college if you know?. 

A. The growing of stock; general farming, and since he re- 
signed, which was last July, I think he has engaged in the rock 
business, contractor, etc. | 

Q. Do you know what his politics were before his employ- 
ment? A 

A. He was a republican, and is yet. 

Q. Did you ever hear him make the statement that he had 
been employed because he was a republican and for no other 
reason? 

A. Positively no. 

Q. During the time that you were connected with this institu- 
tion were any of the professors or employes discharged from 
the institution on account of any political opinions entertained 
by them? i 

A. 'There was not. y 

Q. I will ask you if during the time that you were regent you 
had what was called a purchasing agent or purchasing com- 
mittee? : 

A. I know there was one; there was what they called a 
purchasing agent. 

Q. What were the duties of that purchasing agent? 


A. Well I can't answer the question. My recollection is that 
they. looked after purchasing of some stock and looked around 
over the territory and different places with a view to get ma- 
terial from within our own boundaries for the construction of the 
college which was then contemplated being built. , 


Q. Who was purchasing agent during the time you were con- 


nected with the college. 

A. My recollection is that it was John A. Wimberly, Rev. J. 
P. Lane and a Mr. Little, Mr. T. Little. However, this is all a 
matter of record in our minutes. 

Q. Referring to page 75 of the record of the board of regents 
of the agriculture college of October 4, 1892, a bill of T. Little, 
purchasing agent, of $30.00, was allowed to and ordered paid; I 
will ask you to state if you know from memory what that bill 
was for? 

A. I was not present. 

Q. Have you any means of knowing what that bill was for? 

A. No sir. : 


Q. Have you any sworn voucher.in your possession showing 
what it is for? 
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A. Nosir. Ihave the receipt showing that it was paid. Bills 
of that character when I was present at the meetings of the 
board when allowed at all were just the same as any “other bill 
would be allowed, when in the judgment of the board it was 
justly due and unpaid. 


Q. I will ask you to state if any member of the board was em- 
ployed during the time that you -were connected with this agri- 
cultural college as superintendent of buildings, and if so, who? 

A. John A. Wimberly was superintendent of the construction 
of buildings. 

Q. At what salary? 

A. My recollection is that he got $5 per day; however every- 
thing he got and the provision under which he was employed are 
matters of record in the minutes of the meeting of the board. 

Q. I will ask you if, during the time you were regent, any 
moneys were appropriated by the board to individual members 
of the board to visit other institutions? 

A. There was, under the advice of the director of the station 
and suggestion of Ex-governor Steele, all of which is customary, 
the funds for which are appropriated by the federal govern- 
ment. : l) 

Q. What institutions, if you remember, were visited, and by 
whom? 

A. The president of the college, who was a member of the 

^ board of regents. I know moneys were appropriated for the di- 
rector of the station to join us but my recollection is he didn't 
go; in fact all of us went to the Manhattan college, Kansas. 

Q. What amount was appropriated for each of the visiting 
committee? 

A. The expense, whatever it was, I don’t recollect. $100 to 
each. | 

Q. Who visited the agricultural college at Manhattan? 

A. All the members of the board. 


Q. How long did you remain there? 

A. I think at the college three days, three or four; don’t re- 
member just how long. 

Q. Was any report ever made of your visit there? 

A. There is no report of record. 

Q. Were any other visits made to other institutions similar to 
this: 

A. There was. 

Q. What other ones? 

A. I visited the experiment station in Ohio, at a place called 


Wooster. Others of the board who made visits went to the ex- 
periment station in Texas. 


i 
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Q. What length of time did you spend at Wooster, visiting 
the station there? . 
A. I was there six days. 


Q. What amount,was appropriated for that trip? 
A. lthink, $150.00. 


Q. The visiting committee to these various institutions used 
the full amount appropriated, did they—for each one of these 
visits? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know how much was appropriated for the visit of 
Mr. Wimberly to Texas? 

A. I don't remember. 

Q. Were there any other visits than those mentioned that 
you can call to mind now? 

A. I don't remember any other; I know I didn’t make any. 

Q. How many of the regents and officers of the college went 
to Manhattan? . 

A. I believe there were four. 

:Q. Could you tell from your memory, now, what the actual 
expense would be from Guthrie to Manhattan and return? 

A. No, I don't know that I could. Z 

Q. Could you approximate the amoumt? 

A. I dont know, exactly; the actual expense, railroad fare 
and hotel expenses I don't think would exceed $43.00 to $47.00. 

Q. Was the office of secretary of the college station created 
while you were a member of the board? 

A. Among other provisions of the statute it becomes the duty 
of thé board of regents to select one' of its number as secretary, 
as I remember. 

Q. Is there a necessity, in your judgment, for such an officer? 

A. Well, when I was in active service as a member of the 
board, we never employed any. 

Q. Are you able, from the books in your possession and under 
your control, to give a detailed report of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the agricultural college during the time that you 
were its treasurer? 

A. Why, certainly. 

Q.. Will you furnish such a report to this committee by fhe 
15th of this month? 

A. I wil do anything the committee wants done to give any 
light on the subject of this investigation, with pleasure. 

Q. I will ask you to state, Mr. Ewing, what salary you 
received as treasurer of the board of regents? 

A. Five hundred dollars a year dating from J uly*i, 1892, only. 
I had acted as its treasurer since the organization of the institu- 
tion up to that time without any compensation, paying for the 
drafts which I purchased and all other necessary expense in the 
performance of my duty as treasurer, including special trips to 
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Stillwater, making annual reports, and refused to continue as 
the treasurer of the board of regents under those conditions, 
whereupon the old board of regents awarded me a salary of 
$500 per annum dating from the 1st of July, 1892; it is a mat- 
ter of record in the minutes. 


Q. Did you receive in addition to that your per diem and 
milage as a regent? 

A. Yes, sir; that is, for a portion of it; I fully expected and 
still hope to be able to get it, although the territorial treasurer 
refuses to recognize warrants that were issued to me under 
sworn statements covering my expense and per diem since the 
governor notitied me by telegram in August, 1893, that I had 
been discharged. The warrant to which I refer is for $106, 
drawn on the territorial treasurer, the expense of which was 
created by reason of the construction of the present college 
building.

T. M. Upshaw, of lawful age, being first duly sworn, deposes 
and says: 
Q. State your name, age, residence and occupation. 


A. Tazewell M. Upshaw, aged 36 years; residence, Oklahoma 
City O. T.; temporarily residing in Stillwater; occupation, sec- 
retary and general accountant of the Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical College of Oklahoma since May Ist, “1894. 

Q. What had been your occupation previous to May 1st, 1894? 

A. Clerk in drug store, deputy register of deeds and circuit 
clerk, city clerk of Oklahoma City and fire insurance. I trav- 
eled one year for a wholesale drug company. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you are a graduate of any 
agricultural or,mechanical college or any institution of learning. 


A. No, sir. I haven’t been to school since I was 14 years old, 
having, since that time, had to work for my living and others of 
my family. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether you have ever taken any 
course at any business college? 


A. No, sir. ) E 
Q. Have you any knowledge of shorthand or typewriting? 


A. Of shorthand I have not; since the first of November I 
have begun to write on a typewriter, but am not an expert. 


Q. Do you consider yourself an expert accountant? 
A. In a strict sense I do not, but I have a general idea of 
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bookkeeping and accounts, having had considerable experience 
in a clerical way. 

Q. Since you have been secretary and accountant of the col- 
lege have you made an examination as such secretary and ac- 
countant into the financial condition of the institution since its 
organization? 

A. I have so far as I am able to do. 

Q. From the examination that you have made are you able at 
this time to give to the committee the amount of money that

the institution has received from the government of the United - 


States in what is commonly known as the Morrill fund and the 
Hatch fund? 

A. I can. 

Q. Give the amount of the Morrill fund first, with the dates 

as near as you can give them? 

A. On April 7th, 1892, A. A. Ewing, the treasurer of the board 
at that time, received $17,000; September 2, $18,000; there has 
been received by D. F. Caruthers, treasurer of the board at this 
time, one for $19,000 and one for $20,000; the dates of such pay- 
ments are not known by me. Total from Morrill fund, $74,000. 
f Q. Now, please, give: the amount received from the Hatch 

und. 

A. November 24, 1892, received by A. A. Ewing, $3,750; No- 
vember 28, 1899, $3, 750; January 14, 1892, $3,750; April 16, 
83,750; Aug ust 8, $3, 750: October 28, $3, 750; February 2 2, 1893, 
$3,750; April 17, $3,750; July 13. $8,750; October 17, $3,750; 
January 15, 1894, $3,750, making an aggregate of $41,250 received 
by Ewing from the Hatch fund. 


Q. Now I will ask you to state whether you have gone through 
the records of the college to ascertain the various sums of money 
paiú out to the board of regents since the organization of the in- 
stitution? l 

A. I have examined the record of the board of regents, and 
made up a statement of the amounts paid out from that record. 

Q. You may state whether you have a recapitulation of the 
amount paid to members of the faculty and regents, and other 
employes, as made from the record: of the board of regents, since 
the organization of the institution? 


A. I have. 


Q. Please give for the information of the committee the 
various amounts, and to whom paid. 


A. J. C. Neal; $30,013.08; R. J. Barker, $13.625.35; H. Ryan, 
$7,745.45 on contract for building; «printing, $635 85; H. M. Had- 
ley, architect, $986.45; for stock, $801.09; for books, $1,774.47; 
for chemicals, $3,736.82; furniture, $472.85; to Swiler Bros., hard- 
ware merchants, $2,884.61; Lyton Bros., $1,249.40;.for lumber, 
$305.68; Shaffer, Cox & Shaffer, $2,229.15; for sundry accounts, 
$1,663.31; to John A. Wimberly, $4,898.05; R. J. Barker, $96.25; 
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A. A. Ewing, $251.10; J. P. Lane, $515.45; T. Little, $473. These 
amounts include the sums paid by the -predecessors of the pres- 
ent board. The aggregate amount paid out by the previous 
board as shown by the record of the board of regents is $74,435.- 
72. The total receipts from the United States government from 
both Morrill and Hatch fund, $76,250; sale of Stillwater bonds, 
$10,000; sale of produce from farm, $618. 38, making a total of 
$86,868. -38, leaving the balance unaccounted for, $12,505.16, in 
the hands of Ewing, the former treasurer. I also have a state- 
ment of the receipts and disbursements as made by A. A. Ewing, 
made up from the checks and papers furnished by himself and 
others, showing the total receipts to be $86,868.38, the total dis- . 
bursement of $84,344.66, leaving a balance unaccounted for of 
$2,523.32 in Mr. Ewing's hands as treasurer. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether you ever had any conversa- 
tion with Mr. Ewing, with reference to the balance due the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College in his hands as treasurer? 

A. I have. 

Q. State what he said to you with reference to the matter. 

A. He stated that when the board of regents would allow him 
the salary due as treasurer of the board at the rate of $500 per 
annum, that he would then settle with them by paying over any 
amount that may be due the board of regents. 

Q. In this conversation did he name any amount that would 
be due the board after making the allowance claimed BY him as 
salary while treasurer? 

A. There was no specific amount mentioned by him. , . , 

Q. Have you the amounts that the previous board drew as re- 
gents prior to January, 1891? 

A. I have. 


Q. Will you please give the amount paid to each individual 
member of the board for mileage and per diem? 

A. A. A. Ewing, $515.55; J. A. Wimberly, $547.15; J. P. Lane, 
$238.05; R. J. Barker, $65.70; T. Little, $142.00; J. E. Quein, 
$210.60; J. C. Fletcher, $147.30; C. O. Blake, $210.85; W. H. 
Campbell, $198.00; C. M. Cade, as superintendent of building, 
$54.00; Robert Martin, acting governor, $10.50; A. J. Seay, 
$14.50. These amounts are not included in the statement here- 
tofore given. 

Q. I will ask you to state when you assumed your duties there 
as secretary of the college? 

A. First of May, 1894, but 1 did not begin keeping the DONES 
until the 1st of July, 1894.  - 

Q. When did your salary commence? 

A. First of May; I was paid $100 for May and June. I was 


engaged most of the first 60 days in making this investigation. 


Q. I will ask you that if during the months of May and June 
and up to the 3rd of July you spent any time at the institution? 
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A. I was there off and on during each month, during my ab- 
sence and up to the 1st of October, I had employed an assistant, 
Miss Emma Smith, who was during last term, and is at this 
time, a student of the junior class in the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College. This assistant was selected and appointed 
solely upon the recommendation of Dr. J. C. Neal and John R. 
Clark, the president of the board of regents. 


Q. Did she perform your duties in your absence? 

A. She did. 

Q. Who paid her for her services during the time? 

A. Idid. I paid her $4.00 per week. 

Q. Could you give the committee an estimate of the amount of 
time that you were there at that institution from May to Octo- 
ber, what proportion of the time? 


A. I couldn't do so without looking up the record, but I was 
there about one-half my time. 


Q. Did you have any prescribed duty to perform there fixed 
by the board of regents or the faculty of the college? 

A. I had duties prescribed by the board of regents; the faculty 
has no authority to prescribe my duties. The-president might 
but the faculty hasn’t. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you were furnished with a sched- 
ule of the duties that were to be performed by you for the Agri- 
cultural College or Station? 


A. On my first visit to Stillwater and before I had accepted 
the position which was the latter part of April, 1894, Dr. Neal. 
the director of the station, gave me a type-written slip stating 
that that was the duties, or at least part of them, of the sec- 
retary. 

Q. What became of that? 

A. I have it. 


Q. Did you ever receive any other instructions relative to your 
duties as secretary and accountant of the college from any one? 


A. There was only on one occasion that I received any in- 
structions that I remember at this time, which was on the day 
following the departure of A. E. Alvord, president of the col- 
lege, for Washington City, the director of the station ordered 
me to write six letters in blank for him to sign, as acting presi- 
dent and director. I refused to write them in blank, but wrote 
them and signed them as T. M. Upshaw, secretary of the college 
and station, which he accepted after considering the matter. I 
stated to him that he was the director of the station and I was 
secretary of the college and station and would do any work that 
he requested me to do as secretary, but that I was not his private 
secretary or stenographer, in which he agreed with me. 


Q. Have you ever written any official letters for the college 
president or director of the station since you were secretary and 
accountant of the board, 
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A. Nosir. Ihave repeatedly asked themif they had any such 
work to be done and the invariable answer was, ‘‘none at all." 

Q. I will ask you if you rendered any services since you have 
been secretary and accountant of the college in the distribution 
of the station bulletin? 

A. I have distributed all of numbers 13 and 14 without any 
assistance from any source. My assistant, Miss Smith, did that 
work in the previous bulletin. there having: been only three bul- 
letins printed since my connection, with the exception of the 
regular monthly press bulletin of which there was 150 copies 
sent out. I have distributed all of those: since November. In 
sending out these bulletins. of which there are from 6,000 to 7.000 
names on the list. and I "frank" the envelopes with a rubber 


_ stamp as well as address them. 


Q. What other duties do you perform. 


A. First, I keep all the accounts of the station entire. I make 
out all drafts, two vouchers, the account and have it sworn to 
before me as notary public. make up from the time checks as 
furnished by the superintendent of the farm, thenumber of hours 
during the month, work by the students and other laborers and 
men on the farm; make up the pay roll from that. - I keep ac- 
count of the college. countersign all checks and would keep the 
entire books if the president of the college had allowed me to do 
so. lalso keep the records of the board of regents; also keep 
the records of the faculty. 


Q. What portion of this work that you have detailed has been 
performed by your assistant? 


A. Since the ist óf October she has'nt performed any of it; up 
to the 1st of October. when I was not present, she did all of it, 
except occasionally Doctor Neal would draw the checks on the 
bank. 


Q. Do you know by whom you were recommended for this 
position that you occupy? 

A. Ido not for certain for the reason that the office was not 
created until the 24th of April, at which time Dr. Neal recom- 
mended to the board the creating of such an office. The board 
acted upon his recommendation, created the office and I was 
elected to the position, and the first 1 knew of it was when Dr. 
Howard and Mr. Caruthers, members of the board, informed me 
on the train, of my election, they having been appointed a com- 
mittee, as the records will show, as a committee to notify me. 

Q. Did you ever state to John R. Clark or any óther member of 
the board of regents in Stillwater since your election to that 
position that you were chosen on account of your politics and not 
on account of fitness for the place? 

A. Icertainly did not; I would certainly not be guilty of say- 
ing I was unfit for the position when I have been doing that 
kind of work for ten or fifteen years. I might have said, how- 
ever, that my appointment might have been made from the fact 
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that the office was created and had to be filled, and that the 
board was democratic and they would certainly put in a dem- 
ocrat, and why not an active one? I have my doubts, however. 
that 1 said that much. 


Q. Since you have been secretary and accountant, of the col- 
lege, have you been in the habit of drinking beer and other 
intoxicants there at Stillwater? 

A. I drink beer, but not to any extent, so as to interfere with 
my duties or during office hours. 


Q. Have you during the time referred to been under the infu- 
ence of liquor at any time so as to incapacitate youfrom the per- 
formance.of your duties there at the college? l 

A. No sir; Thave not 

Q. Can you state briefly how the financial business in connec- 
tion with the college is managed now; that is, how the members 
of the faculty are paid, and the students and other employes 
upon the farm? 

A. I will state that every one connected with the college and 
station are paid liberal salaries and wages, with the exception 
of the professor of mathematics, E. F. Clark, professor of 
English, Freeman E. Miller, and the principal of the prepar- 
atory department, H. E. Thompson; they are not paid in propor- 
tion. to the other officials, their salary being $1,200 per annum, 
and all other members of the faculty are paid $1,800 per annum; 
Dr: Neal is paid $2,000 per annum with allowances including 
dwelling house, horse and buggy, water and lights, and veget- 
ables from the farm in season; the president is paid $2,500 per 
annum, and the secretary $1,500; the three names mentioned : 
before, their salaries should be raised or the balance reduced. 
All positions up there are what most any one would say is an 
easy job, and the secretary does as much work for the money 
received as any official connected with the college and station, 
with the three exceptions noted above. The labor is performed 
by the students and three or four regularly employed men; the 
regularly employed men receive $40 per month. And up to a 
short time ago the students received 15 cents per hour; they are 
paid 10 cents now. There is more or less favoritism in the 
selection of students, the preference being given tó students who 
live at Stillwater and vicinity: as an example as how they are 
paid I will refer to one case. There is one student who has 
received from the station fund for work while going to school 
from $49 to $61 per month, while at the same time men who are 
employed all of their time only receive $40. When the atten- 
tion of the board was called to this matter and the student's 
labor was reduced to 10 cents per hour this particular student 
quit school and begun work on the college at $40 per month. 


Q. Are officers and students of the college and other employes 
paid upon sworn vouches or a pay roll? 


A, Up to a very recent date they were paid simply from a 
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time-check as furnished by the superintendent of the farm, but | 
all accounts have to be sworn to, including the laborers, before 
they are paid: that, however, was done over the protest and 
opposition of the director of the station, and he has up to this 
time refused to approve the bill of the Daily Leader for print- 
ing the form of these accounts. 

Q. I will ask you what reason he assigned for refusing to 
approve this account for printing? 

A. That the government of the United States did not require 
accounts to be sworn to and it was a lot of red tape and foolish- 
ness to do so. He also stated that President Alvord would 
bring back authority from the attorney-general of the United 
States that it wasn't necessary. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you have examined Presi- 
dent Alvord's report made to the secretary of the interior and 
secretary of agriculture of the United States? 

A. I have examined it. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether in your opinion the recom- 
mendations made by him with reference to the employment of 
assistants upon the college farm are necessary for the institu- 
tion? 


A. Not in any particular whatever, unless it be for fie pur- 
pose of giving each one of the professors a private secretary. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you know how President Alvord 
employed his time while he was connected with the institution? 

A. He was employed entirely in purchasing goods and sup- 
plies and furniture for the college, and writing letters. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether he heard any classes? 

A. Beginning after the December meeting of the faculty, 
which adopted the course of study for the winter term, he was 
assigned the book-keeping class, but the class was not organ- 
ized until after his resignation; but he never visited a class- 
room during recitation hours unless he was showing some 
visitor through the building. I get this information from the 
professors. 

Q. I will ask you to state if you know of his visiting other 
parts of the territory during. his connection with the institution 
and delivering addresses in the interest of the institution? 


A. I know that he visited other cities in the territory, and 
taking it from the public prints, it was always to the interest 
of some local interest and I think to advertised himself. -He 
visited Washington City, was gone over a month, drew a salary 
x RE while absent and over $125 expenses from the college 

un 


Q. Did he make any other visits outside the territory that you 
know of? 


A. 1 think not. 
Q. I will ask you to state whether his expenses were paid in 
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visiting the other places of the territory in the interest of the 
college. 

A. Invariably so; in fact, every trip that he made from there 
was paid by the college. 

Q. I will ask you to state when he tendered his aaia l 

A. On the 21st day of December, 1894. 

Q. Upon tendering his resignation, where did he go? 

A. Soon afterwards, during Christmas week, he visited Guth- 
rie; and on the morning of the 8th of January he left, and has 
not returned. He sent out out his report and letters to the dif: 
ferent members of the board from Topeka, Kan., Qa bed the 11th 
of January. 

Q. Up to what time did he draw his salary? 

A. He drew his salary, to the amount of $70, up to and includ- 
ing January 11th. 

Q. I will ask you to state how he was employed immediately 
before leaying the college? 

A. On Monday morning, January 7th, he was reported by the 
director of the station as being sick, and during his absence Dr. 
Neal, director of the station, acted as president. Having some 
business with Dr. Neal, and hearing someone in the adjoining 
room, which is the office of the president, 1 naturally supposed 
it was Dr. Neal, and went in, and found Mr. Alvord copes his 
whiskers, preparatory to what I afterwards saw was having his 
picture taken with the interior of the office, in different atti- 
tudes. 

Q. Do you know at whose expense this was? 

A. Yes, sir. Mr. Bruce, the photographer of Stillwater, has 
presented a bill for the same, which has been approved by the 
acting president and audited by the chairman of the auditing 
committee, Henry E. Glazier, and will be paid on my return to 
Stillwater. 

Q. Have you that voucher with you? 

A. No voucher has been made. There was a bill; the total 
amount of the bill of the photographer is $8.50, but the portion 
that I refer to above is for four negatives, $1.00 each. 

Q. Was this picture you saw taken, the picture of the presi- 
dent in his office? 

A. It was; posing at his desk. à 

Q. Were the pictures taken of the president in ere atti- 
tudes? 

Yes, sir. 

Q. I will ask you to state what funds you pay dl bills out of? 

A. The incidental fund. 

Q. I will ask you to state for the information of the committee 
whether President Alvord during the time that he was connected 
with the college declined and refused to have accounts sworn to 
. in accordance "with the instructions of the board of regents? 


A. He did. 
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Q. I will ask yeu to state what reasons he assigned for so 
refusing? 

A. It being unnecessary and there was no law for it, and that 
he didn't want to be bothered with such unnecessary trouble; 
that his accounts were correct any way. 

Q. I will ask you to state if he questioned the authority of the 
board of regents to make such an order? 

A. Directly he did not to me, but I heard him make this 
statement at the faculty meeting one'day, in which he stated, 
“that the first duty of the faculty was to educate the board of 
regents, and that when they were properly educated they 
could run things to suit them.” 

“Q. I will ask you to state whether after the president refusing 
to make proper verification of his account the board made any 
further order with reference to such matter? 

A. After I called the attention of the board to this matter 
they, on December 21st, passed another resolution requiring all 
accounts to be sworn to; on page 165 of the record. 

Q. I will ask you whether after the passage of that resolution 
that President Alvord still refused to verify his accounts? 

A. He did. Also refused to have checks countersigned by the 
secretary. 

Q. Was this in violation of the order of the board of regents? 

A. Yes sir, in violation of the by-laws. 


Q. From what time did President Alvord draw his salary as 


' president of the college. i 


A. From the 1st day of July, 1894. 


Q. I will ask you to state when he assumed the duties of 
president of the college? 

A. August 4th, 1894. 

Q. Had he, to your knowledge, been to the territory previous 
to that time? 

A. I don't think he had. He arrived the day before, I think, 
at Guthrie. 

Q. I will ask you to give the committee the monthly expendi- 
tures of the college at this time? 

A. For salaries: The college and station salaries are paid 
from different funds; the station salary list per month is $141.66; 
the salaries for the farm for the past six months has been 

76.62; the labor for the farm for the last six months has been 
ex 281.50. 

Q. In connection with the expenses of the experiment station 
there appears an item for traveling expenses of $12.01. What 
is that for? 

A. Itis for the expense of Dr. Neal and Prof. F. A. Waugh 
for expenses to Guthrie, Norman and other places in the ter- 
ritory. 

Q. I will ask you to state if students were employed by Presi- 
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dent Alvord to Pedo services that properly A to your 
department or that-you could have performed? 


A. He had such work done by several of the students. 

Q. Iwill ask you to state if you expressed a willingness to 
President Alvord to perform these various services? 

A. Yes, sir, on several occasions. 


Q. What answer did he make? 

A. That he had nothing for me to do. 

Q. In the employment of these students 1 will ask you to state 
whether, in your judgment, any favoritism was shown and, if 
so, what? ` 

A. No, I don’t think there is any favoritism shown there. 

Q. I will ask you to state if there was any favoritism shown 
in the employment of students on the farm? 

A. There was; the students living in and around Stillwater 
were given the preference over nonresident students. 

Q. I will ask you to state if there is a name on the pay roll of 
employes of A. N. Caudell? 

A. There is. l 

Q. At what salary per month? 

A. Thirty-five dollars. 

Q. What are his duties, if you know? 

A- Heis known as janitor for the offices of Professors Holter 
and Waugh. x 

Q. Do you know what he does? 

A. The principal work he perf rms is of a private nature for 


the director of the station, making fires and being general 
utility man around his residence. 


Q. 1 will ask you to state what amount has been paid out for 
feed for stock on the farm for the six months ending December 
31st, 1894. 

A. One hundred and twenty dollars and twenty cents. 

Q. What stock was that feed purchased for? 

A. Six head; four horses and two mules. 

Q. I will ask you to state what number of students are now in 
attendance at the college outside of Payne and Lincoln counties. 

A. Four or five. 

Q. What number are in attendance from Lincoln county? 

A. Not more than half a dozen. 


Q. I will ask you to state as a matter of fact whether or not 
most of the students now in attendance at the college are those 
living in Stillwater and the immediate vicinity of Payne county? 

A. Yes, sir; most of them do, and quite a number ride in and 
out to attend school. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you know any thing about 
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the item of $5,516.06 mentioned in President Alvord's report on' 
page 25, with reference to the disbursements for labor at the: 
experiment station last year? 

A. I do not; that was before -I begun keeping the books, and 
this amount was disbursed by the director of the station. - 

Q. Will you briefly state for the information of the committee 
the method you have of keeping the accounts of the college and 
station? 

A. It is in conformity with the rules and forms as furnished by | 
the department of agriculture at Washington, there being 
eighteen abstracts of accounts which the money can be expended 
for. I have a cash book and ledger for the station, and there is 
a specially prepared book for keeping the college accounts, and 
I have prepared a form specially adapted for the station ac- 
counts, which will be used beginning with January, 1895. 

Q. Have you received assistance from any one with reference 
to the preparation of these books in which to keep the accounts 
of the college and station? 

A. None whatever. ` 

Q. I will ask you to state if you are acquainted with W. E: 


` Hodges, clerk in Marshal Nix's office? 


A. Yes, sir, I am. 

Q. Did you ever go to him and ask him to assist you in open- 
ing a set of books for the college? 

A. No, sir, and no one else. 

Q. There appears on the time checks for the experiment sta- 
tion an item of K. C. Lester of five hours a day for barn work 
during the month of January of each day; will you please ex- 
plain to the committee that item and what it is for? 

A. It is for feeding the six horses and mules, he being allowed 
by the director of the station five hours per day for that purpose 
alone. 

Q. I will ask you to state if the men who drive the teams on 
the farm have any thing to do with the feeding of them? 

A. They do not unless on exceptional occasions when they do 
it as an accomodation for Lester; very often they do it, but he 
gets credit for the five hours. 

Q. At what rate is Mr. Lester paid per hour for this work? 

A. Up to a short time ago he received 15 cents per hour, and 
was reduced to 10 cents. 

Q. Is this party, K. C. Lester, a student at the college? 

A, He is having begun school last week again; he quit about 
two months, and begun school again last week. 

Q. I will ask you to state how much this student received 
from the college for services in August, 1894? 

A. $60.00. ) 

Q. How much for July? 
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A. $55.59. 
How much for Sta? 
A. $50.55. 


Q. I will ask you whether, since your econ with the col- 
lege, you have had any leave of absence? if so, when? ‘and for 
what purpose? 

A. At the meeting of the board i in August, 1894, I was granted 
leave of absence three weeks from the 22d of Augúst, for the 
purpose of attending the annual sesssion of Knights of E 
lodge at Washington, D. C. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you had an assistant em- 
ployed during your absence to perform the duties as secretary 
and accountant of the college? 

A. I did. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether this paper which you now 
have in your hand is the paper referred to in your testimony yes- 
terday as being the list of your duties furnished you by the di- 
rectors of the station? 

A. It is; which reads as follows: 

DUTIES OF SECRETARY. OF COLLEGE AND STATION. 

Make and arrange a bulletin list. 

Mail all bulletins. 

File and answer all routine letters. 

Keep account of college and station. 

Keep records-of all college and station as far as required by 
the president and directors. 

Have charge of library, make list of books, and records of 
library. 


Q. I will ask you to state what you did with .this list when it 
was furnished you? 

A. I retained it and showed it to Mr. Caruthers, a member of 
the board of regents, on my return to Oklahoma City. 


Q. What did he do with the list? 


A. He scratched out all except ‘‘Keep account of college and 
station,” and wrote these words on the list: ‘‘Prescribed by 
board of regents.” 


Q. I will ask you to state if you know any thing about Presi- 
dent Alvord having paid a bill to Harper Bros. for books betore 
they were received? . ^ 


A. Yes sir, he did. , 


Q. State the circumstance. . 

A. He paid for the invoice of books and since his departure 
the acting librarian, Mr. F. E. Miller, thought that some books 
were short on the invoice, and failing to find the original in- 
voice, he wrote Harper Bros. for a duplicate, and on checking 
the same up, he found that there was seventeen volumes short, 
but which had been paid for. 
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Q. Then, as a matter of fact, the president had paid for seven- 
teen volumes which have never been received? 

A- Yes sir. ~ 

Q. Iwill ask you if you ee any other official duties out- 
side of secretary and accountant of the college? 

A. Yes sir. I was appointed a notary public for the purpose 
of verifying all accounts. On or about the 20th of each month I 
go to all the merchants and people whosell goods to the college 
and station and furnish them with prepared blanks, and on or 
about 1st of each month, I go around and gather these accounts 
up and take their acknowledgement free of charge, to the college 
or station and the parties selling the goods. 

Q. Will you, at any time, give the committee such information 
as they desire and exhibit to them your books and accounts, and 
explain to them fully your system of keeping the same? 

A. I will, as it is my desire to meet with the committee, or as 
many as can at one time, and go over with them and show them 
in every particular the condition of my system and rules for 
keeping the books as compared with the previous management 
and rules. I have with me all vouchers, forms and papers of 
every description, and I wish very much that the committee 
would allow me the privilege of showing them the same.

T. M. Upshaw, previously sworn, being recalled, deposes and 
SAyS: 

Q. Have you any recommendations -to make to the committee 
with reference to the financial management of the interests of 
the college? 

A. Yes. 

Q. State what recommendations you would make? 

A. I would recommend that the president of the college and 
the director of the station be relieved of their duties pertaining 
to the disbursement of funds; that that matter be put in the hands 
of one person who shall have the entire control and management 
of the disbursing of the funds for the college and station; that 
this officer should be under bond for the faithful discharge of 
his duties; and that the superintendent of the farm have tne 
power and authority to employ all of the ordinary laborers and 
to fix the price of same; that the director of the experiment 
station be relieved of that duty, as the superintendent of the 
farm would have a better knowledge and management ot labor 
than any professor.

Q. I will ask you to state whether there has been any clash 
of authority as between the director of the station and the farm 
superintendent? 


A. Not since I have been there. I have understood that there 


was such a state of affairs existing between the predecessor of . 


the present farm superintendent and the director of the station. 
I think the relations of the present superintendent and director 
are very friendly. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether to your knowledge Presi- 
dent Alvord ever assigned any reason for leaving the institu- 
tion other than the facts set forth in his report? 

A. It was the common talk around Stillwater that his wife 
would not come out this country anyway, and that was one of 
the reasons for his wanting to leave. 


Q. In the item of money- drawn by John A. Wimberly, . 


amounting in the aggregate to something near $5,000, can you 
state for the inforniation of the committee what sums entered 
into that other than for services as purchasing agent and super- 
intendent of buildings? : 
A. Three thousand six hundred and twentydollars, that being 
placed to his credit at the Guthrie National Bank by order of 
the board of regents; $1,000 on January 13, 1892; $1,000 Feb- 


l ruary 25, 1892; $1,000 March .25, 1892, and $620 on August 10, 


for building purposes. 


Q. Then the difference between the aggregate amount of 
$4,898.05 and $3,620 would represent what Mr. Wimberly had 


drawn for services as purchasing agent and other expenses not - 


including his per diem and mileage as regent, proper? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did Mr. Wimberly serve more than one term as regent of 
this institution? ' 

A. I think not, but am not positive as tothat fact; the records 
will show. 


Q. 1 will ask you to state whether Attorney General Gal- 
braith, Mr. Caruthers, oue of the present regents, and Governor 
Renfrow were active in securing you this place which occupy as 
secretary and accountant of the college and station? 


A. Gov. Renfrow did not know of my appointment or election 
to this office until the following day; he was not present at the 
meeting of the board of regents on April 24, 1894, and the office 


was not created or thought of by any members of the board, so : 


I have been informed by all of them’ until recommended by Dr. 
Neal, the director of the station. Mr. Caruthers, sol have been 
informed by other members of the board, preferred another 
person for the position other than myself; Mr. Galbraith was 
present at that session of the board and recommended me, and 1 
owe my election to John R. Clark, Dr. Howard and J. C. Cald- 
well, so 1 have been informed. 1 was not present and was not 
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an applicant for the place; did not ‘know that I pas been elected 
until notified by members of the board. 


—Q. I will ask you to state if you know whether Attorney Gen-. 


eral Galbraith was representing Governor Renfrow atthe meet- 
ing of the board. 
A. Ido not know.

F. Caruthers, of lawful age, having porn first duly sworn, de- 
. poses and says: 

Q. State your name, age and place of residence? 

- E. F. Caruthers; 84 years of age; residence, Oklahoma City, 

Q. Whatis your accupation? l 

A. Cash clerk of the United States land office. 

Q. State official position you-occupy toward the board of the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College of Stillwater? 

A. I am treasurer of said board, and also a member of the 
board of regents. 

Q. I will ask you to state how long you have occupied the 
position of treasurer and member of the board? 

" A. I don't remember exactly, but I think my commission 
dated August, 1893: 

Q. I will ask you to state if you attended the first css of 
the present board? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where was that meeting held and what members of the 
board attended? 

A. There was an informal meeting of the board here at the 
governor's office on or about August 5, 1893, when the board or- 
ganized; that is as near as I can remember. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you, as treasurer of the 
board of regents of the Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
ever received the funds in the hands of the former treasurer, 
Mr. Amos A. Ewing? 

A. 1 have received small sums at different times from him but 


I couldn't say whether it is all the money belonging to the insti- 


tution in his hands. 

Q. Please state the amounts that you have received at differ- 
ent times from Mr. Ewing, the former treasurer? 

A. On or about July 1, 1894, I received a draft on the People’s 
Bank, at Kingfisher, from Mr. Ewing for the sum of $42.96, and 
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I inferred from what Dr. Neal said that this belonged to the col- 
lege incidental fund. -On or about January 24, 1895, I received 
a draft from Mr. Ewing for the sum of $47.50; I believe that he 


has paid $50 or $60 or along about that amount to Dr. Nealof 


the experiment station. This is all the money I have ever re- 
ceived from him. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you ever had any conversation 
with Mr. Ewing, the former treasurer of the board, with refer- 
ence to the balance in his hands, as treasurer? - 

A. I have. 


Q. If so, state what he said? . 

A. We have had so many informal talks on the subject that 1 
can't remember the dates; sometime in November or December, 
1893, I think it was, I served a peremptory writ of mandamus on 
Mr. Ewing, at Kingfisher, in person; the sheriff of that county 
ordered him to pay over all sums of money and all books in his 
possession belonging to the Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege of Oklahoma. Mr. Ewing then and there refused to obéy; 
afterwards however, we corresponded on the subject and he 
agreed that whenever we would allow him a salary of 8500 a year 
for about one year and a half or something like that, that he 
would pay over every dollar at once and square up. | 

Q.. In thé course of those conversations did he state to you the 
amount that would be due the institution after allowing him the 
salary he claimed? 

A. He did not. : 

Q. Did he deliver to you any books belonging to the office of 
treasurer of this college? 

A. He did not. 

Q. Did he state to you that he had any books that belonged to 
the college? 

A. I don't remember positively; I think he stated to me that 
he did'nt keep any books that belonged to the college; simply 
used checks and stubs for squaring up his accounts. 

Q. Did he state to you anything about keeping the separate 


funds in different accounts, that is the Morrill, Hatch and inci- . 


dental fund? 

A. I don't think he ever did; if he did 1 don't remember. 

Q. Have you any means of ascertaining the amount of money 
that Mr. Ewing still retains in his hands as treasurer of the 
college? : 

A. None except through the books and accounts that are kept 
there of the college in the secretary's office. 

Q. From an examination of those books are you able to state 
what the books show that he still retains? 

A. From the best information that I can get from the books I 
am led to believe that he has about $3,000 of the Morrill fund. 
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Q. When did he ascertain that fact from an examination of 
those books? 

A. I think it was some time in September, 1894. 

Q. I will ask you to state if, upon ascertaining that ‘fact, 
werner you reported the same to the board of regents as treas- 
urer! 


A. I did. > 


Q. What action, if any, did iE board óf regents take, to ob- 
tain that amount of money from Mr. Ewing? 


A, They instructed me to persist in my effort to settle up the 
matter by amicable adjustment. 


Q. In pursuance of that instruction-what did you do? 


A. Isaw Mr. Ewing very soon thereafter and had a talk with 
him about it, and he said he was ready to square up at any time 
that we would allow him his salary. 


Q. Is that all he said? 


A. Why, he stated that his attorney was willing to come over 
there to Oklahoma City and square the thing up at any time on 
that basis. 


Q. What reply did you make to that? . 

A. I told him I would agree to that. 

Q. Well, did he ever come? 

A. Not for that purpose. 

Q. Well, did he ever come for any purpose, if so, what? 

A. Why, I heard of his being in town two or three times after 
that but he never cáme to see me. 

Q. Did you make any other efforts to see him? 

A. None except through Attorney-General Galbraith. 

Q. You might state what that was? 

A. Mr. Galbraith corresponded with Mr. Ewing's attorney and 


they agreed on a date to meet at the United States land office 


on a certain day and make complete settlement. 
Q. Well, did they come? 
A. They did not. 


Q. Did you ever see Mr. Ewing after that to talk this matter 
of settlement over with him? 


A. Yes, I have seen him frequently in the land office. 

Q. Well, has he ever offered to do anything? 

A. Nothing more than I have stated. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you reported the failure of 
the fact of making the settlement to the board? 

A. I did. 

Q. What action did the board take, if any? 

A. They didn’t take any decisive action in the matter but 
some of them thought I ought to bring suit- on Ewing's bond. 
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Q. Did Mr. Ewing give an official bond as treasurer? 
A. I think he did. 


Q. Have you ever seen that bond? 
A. I have not, that I remember of. 


Q. Then as a matter of fact the board of regents has taken no 
action with reference to this matter other than you have stated? 


A. None that I know of. 


Q. Will you explain for the information of the committee in 
what manner you now keep the accounts of the college? 

A. 1 keep the accounts of the college in three separate funds: 
First, the Morrill fund, belonging to the college proper; second, 
the Hatch or station fund; third, the college incidental fund. 

Q. I will ask you to state how the officers of the institution 
are now paid? 

A. The college president and the director of the experiment 
station on-or about the 25th day of each month make requisition 
on me as treasurer of the board of regents for sufficient funds to 
meet the salaries and expenses for the college and station for 
that month; in said requisition the disbursing officer states the 
fund from which he desires to draw. Upon receipt of his requi- 
sition I issue a check for that amount and send to him direct. 
He takes the check to the secretary of the station and has him- 
self charged up with it, and every time he pays out an account 
he gives his check and has the secretary and accountant ‘give 
him credit for it. And in that way we keep an exact check on 
the disbursing officers. 

Q. In keeping this account I will ask you to state if sworn 
vouchers are taken in every instance from the parties to whom 
money is paid? 

A. Icannot answer that question positively, but the board at 
the beginning of this fiscal year adopted the rule that each and 
every account except the salaries of the professors, must be 
sworn to and audited before being paid. 

Q. Where are these vouchers kept? 

A. I don’t know where they are all kept; most of them are 
kept with the college accountant; some of them are kept by the 
disbursing agent. 

Q. What vouchers have you for the different sums you pay out ` 
as treasurer of the college? 


A.Ihave the requisition of the disbursing agent and the. 


checks with which it was paid, attached to each one. Those 
are the only vouchers that I keep. I don't see very many of the 
accounts, not belonging to the auditing committee. 

Q. Where are the funds of this institution kept by you as 
treasurer? 

A. Part of the funds are kept in the First National Bank at 
PME City, and part of them in the Norman State Bank, at 
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Q. State what amount if you can, you have now on deposit in 


the First National Bank in Oklahoma City. 


A. My blotter shows that I have $5,922.99, 

Q. What amount in the Norman State Bank. 

A. Ihave deposited in the Norman State Bank the sum of 
$18, 175.00. i 

Q. Do you check on both of thése banks to the disbursing 
officer of the college? B 

A. Ido. : 

Q. In the deposits that you make in the different banks do 
you keep in mind the different funds or simply make the depos- 
its as you see fit in each bank as the money is received? 

" A. I deposit the funds arbitrarily in each bank at my discre- 
ion. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether as treasurer of the college 
or otherwise you receive any interest upon the daily balance of 
these accounts? l 


A. T do not. 

Q. Does the college directly or indirectly receive any benefit 
from these deposits from these banks? 

A. It does not. 

Q. Do you as treasurer pay the regular rate of exchange for 


any 'drafts that you may use in connection with the college 
business? 


A. I do not. 

Q. Do you take any obligation from the banks as security for 
what you deposit, either for yourself or the college? 

A. Ido not. 

Q. Who are the officers of the First national bank of Okla- 
homa City, if you know? Board of directors, I mean? 


A. I don't know; the president of that bank is T. M. Richard- 
son, and I think the vice president is George T. Reynolds of 
Albany, Tex., and the cashier's name J. P. Boyle. 


Q. Who are the officers of the Norman state bank? 


A. W. C. Renfrow is president, George T. Reynolds is vice 
president and C. H. Bessent is cashier. 


Q. What is the capital of that bank? 

A. Fifty thousand dollars. à 

Q. What is the paid up capital? 

A. I think it is $35,000; not less than that. 

Q. Were you present at the meeting of the board at which

"President Alvord was employed? 


A. I was. 


Q. Do you know when he assumed his duties as president? 
A. ‘I don’t know exactly, but I think it was some time in 
June, 1894. . 
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Q. Do you know anything about the fact of his receiving a 
month's salary before-he had performed any of the duties of the' 
office or before he had arrived here to assume the duties of the 
office? " 

, A. I don't remember anything about that. 

Q. Can you tel! from your books as treasurer when he received 
his first month's salary? 


A. I think it was some time in September, on or about the 6th - 


of September, 1894, was the first time he made a requisition on 
me. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you. have President Alvord’s 


report made to the Secretary of the Interior aud Secretary of 
Agriculture at Washington. 


A. I have. n 
Q. What have you to say if any thing, with reference to the 


truth of the statements'in that report as to the management of 
this institütion by the. board of regents? 


A, I have nothing to say. 

Q. I will ask you to state if you were present at a meeting of 
the board on the 24th of April, 1894, at Stillwater, when the 
office of secretary and general accountant for the college and 
and station was created, with a salary fixed at $1,200 per annum. 

A. Ithink was. 

o At whose instance if you know was this office created? 

Office was created primarily at the instance of Dr. Neal, 


d of the experiment station; at least he was the first man ` 


that said anything about it to the board that I remember about. 

Q. I will ask you if any one was elected at the meeting to fill 
this position? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Who? m 

A. T. M. Upshaw, of Oklahoma county. 

Q. I will ask you if the vote tendering him this position was 
unanimous, if you know? 

A. Ithink it was, though there was considerable discussion as 
to the salary to be paid. 

I will ask you to state if there -were other applicants at 

that time for this position? 

A. There might have been but I did not know any HAE 
about it. P 


Q. I will ask you to state if there was any notice given of the 
creation of this office or an opportunity given for persons to 
make application for the position before Mr. Upshaw being 
tendered the place. 

A. I think I notified a friend of mine down in Pu 
county about it. 
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Q. Who? i 

A. I think I notified W. L. Chapman down there; I either - 
notified him or told him in person; L think. he was there that 
day; there was quite a number of applicants around for every 
position; I think I presented his name for the pos though I am 
not absolutely certain. ~- 

Q. I will ask you to state if it isn't-a fact that the office was 
created and the place tendered to Mr. Upshaw on the same day? 

A. I'don't remember whether it was or not. 

Q. I will ask you to state if all the regents were present at 
that meeting on the 25th of April, 1894, 
A. I couldn't answer that without looking at the record. 
(looking at record) The record shows that all were present ex- 

cept Governor Renfrow, but I couldn't say anything about it. 

Q. I will ask you if Attorney General Galbraith was present 
during that meeting? 

A. Why. he was around there, with the rest of the outsiders. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether he recommended the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Upshaw. 

A. He did. 


Q. I will ask you to state if Mr. Upshaw presented to the 
board any recommendations or endorsements as to his compe- 
tency as a book keeper and accountant. 

A. I don’t remember that he ever presented any recommenda- 
tion as to his qualifications. 

Q. I will ask you to state how long you had known him before 
his selection for this position. 

A. L had known him about two years, I think. 

Q. Do you know whetber he was a graduate of any business 
college, or whether he had received a commercial education of 
any kind or character? 

A. I do not. E 

Q. What was his business in Oklahoma City? 

A. He was a fire insurance agent, 


Q. I will ask you to state whether, at the time he was select- 
ed, you knew anything about his having been charged with the 
commission of a crime in the state of Texas. 

A. I did not. 

Q. Have you learned since anything about'his having been 
charged with the crime of murder in the state of Texas? 

A. I have not. 


Q. Has any report ever reached you that Mr. Upshaw had 
killed a man in Texas? 

_A. There has not. i 

Q. Was this meeting on the 25th of April a secret or execu- 
tive session of the board, at the time Mr. Upshaw was selected? 


` A. Most of tue time was taken up in secret executive session, 
I think, 
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Q. What applicants for this position of secretary and account-' 


ant of the college were present? ' 
A. No one, that I know of. 
Q. Who notified Mr. Upshaw of his election? 
A. I don’t know;—I will ask to withdraw that answer; I re- 


member now, I told him about that myself; I was deputized to 
¿tell him about it. 


Q. I will ask you when he commenced his work there at the 
“college? 

A. I don't know just when he did commence. 

Q. I will ask you if you know any thing about him being ab- 
sent from the college during June, July and August? 

A. Yes, he was absent a portion of the time. 

Q. What portion? 

A, Inever kept any account of it, but there was part of the 
time he wasn't on duty at all. 

Q. I will ask you to state if he was paid hissalary during that 
time. 

A. WellI comam say, from the fact that I don't keep any de- 


tailed account. Iam very well satisfied that he drew his salary 
all the time. 


Q. I will ask you to state, if you know, who performed the 
duties of this office while Mr. Upshaw was absent? 

A. A young lady named Miss Mary Sinith, I think, some young 
.lady there at Stillwater. I know I got after him once or twice 
and he told me she was there performing the duties of the office. 

Q. Do you know what compensation she received for such ser- 
vices? 

A. Nosir, I couldn't say any thing about'that; very small 
wages. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether, in your judgment, there is 


a necessity for such an office as secretary and general account- 
ant for the college and station? 


A. Yes sir, I think the necessity is very great, from the fact 


that these members of the faculty, whose duty it would be to do ` 


that, are engaged otherwise, with things of a more important 
nature. i 


Q. What salary, if you know, is Mr. Upshaw receiving at this 
time as secretary and accountant? 

A. Why he was getting $125 per month the last time I made 
any inquiry about it, and I don’t believe it has ever been 
changed. 

Q. Was that the amount fixed at the time of his employment? 

A. It was not. . 

Q. When was his salary increased? 
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A. I don't remember exactly when it was, I think about A une 
1. 1894. - 

Q. What was the occasion or necessity for increasing his 
salary from $1200 to $1500 per annum? 

A. The occasion for it was, Mr. Upshaw came before the 
board &fter he had served in the capacity of general accountant 
awhile and stated to the board that he couldn't well keep up on 
$100 a month, and that he therefore asked that his salary be 
raised to $125 a month. These are the facts just as I remember 
them at this time. 

Q. Were any additional duties required of him after this in- 
crease? 

A. Why, I don't know that there was any material change. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you know of your own 
knowledge anything about his competency and experience as a 
bookkeeper and accountant? 

A. I do not, except that I think he keeps the college account 
in pretty good shape and by that alone 1 judge as to his com- 
petency. 

Q. Do you know whether he has any kuowledge of stenog- 


| raphy or typewriting? 


A. No, sir, L couldn't say as to that. 

Q. L will ask you to state whether or not an expert account- 
ant and bookkeeper could be procured to do all the work of the 
college as required of Mr. Upshaw for ©1000 per year? 

A.. I think so. 


Q. Do you know anything about Mr. Upshaw’s habits, as to 
whether he is a drinking man or not? 


A. No, not positively. 


Q. Do you kno% anything about his being in a state of intox- 
ication there at Stillwater, either under the influence of beer or 
liquor since his employment there? ` 

A. I do not. 


Q. Do you know anything about his frequenting saloons and 
other places where intoxicating liquors are sold? 


A. Ido not. 


Q. Has there ever been any complaint made to you as a mem- 
ber of the board, or treasurer, as to any conflict in authority 
between Mr. Upshaw and the president of the college or the 
director of the experiment station? 

A. Why, Mr. Upshaw has made statements to me which lead 
me to believe there was some kind of a conflict between him 
and the disbursing officers there. 


Q. From what he said did you learn the nature of the conflict? 
A. Yes, sir. & 
Q. State what it was. 
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A. Well, in the first place, we created the office for the pur- 
pose of keeping the accounts in a good shape and more espe- 
cially to keep a check on the disbursing officers, and I presume 
from what I could learn that as soon as the president and direc- 
tor became cognizant of the fact that one of the special duties 


of this college accountant was to keep check on them they begun ~ 


to make a vigorous kick against his retention in office. L learned 
furthermore that it was the desire of the station director to use 
this college accountant as a private secretary, to which he 
strenuously objected; when I learned this I instructed the ac- 
countant to go ahead and do whatever was required of him 
within the bounds of reason, provided it did not interfere with 
his duties in keeping the accounts in good shape. Another 
source of irritation to them was that I determined that whenever 
I honored a requisition that the check go into that secretary 
and be charged up to each disbursing agent before he got hold 
of it; this gave rise to considerable friction between the presi- 
dent of the college, the director of the station and the college 
‘accountant. 


Q. I will ask you if Mr. Upshaw ever came to you with a type- 
written statement of his duties there at the college, furnished 
him either by the president or director of the station? 

A. I- don’t remember of any such statement ever being pre- 
sented to me at any time. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether or not upon one occasion 
he presented you with a memorandum of the duties of the secre- 
tary of the college and station, and you struck out with your 
pencil everything written thereon except these words: ‘‘Pre- 
scribed by the Board of Regents?” 


A. It seems to me now that I remember something of that 
sort; there was a paper of some kind presented to the board at 
one time in regard to the scope of the duties of this accountant 
and the salary to be paid to him, and a number of other things 
in connection with his office, but I don’t remember what I struck 
out; I don't remember positively whether 1 struck out anything 
or everything. 

Q. I will-ask you if this list was ever presented to you: 
“Duties of secretary of college station: 

“Make and arrange a bulletin list. 

“Mail all bulletins. 

“Pile and answer all routine letters. 

““Keep accounts of college and station. 

“Keep all records of college and station as far as required by 
the president and director. , 7 


“Have charge of library, and make list of books and records 
of library;” and you struck out everything except “Keep ac- 
counts of collegê and station,” and the following words, ‘‘Pre- 
scribed by board of regents.” 
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A. My memory doesn't run back of that subject sufficient for 


me to say what I struck out or what I retained; that question ` 
was discussed pretty freely when the office was created, and I - 


remember that his duties were to be prescribed by the board 
from time to time; I know he wanted to take charge of. the 
library but they wouldn't let him; the president wouldn't let him 
do anything; he said in one of the meetings that he wouldn't let 
him do any more work for him than he could help. 7. 

Q. I will ask you whether or not as a matter of fact this office 
wasn't created by the board of regents especially for Mr. Up- 
shaw, and as a reward for political services that he had ren- 
dered? 

A. Oh I don't know that it was. dt was not with me, I know 
because I would'nt agree to support Mr. Upshaw; some one 
wanted me to agree to support him for the place and I would'nt 
do it. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not political services 
rendered by Mr. Upshaw were taken into consideration more 
than competency to fill the position? 

A. Ithink not. 


Q. I will ask vou to state whether or not in the employment 
of professors or other employes in the college, the board, in your 
judgment, was influenced by political considerations? 

A. Well I presume they might have been in some instances as 
most boards are. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether you have read that portion 
of President Alvord's report as to the necessity of a secretary 
and accountant? 


A. I have. . - 


Q. Do you concur in what he says in that portion of the re- 
port? 


A. T do not. 
Q. Why, in your judgment, should there be such an accountant? 


A. Because there is work enough there that a man in that 
capacity can' perform and be busy all the time; m is my opin- 
ion about it. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether the account of the expendi- 
ture of these various sums of money are reported to the board 
of regents at their meétings and whether or not they pass upon 
these accounts, and approve or disapprove of them? 

A. The majority of the accounts are made out and sent to the 
auditing committee for their approval or disapproval, and if 
that is'nt satisfactory to the parties presenting the account the 
matter is presented to the whole board for their approval or dis- 
position. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not this auditing com- 
mittee makes a report to the board of regents-of the different 
items approved by it? 
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Q. Then as a matter of fact the board of regents keep no fec- 
ord in detail of the various items and sums of money expended 
from the different funds and in the different departments? 

A. They do not; that is left with the college accountant. 


Q. Who fixes or designates the banks in which the college 
money is placed, since you have been treasurer of the board? 


A. I place it wherever I please. 
Q. Since you have been treasurer how many checks have you 


drawn upon the college fund deposited in the Norman State : 


Bank? 

A. Two or three, I suppose. 

Q. Aggregating what amount? 

A. I couldn't say. The checks are here and will show for 
themselves. 

(Y. Can you state by a reference to the checks or your books? 

A. 1 have drawn two checks and one draft on the Norman 
state bank, aggregating about $6,825. 

Q. Can you tell when you made the first deposit in the Nor- 
man state bank? — 

A. No, sir; I don’t remember that. 7 

Q. About when? 

A. I think it was last year some time. 
Do you keep a bank book? 
Yes, sir. | 
. Where is that? 
At home. 
. Will you produce that? ° 
.. would rather not. 
State as near as you can, from the data in your possession, 
- when you made the first deposit i in the Norman state bank and 
the amount. 

A. I think it was $12,000 on or about April 27th, 1894, either 
$12,000 or $13.000, I don’t know which. 

Q. When did you make the next deposit? 

A. On or about the 25th of August, I think, about $13,000. 


Q. Were those the only two deposits made by you? 

A. Yes, sir, and I have drawn out about $7,000. 

Q. You make your drafts on the First national more asa 
matter of convenience, then, do you? 

A. Not altogether. : S 

Q. Then state why you make more on the First national than 
on the Norman state bank. 

A. First, as a matter of conyenience; second, I .have the 
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greater number of bondsmen at N orman, and a greater pressüre 
is brought to bear from them. 

Q. I will ask you state what you know of the qualifications of 
the present farm superintendent. 

A. Why, heisa pretty good off-hand farm superintendent, I 
think. 

Q. Has he ever, to your knowledge, attended any agricultural 
or mechanical school? " l 


A. Idon't know; never questioned him about that. 


Q. Do you know what his business was before he took charge 
as farm srperintendent? 


A. Of my own personal knowledge, I know nothing of the 
man at all. 


Q. What salary is paid him? 

A. One hundred dollars per month. 

Q. Since you have been a member of the board, how many 
meetings have you attended? 

Q. I don't know, sir; the records show. I know the last cal- 
ender year L attended meetings thirteen days, and I think-about 
five meetings. 

Q. What amount have you received for your services as 
regent since you have been a member of the board? 

A. Why, I think about $75. 

Q. Have you ever received directly or indirectly any other 
sums from the institution or the territory? 

, E ide voted $10 for stationary; I have used about $7 of it, 
in 


Q. Now, is there any other statement Mr. Caruthers that you 
desire to make that will furnish the committee any information 
with reference to the past management of this institution? 
either financially, or in any other way? 


A. I think that the college ought to have more and better - 
land than they have; they ought to have at least 160 acres of 
first-class, representative Oklahoma land on which to make its 
experiments, because the land that is occupied there by the col- 
lege is ordinary up-land; and there is no water, and you cannot 
conduct one of these experiment stations unless you have good 
land and plenty of water. But there is one thing certain, and 1 
think I am right in the matter; that if any cereal or vine will 
succeed up there, it will anywhere on earth. We have set the 
college teams and other teams at work lately and excavated a 
great pond and dam, and have made arrangements to erect a 
large steel windmill and expect to carry out experiments in agri- 
culture and horticulture by means of irrigation, if it ever rains. : 
There ought to be a department of mechanical arts started, in 
order to fulfill the purpose and intent of the law under which 
appropriations were made for that purpose. Ithink the horti- 
cultural department should be provided with a green house and 
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pt apparatus, . Any further than that, I don't wish to say

J. E. Quien, of lawful age, having been first duly sworn, de- 
poseth and saith: 

Q. State your name, age, residence and occupation. 

A. J. E. Quien; 37 years old; residence, Edmond, O. T.; occu- 
pation, newspaper business. 

Q. I will ask you to state what official relation you sustained 
aoe Agricultural and Mechanical college at Stillwater in 
1893. 

A. I was a member of the board of regents. 


Q. State at what time you were appointed, if you know. 

A. Some time in January, 1893; I think about the 1st. . 

Q. I will ask you to state how many MEETS of the board 
you attended, if you know. 

A. I couldn't state that from memory; e examines 
record) 1 think it was twelve. 

Q. Can you state what amount of money you received from 
the collegé and the territory for your services and case 
while you were a member of the board? 

A. About $130.85, close to that; it might be a few cents either 
way. 

Q. When did you cease to become a regent of the college? 

A. That was a question that everv court in this territory was 
asked to determine, and all of them failed. 

Q. Did the governor attempt to remove you? 

A. Yes, sir, with the aid of the courts. 

Q. State the circumstances. 

A. On or about the 7th of August-1 received a letter from the 
governor, dated July 31st 1893, stating that I was removed 
under a certain section of the statute, citing malfeasance in 
oftice. I refused to surrender the books and property of the col- 
lege and continued meeting with the board once a month, up to

and including some time in April, 1894, or che latter part of ` 


March, 1894. 


Q. Did you act as one of the regents during the construction 
of the college building and the letting of the contract? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. State to whom the contract was let. 
K. H. Ryan, of Ft. Smith, Ark. 


Q. Was he the lowest responsible bidder? 
A. Yes, sir, by considerable. 


Q. Do you remember the amount of his contract? 
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A. $14,948.00. 


Q. I will ask you to state who had the heating contract and 
. when it was let, and the amount. 


A. U. G. Prescott & Co., of Topeka, Kan.; the amount was 
$3,490; the date was October 25, 1893. . 


Q. Was that contract let to the lowest responsible bidder? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Was this building and the heatihg apparatus erected and 
put in during the time that you were regent? 


A. No, sir; the building was not finished nor the heating 
apparatus put in until after our board’ was out of existence; the 


new board accepted the building and, I believe, changed or- 
made a new contract with Mr. Prescott for the heating appa- 


ratus. 
° Q. Do you know what amount was paid to Ryan, the con- 
tractor, while you were a member of the board? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

Q. During the time that you were a regent at the college, and 
acting secretary, how was the financial business of the college 
conducted ; that is, how were the officers paid, and by whom. . 


A. They were paid by the president of the college, Mr. 
Barker, and 1 believe by Dr. Neal, the director of the experi- 


- ment station; I won't state positive as to that. 


Q. Were they paid on sworn vouchers or simply on a pay roll. 

A. I think they were paid upon a requisition upon our treas- 
urer, Mr. Ewing. 

Q. Do you know anything about the books that Mr. Ewing 
kept as treasurer of the college? 

A. I do not. 


Q. Was there any separate accounts kept, to your knowledge, 


of the different funds; that is, what is known as the Morrill © 


fund, the Hatch fund, and the incidental fund? e. 


A. That I could not answer, only from hearsay, that Dr. Neal 
kept account of one fund with the treasurer, and President 
Barker of the other fund. 


Q. Then, as a matter of fact, you don't know how the treas- 
urer kept his books? 


A. I do not, for the simple fact that I was secretary but a - 


short time, and before the date upon which our board would 
have made a rigid examination of the treasurer’s books, the 
governor made his attempt to remove us, and from that time 
until April, 1894, we met there monthly for the purpose of pay- 
ing the contractor for his work and transacting the business of 
the board that needed attention. 

Q. During the time that you were a regent do you know any- 
thing about the misappropriation of any funds of the institution, 
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or whether any of the funds of the institution were extrava- 
gantly expended ? | 


A. Only by hearsay, said hearsay coming. from the governor. 
And that amount so claimed by him in my case was somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $4.05. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether there were any changes 
made after you became a regenf of the college with reference to 


the salaries of the professors and other employes, and if so, 
what? 


A. Yes, sir. On March 21, 1893, the salaries of the chemist 
and agriculturist were raised from $1,500 to $1,800. The salary 
of the director of the station and the president of the college 
were each raised $200 per year. 


Q. I will ask you to state if during the time that you were re- 
gent, you had an auditing committee to audit the different claims 
and accounts? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. I will ask you if that auditing committeereported to the 
board at each meeting the accounts allowed and disallowed? 

A, They reported from up to the July, 1893, meeting; they re- 
ported the accounts allowed, and referred the disallowed ac- 
counts back for correction; but after the July meeting the said 
committee only audited those accounts when they had time, as 
we were then on our own expense. 


Q. Have you any suggestions or recomendations to make to 
the committee with reference to the ground upon which the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College is located, or the desirable- 
ness of additional land upon which to make experiments? 

A. The land upon which the institution is now located is all 
upland and a part of it is unfit for cultivation. To successfully 
operate an agricultural college, or to get the best results from 
an institution of that kind in the line of agricultural experi- 
ments a piece of fertile bottom land is absolutely needed. 

Q. Do you know anything about the water supply on the col- 
lege farm? 

A. Yes, sir, it is poor. 

Q. Do you know anything abont how many wells they have 
dug there? 

A. Only from hearsay. 


Q. In'the record of June 1, 1893, there appears in the items al- 
lowed the different regents for attending the meeting of the 
board under the head of expense, for your bill $6.90; then other 
items for mileage and attendance, and then expense attending 
the meeting March 21; explain to the committee what is included 
under the two items for expense. 


A. I think more than likely it includes car fare and possibly 
hotel bill. 


Q. What arrangement, if any, was made by the old board of 
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regents ar the individual members with the governor or any one 
representing -him with reference to closing up the business with 
the old board, and turning over .the Suam of the college to the 
new board appointed by him? 

A. I could only answer for myself; " A. Galbraith, attorney 
general, claiming to represent the governor of the territory, en- 
tered into an agreement with me “early in April, 1894,.said agree- 


ment resulting in me writing out my resignation, he obtaining a - 


withdrawal of the charges as made by the governor; said resig- 
nation and withdrawal being placed in the hands of the third 
party. It was also agreed that our board should meet at Still- 
water, wind up our business, audit our accounts, after which 


` said accounts were to be allowed, and my resignation turned 


over to the governor, and his withdrawal given to me. Said 
meeting was held. bills audited, warrants issued, but the gov- 


ernor prohibited the territorial treasurer from registering said 


warrants. 


Q. Will you furnish, for the information of the committee, the. 


correspondence that passed between you and the governor and 
attorney general that passed in regard to this matter? 


A. Some of it I can.

Q. State your name, age, place of residence and occupation. 

A. John A. Wimberly, age, 29 years, residence, Kingfisher, 
farmer. 

Q. What official position, “if any, did you hold toward the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College at Stillwater. 

- A. I became connected with the agricultural college of Okla- 
homa by appointment, about. December 24, 1890, as regent. My 
connection ceased with the institution, by resignation, on the 
1st day January, 1893. 

Q. Do you remember when the board of regents held their first 
meeting? 

A. Ido not, I was not present for the first two or three meet- 
ings. I was not present at the organization of the board. 

Q. Who composed the board at that time? 

A. R. J. Barker, A. A. Ewing, J. P. Lane, and myself, there 
being at that time one vacancy, owing to the council failing to 
confirm Arthur F. Daniels. 

Q. Iwill ask you if you held any other position connected 


with the college, than regent? 
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A. Yes sir, I did. | 1 
Q. What? ` Y 
A. In November, 1891, I was elected by the board as superin- y 
tendent of buildings. N 


Q. Was your salary fixed at that time?” — BC v 
A. Tf Iam not mistaken, the law provided $3 per day, not to A 
exceed fifty days in one year; the board allowed a compensation 2 


for expenses, the amount of which I am not certain, but the 
books will show. 

Q. At the time you were selected as superintendent of con- 
struction oi public buildings for the college and station, what 
buildings were in the process of construction? 

A. There was no building in process of construction, and the 
farm itself was a raw piece of prairie. 

Q. How long did you serve as superintendent of construction 
of buildings? 

A. I believe that I served, or received salary for fifty days 
that fiscal year, I can't give dates; afterwards, in September, 
same year, an addition to laboratory and barn was erected under 
my supervision. 

Q. What did these buildings cost? 

A. The buildings and additions, contractor's price, if I remem- 
ber correctly, was $3,600 or 83,700, contractor’s price. I think 
some extras were added, I am not sure. 

Q. Can you give the total amount you received from the col- 
lege during the time you were connected with it for services as ^ 
superintendent of buildings? 
^ À. No, sir,+1 can not, for the reason that I received salary as 
superintendent of building and purchasing agent at intervals. 

Q. State when you were employed as purchasing agent. 

A. I was employed as purchasing agent May 6th; 1892. 4 

Q. What were your duties as purchasing agent. i k 

A. My duties as purchasing agent was purchasing all things- 
that was needed to be purchased for both college and station. I 
will say that the object of “creating the purchasing agent was A 
that we had on hands about. $25,000 of a part of the Morrill and < 
Hatch funds, which, if not expended by the end of the fiscal E 
year ending June 30th, would be turned back to the federal gov- 1 
ernment, and the institution needed the supplies and needed a 
them badly; the board had not been satisfied with the purchas- "9 
ing of Dr. Neal; while they had.all confidence in the doctor as an o 
educator and scientist, they had a poor opinion of his financier- E 
ing. My mode of purchasing those- supplies was to consult the + 
heads of the different after their T as to their wants in the 
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various departments; ter their list was submitted to me, + 
whether it was apparatus, books or anything else, I took the . 4 
lists and submitted it to- all the houses doing business in their ^ 
line in the territory and in Kansas City and elsewhere, stating 
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that I would receive bids for the supplying of the various de- 
partments; those bids were received by me as a representative 
of a board and opeued at a board meeting, and in most of the 
cases at least, if not all, the board awarded the contracts, not- . 
withstanding I was &uthorized to close the contracts myself. 
On or about the 1st day of June I saw it was impossible for me 
to expend this money in an intelligent way so it would benefit : 
the college, and at my request Mr. Lane was appointed to assist 
me. Ibelieve in all- cases the lowest bidder received the con-' 
tract. I received for this work $5 per day out of the govern- 
ment appropriation. 

Q. How did you estimate the time that you were.employed in 
in this service? i 

A. L estimated the time what you would term, I suppose, solid 
time; as I worked Sundays as well as other days. In addition 
to my salary I was allowed postage, as I did a very large 
correspondence. 


Q. On page 58 of the record of the board there appears an 
allowance to you of twenty-four days’ service as purchasing 
agent at $5 per day and $5 for postage. Give the committee the 
time when those twenty-fous days were employed by you as 
purchasing agent for the college? "m 


A. It is impossible for me to remember dates. " 


Q. How long did you act as purchasing agent? 

A. My appointment as purchasing agent extended from May 
6 till June 30, 1892, and perhaps longer; I do not remember posi- 
tively. É 


Q. On page 64 of the record there appears an allowance made 
to you for services as purchasing agent for twenty-nine days at 
$5 per day, $145; livery hire six days at $2 per day, $12; train 
ánd hack fare, $10.30; telegrams, $1.75; postage $3, making a 
total of $172.05; within what date was this service rendered and 
this expense incurred. 

A. I suppose the twenty-four days is for the month of June as 
purchasing agent, the expense and. livery hire, and telegrams, 
were incurred through the purchasing of horses as the-professor 
of agriculture wished a team purchased that would not weigh 
less than 3,000 pounds, from four to six years of age. Those 
kind of horses were hard to find in this territory at that time; 
the postage was used in my correspondence. with implement 
dealers, book dealers, labratory apparatus and other things; my 
correspondence was in Wichita, Kansas City, St. Louis, Chicago, 
New York, and even points in Germany. 

Q. Now can you state within what time the twenty-nine day's 
service was rendered? 

A. I suppose the twenty-nine days is from the ist to the 30th . 
of June. 2 

Q. Were you employed as purchasing agent every day, includ- 
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ing Sista from the 6th day of May, 1892, until the 30th day 


of June of the same year? 
‘A. Ido not remember. 
Q. What is your best judgment? 
A. It would be impossible to answer that question. 


Q. Do you know anything about the time that Mr. Lane SERVER 
as purchasing agent? 


A. If L remember rightly, Mr. Lane served atleast Hun days 


if not longer, assisting me in the purchasing. 

Q. What did these horses cost that you purchased? 

A. Two a for heavy work on the farm cost $275.00. 

Q. How much time did you consume as purchasing agent in 
buying these horses? 

A. Not a great deal of time consumed with the horses alone, 
for I carried on my correspondence with the various wholesale 
houses at nights assisted by my wife, perhaps six or eight days 
of daylight was consumed, and maybe: fouger yet the corres- 
pondence was kept up at night. 

Q. How much expense was paid out in fname these horses? 

A. We will have to take the record as an answer. 

Q. Can you give the committee an idea? 

A. No. o 

Q. Did Mr, Lane assist you in purchasing these horses? 

A. He looked at them and said it was the best we could do in 
the territory. I also purchased another horse at the same time 
to be used on the farm for $125.00. 

- Q Do you remember the date these horses were Gianni 

A. Ido not. 


Q. Was any part.of Mr. Lane's bill for services as purchasing 
agent for assisting you in purchasing this team and third horse? 


A. Mr. Lane looked at all three the horses. as I would not 
take the responsibility of purchasing without his approval. 

Q. Did he accompany you in looking for the suitable horses? 

A. No sir; 1 found the horses 1 thought would suit and wired 
Mr. Lane, if I remember correctly, to come and look at them. 

Q. Where were these horses purchased and from whom? 

A. The two horses were purchased from Mr. Kittrell, then of 
Kingfisher, now of Enid; the other animal was purchased of Mr. 


Thomas Sanders, then and: now of Kingfisher, and I would os 
glad to have them appear before this committee. 


Q. Did you have any other members of the board of regents 


made purchasing agents? 
A. Not during the time J was purchasing. At the end, or 


sometime after the fiscal year, ending June 30th, I did not wish 
to continue purchasing, and on my motion Messrs. Lane and 
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Little was made a purchasing committee for the ensuing year. 

Q. Was there any other additional expense in connection with 
the purchase of those horses, if so, what? 

A. $27.50, I believe, for transfering from Kingfisher to Still- 
water. 

Q. To whom was that paid? =- 

A. To G. L. Wimberly, I believe. - 

Q. Who is G. L. Wimberly. 7 

A. He is a brother of mine. 

Q. On page 39 of the record, authority was given to certain 
members of the board of regents to visit the agricultural college 
at Manhattan, Kansas, and an appropriation made to each one 
desiring to visit the institution of $100; I will ask you to state 
Mr. Wimberly, for the information of the committee, whether 
you drew the $100 appropriated under that resolution. 

A. I did. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether you visited the institution 
at Manhattan. 

I did. 

: How long did you remain there. 

. Ido not remember. 

. About how long. 

. It is impossible for me to state with any accurancy. 

. From what point did you start to Manhattan. 

Am not sure whether I started from Kingfisher or Still- 
water as I most always traveled over the Santa Fe any way. 

Q. I will ask you to state what the railroad fare from Orlando 
to Manhattan is if you know. 
= de I could not tell without taking a map and calculating the 
miles.

How many regents accompanied you on that visit? 
Three, besides myself. 
Who were they? 
Barker, Ewing and Lane. 
Did you visit any other institution while you were regent? 
Yes, sir. . 
What institution? 
. Institution in Texas. 
How much was appropriated to you for that visit? 
$125. 
When was that visit made? 
. Either in December or January of 1892-3, In December, 
1892. 

Q. Did you make any other visits? 
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Q. l will ask you to state if you made any report to the faculty 
or board of the visit or the result of your i ud at these . 


different experiment stations? 


A. The visit to the Kansas station was by fie full board at 
that time. It was not deemed necessary for the board to report 
to the faculty, but data was secured and the Oklahoma experi- 
ment station from that time on was a miniature Kansas station, 
as much as practicable. My visit to the agricultural college in 
Texas I secured all data of all practical workings of the insti- 
. tution and wrote a report but understand by the report of the 
committee on investigation appointed by the legislature two 
years ago, that investigated the various institutions of the ter- 
ritory, that that report is not on file. Asto why it is not on 
file I cannot say, for I certainly made a. report. 


Q. 1 will ask you to state if you have ever been back to the 


agricultural college at Stillwater since your visit to the experi-. 


ment station in Texas. 
A. Ihave. 
Q. When? 


A. I returned directly from Texas to Slater and attended 
a meeting of the board. 


Q. There appears upon page 45 of the record an allowance 
of $1:75 per day to you while superintendent of the station 
building, as. expense fund to be paid out of the station fund 
after June 13, 1892; was that in addition to your allowance of $3 
per dav as superintendent? 


A. I suppose it was. 


Q. On page 50 there appears an allowance to you for forty- 
five days service as superintendent of buildings at the rate of $4 
per day, including February 20 and April 5; will you explain 
that item to the committee? The year 1892: 


A. 1 suppose that was in the contracting and directing of the 
first building. 


Q. On the same page there is an n allowance of ten days ser- 
vice as superintendent of building at $1.75 per day to be paid 
out of the station fund, $17.50. Will you explain that item to 
the committee? 


A. Yes, sir; it is unfortunate that the record does not give 
dates. Tt was in the erection of the first building. 

Q. What was that building and when was it erected? 

A. The buildings were four in number. 


Q. Iam asking you about this first building i in which you say 
this service was ‘rendered. 


A. The question should have been asked ‘‘buildings” instead 


of “building,” as four buildings were contracted and erected at 
the same time. 
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Q. When do you say, then, that this service ot En days at 
$1.75 per day was rendered? -- 

A. As the record does not give dates, it is an Sais impos-' 
sibility for me to remember, as the service was rendered almost 
three years ago. 

Q. On the same page there is a record of an allowance to you 
as superintendent of buildings and time employed subsequent 
to April 5, 1892; what was the amount of that bill, if you know? 


A. I do not remember. 

Q. On page 52 there appears an allowance to you of ten days 
service for superintendent of Ra at & per day, $30; when 
were those services tendered ? 

A. Isuppose that those bills all are enumerated from Novem- 
ber to April. I have no means of knowing positively. 

Q. Did you make out an itemized voucher for those services 
you rendered ? 

A. Hach time I made out an itemized account of labor per- 
formed, was duly passed on, considered by the board then in 
session, thoroughly understood by them, accounts audited, and 
by the board allowed. 

Q. Were those vouchers sworn to by you? 

A. No, sir; they were not sworn by me; I was a regular 
employe of the board and none of the employes ever swore to 
accounts, so far as I know. 

Q. At the April meeting held at Stillwater, on the 6th day of 
April. 1892, can you tell from an examination of the record of 
that meeting how much money was allowed you as superinten- 
dent of buildings, giving the time within which the services 
were rendered ard the amount? 

A. Certainly; from the record you can tell the amount. 

Q. Examine the record, then, and give the committee the 
amount that you were allowed. 

A. $227.50 was allowed to me at the April meeting, from the 
record. 

Q. To what time does that pay you? 

A. According to the record, up to and including the 6th of 
April. 

Q. Did that include the amount you were allowed as regent? 

A. That is all that the record shows, except $15.50 as regent, 
which included three days’ service and 130 miles traveled. 

Q. On page 53 of the record, there appears a bill for services 
as superintendent of buildings, allowed to you, of $120.00; what 
does that include? ` 

A. I presume that includes from the 6th of April to the 6th 
of May. 

Q. Now, were you employed every day from the 6th of April 
to and including the 6th of May, 1892, as superintendent of 
buildings? - 
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A. Ido not enter whether my time was employed all the 

time as superintendent of buildings or not; I do remember, how- 

ever, that my time from the 6th of April to the 6th of May, in- 

cludin g Sundays, was employed in some capacity connected with 
the Agricultural and Mechanical college. 


Q. What service did you perform on Sundays that you 


Ser, 


charged for in connection with the superintendency of build- | 


ings? 

A. We had some building material, 1 believe, off the-rail- 
road; or the contractor had them hauled, rather; it was my 
duty to inspect material when itarrived on the ground, which 1 
always did, irrespective of the day on which it arrived. 


Q. Do you call to mind any service that you rendered between 
the dates named— April 6th and May 6th, 1892—in which you 
performed any service for this institution on Sunday? 

A. Ido not recall any special labor performed on those days, 


but it must have been performed or I should not have asked 
recompense, and neither would the board have allowed the 
same had they not understood the nature of the work and time. 


Q. Now, you charge fór services as superintendent of build- 


ings from the 20th of February, to and including the 5th day of . 


April, 1892, for which you. were paid; you also charge, within 
that same time, three days’ services as regent of the college, do 
you-not? 

A. I do not remember. 


Q. What is your best judgment? 
A. My judgment would be poor when I do not remember the 
occurrence. 


Q. If the record shows that fact, it is correct, is it not? 
A. I would naturally suppose so, although I did not have the 
keeping of the records. 


Q. During the month of June, 1892, you charged the board for 
29 days service at $5.00a day, ageregating $145. 00 for services 
as purchasing agent. During the same time you charged for 
three days services at one time and three days services at an- 
other and $6.00 for subsistence, during tbis period. , Will you 
please explain to the committee how that occurred? 

A. Isuppose the subsistence means postage and stationery; 
the 29 days was for purchasing agent; I will say, as near as I 
remember, when the board met my wife attended to my corres- 
pondence for me as purchasing agent while I attended board 
meeting. 1 presume the board allowed me on such times double 
pay, both as regent and as purchasing agent; am not sure; allI 
am going by is the record. Have no means of remembering the 
amount paid except by reference to the record. 


Q. During this same time and at the meeting on the 29th of 
June, 1892, there appears an additional allowance to you of $9.00 
expense to be paid out of the station fund. 
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A. That, perhaps, might have been car Hus in connection 
with purchasing. 

Q. Will you take the record and examine it ana state for the 
information of the committee how much you were allowed by 
the regents and the amount received by you for services from 
the 5th of May, 1892, to and including the 29th day of June of 
the same year. ~ 


A. There appears from the record at the meeting. of the board | 


June 29, 29 days as purchasing agent at $5.00 per day, $145.00; and 
livery hire 6 days at se. 00 per day, 912.00; train and hack fare, 
$10.30; telegram, $1.75; postage, $3.00; total, $172.05. On June 
1, I was allowed 24 days as purchasing agent, $5.00 per day, 
$120. 00; postage, $5.00; making a total of $195. 00, and five days 
as regent and $12.00 for subsistence, which I suppose means 
stationery, postage, and probably some other matters. 


Q. I willask you if you desire to make any explanation to 
the committee with reference to any of these allowances that 
were made to you by the board of regentsand received by you? 

A. I believe there is no explanation necessary as I have pre- 
viously stated that we would have to take the record, as I have 
no means of remembering accurately and should have to admit 
the record as evidence, although I did not keep that record my- 
self, and it was kept by a person not friendly to me personally. 


Q. Referring to the record on page 69 you were allowed the 
sum of $5.00 per day for 31 days services in the monti of July, 
and 10 days in August at the rate of $5.00 per day, making a 
total of $205.00: have you any explanation to make to the com- 
mittee with reference to that charge. as superintendent of 
buildings? l 

A. Yes, sir, I remember something of that item; that bill was 
allowed for having plans and specifications drawn for addition 
to laboratory and barn, for contracting the same, receiving 
bids and contracting for the same, and partly superintending 
their erection. 

Q. Were you employed every day during the month of July 
and ten days in August as superintendent of buildings? 

A. I suppose I was or would not have been paid for it. 

Q. On page 72 of the record there appears an allowance to 
you by the board of $18.00 for subsistence; explain that item? 

A. T do not remember the item nor know what the secretary 
means by subsistence; but suppose that it meant for some ex- 
pense incurred by me, perhaps money paid out for some expense 
or other. 

Q. You received the amount, did you? 

A. Ido not know; as I have stated before, we are going by the 
record. 

Q. At this same meeting of the board in August, on page 73, 
it appears that you were allowed for six days’ services as re- 
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gent, $18.00; and mileage, 250 miles, $12.50; making a total of 
$30.50. 


.A. I received that item. 


@. And the six days that you charge for as regent was tor 
services at the board meeting, wasn't it? 


A. I suppose so. 5 


Q. Then you charged the board for thirty-one days’ services 
in July and ten days’ services up to and including August 10, 
and for six days’ services as regent at this board meeting? 

A. If I charged for ple as regent and superintendent of 
buildings at the same time, I performed double labor the days 
mentioned, was understood Uu the board at that time, considered 
just, audited and allowed, and paid. 


Q. And this also included Sundays? 

A. I suppose that it did. . 

Q. Do you.desire to make any other statement for the infor- 
mation of the committee? if so, do so. 

A. Nothing, except that my accounts always, whether for 
labor performed, postage, stationary, or any other expense, was 


always considered by the board, fully explained, and fully 
understood at that time, considered legitimate and paid.

DEAR SIR:—Since leaving Guthrie, I have been considering 
my testimony, given before the investigation committee and am 
of the opinion that one of my answers is, as to what monies 1 
had received, is not correct in this: 1f 1 remember my answer 
correctly, I testified that I received no money except on vouchers 
that had been audited by the territorial auditor, when as I now 
remember, certain of the personal accounts of the regents were. 
under the old law, paid by the president of the college out of 
college funds, and at one or two meetings after I became a 
member of the board, I received such checks. The matter is not 
material except that my answer as made places me in the posi- 
tion of having testified falsely, and the president of the college 
in the position of having misappropriated the funds so paid to 
me. 

Please attach this to my testimony and treat it as a correction.

Says! 

Q. State your name, age, place of residence and occupation. 

A. C. O. Blake; 34 years of age; El Reno, O. T.; occupation, 
attorney at law. 


Q. State wher you first became a member of the board of re- 
gents of the Agricultural and Mechanical College at Stillwater. 


A. About January 30, 1893. l) 

Q. By whom were you appointed a member of the beara? 

A. By Governor Seay. 

Q. How long did you serve as regent? 

A. I performed the duties of regent until I was ordered bya 
writ of mandamus from Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 


Bierer, to turn over the records to my successor in office; the 
date I cannot fix. 


Q. During the time that you were regent was there any change 
made in the salaries of the professors or employes of the insti- 
tution? 

A. Yes, sir, there was some changes made in the salaries of 
the professors; also I think, of the president, and it is my recol- 
lection that there were orders made from time to time with ref- 
erence to the amount of compensation of employes on the station 
fund. 


Q. Certain charges nace been made with reference i the mis- 
appropriation of the college fund and in the employment of per- 
sons connected with that “institution for political services ren- 
dered; I will ask you to state if during your official connection 
with the college, you can furnish the committee any information 
concerning these charges? 

A. I cannot. Political service was no test of qualification 
while I was a member of the board; the only new employes 
elected while I was a member, if I remember, were the professors 
for the college, at least one of whom differed politically from the 
members of the board... We selected these men on account of 
high recommendations for integrity and for proficiency in their 
various branches of learning. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you know anything about the 


qualifications of A. V. McDowell, who I believe was farm super- - 


intendent at that institution? 

A. I know nothing of his qualifications except what I learned 
by experience while a member of the board. Mr. McDowell was 
superintendent of the farm when I was appointed. . 

Q. You were a member of the board during the letting of the 
contract for the college building, were you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. To whom was that contract let?. 

A. H. Ryan. 
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. Was the lowest responsible bidder? 
. Yes sir, he was the lowest bidder. 


. 1 will ask you to state who was employed as architect? 
H. M. Hadley, of Topeka, Kansas. 4 


Were there other applicants for position as architect? . 
. Yes sir; I know one other. 


Was there any particuiar reason why Mr. Hadley * was em- 
ployed? 

A. It was represented to us that he had entered into- a con- 
tract with a building committee of the old board; we found that 
he had a sort of contract with that committee, and decided that 
under the circumstances he should be given preference, if other 
matters were equal. 


Q. In connection with the construction of that building Mr. 
Blake, do you know of any misappropriation of funds or any 
speculations of any kind or character in connection with the 
work? i 

A. No sir, I do not. Itis my firm conviction and belief from 
my experience as a member of the board, that every member of 
the board acted conscienciously in all matters under its charge 
while I was a member. 


Q. Is there, any other statement that you desire to make or 
can-you give the committee any information with reference to 
the management of thís institution? 

A. As to the first part of the question I have only to say that 
I desire a full and complete investigation of the conduct and 
proceedings of the board of regents during the time that Iwasa 
member; and think that it is but justice that it should be made, 
such serious charges of mismanagement have been made in 
newspaper reports and official reviews. L don't know that I can 
make any suggestions as to the management of the institution 
that can be of any service, unless asked as to special matters. 
I would like to state, however, that during the time that Iwasa 
member the greatest trouble and confusion resulted from not 
having appropriate rules and regulations for the government of 
the institution of the board. 


Q. I will ask you to state, Mr. Blake, whether during the time 
you were a member of the board of regents, you directly or in- 
directly, received any money from the college fund or the terri- 
tory except the amount paid you for your per diem and mileage 
as regent of that institution? 


A. I did not receive one cent in any manner except as it was 
allowed by the board and audited by the territorial auditor, as 
will appear from the public records. I mean as was allowed for 
mileage and per diem as a member of the board of regents and 
expenses.

W. H. Campbell, of lawful age, pene duly sworn, deposes and 
says: 


Q. State your name, age, place of residence and occupation? 
A. W. H. Campbell, 54 years old, Orlando, O. T.; farming. 


Q. What official position, if any, did you sustain to the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College at Stillwater? 

A. I was appointed a regent of the. Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal College of Oklahoma in May, 1898, acted with the board of 
regents during the months of June and July, 1893, without any 
interference; afterwards I acted with the board of regents till 
February, 1894. 


Q. Were you a member of the commission that located the 
college? | 

A. I was one of three commissioners who located the college 
in June, 1891? 


Q. What information can you give the committee with refer- 
ence to the character of the land upon which the institution is 
located? 

A. To one not expert in analyzing soils and from observation 
of crops produced on various classes of lands in Oklahoma ter- 
ritory, L will say that the land appeared to the commissioners to 
be first class second bottom land except the northwest forty 
acres of the tract, composing the grounds of the college. That 
is of the ordinary upland. 

Q. Is it well adapted for the purposes of an experiment farm, 
in your judgment? 

A. With the addition of a quantity of bottom land, I think it 
would be. 

Q. What information can you give the committee with refer- 
ence to the water supply on the college farm? 

A. The water supply is scarce; has proved to be hard to ob- 
tain. 

Q. What stock did the college have on the farm while you 
were regent? 

A. They had a span of grey horses, one was affected by heart 
trouble and the other was a cribber; and a span of dark bay or 
brown horses, good horses; a span of mules; a herd of Durham 
cattle, reputed to be pure blood, but all of which, with the ex- 
ception of two or three, had very poor points, in my opinion. A 
herd of Holstein cattle, said by the station staff to be pure 
blooded, but the ugliest variety of the breed I ever saw. They 
had a number of common hogs. That is all the stock I knew of. 
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Q. I will ask you if any.of this stock was ordered sold while 
you were a member of the board? 


A. We ordered the grey team sold while I was a member; the - 


cattle and the hogs sold, as I remember. 

Q. Was this grey team that you refer to the team bought at 
Kingfisher? 

A. I was informed by the director and superintendent of farm 
that it was the team bought at or iú the vicinity of Kingfisher 
by Mr. Wimberly; John A. Wimberly, the former regent; a mem- 
ber of the first board of regents. 


Q. What finally became of that team that you know of? 

A. It was sold at public auction some time in the spring of 
1894 as I am informed for about $120.00, but that was after I had 
ceased to be a regent. 

Q. You have seen this team, have you? 

A. Yes, sir, I frequently. 

Q. Yoware a farmer and a judge of the value of horses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What in your judgment was that team worth at the time it 

was on the college farm? 
. A. The team was there, I think, about two yéars before I saw 
it; from the time I saw the team till it was sold, which was 
June, 1893, to February, 1894, the team would not have been 
worth on the market $80.00, but it was sold to a person who had 
special use for it and he paid about $120 for them. 


Q. During the time that you were a member of the board were 
any contracts let for the erection of buildings? 


A. There was for the main building of the college as it now 
stands. 


To whom was the contract let? 

H. Ryan, of Fort Smith, Ark. 

Were there many bidders? 

. There was as many as seven or eight bidders. 

. Was that contract let to the lowest bidder? 

. It was. 

. In the letting of that contract for the construction of the 


building was there, to your knowledge, any misappropriation of 
the funds of the institution? 


A. In my judgment not one cent. 
Q. During the time that you were connected with this insti- 


tution as a regent do you know of aay misappropriation of the 
funds of the institution? 


A. In my judgment not one cent unless it was the pay ofa 
person who occupied the position of farm superintendent, a po- 


erer pre 


sition created and filled at or about the inauguration of the work- 


ings of the institution by the tormer board. In my opinion the

position was practically useless; could have been filled better by. 


assistants to the professor of agriculture and horticulture. 


Q. Were any of the professors or other employes of the college 
paid extravagant salaries or wages while you were regent, in 
your judgment. ` 

A. Considering the class of work demanded for teaching at 
. the time, the grade of scholars that were to be taught at the 
time, I thought some of the teaching .force of the college was 
paid at least very liberally from the fact that the studies then 
taught were not generally equal to studies pursued in our com- 
mon school—high schools, they would not have been ex- 
travagant salaries for institutions of that kind after it had been 
running six to ten years. ; 

Q. During the time that you were regent, did you directly or 
indirectly receive from the college or territory any compensa- 
tion other than your per diem and mileage as regent? 

A. Idid. 

Q. State what. 

A. At a meeting of the regents in Guthrie, called by the gov- 
ernor to meet here in Guthrie, the question for heating the 
building that we had formerly contracted to be erected was 
under discussion. Representatives of different heating systems 
were urging the regents to adopt their different systems for 
heating the building; part of the board were in favor of hot air 
system, particularly the Smeed system; some of the board were 
undetermined as to what kind of system should be used. I from 
the first was in favor of heating the building by steam, and 
introduced a resolution to that effect. From the earnest solici- 
tation of agents for different companies, the board determined 
to send me to Omaha to investigate the Fuller-Warren heating 
system, heating with hot air. Two of the board had previously 
gone to Kansas City to investigate the Smeed system of heat- 
ing, which was a hot air system, and which had been introduced 
into the territorial university at Norman, or ordered to be put 
in. The board passed a resolution authorizing and directing me 
as a committee to go to Omaha and investigate that and other 
systems of heating. I went. On my way I stopped a day in 
Kansas City and, too, investigated the Smeed system; from 
there I went to Omaha and investigated the Fuller-Warren hot 
air system. I returned; I was gone a week or thereabouts. I 
returned and filed my report in writing, brought in my bill of 
expenses for the trip, the bill was allowed and 1 drew the 
money, amounting to $72.50. 

Q. That included your expense while you were gone? 

A. Yes, sir; mileage, car fare, board and everything. 

Q. Did you receive any other sum outside of your per diem, 
and mileage as regent except for this trip to Omaha? 

A. I never received one cent outside of my per diem, mileage 
and actual expenses as regent? 
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Q. Do you desse to make any other statement for the infor- 
mation of the committee? 


A. For further statement concerning my own S dun with 


the board 1 will say that the- plans for the building had all been: 


adopted before I was appointed, and were only slightly modified, 
and that aftgr being actively connected with the board two 
months I received notice that I was removed from the board of 
regents; the matter of our removal was at the instance of other 
parties than myself, contested and was not fully determined till 
the following February or March, 1894, In the meantime 1 
helped to perform the duties of regent, receiving no per diem 
and no compensation for my services. As a member of the 
auditing committee 1 audited accounts until February 1, 1894, 
for which I have never received any compensation.

- R. J. Barker, of lawful age, having been first duiy sworn, de- 
poses and says: 

Q. State your name, age, place of residence, and occupation. 

A. R. J. Barker, 46 years of age; Crescent City, O. T.; farm- 
ing. 

Q. Are you a graduate of any institution of learning? 

A. Ireceived my degree at Hale college, West Virginia. 

Q.. Did you take a literary and scientific course? 


A. A combination course; it embraced mathematics and lan- 
'guage in part; however, I am not a graduate in either Greek or 
Latin. 

Q. What relation did you sustain to the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of this territory located at Stillwater? 


A. I was a regent of the college, appointed by Governor 
Steele and confirmed by the first: territorial council, and was 
elected president, also, of the college by the board of regents. 


Q. When was that institution opened for the reception of 
students? 
4 a I believe that it was on or about the 15th day of December. 
891. 
Q. Who were the teachers in that institution at that tinie? 
A. E. F. Clark, A. C. Magruder, and Dr. J. C. Neal. 
Q. How many students did you have? 


^ A. Ido not remember, but I think the first enrollment, that is 
for the first year, was something like eighty-five. 
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Q. What salaries were paid to the faculty that year; that is, 


how much per month? 

A. To E. F. Clark, $75 per month, is my recollecyion; to A. C. 
Magruder, $41.66 per month.. My salary was $125 per month. 

Q. How long did the salaries continue at that rate? 

A. E. F. Clark's salary continued the same tô February 1, 
1892. A. C. Magruder's salary continued the same until July 1, 
1892, is my impression. My salary continued at the same until 
J uly 1, 1892, when it was fixed at $1,800 per annum. 

Q. Did your salary continue at that sum or was it increased? 

A. My salary continued at $1,800 until July 1, 1893, I think, 
at which time it was raised to 82,200 per annum. 

Q. When did you sever your connection with the college? 

. A. June 30, 1894. 

Q. I will ask you if you know anything about the expenditure 
of any money on the roads located around or through the college 
ground? 

A. I know that money was expended on the roads around and 
through the college grounds, but how much I do not know. 

Q. By whose authority was that money expended on the 
roads? 

A. By the authority of the board of regents: 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not the board of regents 
ever made any order authorizing the expenditure of any sum or 
sums of money on the highways laid out around the college 
grounds or through them before the expenditures of any money 
on the roads or before the performance of any labor thereon. 

A. Ido not remember any such authority ever having been 
given. 

Q. Can you give the.committee an approximate amount what 


was expended on these roads while you were connected Dr the ' 


institution? 

A. Approximately, I would say $500. ` 

Q. What fund was that money taken from? ; 

A. The Hatch or station fund. 

Q. What buildings were erected on the college ground while 
you were connected with the institution? 

A. A residence for the director ofthe station, costing about 
$1,300, a laboratory, costing $700 and a barn costing $700 ap- 
proximately; a college building costing $20,000 approximately; 
this includes the furnishing and painting of the college building. 

Q. During the time that those buildings were being erected 
did you have a superintendent of construction of building? 


A. Yes. 
Q. Who was it. 


A. John A. Wimberly of Kingfisher, O. T., who was a member - 


of the board of regents. 
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. What buildings did he superintend the construction of? 
The residence, laboratory and barn. -> 

He had nothing to do with the college building? 

“No.

A. I believe he was paid at the rate of $5 per day. 
Q. When were these buildings put up? 
. À. They were put up in 1891 and 1892. 

Q. I will ask you to state if Mr. Wimberly was present at 
Stillwater during the entire time that those buildings were in 
the process of construction? 

A. He was not. 

Q. Were you residing at Stillwater at the time? 

A. No, sir, I never resided at Stillwater; 1 put in my time 
there pretty generally. 

Q. Were you there at Stillwater during the month of Agust 
and July, 1882? 

A. I cannot positively say that I was, but I am under the im- 
pression that [ was there a portion of the time-at least. 

Q. Was Mr. Wimberly.there during the entire month of July 
and the first ten days of August? 

A. lam under the impression he was there during the time, 
B DON much of the time he was occupied there I am unable to 
state 
. Q. Was he there every day? 
- A. I think not. I am under the impression that he was 
absent a portion.of that time. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether it was necessary to have a 
superintendent of construction of buildings at a salary of $5 per 
day during the time that this residence for the director of the 
experiment station and the laboratory and barn were being con- 
structed? 

A. I will answer, I think it was. 

Q. Explain to the committee why it was necessary. 

A. It was necessary upon the same hypothesis that it is nec- 
essary to have a superintendent of construction in any building; 
these buildings having been let by contract according to plans 
and specifications, it would have been impossible to have ascer- 
tained after those buildings had been completed whether or not 
they were constructed in a proper and substantial manner and 
according to contract. 

Q. Do you know what Mr. Wimberly’ s business was? 

A. I think he is a farmer. 

Q. How old a man was he at that time? i 

A, Perhaps 28 years old. 
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Do you know what he was paid for his services as superin- 
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Q. Do'you know whether he had had any ‘experience in the 
superintending of the construction of buildings? M 

A. ldo not of my own personal-knowledge, however, BE told 
me he nad. 

Q. Do you know whether he was a mechanic of.any kind? 

“A. Ido not know. - 


Q. I will ask you how long a time was consumed in the con- 
struction of these buildings. 

A. I think about sixty days. I think they were finished about 
December 31, 1891; that is my impression. 

Q. Do you remember of any buildings being constructed be- 
tween the time that the laboratory and dwelling for the director 
of the experiment station were completed and the construction 
of the additions to the laboratory and barn? 

A. I do not remember of any building during that. time. 

Q. Have you enumerated all the buildings? 

A. [have not. I have omitted a dwelling house intended for 
the occupancy of the superintendent ot the farm, which was 
built at or about the same time as the directors, house labora- 
tory and barn were built, and cost perhaps $300. 

Q. Were any buildings being constructed there on the college 
farm during April, or I will say from February 20 to April 5, 
1892? i 

A. Ido not remember any buildings having been dọne during 
that time. Iam under the impression, however, that arrange- 
ments were being made for material with which to erect the 
college building. . 

Q. Were any buildings in process of erection during Ap and 
May, 1892? o à ; 

A. Ido not remember any. 

Q. On the 6th day of May Mr. John A. Wimberly was ap- 
pointed purchasing agent of the college at a salary of $5 per 
day; I will ask you to explain to the committee the necessity of 


-Such an agent, and what his duties were. 


A. The college received the first federal rom SUE of 
$16,000 on or about the 1st of May, 1892. It was believed by the 
director of the station and the members of the board of regents 
that the federal law required so much of that appropriation as 
remained unexpended at the end of the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1892, to be returned to the federal treasurer, and in view of 
that fact the board of regents thought it to the best interest of 
the coilege to expend that money in machinery, apparatus, 
books and other needed college supplies instead of losing it to the 
institution; there remained but a few days after May 1 in which 
to expend so large a sum judiciously; it was to facilitate this 
expenditure that a purchasing committee was created, whose 
prerogative was not to make and close contracts, but to enter 
into correspondence with the various concerns engaged in the 
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sale of college goods and ascertain prices, and receive, bids from 
said concerns, which bids were acted upon, accepted or rejected 
by the college faculty, as thought for the best interest of the 
college. 

Q. Couldn't this work have been performed equally well by the 
professors of the institution who were being paid a salary at 
that time? 

A. The professors of the institution, while receiving a salary 
for teaching, wére not receiving a salarv for purchasing college 
supplies. It was generally conceded by the members of the 
board that the wiser plan was to receive estimates on various 
lines from the college professors in their several departments, 
and place those estimates in the hands of the purchasing com- 
mittee, who would correspond with vendors of such supplies. 

Q. How long did he continue to act as purchasing agent? 


A. He acted in that capacity from May 6 to about June 30, say 
fifty-five days. x 

Q. Was it necessary that he should be employed every day 
during that time, including Sundays, to act as purchasing agent 
for the college? i 

A. As I have before stated, the time in which to make those 
purchases was insufficient, and the more hours faithfully put in 
on this work, the better. Whether or not Mr. Wimberly occu- 
pied the Sundays in such time with college work, I do not know. 
We only had his word for it that he did, and his bills were 
allowed accordingly. 


Q. The board of regents didn't require him to verify his ac- _ 


counts did, they? 
- A. Only by his own statement. . 
Q. Did he swear to any of these accounts to be rendered? 
A. No one was ever required to swear to his personal services. 
Q. During the time that you were connected with the college, 
what accounts did you require to be sworn to? | 


A. I donot remember that an oath was required to substan- , 


tiate any account. 


Q. On the first day of June, 1892, it appears from the record ' 


of the board of regents that Mr. John A. Wimberly was contin- 
ued as purchasing agent of the board, and that J. P. Lane was 
added to the committee under the same pay and restrictions as 


Mr. Wimberly. Please explain, for the information of the com- : 


mittee, the necessity for Mr. Lane's employment as an addi- 
tional purchasing agent. 

A. There being so many things to look after, and it being ap- 
parent to the board at the time that they were not going to be 
able to expend all the appropriation judiciously without addi- 
tional help, it was thought best to secure that help. And I de- 
sire to say in this connection that not only Mr. Wimberly and 
Mr. Lane, but myself, Dr. Neal and every member of the college 
faculty was engaged on this work. 
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Q. I understand you to say, then, that three members o1 the 
board of regents and the college faculty resolved themselves 
into purchasing agents during this time in order to exhaust this 
fund so that it would not be lost. to the institution. Is that 
correct?. 

A. I did not aim to convey that impression, sos but 
aimed to say that the president of the college, the director of 
the station and the professors volunteered their services to 
assist this purchasing agency in disbursing the money intelli- 
gently and for the best interest of the institution. 

Q. Who advised the board of regents that this fund would 
be lost to the institution if it wasn't all expended before the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1892? 


A. I received my advice through Dr. Neal; he told me that he 


had corresponded with the commissioner of education, Mr. Wm. 
T. Harris, and that Mr. Harris had advised him that the actual 
expenditure of this money, or the paying out of the same, was 
not necessary, provided that contracts were entered into for 
supplies, to be paid tor in the future, which suggestion the 
board had in view and always acted upon. 1 wrote to Mr. Har- 
ris, myself, in regard to this fund, and he always manifested 
very great concern for the Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical college, and I interpreted his suggestions to me, in regard 
to the expenditure of this money, as confirming, substantially, 
the information received, through Dr. Neal. I remember having 
written him several letters concerning this matter and having 
stated to him that we would be able, by great effort, to expend 
this money within the required time, and thus secure it to the 
institution. If I were in error in regard to the federal law re- 


quiring its expenditure within this time, I hope I may be par-- 


doned for saying that one so high in authority as the commis- 
missioner of education of the United States, shared with me 
that error; from the fact that the federal law requires so much 
of the Hatch fund as remains unexpended at the ehd of the fiscal 
year to be covered back into the treasury of the United States, 
it is easy to see by this how easily one might be impressed 
with a wrong idea, applying that statute to both funds alike. 
This thing we did. We were in error, but not intentionally. 

Q. On page 39 of the record it appears that A. A. Ewing, J. 
P. Lane, John A. Wimberly and any other member of the board 
who desired to do so, were ‘authorized to visit the agricultural 
college at Manhattan, and there was appropriated for that pur- 
pose the sum of $100 to each one who desired to make that visit; 
I will ask you to state if you accompanied the board of regents 
on that visit? 


A. I did. 

Q. How long did you remain at Manhattan? 

A. I was there eight days. 

Q. How long did the other members remain? 

A. I do not know, but none so long a time as I did. 
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Q. Who went on that visit? 

A. Myself, John A. Wimberly,.A. A. Ewing and J. P. lun 

Q.: Was any report of that visit ever made for the information 
of the faculty? 

A. Yes; I tried in my awkard way to give the faculty of the 
college the benefit of the organization and workings of the whole 
institution, and adopted it as my basis for carrying on the agri- 
cultural college of Oklahoma. M 

Q. Were there any other visits made to similar institutions? 

A. Yes. 


Q. What other institutions? > 


A. ¡To the agricultural college of Texas, by John A. Wimberly . 


and Í. P. Lane, and to the agricultural college of Ohio, by A. 
A. Ewing; I think that is all. 

Q. Was any report ever made by Messrs. Lane and Wimberly 
of their visit to the college in Texas? 

A. Not what you would call a formal report; all that we 
learned from their visit we learned from them as individuals in 
ordinary conversation. 

Q. How much was appropriated to those gentlemen for their 
visit to Texas? 


A. To Wimberly and Lane, $125 each, I believe. 


Q.-How much to Mr. Ewing to visit the station at Wooster, 


Ohio? 
A. I think he received 8150. 


Q. Iwill ask you to state whether Mr. Lane has ever been > 


back to the institution at Stillwater since he visited the agri- 
cultural college in Texas. 


A. I don’t think he has; but will not say for certain. 


Q. What is your best judgment as to whether Mr. ¡Lane has 
been to the college since he visited Texas? 

A. Ido not think he has. 

em the college has not received much benefit from his 
visit: 

A. Not unless it was in his wise suggestions in the legislature. 

Q. At whose instance were these visits made? 


A. Before the college was organized it was suggested by Dr. 
Neal, who was then director of the experiment station; also by 


Secretary Martin, then secretary of Oklahoma" territory and ` 


acting governor, that insomuch as we were going to lay the 
foundations of a great institution that money would be well 
spent in sending the members of the board of regents to various 
similar institutions at which they might receive “inspiration and 
suggestions to aid them iù their institution. 


Q. Did Mr. Ewing ever make any report of his visit to the 
agricultural station at Wooster, a 
cs 
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A. [donot remember of his having made a report. _ 

Q. Do you know anything about the purchase of a team some 
time in June, 1892, of a Mr. A. C. Kittrel for 8275? is 

A. Yes, sir, I know that a team was purchased and that Mr. 
Kittrel was paid $275 for that team. 

Q. Do you know who was the purchasing agent or ¿venta for 
that team? 

A. Messrs. Wimberly and Lane. 

Q. Do you know how much their bill was for purchasing that 
team? Can you give the expense items first? 

A. The expense items incurred in purchasing the team were 
livery hire, $12; train and hack fare, $10.30; telegrams, $1.75; 
this is for Mr. Wimberly. For Mr. Lane we have traveling ex- 
penses, $10.95; telegram, 25 cents. I suppose this covers his 
expenses; the expenses of both together, total, $35.25. 

Q. Does this include the per diem of the agents while looking 
for this team? 

A. No, sir. 


Q. Have you any way of knowing the per diem of these agents 
consumed while looking for this team? 

A. For their whole time absent from the college, which was 
perhaps eight days, this at 85.00 per day, would amount to $40.00 
each, so summing up, I figure that the purchase of the horses cost 
$115.25. 


Q. Then I will ask you to state how much it cost to have the 
horses taken from Kingfisher to Stillwater. 


A. $27.50. 


Q. To whom was that allowed? 

A. G. L. Wimberly, brother to John A. Wimberly. 

Q. On page 75 of the record of the board of regents at a meet- 
ing held October 4, 1892, there is a bill of T. Little allowed for 
$30.00; do you remember what that was for? ) 

A. I think it was to pay him for services rendered the college 
in the capacity of purchasing agent, in purchasing hogs at Per- 
kins. 

Q. Following that on the next page is a bill of J. P. Lane, 
purchasing agent, for $36.75; is that for purchasing the same lot 
of hogs? 

A. Ithink if is. 


Q. Do you remember from whom those hogs were purchased? 
A. I think they were purchased from Mr. Knipe, of Perkins, 
OT. - 
Q. Do you remember his first name? 


‘A. Ido not; but he is a member of the present House of Rep- 
resentatives, 


mes 
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Q. I will ask if you know what ever became of these horses 
purchased at Kingfisher by Mr. Wimberly and Lane? 

A. I think they were sold by the present board of regents; 
perhaps last June, at a very low price. 

- Q. Are you familiar with the value of horses in Oklahoma? 

A. Tam. 

~Q. What, in your best judgment, were these horses worth that 
were purchased at Kingfisher for the college, at the time they 
were bought? 

A. If they had been sound and all right I would have.thought 
them a good bargain at $150 each. 

Q. Were these horses sound? 

'A. They were not. 

Q. What was the matter with them, if you know? 

A. Not being a veterinarian I cannot say; one of them was 
what is called a cribber and the other had unsound lungs. 

Q, I will ask you to state if there were more than two horses 
purchased at Kingfisher by the purchasing agent of the college? 

A. There was; three were purchased. P 

li What was the price paid for the single horse? 

A. $125. - . : 

Q. "What was the value of that horse, if you know? 

A. If that horse had been sound and all right a fair valuation 
would have been $100. Her eyes were unsound. o 

Q. What became of this animal? 

A. She was almost blind, and the board authorized the super- 
intendent of the farm to swap her for another horse to the best 
advantage, which he did. 

Q. What was this horse worth? < 

A. $35 or $40. 

Q. Were you connected with the college at the time that Mr. 
T. M. Upshaw was employed as secretary and accountant of the 
college? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I will ask you to state for the information of the committee 
whether there is a necessity for such an office as secretary and 
accountant of the college? 

A. Of the college I will answer no, but for the station I will 
say yes. 

Q. What would be the duties of the secretary of the station? 

A. Various duties would devolve upon him, such as answering 
letters touching the various subjects concerning which the peo- 
ple ask information; also keeping the accounts of the station; I 
will say in this connection that station expenditures are large 
and divided into a great many accounts; the bills are numerous, 
hundreds and thousands of them being for the small sums of 10, 
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95 and 50 cents, which all must be accounted, and require the 
same amount of labor that larger accounts would require. Col- 
lege moneys are paid out in much larger sums and consequently 
fewer entries. 

Q. Could this service be performed by a good clerk? 

A. I don't realize the distinction between a clerk and-a secre- 
tary; if you will explain to me the distinction I will endeavor to 
answer your question. NM 

. What could the services of a competent person to perform. 
the clerical duties of the station be obtained for? 

A. A man with education and without brains can be employed 
fora very small sum, but a man having both always sells his 
services at a good figure. I think such a one as I have last 
named would be cheap at $1,500 per year. f 

Q. When did Mr. Upshaw commence his service? 

A. I think he began April 25, 1894. 

Q. I will ask you if he was present at the ses performing 
the duties of secretary and accountant from that time continu- 
ously as long as you were connected with the institution? 

A. Not continuously. 

Q. What proportion of the time was he absent during May, 

June and July? ; 
. A. Iwas not there in July, but in May and June. After his 
employment he was not present to perform the duties of his 
office, I will say, more than one-fourth of the time; at least, 
this is my recollection in the matter. 

Q. I will ask you about the necessity of a farm superinten- 
dent? 

A. I am not sufficiently acquainted with the needs of the 
station to say whether or not a farm superintendent is necessary. 
I think, howevér, if a superintendent is required that he should 
be subordinate to the director of the station. 

Q. During the time that you were president of the college, 
.I will ask $ou to state if there was any conflict in authority 
between the farm superintendent and the director of the experi- 
ment station? 

A. There was. K a 

Q. What was the occasion of the conflict? 

A. I think the conflict grew out of this: That the board of 
regents failed to define the position or relation of the superin- 
tendent of the farm to the station. 

Q. Should the employes of the college subordinate to the 
president of the college and director of the station receive their 
instructions relative to their duties in connection with the col- 
lege from the president of the college or director of the station 
or from the board of regents? 


A. The very terms, “president” and “director,” carry with 


1 Tao E 
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them the idea of-some authority above that invested in others. If 
the president of the college or director of the station have no 
authority over those other employes, then it is wrong to desig- 
nate them “president” and “director.” This being a fact, it 
carries with it.the logic of their supervision over the other 
employes. Then I would say that there is no position for em. 
ployes of the college and station, other than the director and 
president, but a tácit subordination. 


Q. Do you know anything about the condition of Mr. Amos 
A. Ewing's account as treasurer of the college and the amount 
that is due him,-or due from him, to the college? > 


A. I have some knowledge of the amount of money in Mr. 
Ewing’s hands belonging to the college. From the best data I 
could get I make a balance in favor of the college, after allow- 
ing him for all expenditures and for claims against the institu- 
tion which he considers justly due him, of something in the 
neighborhood of $2,000. 


Q. Did you ever have any conversation or correspondence with 
Mr. Ewing with reference to this account due from him as treas- 
urer to the the-college? 


A. I have corresponded with him in regard to this matter, 
setting fourth his indebtedness to the institution, as I under- 
stand it, and signifying.a desire that he should turn what money 


remained in his hands into the treasury of the college. He has- 


always signified to me a desire to do this thing, but at the same 


time has stood firmly upon his rights and insists that he will 


settle as he thinks just and not at the dictates of anyone else. 


Q. While you were a member of the board and president of 
the institution was there any thing done by the board towards 
the recovery of this money in the hands of Mr. Ewing as the 
former treasurer of the college? 


A. No. I was not a member of the board at the time that Mr. 
Ewing was claimed to be delinquent? As president of the col- 
lege, as [have before stated I urged Mr. Ewing to turn this money 
over to the treasurer of the college. What action the board took 
do not know because its action was under cover.. 


Q. Ata meeting of the board on the 1st day of June, 1892, 
there appears an authorized expenditure made by the board for 
the different departments, namely: chemistry, $2,500; agriculture 
and horticulture. 84,000; mathematical instruments, $1,200; mis- 
crosophy, $1,000; meterology, $600; botany, $400, and library, 
$2,500, making a total of $12,200; will you explain to the com- 
mittee the necessity of such a large expenditure of money at 
this meeting? x : 


A. As I have before stated the board was under the impression . 


that this money must either be spent in that year for the benefit 
of the institution or covered into the treasury of the United 
States. ` i ; 
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Q. Can you give the committee any information as to how the - 
$2,500 was expended in the chemical department. 

A. 1 will say in the chemical department Prof. deore F. 
- Holter being chemist, went to work to ascertain what apparatus 
and chemicals were necessary for the furnishing and equipment 
of the chemical laboratory. The committee acted upon his sug- 
gestions and recommendations in this matter, and nothing was 
purchased or furnished to the, laboratory that he did not sug- i 
gest as being necessary. 

Q. As president of the college do you think that that expendi- 
ture was necessary for that department- «at that time? 

A. I answer, yes. 


Q. Do you know any thing about how the item appropriated 
for the agricultural and horticultural department amounting to 
$4,000 was expended? 

A. Yes, I know that that was expended mainly upon the re- 
commendation of Prof. A. C. Magruder, professor of agriculture, 
and the goods purchased with it consisted of books, designated 
agricultural library books, for which an amount of $300 or so 
was spent; machinery for the carrying on of all agricultural and 
horticultural operations on the farm, such as plows, harrows, 
rakes, mowers, binders, graders, rollers, discs, etc. For ap- 
paratus, such as models of live stock; and those designed to 
illustrated the various subjects taught, were purchased. 

a - How much was invested in agricultural implements of that 

,000. 


A. In agricultural implements $1,606.37 was expended. 


Q. I will ask what the grader cost? 
A. $195.00. 


Q. What was that grader purchased for? 
A. To be used in the construction of roads and avenues in and 
around the college farm. 


Q. 1 will ask you to state whether thatis a necessary imple- 
ment in the successful operating of an agricultural college and 
experiment farm. ) 

A. I think it a very useful and necessary implement, as well 
worth the money which it cost, perhaps as any implement on 
the farm. 

Q. How much of the $4,000 was expended for apparatus? 

A. Three hundred and twenty-four dollars and two cents. 

Q. Now can you give any of the other items of the $4,000 as 
to how it was expended? 

A. For text and reference books, $571.75 was expendéd. For 
stock and material $136.84 was expended. Hold on, I see I am 
in error as to my statements, having failed.to carry the several 
amounts together. I desire to state for apparatus, $324.02; for 
machinery, “81, 606.37; for text and reference books, $571.75; for 
stock and material, $3,241.26, making a total on account of 
agriculture of $6, 079.58. 
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Q. Passing to the uext item of $1,200 foi mathematical instru- 
ments, state for the information of the committee what was 
purchased with that $1,200; 

A. With that 1,200 two engineer's levels were purchased; one 
light mountain transit, ith solar attachment; one engineer's 


transit; one solar transit; one surveyor's transit, together with 


necessary tripods, leveling rods, staffs, etc. 


Q. At that time did you have any class in surveying at that 
institution? 

A. We did not, but our curriculum included surveying and 
civil engineering, and we looked forward to a time in the early 
future when we would have classes on both of those subjects. 

Q. Have you ever had any classes in surveying in that insti- 
tution up to the time when you left that institution? 

A. The classes in mathematics had not reached the subject 
of surveying and civil engineering while I was connected with 
the institution, but lam under the impression that the senior 


class will take up surveying some time during the present col- . 


lege year. 


Q. How was this item for microscopy spent, amounting to 
$1,000? 


A. It was Spent under the direction of Dr. Neal and was in- ` 


invested in two or three microscopes of different powers, to- 
gether with different slides designed in teaching to illustrate 
the composition and structure of the various animal, yegetable 


and mineral substances investigated by the classes in botany, : 


etymology and other natural sciences. - 
Q. How was this item for meterology spent? 


A. It was spent for text and reference books of the subject of 
meteorology and .for meteorological apparatus, such as rain 
gauges, barometers, thermometers and anemometers. 


.Q. How was the item of-$400 for botany expended? 

A. 1 know less about this item than any other, not being a 
botanist myself, and never having taken much notice of the de- 
partment in the college. L think, however, it was mainly spent 
for apparatus and text books; this apparatus would consist of 
microscopes, any one of which, if anything like a first class in- 
strument, would exceed in cost the $400. However, it is my 
recollection that a microscope of inferior grade costing perhaps 
$150, together with various slides and mounts formed no small 
part of the purchase, they being indispensible apparatus in the 
teaching of botany. 


Q. What have you to say we reference to the expenditure of 
$2,500 on the library? 

A. The expenditure for cts far exceeded $2,500; this 
money was expended by the board of regents at the suggestion 
of myself, Dr. Neal, and the college professors who made out 
lists embodying the various works relating to theirdepartments, 
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which lists were submitted to the faculty of the college and dis- 
cussed by them, adding to or curtailing lists recommênded by 
the heads of departments as was thought best for the interest of 
the institution; the library consists of dictionaries, encyclope- 
dias, and the many valuable books of reference to which scholars. 
who have their education in books, refer, besides text books and 
reference books on the various subjects taught or designed to 
be taught in the college. In addition to this there is a general 
line on the subject of English literature.and just such books as 
are sure to awaken interest in classes engaged in various 
studies; nothing was purchased that was not consider useful. 


Q. I will ask you to state how these bills were paid by the 
college authorities and whether any vouchers were taken in con- 
nection with their payment; state fully for the information of 
the committee just how the business was transacted, from the 
time the institution was organized? 

A. At the beginning of the business done by this board and 
for some time thereafter money was paid out directly by the 
treasurer of the board upon the order of the board of regent. It 
was not the custom of the treasurer to require any vouchers 
from anyone, thus John Jones presented a bill against the col- 
lege; the bill was examined by the board of regents, and if found 
correct, was ordered paid by the treasurer, which thing he did 
without requiring a voucher to be signed by John Jones; 1 am 
under the impression that the treasurer never took a voucher 
from anyone; no doubt but that in disbursing money, parties re- 
ceiving the same always receipted him; he thinking those re- 
ceipts of no value was not careful to keep them, hence he has 
no evidence of what he has paid out except checks returned en- 
dorsed by the various payees and the stubs in his check books. 
Some time along, perhaps, about the last of the year 1892, a new 
order was made by the board of regents, which required the 
treasurer to pay out these college funds through the president 
of the college and the director of the ‘station. 

Q. I will ask you to state if the president of, the college and 
director of the station took vouchers for the different sums 
paid out by them, and whether or not these vouchers were 
verified. 

A. The president of the college and director of the station 
took vouchers for all moneys paid out by them, which vouchers 
were audited from time to time and credited to the president 
and director. ‘These vouchers were not verified by oath. 

Q. Up to the 31st of January, 1893, do I understand you to say 
that all sums were paid out by the treasurer direct to the parties 


. holding claims against the institution and that no vouchers were 


taken by him or the college? 

A. I did not wish to convey that impression for, as I stated 
yesterday, upon the requisition of Dr. Neal moneys were placed 
in his hands to be disbursed in the payment of various station 
and college bills, for which he always took vouchers; this much 
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the college has vouchers for; what was paid out by Mr. Ewing 
directly to the various payees is not shown by-their vouchers, 
and the college has no vouchers for those sums. Mr. Ewing, 
the treasurer, never required a voucher from Dr. Neal or myself 
when ordered to pay money to us, supposing always that his 


checks returned to him through the bank were .sufficient evi-. 


dence of his action. 


Q. I will ask you to state what has been the method since 
Jan. 31, 1893, with reference to taking vouchers and preserving 
them? * 

A. It was the custom of Dr. Neal and myself, and we never 
paid out any money to any one without receiving a voucher in 
duplicate. These vouchers and duplicates were preserved by us 
and always constituted our credits against the money received 
from the treasurer. These were always audited by the board of 
regents and kept in the archives of the college and station. 

Q. When these accounts were audited by the board of regents 
was there a record made by the board of the accounts SO 
audited? 

A. I think not; the board supposed that the president of the 
college and the director of the station always had a record ot 
those accounts, which they did. 

Q. What do the minutes of the meeting of the board of regente 
show with reference to the auditing of allowance of accounts 
against the institution, if anything? 

A. The minutes of the board of regents show that vouchers of 
the president and director were audited and allowed, giving per- 
haps the commencing and closing numbers of the series of vouch- 


ers that came to them from time to time to be audited, but do . 


not give the amount of money covered by those vouchers, sup- 
posing that to be kept on the college and station records. 


Q. Has the board of regents any vouchers for the services ren- 


January 1st, 1893? 
A. It has not. 


Q. On page 50, of the record, e appears to have been an 
allowance to John A. Wimberly for ten days’ services, at $1.75 
per day, to be paid out of the station fund; following that is a 
bill for fourty-five days’ service, as superintendent of buildings, 
at $4 per day; and following that, the bill of John A. Wimberly, 
superintendent of buildings, was ordered paid, upon presentation 
properly signed and approved by. president and director. On 
page 52 there appears an allowance to John A. Wimberly for 
ten days' service as superintendent of buildings, $3 per day, $30. 
Can you explain to the committte these various bills, and why 
” different amounts per day were named therein? 

A. I will state that John A. Wimberly was allowed, according 
to my best recollection, $5 per day for services rendered while 
superintendent of buildings; the statutes of the territory allowed 


dered by the different members of the board of regents prior to  ; 
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him $4 in territorial warrants; the $4 in territorial warrants were 
worth $3.25 at that time; the difference between $3.25 and $5, 
his stipulated wages, per diem, was $1.75; this $1.75 was paid 
out of the station fund to make his compensation. I can't ex- 


' plain the item on page 52. 


Q. I will ask you to state, if you rembember, how many board 
meetings Governor Steele attended while you were connected 
with this i institution.  . - 

. 'Two or three, 1 think. ` — 

. How many meetings did acting Governor Martin attend? 
. Two or three. 

. How many meetings did Governor Seay attend? 

. I think he was present at two meetings. 


I will ask you to state if you know upon whose motion 


OPOPO 


John A. Wimberly was appointed purchasing agent, at the 


meeting of the board at Kingfisher, May 7th, 1892? 

A. Ido not know upon whose motion he was appointed. 

Q. What is your best judgment as to who made the motion? 

A. I think his appointment was moved either by A. A. Ewing 
or Ex-governor A. J. Seay. 

Q. Were you the author of any portion of the authority given 
to him, as appears from the record, on pages 54 and 55, with 
reference to purchasing supplies for the college? 

A. I was the author of certain restrictions in the authority 
given to him, and my action in that meeting was such as to 
incur his displeasure, he stating to me at a time subsequent to 
the meeting, that 1 was opposed to him being appointed purchas- 


' ing agent. 


Q. I will ask you to state if the latter clause of that authority 
which reads:, **He is to consult and advise from time to time with 
the director and president and professors, and be governed by 
their advice and suggestions, and in all things in his purchase, 
unless he is clearly satisfied that a different course is necessary” 
did not give him plenary power as the purchasing agent of that 
college? 

A. I will say that it did. 


Q. Did you have anything to do with the approval of these 
various accounts for services rendered by Mr. Wimberly while 
he was a regent of that institution? 

A. Ido not remember that I did, except in one single in- 
stance. In one of those accounts its payment was made condi- 
tioned upon the approval of the director and the president; that 
was for ten days’ services rendered in the month of April, 1892, 
I believe; I think that service was in superintending the addi- 
tions to the barn and laboratory, the contractor not having com-* 
pleted those in the specified time, owing to bad weather. and 
perhaps some changes that were made in plans and specifica- . 
tions, the board granted him ten days’ more time, and it was 
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during this ten days of time.granted the contractor that Mr. 
Wimberly was to pefrorm this service, which service was to be 
certified to, if performed, by the president and director. . Mr. 
Wimberly having performed this service this ssrvice, and hav- 
ing made out his bill for the same, it was approved by Dr. Neal 
and myself. 


Q. It appears from the record that Mr. John A. Wimberly was 


allowed for thirty-one days” services in the month of July, and 
ten days’ services in the month of August, making forty-one 
days as superintendent of buildings from July 1st to August 
10th, inclusive, and was also allowed, at the same meeting, six 
days' services as regent; will you state, for the information of 
the committee, whether or not you approved of this allowance 
made to him at that time? 

A. I do not remember having approved of them. It may be, 
however, that I approved the allowance made for his services 
as regent, as under the law I do not understand tha: my disap- 
proval would have meant anything. 


Q. Was there any arrangement, to your knowledge, made by 


the board of regents with Mr. Wimberly, either by record or.. 


otherwise, by which he was to bé paid on Sundays, and double 
pay for the time employed as superintendent of buildings and as 
regent? x 

* A. There was no arrangement made by which he was to be 
paid for services rendered on Sunday, but he was not for- 
bidden to serve on that day; if he put in his bill for services on 
that day, there being no legal restriction against it, the board 
was bound to pay for that as well as for any other day; as far 
as his regency was concerned, or his receiving compensation for 
his services ata time in which he was also receiving a compen- 
sation as superintendent of buildings, there is no reason why he 
could not perform both duties on the same day, as well as he 
ordinarily performed either one alone. However, I do not wish 
to be considered in sympathy with anything of this kind, and 


will recite that as far as I am concerned I never received or . 


accepted any moneys from the college as a member of the board 
of regents, while acting in that capacity, except such as would 
pay my expenses; and very seldom, if ever, got that. It did 
not occur fo me as the proper thing to do. im a moral sense, and 
I did not desire to stretch my character to conform to the legal 
technicalities then existing in the statutes of Oklahoma. 


Q. Was there any. arrangement by which he was to have 
double pay, either as superintendent of buildings or purchasing 
agent? 

A. Not to my knowledge; if he ever received pay for ser: 
vices in both capacities at the same time, I know nothing of it. 


Q. Was there anything in connection with the construction of 
the building that necessarily required him to be employed on 
Sundays as superintendent, to your knowledge? ` 
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A. To my knowledge, there was not; if the builders worked 
on Sunday, L know nothing about it. 


Q. I will ask you to state what, if anything, you know about 
the purchase of cattle by the college some time in June, 1892. 

A. I think that $300 worth of high grade cattle were pur- 
chased at the Kansas state agricultural college, and $200 worth 
of one Cheney, of North Topeka; those were purchased by Mr. 
Wimberly and Lane, or by Mr. Lane perhaps, alone. All that I 
know of their purchase is that the bills-were sent to the college, 
for payment, and that they were paid and the cattle received. 

Q. What was done with those cattle? 

A. They were kept on the farm at considerable expense with- 
out being used for the purpose for which they were intended, 
and were finally sold at a very low price, perhaps in June, 1894. 
I believe they brought: $271.05. 

Q. When you retired from the position as president of the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College at Stillwater, what did you 
do with the vouchers taken in connection with the various sums 
of money disbursed by you as president of that institution? 


A. As they had all been audited and passed upon by the 
board of regents, I left them in the desk-——in my desk—in the 
college building; they were then in the possession of the college 
secretary, T. M. Upshaw; I called his attention to the preserva- 
tion of all papers and records belonging to the institution. ° 

Q. Have you ever seen these vouchers since? 

A. 1 have not; supposing them to be the property of the col- 
lege, I left them in its possession. 

Q. Have you now any books, vouchers or other papers belong- 
ing to that institution? 

A. I have no papers or vouchers belonging to that institution, 
but I have a record of my own, showing the disbursements of * 
college funds through me, which 1 will produce if the committee 

desires. ; 

Q. I will ask,you to state, now, if you made a report as presi- 
dent of the college to the board of regents just previous to your 
retiring from that position? 

A. I will state that I did, a voluminous, type-written report, 
setting forth moneys received and disbursed by me. "This report 
was accepted and placed on file by the board of regents and a 
vote of thanks at that time was tendered to the retiring presi-. 
dent of the college. : 

Q. I will ask you to state what time you made that report and 
to whom it was delivered? 

A. I made that report to the board of regents in person on the 
17th day of August, 1894. j 

Q. Do you desire to make any other statement or give to the 
committee any further information concerning this institution 
during the time that you were connected with it as president 
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and a member of the board of regents, or have you any recom- 
mendations to make with reference to the betterment of the in- 
stitution or the management thereof? l 

A. I have no further statement to make, neither do I desire at 
this time to interfere with its management.. y 

Q. Have you any thing to say with reference to the compensa- 
tion paid to the teachers and other employes in the institution? 

A. I desire to say that in my judgment, the compensation of 
the president, director, and professors of the institution, is fixed 
at a much lower rate than it ought to be; like service demands 
better wages in most every other state; if we desire the best ser- 
vice we should be willing to pay for it; we cannot hope to secure 
it, either, without offering those inducements; true, it may be, 
that now and then we will catch as competent men out of em- 
ployment as in it, but that is not the general rule. 

Q. Would the fact that this is an infant institution and but 
few students in the college department, and the further fact 
that it has hardly reached the dignity yet of a first-class high 
school, in your judgment, affect the salaries of the teachers in 
that institution?: | 

A. In my judgement it would not have the effect tomake them 
lower; the architect in the construction of a building receives 
greater honor and compensation than those who perform the 
labor; he is the one who makes the mind picture of the edifice. 
I take it then that the president and faculty of this institution 
have more to do than in any institution whose foundation is al- 
ready broadly laid. They not only furnish the warp, but the 
woof; they are, in a word, both architect and builder. 

Q. During your connection with the institution do you know 
anything about the employment of professors, superintendent, 
secretary, or other persons in the service of the college on ac- 
count of political services rendered? 

A. I may surmise, but I do not know. | 

Q. 1 will ask you to explain to the committee, .if you can, why 
the labor account, under the head of expenditures by the sta- 
tion from the “Hatch” fund, was so much greater in 1893-4 
than the previous year? . i 

A. I will state for the benefit of the committee that 1892-3 was 
the beginning of the institution, comparatively small area of the 
farm at that time was devoted to experiments, while in the years 
1893-4 the area was perhaps doubled, maybe trebled, and almost 
numberless experiments were begun, all requiring labor for 
their performance. In addition to this, the students of the col- 
lege were given employment, the grounds were kept clean and 
every thing was kept in better shape in every way than in 1892-3. 


I do not believe that one single nickel was unnecessarily spent . 


for labor on the college farm. 
Q. What were the number of students in attendance at the 
college when you retired from the position of president? 
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A. I think there were perhaps 130. 
Q. How many in the different college classes? li 
A. Perhaps 40 per cent. of that number were in college said 


Q. Did you have any students in either the junior or senior 
classes last year? 


A. We had no students in either of those classes; oúr students 
were first and second preparatory, EH and sophomore. 


Q. How many in the freshmen class? - 
A. I think there were about 30. 

Q. How many in the sophomore class? 
A. Not so many: perhaps 15. - 

Q. What per cent. of these students are from Payne county? 
A. [think 80 per cent. are from Payne county; perhaps 90 per 


cent. 
Q. How many counties in the territory are represented in that 


institution outside of Payne county? 


A. Only three to my certain knowledge, and to the best of my 
recollection. 

Q. State what counties those are? 

A. Kingfisher, Logan and Noble. 

Q. Do you remember about the number of students from each 
of those counties? 

A. lcannot give them definitely; however, there were Several 
from each county. 

Q. What per cert. of these students in attendance at the ot 
lege are from the town of Stillwater? 

A. I think at least 60 per cent. : 

Q. Has there been any favoritism shown, to your knowledge, 
toward the students in attendance from Stillwater over other 


Students, so far as employment upon the college farm in connec- 
tion with the station. 


A. If there has been any favoritism shown the students from 
Stillwater I am not aware of it, and I do not believe it has been 
shown. 


Q. Has there been any favoritisn shown by the director of the 
station or any one connected therewith, so faras employing any 
one,to do work there at the college? 


A. I will say, not to my knowledge. ' w

R. J. Barker being recalled; having been previously sworn, 
testifies as follows: - 

Q. 1 will ask you to state for the information of the commit- 


od 


tee, the character of the land upon which this institution is now 


located. 3 

A. I will characterize the land by grading it medium prairie 
soil, and very poor: prairie soil; none of it can be considered 
good second-class land, in my judgment. 

Q. To successfully conduct an experiment station and get the 
best results for the agricultural interests of the territory what, 
in your judgment, should be added to this farm? 

A. In my judgment, first-class sandy loam and also first-class 
clay loam should be added to this farm, there being no land of 
this character in connection with it; it is impossible to conduct 
experiments of much value to those cultivating first-class soils. 

Q. How much additional land should this institution have? 

A. It should have at least 80 acres in addition to what it now 
has; 40 acres of this should be sandy loam conforming to the 
sandy loam of this territory, and 40 acres clay loam conforming 
to the clay loam of this territory. 

Q. What information can you give the committee concerning 
the water supply on the present location of the college? 

A. I will state that the college farm is supplied with water 
from a well furnishing perhaps 500 gallons daily, and two res- 
ervoirs on the farm constructed with a view to storing- the 
rainfall. As there is no machinery for the distribution of this 
reservoir water, itis practically valueless. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not it is practical there 
on that college farm to store water by means of a reservoir, so 
as to utilize it for college purposes. 

A. I consider that it is; while much of the water wastes by 
evaporation and percolation, a sufficient amount may be saved 


to pay well for its storage and distribution. 


Q. Taking the history of the country since the institution has 
been located, has there been sufficient rainfall to secure a suffi- 
cient supply of water, providing you had a reservoir, to irrigate 
the farm? 

A. There has not been; the fact that we have 36 inches of rain- 
fall annually, and-the-annual evaporation of water in this terri- 
tory is from 50 to 60 inches, it goes without saying that our 
rainfall insufficiently irrigates our land; but by concentrating 
the surplus water during heavy rains falling on the farm, they 
can be made to irrigate in a more or less sufficient manner, from 
ten to forty acres. 


Q. How many wells have been dug or bored there? 


A. I believe two wells were bored, the water in neither of 
which could be utilized on account of alkalinity; two wells have 
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been dug, the former of which did not furnish a supply af water 
sufficient to justify its walling, and the latterof which furnishes 
a supply of perhaps 500 to 1,000 gallons per day. 

Q. How deep were these wells? a 

A. About thirty feet. 

Q. Is there more than one well on this farm now that furnishes 
good water. " 

A. There is only one. - 

Q. I will ask you to state for the iuiómiation of the comumittes 
whether or not it is practical to conduct an experiment station 
upon tracts of land disconnected. 


A. I think it is practical, and see no reason why tracts of land 


of different character in different localities might not be used 
for experimentation with much better results than lands con- 
nected. 

Q. Would it not be attended with greater expense "to the gov- 
ernment? 

A. It would be attended with no greater expense to the 
government from the fact that the federal appropriation is 
$15,000 only and that much and no more will be spent. How- 


ever, Iwill say that spreading out this work in the manner I 


have indicated would incur an additional expense and a propor- 
tionally less amount of work would be done, but I think the 
work done in this manner representing the various soils, alti- 
tudes and meteorological conditions of the territory, would fur- 
nish a much better exponent to the relative power of the soils 
and the crops adapted to them than could be secured in any 
other way. 

Q. Would you recommend the purchase and cultivation for 
experimental purposes of land in different parts of the territory? 

A. I cannot say that I would recommend the purchase of lands 
in different parts of the territory by the institution; for as a 
matter of fact federal appropriations cannot be used for this 
purpose, neither does the territory desire to incur additional in- 
debtedness, but I am in favor of dividing the experiment station 
as I have before indicated provided lands are donated by differ- 
ent communities for the purpose of carrying on and developing 
experiments relative to their environments. 

Q. Has there been any experiments conducted there upon the 
college farm in relation to feeding stock of any kind so as to 
test the value of the different feeds for fattening properties. 


A. Some few experiments, I think, have been made, but of a 
character so short and feeble that no results conclusive have 
been obtained. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether any arpon ments have been 
made to test the different breeds of cattle and hogs and other 
live stock, with reference to their adaptability to this territòry? 


A, No experiments of that kind have ever' been made; this 
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subject has, beer ignored by the station staff as not worthy of 
their attention. The cattle purchased for this purpose remained 
a long time in their possession without any effort on their part 
to test their adaptability or usefulness to the people of the ter- 
ritory. It seems to have been thought by the statioù staff that 

the people were more interested in cereals and forage plants 
than stock to consume them; this in my judgment has been the 
greatest oversight of the staff. 


Q. Is it not one of the objects of the appropriation of-the 
experiment fund, known as the Hatch fund, that such experi- 
ments should be conducted ? 

A. It is one of the objects, and as the growing of live stock 
is one of the most important industries of our country, this 
question is doubly emphasized. 

Q. I will ask you to state if these cattle purchased at the 
agricultural college at Manhattan and from Mr. Cheney, of 
North Topeka, were not bought for experimental purposes, 
rather than breeding purposes? 

A. They were bought for experimental purposes and no other, 
the prime object in ‘their purchase being their use as apparatus 
in developing stock raising in this territory. | 

Q. you know why these cattle were not used for that pur- 
pose? 

A. 1 cannot say that I do. The pretext for not using them 
for this purpose was that the means of testing them or their 
adaptability to the territory was not sufficient to warrant them 


in making experiments. It was held by the station staff “that | 


before experiments of value could be made along this line, that 
barns, sheds, feed of various kinds, and also machinery and 
apparatus would be necessary. They lost sight of the fact that 
experiments designed to benefit the farmer should be made in 
that way and under the same conditions surrounding the farmer. 
It was thought that experiments with milch cattle while run- 
ning in the open pastures or being housed in ordinary barns, as 
so pastured and housed by farmers, would be of no value to 
them, but that to have experiments of value to the farmer they 
must be conducted in a way far superior to that in the ability 
of the farmer and foreign to him'altogether. 


Q. How long were these cattle, which were purchased for 
experimental purposes, kept there upon the college farm? 

A. They were kept from some time in December, 1892, to some 
time in June, 1894—perhaps eighteen or nineteen months. 


Q. How were those cattle kept and fed on the college farm, 
and what, if anything, was done in the way of utilization while 
they were there on the farm? 


A. During the pasturing season they were kept mainly in the 
open pasture. I do not know that they received during that 
time any extra feed. During:fall and winter and spring, when 
the weather was cold and inclement they were kept in barns 
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and sheds. I do not think any comparison of their milking 
qualities or butter- making dnalinies or fattening iiaia was 
ever made. 

Q. How many sd of cattle were there? $ 


A. I think the first purchase constituted eight—five at Man- 
hattan and three at North Topeka. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether any steers have been pur- 
chased by the station for the purpose of experimenting and 
showing the fattening qualities of the different cereals grown in 
this territory. 


A. Ido not remember any having been purchased or fed about 
the station. 


Q. Have any hogs been purchased for eenerimentut purposes? 

A. A few have been purchased for the purpose of testing the 
value of feeds. 

Q. The bulletins that have been sent out from the experiment 
station since it has been established relate to what experiments? 

A. They relate to experiments in the growing of wheat, corn, 
oats and other cereals, and vegetables such as potatoes, cabbage, 
turnips, etc.; forage plants, such as the various grasses, clover, 
peas, etc., aud fruits, such as apples, grapes, etc.. and also as 
to insects destructive to those plants and methods to combat 
them. 

Q. Have any experiments been made at the station since it 
was established upon cattle to show the adaptability of the dif- 
ferent breeds of cattle for this territory? 

A. None have been made. | 

Q. Who constitute the present faculty of the college? 

A. Edward D. Murdaugh, president of the faculty; F. E. Mil- 
ler, professor of English literature; George L. Holter, professor 
of chemistry; A. C. Magruder, professor of agriculture; F. A. 
Waugh, professor of horticulture; H. E. Thompson, principal of 
the preparatory department; Dr. J. C. Neal, professor of natural 
sciences; E. F. Clark, professor of mathematics. 


Q. What information can you give the committee concerning 
the qualifications of these gentlemen for the various positions 
that they occupy? 

A. As to the qualifications of the president, I can say nothing, 
insomuch as he is a stranger to me; neither can I say anything 
as to the qualifications of F. E. Miller, professor of English lit- 
erature. I understand, however, that he is a graduate of a 
reputable institution and writes A. M. after his name. George 
L. Holter is a graduate of the Pennsylvania State College, and 
I consider him an excellent man and the peer of any one in the 
faculty; A. C. Magruder is a young man of great energy, a grad- 
uate of the Mississippi Agricultural College, has also taken a 
course in Germany in dairying; he is a methodical man, and 1 
believe, a good man for the position; F, A. Waugh i is a graduaté 
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of the Kansas State Agricultural College, having received the 
degree of M. S.; is energetic, thorough and alive to the work of 


the institution; T consider him an excellent man for the position. - 


H. E. Thompson, principal of the preparatory department, is a 


graduate of the Normal School of Kentucky, a most excellent . d 


and affable gentleman, and well suited to the position he holds 
in the college. J. C. Neal, who is also director of the station, 
is one of the best men I ever met in my life; honest, upright, 
sensible and unassuming; he takes great pleasure in his work, 
nothing passing him that is not right, or any duty ever neg- 
lected. He is entitled to write P. H. C. D. after his cognomen, 


and is one of the best men connected with the institution. Prof. > 


E. F. Clark, professor of mathematics, is a comparatively 
young gentleman, a practical teacher, having taken instruction 
in the Normal School of Ohio, but having failed to receive a de- 
gree representing his attainment. Prof. Clark is energetic, 

thoughtful and sensible, always working vigorously for the in- 
terests of his pupils, never failing to interest and instruct them. 

I consider Prof. Clark an excellent man, and only regret that 
his attainments are not such as to satisfy himself.

J. P. Lane, of lawful age, having been first duly sworn, de- 
poses and says: 


Q. State your name, age, residence and occupation. 
A. J. P. Lane, 43 years old, Norman, O. T., minister. 


Q. I will ask you to state now long you were a member of the 


board of regents of the Agricultural. and Mechanical E at 
Stillwater, O. T. 


A. Something near two years, I believe. - 


Q. Will ask you to state if you were a regent at the organiza- 
tion of the college? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Iwill ask you to state what other position you occupied 
other than a member of the board of regents? 

A. I had no position except on committee work, I believe. 

Q. I will ask you if you everacted as purchasing agent? 


A. Yes, sir. 
* Q. How long did you act as purchasing agent? 
A. I don't remember thé length of time, . . 
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Q. Could you give the committee some idea as to what length 
of time, days, weeks or months? 

A..It was one or two months, I think, that I was actually en- 
gaged. I remember that when first asked to accept the place 
I couldn't do it, and didn’t for a month later. 


Q. With whom were you associated as purchasing agent? 

A. Mr. Wimberly, and I think part of the time with Mr. Little. 

Q. What were the duties of the purchasing agent? 

A. We were purchasing the library, machinery for the farm, 
and other machinery in connection with the different parts of the 
experiment work; some stock also. l 

Q. What stock was purchased by you as agent? 

A. There was three Holsteins, and I think three short horns, 
and I assisted also in looking for and securing the purchase of 
a team of horses. 

Q. Where were these cattle purchased? 

A. Part of them at Manhattan station, and part of them at 
North Topeka. 

Q. I will ask you what the stock cost? 

A. My recollection is—I know the stock that 1 purchased at

North Topeka, of Mr. Cheney, were two Holstein cows, at $100 


each; and a Holstein at Manhattan station and college’ at $125; 
and two or three short horns at Manhattan, at $75 each; that is 
all that was purchased at that time, I think. E 


Q. Do you remember how much time was consumed in the pur- 


' chase of these cattle? 


A. I can't state exactly the number of days. I made the trip 
as rapidly as I could. : 

Q. Youstate you were also the purchasing agent in connec- 
tion with the purchase of a team of horses? 

A. Yes; sir; that is, I went two or three places looking for a 
suitable team. 

Q. Do you remember how many deve you consumed in that? 

A. l do not remember the number of days; I went to King- 
fisher and Edmond to look at teams that had been recom- 
mended. 

Q. Well, can you explain to the committee the reason that 
this particular team was purchased of Mr. N. C. Kittrell? 

A. It was a team that in size and appearance seemed to he 
suitable, looked to be a good team and one well suited to the 
work; however, I had heard of a team very highly recom- 
mended and I preferred seeing the team there; I went to Ed- 
mond and in the country, and then back, and eventually found 
the team in town; liked it very much and would have purchased 
it, but learning that they had only been here about a month I 
was afraid to purchase a team that had not been here longef 
than that. Then I wrote or telegraphed, I forget which, that 
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the team was s not suítable,. and then the other E was pur- 
chased. I was not there when the team was purchased. E 


Q. Did you make an examination of this team before it was 


purchased? 


A. Yes, sir; L looked at them; saw them moving pu the 
place where they were kept; I didn’t ride or drive them; I may 
have seen them hitched, don’t remember. As Mr. Wimberly was 
there off and on all the while and lived near thére, I left the 
closer examination to him. 


Q. What was the object in purchasing these cattle. 
A. They thought it was beneficial to experiment with the best 
grades of cattle for milk and for beef. 


Q. I will ask you to state as a matter of fact while you were 
there were any experiments made with these cattle? 


A. I cannot state, for I think my connection with the college ` 


closed near the time the cattle were brought to the college in* 
cold weather; I think they had been brought just a short time 
before. 


Q. I will ask you if in connection with the other regents you 
made a visit tó the Manhattan Agricultural College of Kansas? 

A, Yes, sir. p 

Q. What amount was appropriated to each regent for the ex- 
pense of that trip? 

. One hundred dollars, I believe. i l 

. How long did you remain at the college at Manhattan? 
Don't remember. I think I was away from home ten-days. 
. Did you remain there over two days? 

Yes, sir, I think I did; that is my recollection; I won't be 
positive about the number of days we remained there. 

Q. What other point did you visit on that same trip? 

A. I stopped over night at Wichita, where the board was to 
meet, and took the train the next morning. On my return I re- 
turned by way.of Topeka. à 

Q. How long did you stop at Topeka? 

A. I believe I stopped over night at Topeka, or until the first 
train coming south. 

Q. I will ask you to state if you iade any report of this visit 
to the agricultural college at Manhattan. 

A. The record of our visit, I suppose, was made, but as the 
board was nearly all present they didn't report to.each other. 

Q. Did you make any report to the faculty as to what light 
or information you received there? . 

A. I don't know whether any formal report was made or not; 
the points were freely talked of again and again at different 
times. 


Q. Did you visit any other institution? 
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A. The Texas institution. 

Q. With whom did you visit that institution? 

-A. The time we appointed to go together Messrs. Wimberly 
and Little didn't join me at the time agreed upon, and they  , 
didn't join me on the trip; I made the visit as contemplated and - - 
waited there and wrote or telegraphed where I was at; and aft- 
erwards I visited it again and made an examination of the 
grounds and college; I went down below after I stayed there 

“and went over the grounds to some; made an examination of the 
stock; gave especial attention to the Texas fever. 


Q. How long did you remain there at that institution? 

A. IthinkI was there two or three days the first time and 
came in on the night train the next and left, I believe, the sec- 
ond day following; I had hoped to meet the balance of the 
regents who were expected to go. 


R e Q. Did you make a report of your visit to that college? 
A. I made no formal report, but frequently talked the matter 


over with the members of the board and the observations that 1 
made. 


Q. When did you make that visit to Texas? 
A. I was there first on the 11th of November, 1892. E 


Q. After making this visit to Texas did you make more than 
one visit to Stillwater? 
¿< A. Ido not remember more than one; but I have talked with 
the members freely about my visit. 


Q. How much was appropriated for that visit. Ñ 

A. $125.00. 

Q. On the 29th day of June, 1892, you were allowed a bill for 
services as "purchasing agent for 29 days during that month, and 

: traveling expenses, $10.95; telegram, $.25; and expenses to the 

Manhattan college in Kansas, $42. 10; will you explain to the 
committee whether you were 'employed every day in June as 
purchasing agent for the college? 

A. Tthink I was, from the time I left home about the first of 
the month to about the last. 


Q. I will ask you if you were employed on ‘Sundays? 
d A. I don't suppose we worked on Sunday's, but I think I was 
at the station. 
7 Q. And you therefore charged the college for it, did you? 
" A. lsuppose it is the usual way of counting the number of 
ays. 
Q. I will ask you too, if you did not in that same month charge 
the college for seven days as regent, as well as 29 days for 
purchasing agent? 


A. Ido not remember; don't think that 1 ch arged as regent at 
the time I did the other, is my recollection. I don't remember 


U A og.

the meeting in that month; if the board met 1 was at that meet- 


ing. 
Q. There appears an allowance of subsistance made to the 


regents; will you explain to the committee what that con- 


sisted of? 
. It was an expense. 


. What expense? = 

. Hotel expenses and hack fare. 

. Was that in addition to the mileage allowed? 

. It was principally. hotel expenses. 

If the record shows that you were allowed 7 days’ services 
as regent in July, and 29 days’ service as purchasing agent, itis 
correct, is it not? 

A. Icould’nt say, because I don't remember; it is not my im- 
pression that I had charged for both at the same time, but it 
might have been possible that I was at work at both at the same 
time. L don’t remember the meeting. ` The business was said to 
be very urgent about making those purchases or the money 
would be lost to the institute, and they wanted me to commence 
work about the time of the Kingfisher meeting; my own business 
was such, I asked to be excused from work on the committee at 
the time and I did’nt attend the meeting. Before the next meet- 
ing they wrote me that the work was very necessary and must 
be done, and I was urged to go to work after the next meeting 
of the committee. 

Q. At a meeting of the board of regents held October 4th, 
1892, you were allowed $36.75 as purchasing agent; will you, 
for the information of the committee, state what that was for? 

A. Iremember the trip; we made a visit down there some- 
where for the purpose of purchasing some stock. I hadn’t 
thought, when we started, about the purchase of hogs, but the 
prices were obtained, and the purchase was made afterward; 
not the same- hogs; different hogs. I wasn’t present at the 
time the purchase was made. 


Q. I will ask you to state, for the information of the commit- 
tee,-whether or not during the time you were a member of the 
board of regents, the treasurer ever made a report to the board 
of regents of the money received by him from the government, 
the proceeds of the sale of any bonds or stock? 

A. Ithink he mentioned any time he received money from the 
government, but don’t remember anything about the sale of 
bonds or stock. 

Q. What the committee wants to know is, whether or no the 
board of regents ever required the treasurer to make a report, 
as treasurer of the college. 

A. I don't remember whether they did ornot; 1 don't remem- 
ber of him making a report. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not, during the time you 
were regent, any vouchers were taken, to your knowledge, for 
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moneys paid out for that institution; and, if SO, where were 
those vouchers kept? 

A. I remember only the bills being reddi and being 
allowed or not allowed, whichever it would be; and my under- : 
standing was that they were kept by the secretary, who was 
also president of the college. 


Q. Lwill ask you to state whether or not, during the time 
that you were a member af the board of regents, the board ever 
required the accounts presented against it to be sworn to. 

A. It is my impression they. did, but I am not positive; I know 
that part of them were, and suppose that all were; but I don't 
know. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you were present at the meeting 
held November 14th, 1892, at which T. Little, a member of the 
board of regents, was elected horticulturist of the experiment 
station and professor of horticulture in the college and his 
salary fixed at $1,500.00 per year, and did you favor his elec- 
tion? 

A. I may have been present during a part of the sitting of the 
board, I don't remember. I was not present when he was 
not present when he was elected and was not in favor of his 
election; I was not in favor of electing any man to that position 
at that time. I would have opposed it. 


Q. Was there any necessity at that time for such a professor 
in that institution? 

A. Ididn't think that the time had arrived for a selection, 
at all. 


Q. I will ask you if you know any thing about the method- of 
keeping the accounts of the college, while you were regent? 
A. 'The expenses of the experiment station and college were 
presented to the board by the director and others who had ac- 
counts, but how they kept them— what kind of books—I don't 

know. 


Q. Did the board of regents ever adopt any system there for 
^ the keeping of accounts? 

A. I don't know; there was at one time that was spent in re- 
viewing and auditing accounts. It was frequently spoken of to 
purchase a book for that purpose, and what kind of a book, but 
I don't think that book was purchased ore I left; they had 
books there to keep the accounts in. 


Q. Have you any further information to give the committee 
with reference to the appropriation of funds and the method of 
doing the business of the college, while you were regent, other 
than the facts you have heretofore stated? 

A. None that I think of now, except this: The only funds I 
ever handled in any way, in any purchase, was the purchase of 
some books from a house with which 1 had been dealing, from 
which 1 had been purchasing at wholesale rates, and I thought 
I could save the college 30 or 40 per cent. on the purchase; the 
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books amounted to about $22 or $28; I told them $15 was all that ; 
was necessary; I purchased the books and returned a small bal- ^ 
ance of something like $1 to the board. That was the only a 
chasing funds I ever handled. 

Q. Well you received pay while you were regent of the iusti: 
tution, as a regent of the college and also as purchasing agent* 
of the institution; can you give the committee some idea of the 
amount of money that was paid you as purchasing agent of the 
college? 

A. Only by looking over the record—the secretary's book. 

Q. Do you desire to make any other statement for the in- 
formation of the committee with reference to the management of 
this institution during the time you were regent? 

A. I wish to say that the purchases—it was thought better to 
invest the amount for the purchase of material for college and 
station, for the necessary libraries for an institution of that 
kind, and for the chemical department, than to leave the 
amount over for next year, and that amount being lost the year 
following to the institution. An inventory of the stock and ma- 
terials purchased would-show the amount that was secured. 

. Q. Who advised the board that this amount would be lost if 
not expended before the end of the fiscal year? 


A. It was stated by the president of the board.

Q. State your name, age, place of residence and occupation. 

A. A. J. Seay; reside at Kingfisher, O. T.; farmer and lawyer. 

Q. What official position did you hold in the year 1892? 

A. I qualified as governor on the 1st day of February, 1892, 


and ex-officio member of the board of regents of the Agricultural 
College at Stillwater. 


Q. How many meetings of the board did you attend during . 


the time you were governor? 


A. I have no recollection of attending any meetings at Still- ' 


water. « 


Q. I will ask if you attended a meeting of the board of regents 
held at Kingfisher on the 6th of May, 1892. 


A. I was present at a meeting at Kingfisher. | 
Q. Do you know anything about the appointment of John A. 


Wimberly as purchasing agent of the college at that meeting on ` 


the 6th of May? 
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I must have known it at the time. 

Did you vote for his appointment? 

. 1 don't remember, 

. Did you favor his appointment? 

That 1 don't remember; but 1 do not think I favored the 

Appointment ofa purchasing agent. < 

Q. Do you know anything about the resolution which was 
adopted as appears from the record of the board on page 54, at 
the meeting at Kingfisher, May 6, 1892, where Mr. Wimberly l 
was authorized as purchasing agent to make large purchases for 
the different departments of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College at Stillwater? 

A. I have no definite recollection about the matter. 

Q. I will ask you to state if you know anything about the ex- 
penditure of some $12,200 by this board authorized at a meeting 
held on the ist day of June, 1892? 

A. Not a thing in the world. 

. Q. You were allowed at the meeting June 2, 1892, 175 miles 
traveling and two days as regent, amounting to $14.50; for serv- 
ices as regent and mileage, while you were governor of this ter-. 
ritory; I will ask you to “state whether you drew that sum? 

A. Tam sure that I never took a cent as regent; I think I was 
notified that an allowance was made me, but I wrote and refused 
to accept. This is my best recollection. . 

Q. Did the board of regents ever make a report to you while 

'you were governor? - 

A. Yes, they did. 

Q. I will ask you to state what recollection, if any, you have 
of the business transactions by the board of the meeting at 
Kingfisher, on May 6, 1892. 

A. I have but a vague recollection of it. I recollect in sub- 
stance as I have stated before. My judgment was that they 
were disposed to appropriate money too lavishly, and my recol- 
lection is that I was inclined to put the breaks on. 


Q. Iwill ask you to state if you interposed any objection at 
this meeting or at any other time against this lavish expendi- 
ture of money? 

A. I have always been, as a public officer, disposed to cut 
down accounts where 1 thought it was lavish; that has been my 
uniform custom. 


Q. At this meeting in May, at which you were present, did 
you interpose any objection to any of the accounts that were 
* considered and ordered paid at that meeting? . 
A. I think I have already stated that I objected to that 
account of Magruder's for expenses; and I have no definite 
recollection of any accounts, what they were, or for, and to 
whom. .

Q. L will ask you to state if the‘ board of regents, during the 
time you were governor and ex-officio member of the board, con- 
ferred with you in reference to thesé expenditures of money 
made during the year 1892? ' 


A. Ihave stated all I recollect about that. ‘ 


Q. Did you know anything about the purchase of some cattle 
for experimental purposes by the board in 1892? 


A. No. 


Q. Did you at any time while you were governor of the terri- 
tory make any examination into the condition of this institution 
and the method by which the business was conducted other than 
to attend this meeting of the _board at Kingfisher on the 6th 
of May? 


A. Not that I remember of. I will state that as governor of 
the territory my whole time was required at the office, and I do 
not now remember of ever having visited any of the institutions 
except a visit to Norman when they were securing stone to 
build that Norman University. I seriously objected to the 
stone, made a hard fight against it, which resulted in a meeting 
at my office in Guthrie of those regents a short time afterwards, 
and that investigation resulted in an examination of other 
stones and the final rejection of the stone. That is the most 
accurate thing I remember in connection with the institutions. 
. Every appointment I made of regents was on what I regarded 
‘the very best recommendations of the best people in the terri- 
tory as farasI knew. I was deeply interested in the success of 
those institutions, but-with the small clerical help and the low 
appropriations made by congress to secure clerical force, my 
my personal presence and labor was required at my office seven 
days in the week. 


Q. During the time that you were governor did you receive 
any report, officially or otherwise, that money was being un- 
necessarily and exiravagantly expended at that institution? 


A. I have no recollection. Ireceived a report, which I here 
exhibit, from the president of the board, marked exhibit “A” 
and made a part of my evidence hereto attached. 


Q. Did you commission the gentlemen who were acting as 
regents in 1892? 


A. WhenItook charge of the office as governor in February, 
1892, it became known to me that R. J. Barker, John A. Wim- 
berly, J. P. Lane, and Amos A. Ewing had. been appointed on 
the board of regents of the Agricultural College on the 24th day 
of December, 1890, by the then governor of Oklahoma, the Hon. 
G. W. Steele, who, b y some oversight or other, had failed to 
commission them, as I was informed by the secretary, where- 
upon I commissioned them to date from that time. The com- 
missions were issued on the 17th of May, 1892. I had issued a 
commission on the 10th of May, 1892, to T. Little, to fill a vacancy. 
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Q. Had these gentlemen you have named been previously con- 
firmed by the council? = 

A. That was my information. 

Q. Did you at any time while you were governor and ex-officio 
member of the board of regents of this college make any sug- 
gestion to the board or the individual members thereof as to the 
financial management of this institution? 

A. I think that is very likely, as I never was connected with 
any institution of that kind without making some suggestions 
as to the financial management. 

Q. Do you remember to what members of the board you made 
these suggestions? 

A. No. Itake it for granted. that every time I had time to 
talk with them about the matter that I did so. 

Q. Did you know anything about how the treasurer of this - 
board kept his accounts while you were governor?- 

A. No. 

Q. Do you know whether he took any vouchers for any money 
he paid out while treasurer. 

A. I don't know anything about that; 1 suppose he did; don't 
know. If he was any business man he surely did. He was 
highly recommended by business men throughout the territory. 

Q. Do you know where he kept the funds oí the college while 
you were governor? 

A. Only by hearsay; I ‘know now that he kept an account 
with the Kingfisher bank, and know he kept an account with 

the Guthrie national banks; it seems to me he kept an account 
with two or three or four banks. We had some talk about that 
and he told me, I think, that he had it in three or four banks; I 
assume that he kept ‘the most of it in the Bank of Kingfisher 
and the Guthrie national bank. 

Q. Were you a director or stockholder at the time you were 
governor of any of these banks where Mr. Ewing kept a portion 

of this money? 

A. I was a stockholder in the Guthrie National during part of 
that time, but I don’t remember whether I was a director or not; 
I bought some stock in the Guthrie National about the 26th day 
of October, 1893. Up to that time I had no interest in it. T had 
a small interest for a short time in the Bank of Kingfisher. 

Q. State for the information of the committee whether to your 
knowledge, Mr. Ewing or the board of regents received any ben- 
efits from these different banks in the way of an allowance for 
interest on daily balances for the college funds, while on deposit 
in such banks. E 

A. No; I don't know anything about that. 

Q. Have you any other information to give to the committee 
concerning the management of this college while you were a 
member of the board of regents and governor of the territory, or 
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any recommendations to make to the committee with reference 
to the economic and business management of this institution? 


A. I don't think of any other information that would benefit 
the*:committee. l 

Q. During the time that you were governor had you any 
knowledge of the misappropriation of any portion of the Morrill 
fund or the Hatch fund, by the board of regents? 


A. No; if there was any misappropriation of funds I don’t 
know it, when it took place, or how, or by whom; I don’t Snow 
that it was ever done. - 


Q. Do you desire to make any further statement for the lors 
mation of the committee" ` 

A, It has already appeared in my statement that 1 remember 
definitely—that I know definitely —very little about the details 
of the business of the agricultural college and the manner in 
which it was conducted. The board of regents that had been 
appointed by my predecessor, Governor Steele, seemed to be 
men of high character and well recommended, three of whom 
having been members -of the territorial legislature of this 
territory, from all the information 1 could get from Judge Rob- 
ert Martin, the then secretary and acting Governor of the 
territory, and from Dr. Neal, who was in charge of the experi- 
ment station, and who impressed me as a man of high character 
and one who was tboroughly acquainted with his business, aud 
from prominent men “in the town of Stillwater, I was led to 
believe that the institution was in good, safe hands. I found 
the business of the office of governor onerous and constantly 
increasing, and upon a very thorough examination of the leases 
of the school land I undertook the task of bringing about an 
entire change, which, in my judgment, improved the system, 
and insured better leases and better security for the lease money, 
and finding that the governor had the entire responsibility sub- 
ject only to the superintendent of the interior department of 
managing and controlling the entire school lands, finding the 
territory without any school funds for the support of the public 
schools, other than those to be realized out of the rentals of sec- 
tion 16 and 36, [concentrated my best thought upon that subject. 
Congress having reduced the appropriation for contingent ex- 
penses of the governor’s office to one-third of what it was the 
year before, and to what I understand it to be now, I'was unable 
to employ sufficient clerical force to keep the business well up, 
and hence, undertook to, and did perform, a part of that ser- 
vice myself. That coupled with the opening of the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe country, the survey, platting and organization of 
the town sites, the appointment of officers to fill the offices in 
those counties, in the spring and early summer of 1892, coupled 
with the necessity of going to Washington and spending a month 
in the middle of the summer in order to secure legislation 
authorizing a re-apportionment of the territory into council and 
representative districts, and the holding of an election in No- 
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vember, 1892, and also thirty days' service in the field as one of 
the re- apportioning board, my time was so entirely occupied 
that I felt unable to visit the meetings and be present with the 
various boards of education. These factsI state by way of ex- 
planation for the seeming neglect to look after the interests of 
those institutions. .I will say, however, further, that under the 
law, the governor was only an ex-officio member of those boards, 
and under ordinary circumstances it was not supposed that his 
absence at any meeting would in any way retard the board in 
the performance of its duties under the law.

John R. Clark, of lawfulage, being first duly sworn, deposes 
and says: * 

Q. State your name, age, residence and occupation? 

A. John R. Clark, residence, Stillwater, O. T., age 39 years; 
attorney a. law. 

Q. What official position do you sustain toward the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College at Stillwater? 

A. lam one of the board of regents. 

Q. How long have you been a member of the board? 

A. I think since May or June, 1894, possibly April. ` 

Q. I will ask youif you were present at a meeting of the board 
held on the 25th of April, 1894, at which the office of secretary 
and general accountant of the college was created at a salary of 
$1, 200 per year? 

A. I was. . 

Q. Will you please explain to the committee the necessity of 
such an office in connection with the college? 

A. So far as the necessity of such an office is concerned I am 
not able to say; but the office of secretary was created on the 
recommendation of Dr. Neal, the director of the station. 

Q. Do you know any thing the way the present incumbent, 
Mr. T. M. Upshaw, was selected to fill that place at that same 
meeting? 

A. There were two names suggested; one by the name of Chap- 
man, of Norman, I believe, and Upshaw. 

Q. Do you know what members of the board advocated the 
appointment of Mr. Upshaw? 

A. Mr. Caldwell and Mr. Howard, 1 think, advocated the 
selection of Mr. Upshaw. This however was done prior to any 
election, I think they. all voted for Upshaw. Carutheis, How- 
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ard, Glazier and Caldwell; I don't think there was any dissent- : i 


ing "vote. 

Q. Was it generally known that such an office had been 
created before the place was tendered to Mr. Upshaw? 

A. lam certain it was not. y 

Q. Did you know any thing. about. the dualincationg of Mr. 
Upshaw for such a place? 

A. 1 did not and so stated at the time. , 

Q. Since he has been connected with the institution have you 
as any thing about his qualifications and fitness for the 
place 

A. I don't know of my personal knowledge; I have never in- 
vestigated his work. 


Q. Did he ever state to you in Stillwater that he was selected 
for political reasons and that he would talk politics as he saw 
fit, or words to that effect? 

A. I can’t say that he made such a statement as that tó me. 


Q. What statement did he make? 

A. I don't believe I can give the exact words; I believe that 
he made such statements as referred to, in substance, at least. 

Q. After his employment did he assume the duties of the posi- 
tion and remain there continuously? 

A. I presume he assumed the duties. - 

Q. Did he perform them? 

A. Ican't say as to that; he was not working for me. 


Q. Isn't it a fact that for some three or four months that Mr. 
Upshaw was away and a young lady there at the Ga per- 
formed the duties of secretary and accountant? 

A. That is true at the beginning, but as for four months, I 
can't say; I kept no record, it wasn’t my business to keep any 
record—to keep any record of what transpired at the college 
other than the minutes of the board of regents. 


Q. I will ask you to state 1f you know about the general elec- 
tion in 1894? 


A. Yes, sir; I know of his being away at that time. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether you consider Mr. Upshaw 


a competent bookkeeper and accountant and one qualified to fill 
the position that he is occupying BOWT 


A. I cant say as to that. 

Q. Do you know whether he has ever taken a business course 
or not in any college or institute? 

A. I only know what he has told me since he has been em- 
ployed there, is all. . 

Q. Do you know anything ábout his habits? 

A. Why? yes, sir; something about it. 
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Q. Is he in the habit of using intoxicating liquors to excess? 
A. He used intoxicating liquors some, but whether for him it 


would be considered excess, I could not say; for some men it 
would. : 

Q. Does he visit the saloons and other drinking places in 
Stillwater to your knowledge? 

A. I havn't any other knowledge of drinking places in Still- 
water other than the saloons; those he frequently has visited. 

Q. Did you have any information as to his having killed a 
man in Texas before he was selected to fill this position? 

A. I had not. 

Q. Have you had any since? 

A. Only from himself. : 

Q. Who is the present farm superintendent at the college? 

A. B. J. Connelly. i 

Q. Can you give the committee any information as to the ne- 
cessity for such a person to be employed there at the college? 

A. At the time that the new board had come into power the 
office of farm superintendent had been in existence from, I might 
say, the very inception of the college, and at our first meeting . 
of the present board, in April, I think, I recommended the 
abolishment of that office, from the knowledge I had gained of 
the work and insufficiency of the former superintendent. Such 
an office might be valuable to the institution if filled by efficient 
men. 

Q: I will ask you to state if you have read Prof. Alvord's re- 
port made to the secretary of the interior and the secretary of 
agriculture concerning the agricultural college at Stillwater? 

A. I have. . 

Q. On page 20 of the report the statement is made by Presi- 
dent Alvord that the offices of farm superintendent and secretary 
of the college were filled from personal and political considera- 
tions alone, regardless at once of the needs of such offices and 
the fitness of the persons employed. Can you give the commit- 
tee any information as to the truth of this charge? 

A. As to the actions of the former board relative to farm sup- 


"erintendent, I do not know whether that was the case or not; 


possibly it may be true of the present board in reference to those 
offices; I don't know. 


Q. Why was the salary of the secretary and accountant of the 
college increased from $1,200 to $1,500, if you know? z 

A. I don't know; possibly Governor Renfrow can give informa- | 
tion as to that subject; he was present at the time it was done. 
It was done, however, over the protests of some of the members 
of the board. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether as president of the board 
you have signed the records? 
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A, “A portion of them I have, I think. _ É 

Q. Have you signed all of them? 

A. No, sir, I have not. 

Q. Will you explain to the committee why? 

A. One reason was that the board had insinuated at least that 
it was the duty of the secretary of the college to write up the 
minutes of their meetings, and as they were always read by the 
secretary of the college and approved by the board; and another 
was, on a slight examination I found several slight inaccuracies, 
to which I did not care to sign my name as secretary and presi- 
dent of the board. . 

Q. I will get you to state for the nados of the committee 
the circumstances under which the resolution was passed by 


which the salary of the secretary of the college was increased 
from $1,200 to $1,500 per annum. 


A. My recollection is there wasn’t any reason given for it; l 


that at the time the resolution or motion was made to increase 
his salary Mr. Glazier began to talk upon the subject in opposi- 
tion to an increase; before the final determination of the ques- 
tion he was called out of the room; so it passed in his absence; 
there was present at the time the vote was taken Gov. Kenfrow, 
F. Caruthers, Howard and Caldwell; there wasn't a dissenting 
vote cast. I was in the chair. 


Q. Why was the stock which had been parcas by the 
former board of regents at the Agricultural College at Manhat- 
tan, Kansas, and of Mr. Cheney of North Topeka, Kansas, dis- 
posed of! by the present board? 


A. They were sold under the suggestion of the director of the 
station, as they were not such cattle as were of any benefit to 
either the station or farmers, and that they were a continual 
source of expense from the time they were purchased up to the 
time of their sale. And.another thing was suggested, that as 
they were extremely fat for that season of the year, which I 
think was some time in July, that there was danger of their dy- 
ing, which afterwards proved to be the truth, as the major por- 
tion of the big cattle did die. 


Q. I will ask you to state what efforts, if any, have been made 
by the present board of regents to effect a settlement with Mr. 
"^ Amos A. Ewing, the former treasurer of the college? 

A. The only thing that 1 have any absolute knowledge of is 
that the board, by resolution, authorized T. M. Upshaw, secre- 
tary of the college, to wait on Mr. Ewing, which I understand 
that he did, and failed to settle.. : 


Q. Has there been any action taken in the direction of a suit 
upon Mr. Ewing's bond to recover the amount due the college? 


A. Ihave heard that there was, but have never been informed 
of any such. 


S t I will ask you to state what, if anything, yoú know about 
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R. J. Barker, the former president of the college, having made 


a final report to the board of regents as such president? 

A. I know that he made such report. 

Q. Do you know what became of that report? 

A. No, Ido not. I supposed it was with the secretary of the 
college. l - 

Q. I will ask you, generally, what that report contained with 


- reference to the finance of the college, that is, as to how much 


was in the hands of the former treasurer, Mr. A. A. Ewing? 

A. The report showed in the neighborhood of 81,600 or 81,700; 
that was exclusive of a salary of something like $500 tbat Ewing 
was claiming. 

Q. I will ask you to state briefly for the information of the 


committee how the finances of the college are conducted now; . 


that is, as to paying out funds for salaries of the professors and 
other employes of the institution? 

A. I believe it is the duty of the director of the station to 
make requisition on the treasurer of the board on or before the 
25th of each month for sufficient funds to pay the salaries and 
labor, and a small amount for contingencies for the next month, 


and he is the disbursing officer; after such claims are sworn to . 


and audited by the committee. The same rules apply to the 
president of the college, also, 

Q. Have these requisitions been promptly honored by the 
treasurer? 

A. I cav't say as to that, but it requires considerable time to 
get money into the hands of those that earned it. - 

Q. Has there been any complaint, to your knowledge, about 
the treasurer not furnishing the sums necessary to meet these 
bills promptly? . | 

A. There has. 

Q. State the nature of the complaint? 

A. I don't know that I can do this exactly; it is like this, that 
they don't get their money when they earn it; they claim it takes 
too long to get the money from the treasurêr on a requisition; 
several times, to my knowledge, it has taken at least twenty 
days. This would apply to the former treasurer as well as the 
present. e 

Q. I will ask you if these delays in honoring requisitions of 
employes and other people having business with the college, is 
detrimental to the business management of the institution? 

A. I will say, yes. - 

Q. What, in your judgment, causes these delays; is it in the 
methods adopted or the failure of the treasurer to honor the 
requisition? 

A. I think both. . 

Q. How often has the present treasurer made a report as such 
treasurer, to the board of regents of the funds in his hands? 
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A. I can't say that he.ever made an official report directly to, . 


‘the board, with the exception of the last meeting he made a re- 
port which was not satisfactory. 


Q. What did the board of regents do with reference to the re- 
port? 
A. I think they referred it back to him to make a report, is 


my understanding, and I think afterwards made a report to Prof. 
Alvord. 


Q. Has either one of the treasurers, to your knowledge, ever 
made a satisfactory report to the board of regents? 


A. Not to this board. 


Q. As president of the board, have you any means of knowing 
where the funds of the institution are deposited by the treasurer? 


A. Ihave not. 


Q. As president of the board, have you any means of knowing 
the amount the treasurer should have on hands from time to 
time? 


A. No sir; I have never been furnished with any such e 
tion directly. 


Q. Do you know, or have you any: means of information, by 
which you could ascertain the amount the treasurer should have 
on hand at any given time? 


A. No sir. 


Q. I will ask you to state if you have any recommendations 
to make to the committee that would. in your judgment, im- 
prove the present financial condition of the college? 

A. I would suggest: First, In lieu of a treasurer of the board 
of regents for the college that the treasurer be not a member of 
the board ; that he would have an office at or near the college, 
and that he always have funds enough in his hands to meet the 
wants of the-college, and to pay all “pills on their presentation. 
And Secondly, That the accumulative fund of the college be let 
out to any responsible bank that would pay the best interest on 
the daily ‘balance; and that the treasurer be paid a small salary. 
This I think in a great) measure would do away with the incent- 
ive to hold the funds of the college or to favor or honor drafts 
and requisitions promptly. 


Q. Under the present management has the institution good 
credit? 
A. Only.by those immediately connected with it.

W. C. Renfrow, of lawful age, having been first duly sworn, 
deposes and says: 

Q. State your name, occupation and residence. à 

A. W. C. Renfrow; now acting governor of Oklahoma terri- 
tory; Guthrie, O. T. 

Q. By virtue of your office you are ex-officio member of the 
board of regents of the Agricultural and Mechanical College at 
Stillwater, O. T.? 

A. Yes, sir. l 

Q. I will ask you to state for the information of the commit- 
tee how many meetings of the board you have attended since 
you have been governor. 

A. Three or four, I am not positive which. The first meeting a 
I attended, as I remember, was in June, 1894, at Stillwater, June 
14, 1894, 

Q. I will ask you to state if you had anyone to represent you 
at the meeting held on April 24, 1894. 

A. Nothing more than the board. They were not authorized 
to represent me. 

Q. Did you know anything about the creation of the office of | 
secretary and general accountant at the meeting of the 24th of 
April, 1894? 

A. No, sir, I did not. 

Q. I will ask you to state if you requested Attorney General 
Galbraith to attend that meeting and represent you in" any. way 
at that meeting. 

A. 1 requested Attorney General Galbraith to attend the 
meeting at Stillwater, as 1 was to be absent from the territory 
at that time, and I think I requested him to see that they organ- 
ized properly, but so far as authorizing him to act for me I did 
not, nothing more than to see that the DOREM of regents were 
properly organized. 

Q. Did you know anything about the Selection of Mr. T. M. 
Upshaw as secretary and accountant at that meeting? " 

A. Not until after my return home. I think I was at Chicago 
at the time. | i 

Q. Well, were you instrumental in any way in having him 
selected for that position? 

A. I was not, directly or indirectly. I had no idea that there 
was such a position created or to be created by the board, and I 
knew nothing of it until after it had occurred. 


Q. As a regent ex-officio have you made any investigation to 
see or ascertain the necessity of such a position in connection 
with the institution? . 

A. I have made no such investigation, but my observation 
leads me to believe that a secretary is really necessary, but I 
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am of the opinion that such a person should be not only a com-? 
petent bookkeeper but a stenographer and typewriter as well. 


Q. Do you know anything about Mr. Upshaw’s qualifications 
in that respect? 


A. Nothing except what I have seen since he has "been hold- 
ing the office. 


Q. Is he an expert bookkeeper, typewriter, and stenographer? 


A. I have examined his books and find they are in very good . 


condition. He tells me that he is not a stenographer nor a 
typewriter. 

Q. Since he has been filling that position do you know any- 
thing about his being absent for several weeks at a. time, and a 
young lady filling the position at a compensation of $4.00 per 
week? 

A. L know nothing of that, and further, no such information 
has ever reached me. E 

Q. Have you ever heard any complaints about his being ab- 
sent from the institution? 

A. Through Dr. Neal. He told me on one occasion that he 
had been absent quite a while, soon after his appointment. 

Q. Have you heard any complaints as to his habits; that is, 
as to his frequenting saloons and drinking, there at Stillwater? 

A. I heard that he was under the influence of liquor one time; 
I never heard of him frequenting saloons. 

Q. Were you present at the meeting in June when Mr. Up- 
shaw's salary was increased from $1,200 to $1,500 per annum? 

A. Iwas. _ 

Q. Did you favor that increase? 

A. I would not had 1 known anything of it. 

Q. I will ask you if you can state for the information of the 
committee the object or necessity of increasing his salary from 
$1,200 to $1,500 at that time? | 

A. I can not. 

Q. I will ask you if that resolution was passed unanimously? 

A. It was not. Perhaps it was by the board present at the 
time it was voted on. 

Q. I will ask you if this resolution to increase Mr. Upshaw's 
salary wasn't opposed by Mr. Glazier, a member of the board? 


A. Iam inclined to think not. 


Q. And that he was called away or stepped out a few minutes 
and while he was absent the resolution was passed? 

A. We were both absent. Col  Glazier and myself 
were requested to locate a site and arrange with a con- 
tractor for the erection of two small-out buildings. I pre- 
sume that we were looking after this matter at the time 
this resolution was offered. J remember being absent on no 
other occasion nor did I know that this resolution had been 
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Offered and passed until the next meeting of the board of regents. 
At least it was some time after the adjournment of the board. 

Q. Did you learn at any time before Mr. Upshaw's selection 
as secretary and accountant of the college that he had been 
charged with a commission of a crime in Texas? - 

A. I don't know that Idid; I had met Mr. Upshaw several 
times, but knew nothing of his past history. 

Q. Do you know amy thing of the selection of the present farm 
superintendent? x 

A. Yes, sir, I do. 

Q. State at whose instance and upon whose recommendation 
he was selected if you know? 

A. Iam satisfied that he was selected by the suggestion of 
Mr. Caldwell, over my protest. 

Q. What is your judgment, governor, as to the necessity of 
such an office in connection with that institution? i 

A. I was governed wholly by what Dr. Neal, Prof. Magruder 
and Prof. Alvord had to say about the matter; they stated that 
his services were not necessary, especially as a farmer, as a 
cheaper man could be employed for the same work, and for that 
reason I opposed the re-employing of a farmer for the college. 

Q. Have you read Prof. Alvord's report made to the secretary 
of the interior and secretary of agriculture and to you as 
governor? ; 

A. No, sir, only a portion of it. 

Q. He has stated in that report that the farm superintendent 
and secretary of the college station were selected from personal 
and political considerations alone, regardless at once of the 
needs of such officers and the fitness of the persons employed. 
Can you state for the information of the committee whether that 
is true or not? 

A. Not having been present and knowing nothing as to what 
prompted the board to select the farmer and the secretary, I am 
unable to state. 

Q. I will ask you to state since you have been a member of 
the board what action has been taken to secure the money in 
the hands of the former treasurer, Mr. A. A. Ewing? 

A. Suit has been brought on behalf of the territory by the 
attorney general, andas I have been informed by the attorney 
general, the suit is now pending in the supreme court. 


Q. Since you have been a member of the board have mén been

selected to your knowledge, for positions there in the college - 


on account of political services, rather than fitness, for the po- 
sition they might be called upon to fill? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. Where are the funds, if you know, belonging to this insti- 
tution now kept?

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A. A portion are deposited i in the Norman State Bank, and a - 


portion in the First National Bank, of Oklahoma City, so I am 
advised by Mr. Caruthers, the treasurer. 

Q. Do you know about what amount is now on deposit in the 
Norman State Bank, or in the First National Bank, of Okla- 
homa City?. 

A. No, sir; while Tam president of the Norman State Bank I 
have never thought to examine that account there at the bank, 
and have no idea as to the deposit there at this. time or any 
other time, and that I have never requested Mr. Caruthers to de- 
posit any portion of that fund in that bank. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether the Norman State Bank 
pays any interest on the daily balance on that account to any 
one? 

A. They do not pay a daily balance on that account or on any 
other account. 

Q. As president of the bank, have you any knowledge of Mr. 
Caruthers,. the treasurer, be compensated in any way by the 
bank for the use of that money. 


A. As president of the Norman State Bank, I can state posi-: 


tively that he is not, directly or indirectly; it is treated as an 
ordinary deposit. 


Q. How often is the treasurer required to make a report, if you 
. know, to the board of regents, of the funds in his hands? 

A. As well as I remember, he makes his annual report, only. 

Q. Have the regents any means of knowing,. except from the 
annual report, the amount on hand from time to time? 

A. Yes, sir; under our present system the secretary can, at 
any time, give the amount of the expenditures of the college; 
that taken from the amount received from the Morrill an Hatch. 
fund will give us about the amount on hand at all times. I pre- 
sume we all know what that amount is. 

Q. Have you heard any complaint since you were a member 
‘of the board, upon the part of people dealing with the college 
to get their money for supplies furnished or services rendered, 
promptly? 

A. Not of late; but ‘about the time we organized and required 
all accounts or vouchers to be sworn to, a thing that never had 
been done before, and which met with disfavor, not only with 
Dr. Neal and Professor Alvord, but some others, the accounts 
were not paid promptly for the want of these instructions being 
carried out, but after they had learned that they would be com- 
pelled to do this, and which was afterwards done, the accounts 
were paid promptly, I believe; I am satisfied there was no cause 
for complaint on account of the treasurer. withholding the funds 
when the: accounts were properly verified or the requisitions 
properly drawn. 


Q. You never have heard of complaint, then, of it taking 
some twenty days to have a requisition honored by the treas- 
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urer, made by the different ae officers there at the insti- 
tution? 

A. I heard some complaint as to such a delay, but for what 
length of time, I am unable to state. 

Q. You will explain to the committee, if you know, why the 
cattle purchased by the former board of regents, as is claimed, 
for experimental purposes, were ordered sold. 

A. As 1 remember, they were reported to be of no special use 
to the experiment station, and Were quite an expense to the 
station. 

Q. How were these cattle ordered sold? . 


A. They were ordered sold at public auction, to the high- 
est bidder, and notice given sixty or ninety days before 
sale, by posters sent out to, I presume, every postoffice in the 
territory, and many other places. 


Q. President Alvord states in his report, on page 19, that the S 


second and present treasurer has not yet rendered a report sat- 
isfactory to the board; I will ask you to state, for the informa- 
tion of the committee, what, if anything, you “know with refer- 
ence to that matter. 


A. The treasurer has rendered his report to the board, as you 
“will see by referring to the minutes of December 21st, which i is. 
found on page 166 of the minute record, and I heard no com- 
plaint from the board,as to the manner in which he furnished 
said report. This report was furnished at a meeting at which I 
was not present, but at the next meeting it was accepted. Ido 
not agree with Professor Alvord that Mr. Caruthers’ report, the 
present treasurer, was not acceptable to the board. 


Q, I will ask you to state, governor, if you know why the 
records of the board. since August, have not been signed by the 
president. 

A. That, I am unable to state. The president, Mr. Clark, 
was selected because he was a home man; that is, lived at Still- 
water, and could better look after these matters at all times, 
and I was under the impression that the minutes had been 
signed up. 

Q. Do you know whether or not he has refused to Es the 
records because they are not correct? 

A. I had no knowledge that he had. 


Q. Have you ever had any conversation with him in regard to 


the records? 
A. Inever have. 


Q. I will ask you to state whether or not you have ever heard 
any complaint from any member of the board with reference to 
the manner of keeping the records of the board of regents. 

A. 1 think not. 


Q. Did you ever hear any complaint about the meeting of the 
board on the 25th day of April, 1894, being a secret meeting and 
that the office of secretary was created without letting any one 
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know anything abóut there being such an office, and it was ten- < P. 


dered to Mr. Upshaw of Oklahoma City at the same meeting, and 
no opportunity being given for any persons to make application < 
for the position thus created? É 


A. I never heard that said meeting was a secret meeting, but 

* presume the office of secretary was never thought of until that 

meeting; at least 1 had never been informed that there was such 
a position to be created at that or any other meeting. 

Q. Have you any other statement that you desire to make for 
the information of the committee? Have you any information 
to give the commitee with reference to any complaint being 
made as to any favoritism shown the students from Stillwater ME. 
or Payne county? 


A. Such complaints have reached me, and I havé made some 
inquiry as to the truthfulness of said statement, and have been 
informed that out of the great number of students employed to 
do farm and other work about the institution, for which they are 
compensated, that.the employment has been given almost 
entirely to home students. I failed to learn of any students + 
residing out of the county who had ever been given any amount 
of employment. As to.whether this information is correct or 
not, [am unable to state.

from the United States government? | E 
A. Inasmuch as I have not consulted the record, I have of x 
course no further information; the information that 1 had at is 
that time was given by. Dr. Neal Mr. Upshaw's sworn state- ; 


ment shows that I have received $76,250, and I have every 
reason to believe that it is true. 


Q. How much did you receive from the Stillwater bonds? - E. 
A. Even $10,000. 3 
Q. How much did you receive from the sale of produce? 
A. Six hündred and eighteen dollars and thirty-eight cents, 
as shown by the sworn statement of Mr. Upshaw. 
Q. Were you present all.the time during the meeting of the ` 
* board at Kingfisher on the 6th day of May, 1892? ; 
A. That is so far back I can't remember; I remember being 
present, however; my recollection is I was not. I remember the 
meeting and Where it Was held aud remember that Governor 
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Seay was with us a part of the time. The reason 1 remember 
so distinctly about the meeting and his presence was his pro- 
testing against sending to Germany or some foreign country for 
the supplies connected with the experiment station. The gov- 
ernor thought it a remarkable coincidence that America wasn't 
able to supply goods for an institution of this sort. 


Q. Do you remember who was the author of the resolution 
appointing John A. Wimberly purchasing agent, at that meet- 
ing, and authorizing the purchase of apparatus and mathemat- 
ical instruments for the different departments of the institution 
and instructing such purchásing agent to buy nothing outside 
Of the United States which was manufactured' in this country? 


A. 1 don't remember; I remember the proposition was dis- 
cussed, but don't remember who introduced the resolution. 


Q. Who voted for that resolution? 
A. Well, I don’t think any such resolution passed, in the first 


- place, although it may have done so. I mean by this that Mr. 


Wimberly was never clothed with the authority to buy—nothing 
more than to get bids to be presented to the board; that is my 
recollection of it. 

Q. Do you remember the meeting at Stillwater on the ist of 
June following? i 

A. Ido not. 


Q. Do you remember anything at that meeting with reference 


to Mr. Wimberly being continued as purchasing agent? 


A. Ido not. 


. Was there any arrangement to your knowledge while you 
were a member of the board of regents whereby Mr. Wimberly 
was to receive constructive pay, that is, for days that he served 
as purchasing agent or superintendent of building, and also as a 
member of the board of regents at the same time? 

A. Why, most certainly not. I have no recollection of any 

thing of the kind being referred to. . 
' Q. Have you any recollection of bills being allowed for his 
services as purchasing agent and also the auditing of his ac- 
counts as regent covering a portion of the same period, or in 
other words, of his receiving double pay? 

A. I would dislike very much to even think that Mr. Wimberly 
would draw pay as a member of the purchasing committee and 
at the same time make the necessary affidavit to secure pay for 
services as a member of the board of regents. In order to get 
his pay for attending the meetings of the board of regents, it 


- was necessary for him to make an affidavit in the usual form, 


“upon which the territorial auditor could issue his warrant. 


Q. Was there any arrangement with the board while Mr. Wim- 
berly was acting as purchasing agent whereby he was to be em- 
ployed on Sundays for the institution? 


A. Inever knew of anything of the sort, 1 have some recol- 
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tection. however, when his bill was presented to bis board, of * 


the question being raised as to whether or not he should be en- 
titled to pay; and after somé discussion, the board, considering 
that he was away fróm home and on expensé that he should be 
paid;this is my recollection only. It has been so long ago, that 
these details I am not perfectly clear on. 

Q. Then I understand you to say that the board allowed him 
at the rate of $5 for Sundays? 

A. That is. just my recollection; I know the matter was dis- 
cussed pretty fully. 


Q. Mr. Wimberly has charged for twenty-nine days service 
and the board allowed him for that time, as purchasing agent, 
as appears from page 64 of the record of the board of regents. 
And also during the same month of June, 1892, audited his 
account as a regent, allowed him for the same month five days 
as a regent; will you explain to the committee how Mr. Wim- 
berly could get in thirty-four days services from the first day of 
June to the 29th day, inclusive? 


A. That is a question Mr. Wimberly will have to explain. 


Q. 1 will ask you to state if you remember when the first 
buildings were erected, consisting of a dwelling for the director 
e m station, laboratory, house for superintendent- of farm, and 

arnt 

“A. On the 25th day of November, 1891, John A. Wimberly was 
authorized to advertise for bids and contracts to build a resi- 
dence for the director of the station, not to exceed $1,300, and a 


laboratory not to exceed $700, and a house tor the superintend- 


ent of farm, not to exceed $400, and barn and shed not to exceed 
$600. I don't think the buildin gs were completed much before 
the 1st of April, 1892, although T do not know just éxactly when 
they were completed. 

Q. Do you -remember attending the meeting of the board on 
the 14th of June, 1892? : 


A. Ido not; don't remember dates. 

Q. Do you remember—being present at a meeting of the board 
when T. Little, another member of the board, was elected hor- 
ticulturalist to the station and professor of horticulture in the 
college at a salary of $1.500 per year? 


A. Iremember that very distinctly. 

Q. I willask you to state who voted for his election, if you 
know? 7 

A. I cant rémember that; it has been so long ago. Don't re- 
member anything about who did the voting. 

Q. Did you favor his election for that position? 


A. I can't say that I was opposed to Mr. Little's election, but 
afterward he and 1 talked the situation over, and considering 
all the circumstances Mr. Little refused to take the position. 
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And no money was ever paid Mr.. Little and no bills ever pre- 
sented by him for services of this. character. 

Q. I will ask you to state if you remember about the purchase 
of some cattle by the board of regents from the agricultural col- 
lege at Manhattan and from Mr. Cheney of North Topeka. 

A. Ido. 

Q. Wil you please explain to the committee for what pur- 
pose the stock was purchased and what use, if any, was made 
of the stock for experimental purposes during the time you were 
regent? 

A. All this information, so far as it relates to experiment 
work, will be found in the bulletins that are issued by the sta- 
tion from time to time. The federal government makes appro- 
priation, a portion of which can be used for the purpose of 
stocking the station. The increase from time to time being ' 
disposed of and the proceeds arising therefrom to be crdited to 
an incidental fund, which is to be handled by the discretion of 
the board. 

Q. Have you furnished a detailed report as treasurer of the 
receipts and expenditures of the college during the time you 
were treasurer to the committee? 

A. I have not, and in connection I desire to say that I regret 
very much that Judge Green give me to understand at this 
time that he had requested that I do so at the close of my 
former examination. This is something that I would be very ` 
glad to do if it would in any way please any member 
of the committee or assist the accountant and Judge Green. 
Matters have become complicated from time to time, and in 
the former examination I said at that time that I would be 
glad to assist the committee in this direction, but have no rec- 
ollection of the judge having asked me to do so. I find on my 
return trip a discrepancy of 39.000 or $10,000 between Captain 
Kelsey and T. M. Upshaw, who is now acting as secretary and 
accountant of another board of regents of the same college. I 
find that the college has not favored Captain Kelsey with all 
the records and reports belonging to the agricultural college. 
As Mr. Upshaw's sworn statement, evidently taken from the 
records, shows a balance in my hands as treasurer something 


like $9,000 less than the present report as presented to me by 


Captain Kelsey. 

` Q. I will ask you now if you will furnish to this committee a 
detailed report of the receipts and expenditures of the agricult- 
ural college during the time that you were its treasurer? - 

A. I will furnish the report, but will furnish it as its present 
treasurer, bearing in mind all the time that I claim to be the 
treasurer of the board of regents. 

Q. I will ask you to state when you will furnish this report t 9 
the committee? s 

A. Just as soon as 1 can. 
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Q. Will you fix any date? 05

A. About the second day of March. Not later than that. This 


all depends, of course, if the fellows who are in possession at 
this time will give me access to everything that belongs to the 
institution. 

Q. The committee now asks of ` you and demand that such a 
report be furnished as speedily as it can be made out in detail 
and delivered here. .

Henry E. Glazier, of lawful age, being frst duly sworn deposes 
and says: 

Q. State your name, age, residence and occupation? 

A. Henry E. Glazier, residence, Orlando, O. T.; I am a mem- 
ber of the present board of regents of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College at Stillwater. 

Q. When did you first become a member of the board? 

A. I met with the board at its first organization and have at- 
tended every meeting of the board since. 

Q. I will ask you if you were present at the time the office of 
secretary and accountant was created? 

A. I was. - 

Q. I will ask you at whose instance this office was created, if 
you know? 

A. It was first at the suggestion of Dr. Neal. 

Q. At the time the office was created, do you know whether it 
was tendered to Mr. T. . Upshaw by the board of regents at the 
same meeting. 


A. I answer, it was; after the office had been created there l 


seemed to be a necessity of the immediate appointment of some 
one, and the name of Upshaw, T. M. Upshaw, was offered I 
think by Dr. Howard and endorsed by Mr. Caruthers and Mr. 
Caldwell, and Mr. Clark said he knew the gentlemen; he being a 
stranger tó me, these members vouched for him as being a com- 
petent, worthy getlemen. 

Q. Was any inquiry made at the time his name was suggested 
as to his competency to fill this position, other than you have 
stated, or was he recommended by any one as being a person 
qualified to do the work required by the college? 


A. It was said by some one there that Mr. Upshaw had been

Loo the endorsement by these gentlemen was sufficient to satisfy me, 
and his name was the only one offered. 
| Q. His salary was fixed at that time by the board at $1,900 
per annum; at a subsequent meeting on the 16th day of June, 
1894, his salary was increased from $1, 200 to $1,500 per annum. 
I will ask you to explain to the committee, if you can, the neces- 
sity for the increase of his salary? 
= A. There was no necessity. 

Q. 1 will ask you if you were present at the time the resolu- 
tion, increasing his salary, was adopted? 

A. I was present at the meeting, but not in the board room at: 
the time this action was had. . 

Q. Was any other member of the board absent with you and, 
not voting at the time? 

^ A. I cannot positively state. 

Q. Did any other member of the board retire with you at the 
time, just before the resolution passed? 

A. I am unable to state just what duty I was called on to per- 
form at that time; the board placed me on a special committee 
and examiner on all outside matters usually; there was a great.. 
deal of outside work to be done just then. 

Q. I will ask you to state if the minutes of this resolution in- 
creasing Mr. Upshaw’s salary from $1,200 to $1,500 per annum 

- was discussed by the board in your presence? 
A. Ican't say that it was. My only recollection now is that 
' - the first information that I had of the increase of his salary was 
at the next meeting on hearing the records read; that is my best 
recollection now. 


Q. Did you have an opportunity to express your opposition 
to the resolution. 
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| A. I have no recollection at this time of hearing the matter 
| discussed, therefore expressed no opinion on the subject. 
Q. Would you have favored the resolution had you been pres- 
ent? 
A. ‘I certainly would not. 
Q. Do you know anything about Mr. Upshaw's having been ` 
away from the institution after he was appointed to the place? 
A. Yes, sir. I know that he was away à major portion of his 
time for several months. 
Q. During a portion of this time that he was away did'he have 
a leave of absence from the board? 
A. He had a leave of absence, I think, of about three weeks 
in September. 
Q. Did he return within the time? 
, A. He did not, 
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Q. Do you know anything about who performed the duties', 
while he was away? 

A. He told me he had employed a young lady; I think her 
name was Miss Smith. 


Q. There were some cattle sold by order of the board of re- 
gents since you have been a member; will you explain for the 
information of the committee why those cattle were sold or dis- 
posed of? 

A. It was represented to the board that the cattle 
were purchased with the college funds; that they had 


proved to be a dear experiment; the cows, mostly, ` 


were barren, and that the station did not have pasture 
for them, and necessitated the hiring of pasture for them. 

Also the purchasing of feed for the stock, and in fact that it 
was an expensive luxury; that they had never been able to raise 
any increase from the stock. A span of horses and harness was 
also purchased with college funds; that one of the horses was 
diseased and worthless, created an expense to take care of them 
and feed them; that the service of this team was not needed on 
the farm, and that it had better be dispensed with than retained. 

With this showing the board decided to dispose of the cattle and 
horses, which they did at the best prices that could be obtained. 


Q. Was the sale sufficiently advertised so as to give every- 
body notice? 

A. Ithink it was; 1 posted up about. ten hand bills in my 
town, at Orlando. 


Q. Were fair prices realized from the stock at the time it was 
sold? 


A. The cattle didn’t bring their value, in my judgment; I bid 
them up as high as I could, and two of them stuck on my hands. 
The horses, considering the condition of one of the horses, and 
the low price of horses, brought a fair price. We sold an old 
harness with the horses. 


Q. Have you read President Alvord's report to the secretar- 
ies of interior and of agriculture. for the year ending 1894? 


A. Yes sir. 
Q. In this report President Alvord states that the farm super- 


intendent is paid $1,200 a year, and has allowances worth $200 . 


or $300 more; that no such employe is needed. I will ask you 
to state for the information of the committee whether that por- 
tion of President Alvord’s report is correct or not? 


A. I would say that it was. 


Q. Do you concur in what President Alvord says in his report l 


concerning the office of farm superintendent and secretary of 
the college station? 


A. Yes, sir; I always thought he was correct on those matters. 
Q. Has there been any effort since you have been a member.of 
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the board of regents to abolish this office of farm superintend- 
ent? É 

A. Yes, sir; Governor Renfrow and myself have repeatedly 
urged upon the board that the office ought to be abolished. He 
gave noticę at one meeting that he would call it upat every 


; future meeting. But he hasn't attended since, I think. 


Q. You may state for the information of the committee 
whether these meetings of the board were open sessions, or what 
are termed secret, or executive sessions? 

A. The meetings were open sessions, but the board would go 
into executive session for the transaction ot matters that seemed 
to concern the board. 

Q. I will ask you to state if this meeting of the 25th day of 
April, at which Mr. Upshaw was tendered the position of secre- 
tary and accountant, a secret meeting? 

A. At the time of the selection of Mr. Upshaw, Mr. nailiy 
and Mr. Miller were also elected; it was a secret meeting. 

Q. Was there in your judgment a combination made by certain 
members of the board to select Mr. Upshaw to fill this position 
ot secretary of the college and station and general accountant? 

A. Idid not know at the time, but afterwards learned from. 
admissions from members of the board that there had-been a 
combination made. 

Q. I will ask you to state for the information of the committee 
whether there has been any delay on the part of the treasurer in 
honoring requisitions made by the different disbursing ofticers of 
the college? 

A. I only know from the complaints made by Dr. Neal and 
late President Alvord. 


Q. Have you ever heard any complaint as a member of the 
board of regents as to favoritism shown by the faculty toward 
the students from the town of Stillwater or Payne county? I . 
mean by this in giving the resident students employment upon 
the college farm and other work to do about the college in pre- 
ference to students from other counties. 

A. No, sir, no complaint has ever come tome. I have simply : 
heard it referred to by some members of the board of regents. 
I have no knowledge of any such thing, nor have I heard any 
complaint of that kind. 

Q. I will ask you to state for the information of the committee 
what experiments are now being made at the college with refer- 
ence to feeding stock? 

A. The station has now on full feed, mostly ground wheat, 
twelve head of fair steers, coming three years of age. About 
December 25 they commenced feeding the cattle. I think they 
have two hogs following each steer to pick up the offals. 


Q. What is the water supply there at that institution? 
A. It is very poor; in this connection I would like to state that 
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the board yielded to my importunities to expend some money on : 


a pond storing the overflow and giving the carte blanche to 
select wind power and pump “for the purpose of utilizing this 
water. To this end I will say, thé board appropriated not to 
exceed $200 to be expended on the improvement of a dam; that 
the dam was about completed at the last meeting, and that 
we constructed a well at the lowest depth in this pond, which 
we expect to conduct the water from the pond. by means of a 
force pump and wind power to the present water tank and there 
it is piped to the college, which will afford sufficient water with 
the cistern that we have, for college and irrigation purposes. 

Q. , hat is the character of the soil there on the college 
farm: 

A. It is strongly impregnated with alkali; the sub-soil is very 
adhesive, of a clay nature and almost worthless for any purpose 


without plenty of water. Anything that will succeed over, 


there, on that farm, will succeed anywhere in the territory. 


Q. To successfully conduct an experiment station, should the 
institution have additional lands? 


A. I should say that they ought to have additional land. 

Q. What kind? 

A. Suitable land within reach of the college, of a sandy, allu- 
vialsoil, that will be much more productive. I would be in 
favor of leasing a tract of land for a term of years.

Dr. J. C. Neal, being recalled, says: - 


Q. Referring to the testimony of Mr. Upshaw, on page 29 of 
the:evidence, in this investigation, I will ask you to state, doc- 
tor, what information you have to the committee concerning the 
employment of Mr. Caudell? 


A. In September, 1892, I received a letter from the chief 
etymologist in Washington, D. C., referring Mr. Caudell to me 
as a suitable person to aid in such investigations, recommending 
him highly, and asking, as a personal favor, to recommend him 
to the board of regents for employment; this 1 did. at the Sep- 
tember meeting of the board, and asked them to allow me to 
employ him as an assistant, and also to do janitor work for the 
laboratory and my office. The sum of $500 per annum was voted 
me for that purpose, although 1 stated that for some years I 
could get him for less money. Accordingly, I wrote him, also, 
tbe etymologist in Washington, and he came on and assumed his 
duties. -His duties as janitor consume about two hours in the 
day; but during the spring and summer and .autumn his whole 
time has been occupied in experiments made under the direction 
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of myself and Professor Waugh. As to his doing duty for me of 
a private nature, there is no truth whatever in that statement. 

After office hours he has carried in wood for my office, and early 
in the morning, occasionally, built a fire fort me in the kitchen, 
but this is not during office hours, and was simply done as a 
matter of friendship and not for pay. This he does not do now. 


Q. I will ask you to state for the information of the committee 
what information you can give concerning Mr. K. C. Lester’s - 
employment at the college. 

A. Mr. Lester was paid 15 cents per hour during the months 
of June and July, August and September, by the hour, the time 
being kept by the superintendent of the farm. He generally 
put in fifteen hours per day, usually arising at 4 o'clock, having 
barn work, such as feeding, currying, and cleaning up the barn, 
so that the ordinary hands did not loose time when they began 


- or left work. His account was made out by the superintendent 


and he was paid as other students were. 


Q. I will ask you to state to the committee whether any 
favoritism has been showu' to your kuowledge. towards the 
students of Stillwater or Payne county in the way of employ- 
ment or otherwise? i 


A. There never has been. That question was never asked, 
where they were from. 


Q. I will ask you to state what information, if any, you have 
to give the committee, concerning Mr. Caruther’ s statement, on 
page 44, of the evidence in this investigation, in regard to there 
being a vigorous opposition to certain methods adopted by the 
board in reference to disbursing the funds of the institution? 


A. First, I have not known until now that the secretary was 
intended to keep check on the president and director; the state- 
ment that the station director wished to use the secretary as a 
private secretary, is erroneous, and I did not object to any plan 
they made, providing it was practicable, but the secretary re- 
fused to do what I considered “his duties. I made a memorandum 
once and handed him, in which I prescribed the duties usually 
required of a college secretary or clerk, which he refused to 
obey, excepting in one item. After that and his insulting man- 
ner of stating it, I very naturally did not put myself in a po- 
sition to receive insult. 


Q. I will ask you for the information of the commitica why 
the kind of stock was purchased that was bought, and why no 
experiments were ever made with the stock so purchased? 


A. Im the first place the stock was purchased at a time when 
we were not prepared to use them, feed them, or experiment 
with them, having neither sufficient pasture, food, sheds, water 
or other accommodations to care for them. They were pur- 
chased against my express remonstrance, knowing these cir- 
cumstances. They proved to be a poor quality, and our facili- 
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ties were such that any experiment made upon them would have ' 


been of no value. 
Q. Why were they not disposed of sooner? 


A. As soon as I found that this was the case at sail every 
meeting of the board I called attention to these facts, and 
asked that they be sold, but could not get it done until 1894. 


Q. I will ask you as a matter of fact, whether any use was 
ever made of these cattle while-they were there upon the col- 
lege farm? 


A. Practically none.- 


Q, I will ask you to state Vise you know concerning the 
horses purchased from Mr. Kittrell by Mr. Wimberly as pur- 
chasing agent for the college? 


A. There were three horses purchased. Within a week all 
three were found unsound; oue was an inveterate cribber, one 
had unsound lungs, and the third was almost blind; this last 
we traded off for a scrub pony, worth probably $40.00. We 
n get work enough out of these horses to pay for their 
board. 


Q. Certain members of the board of regents have testified in 
this investigation that the office of secretary and accountant of 
the college was created at your suggestion; I will ask you to 
state for the information of the committee if this is correct? 


A. At the time I made my first report to the present board of 
regents I recommended the appointment of a clerk, typewriter, 
stenographer, accountant, one capable of teaching, who should 
be paid partly from the Hatch fund and partly from the Morrill 
fund; who should keep accounts of books of college and station, 
write routine letters, make and keep mailing lists for bülletins, 
and do such clerical work as the president and director should 
need, stating that such an accountant would cost perhaps $300 
to $900 per annum, and gave my reasons for it, expectiug that 
such a one could be found on or before July 1. lhad no one in 


my mind at the time, but supposed the place would be filled in * 


answer to an advertisement, and that answers with references 
would be filed as in other places. l was surprised to find the 
place filled at once, and still more surprised when upon asking 
the qualifications of the appointee to find the most important 
missing. °

i GUTHRIE, O. T., February, 1895. 
To the joint committee of the Third Legislative Assembly of Oklahoma, 
appointed wnder Council Joint Resolution number 4, to investigate 
the affairs of the Territorial Agricultural and Mechanical College at 
Stillwater: 


GENTLEMEN: Under the provisions of the joint resolution 
creating your committee, and directing an examination into the 
books, records, accounts “and conduct of the affairs of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College at Stillwater, you met and 
selected me as an expert accountant, to carefully examine and 
audit the books, accounts and vouchers of said institution. 

I was qualified on February 1 and filed my bond, as required 
by your committee, on February 2 and began the work as 
directed. The books, records and vouchers of the institution 
were by order of the committee brought to Guthrie. Immedi- 
ately upon receipt of the same I began a careful and systematic 
investigation, by checking from the inception of the institution, 
1891, to February 1, 1895, and have diligently continued such 
work to this date, and now beg leave to submit the following 
report: 


SYSTEM OF BOOK-KEEPING. 


The entire system of keeping the accounts and entries“for the 
first two and one-half years was bad. No ordinary business 
man would tolerate it in his private business for a moment. 
Such a system is calculated to embarrass and multiply the 
labors of an auditor in checking and verifying the accounts 
much more than is necessary. 

The only books of accounts that have been furnished me by 
the officers of the institution are the following: 


One schedule ledger, kept by Dr. Neal, the director of the 
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experiment station, from 1891 to July 1, 1894, purporting to be > 


entries of disbursements during this time on account of the 
expenses of the station. One schedule ledger kept by President 
Barker and Alvord from 1891 to January 1, 1895, purporting to 
be entries of disbursements during this time, on accounts of 
expenses of the college. 

One-ledger, kept by T.-M. Upshaw, secretary of the board of 
régents and college from July ist, 1894, to February ist, 1895; 
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showing the receipts and disbursements of both station and , 3 


college during this time. 

The entries of disbursements in these several ledgers are 
classified under headings or schedules, and in subdivisions and 
are made direct from vouchers, checks or memoranda (so far as 
Iam able to judge) into these ledgers in an abbreviated form, 
without a journal entry of any kind. This method may have 
been of sufficient intelligence for the officer making such entry 
at the time; but I doubt if they, themselves at this time, could 
intelligently explain the exact nature and history of such entry, 
whatit was for and why it was entered in such a schedule; 
hence the necessity for an itemized journal entry; and if of suffi- 
cient importance make explanations in connection with the jour- 
nal entry. 

'The ledger entries of the experiment station pretends to give 
the “number” of voucher or check corresponding with the entry; 
but frequently this is omitted; there also seems to be no regular- 
ity as to dates in making entries. or was there any rule carried 
out by which the various classes of disbursements were'entered 
under or in their proper and appropriate schedules and subdi- 
visions. 


Consequently this miserable system has compelled your ac- 
countant in a large number of vouchers to be obliged to guess 
as to where he would find such entry to correspond, and fre- 
quently to scrutinize every entry in the ledger in order to find 
one item, which has taken much time and patience. 


Ihave carefully checked the station ledger entries with the 
vouchers furnished me, and have to report a large number of 
vouchers missing; I also find a few vouchers without ledger en- 
tries to correspond. "To itemize these discrepancies in this re- 
port would make it cumbersome and of no particular informa- 
tion to the committee. 


In the changes of administration of the affairs of the 
institution the vouchers missing may have been misplaced 
or entirely lost, 1 have no means .of ascertaining the facts. 
They came im my possession in no regular order; one month 
mixed with another, one year with another; in fact, in a chaotic 
condition. lam of the impression, however, from indirect in- 
formation received, that there has been entries made in this sta- 
tion ledger of disbursements by the treasurer of the board of re- 
gents without an accurate knowledge of the date and data, and 
without filing a voucher for same, trusting to the treasurer to 
secure such voucher. And also, I am satisfied that the treas- 
urer has paid out moneys by order of the board for building con- 
tracts, etc., which do not appear to be entered in this ledger. I 
have been unable to find an itemized or tabulated report of the 
treasurer during the time from 1891 to July 1, 1894. 


The ledger kept by the president of the college from 1891 to 
July 1, 1894, where all receipts and disbursements on account of 
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the college were supposed to have been entered, is more per- 
plexing, if such a thing could be possible, than the station 
ledger. l l ° 

In this ledger the college accounts are entered under seven 
schedules, and five subdivisions under each schedule. 

Entries were made from time to time, without regard to dates 
(evidently from memoranda) direct to the several schedules and 
subdivisions; no one but the party making such entry under- 
standing why it should be entered under such and such schedule; 
the vouchers that have been furnished me very seldom giving 
information to your accountant, sufficient to enable him to even» 
guess under what head he would find it. The entries do not refer 
to any number of voucher, or to any journal entry, or give any 
evidence as to the identification of such voucher. 

I have been unable to identify or check but about one-half of 
the vouchers to correspond with ledger entries. There is also - 
a large number of so-called vouchers, receipts and returned 
bank checks, and some marked ‘‘duplicate” mixed with them, 
which 1 have failed to find entries to correspond with. 

The time allotted your accountant to complete his work has 
teen too short to make a report of each item of commission and 
omission in detail; 1 have, therefore, satisfied myself as to the 
general and total results, as appears from the face of the books, 
after making numerous corrections on footings, entries, balances, 
etc., and my figures will"be based upon this, as to the final 
balances. 

VOUCHERS. 


With all this vast accumulation of evidences of expenditures, 
called vouchers, or receipts, covering a period of three years, 1 
fail to find but very few itemized vouchers; and with the excep- 
tion of vouchers taken in December, 1894, not one of them 
sworn to; nearly all ot said vouchers reading—for “labor, 
“merchandise,” “lumber.” material," "freight," “express,” “ex- 
pense," “miscellaneous sundries,” etc., and frequently only a 
returned bank check, answering for a voucher. 

It is possible, and quite probable, that there are vouchers in 
existence to cover all the entries in these books. If there is, 
I have failed to receive them, and the responsibility must rest 
with the officers having such business in charge. From the ma- 
terial that has been furnished me, I must make up my final re- 
port. The system of book-keeping and carelessness in keéping' 
accounts and arranging and filing papers and vouchers, is to be 
condemned, rather than even a suspicion of wrong-doing. 


A NEW DEPARTURE. i 


I find on July 1, 1894, a different, and by far, a better and more 
comprehensive system of bookkeeping was inaugurated, and is 
to be commended as a reform in the right direction. 

It seems from the records of proceedings of the board of 
regents at about that date, the office of secretary of the college 
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and station was created, his duties defined, and that officer 


named and began his duties. Since that date he has kept the ' ' 


books of the college and station. I have carefully checked them 
up and find them absolutely correct, with one or two exceptions 
-of minor importance; error in transposing units and tens col- 
“umn in carrying forward—and error in addition, of one column 
of units. "The books are clean, neat and well kept; are such an 
improvement over the old system that I heartily commend them 
as plain and comprehensive. 

His vouchers are itemized and neatly and conveniently filed 
in consecutive numbers, which in all cases correspond with 
entries in the ledger. 

Beginning with | December, 1894, he has by the consent of the 
. board of regents, continued to improve the system and do bus- 
iness in a business-like manner; by taking sworn itemized vouch- 
ers, properly approved by the president of the college or direc- 
tor of the station and adopted a form of voucher which is con- 
veniently filed, and at once shows a complete history and record 
of the transaction. 

This should be continued, with other improvements which I 
present under the head of recommendations in this report. 


TREARURER'S REPORT. 


The only books, accounts, or vouchers, presented to me on ac- 
count of the treasurer of the board of regents for examination, 
were by F. Caruthers, the present treasurer of the board. 

His books show that the first monies coming into his hands as 
treasurer, was April 27th, 1894. Consequently the time his books 
will run in this report, is from April 27th, 1894, to February 5th, 
1895, tbe last entry. 

Ihave carefully examined his books and vouchers, and find 
them correct in every particular. They are plainly and neatly 
kept, under the several funds, together with a correct account 
with the officers of the college on account of the requisition 
drawn by them on the various funds. 

I have no means, however, of verifying his receipts, but 
assume that such entries are correct. A safe and proper method 
would be, for the treasurer to always file duplicate receipts with 
the secretary of the college for all receipts by him, on account 
of the several funds. 

I present for your information the following statement taken

The above fund has remained in the territorial treasury and 
has been drawn out from time to time on requisition by the 
board of regents for building purposes; and I find no books or 
accounts in my possession referring to the same, neither do I 
find any vouchers. I have compiled the above report from the 
report of the territorial auditor. 


"RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I beg leave to submit, what, in my judgment, would be a com- 
prehensive, practical and simple system and method of keeping 
books and accounts with this, or any other public institution, 
where large amounts of public money’s are received and dis- 
bursed. , 

Such a system, if enforced, would simplify the labors of an 
auditing committee, and at a glance show the exact condition of 
the finances of the institution, on account of its various funds, 
under its various schedules and subdivisions. 

First. An institution with an endowment such as this agricul- 
tural college possesses, and with the necessary large disburse- 
ments of moneys, there ought to be an executive head as a sec- 
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retary and disbursing officer, or.business managér, or any other 
name appropriate to his duties, distinct and separate from other 
officers and professors of the college. 

An intelligent good business man, if you please, that can work 
in harmony. with the officers of the institution, to give bond for 
the faithful performance of his duties. His duties to be confined 
as follows: x 

To keep in an intelligent and systematic manner the books of 
both college and station, disburse all moneys, when approved 
by the president of the college, director of the station, or board 
of regents, taking sworn itemized vouchers for same in dupli-: 


' cate; the original to be filed in his office and the duplicate to be 


filed in the office of the president of the college, if for college 
expenses, and with the director of the station, if for expenses 
for the station. E 


I would make the territorial treasurer the custodian of the 
various endowment funds, and when moneys are drawn from 
these funds to be done on a sworn itemized requisition by the 
secretary and disbursing officer of the college, approved by the 
president of the college, and director of the station. 


When the secretary of the college will present the same to. 
the governor of the territory, when if shown to be correct, the 
governor will approve and make a record of same, and on this 
the territorial auditor will issue his warrant on the proper funds 
for the amount, when the territorial treasurer will pay the same 
to the secretary, who will proceed to deposit the amount in some 
convenient and safe bank, subject to his orders as secretary of 
the college, and from this deposit will pay all claims against 
the college or station when approved by the officers as before 
mentioned. 


The secretary to make out on the first day of each month a 
tabulated statement of receipts and expenditures, as appears 
from his books and vouchers for the month previous, for the in- 
spection and approval of an auditing committee, which may be 
appointed by the board of regents from their number. 

Also, an annual report to the board of regents, of all receipts 
and disbursements during the fiscal year or calendar previous, 
in such form as the board may direct. 

When any purchases are to be made, or have been ordered by 
the board of regents‘ president of the college, or director of the 
station, it shall be the duty of the secretary to ascertain where, 
and from whom, the same can be purchased for the least 
amount of money, in cash, either by advertising for proposals 
or from personal solicitations, as the board of regents, president 
of the college or director of the station may from time to time 
require. when the secretary shall make such purchases from the 
lowest bidders, or from the parties making the lowest pro- 
posals. i 

He shall make all sales of stock. or produce from the station, 
when ordered by the board of regents, or by the officers of the 
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college or station, for the highest market price at time of sale, 
either by advertised proposals or private sale as the board of 
regents or officers may direct. 

The proceeds of such sale to be deposited in bank to the 
credit of the appropriate fund, and disbursed under the same 
restrictions as other funds. 


The secretary will file in the office of the president of the col- - 


lege a duplicate receipt of all moneys received by him, if for 
college purposes, and in the office of the director of the station, 
if for station purposes. l 


& 
SYSTEM OF BOOKKEEPING. - 


I would suggest that the secretary be required to make all 


entries of receipts or expenditures on a journal provided for that 
purpose, on a regular “double-entry” system, and itemized, 
together with such memoranda as will make it an intelligent 
record for any auditor. This journal so ruled as to give the 
number of the voucher and check corresponding with transac- 
tion. 

That a ledger for the college and one for the experiment 
station, arranged in schedules as provided by the secretary of 
agriculture be provided; and all entries in journal be posted to 
the appropriate ledgers, and under various schedules and subdi- 
visions in double entry system, giving in ledger posting the 
page, date and number of voucher as shown in journal entry. 

That a balánce test of the ledger be made once each month at 
time of his monthly report.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT. É 


- February 28, 1895. 


My report of the examination of all the books and accounts 
that were placed in my possession was completed and placed in 
the hands of the joint committee on the 27th day of February, 
1895, after which I received a report from A. A. Ewing, ex-treas- 
urer of the board of regents, as herewith presented marked 
exhibit “A.” 

I have endeavored to check his disbursements as he reports 
them, with the 'entries in the college and station ledgers, and 
after two days’ labor in this direction, 1 find it an impossibility, 
for the reason that the treasurer will give a check for a given 
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amount and the books will show this amount divided up and 
entered under several heads or schedules, without any reference 
to dates, number of voucher or what it is for. The auditing of 
this treasurer's report canmot be done correctly, except that the 
treasurer and the parties making the various entries in the 
ledgers were present to assist the accountant in guessing where, 
if at all, he could find the entries covering the various checks 
for disbursements. 

Especially is this true in the ledger kept by the college presi- 
dent. There are but few entries that can be identified in this 
ledger. 

There are no vouchers accompanying this treasurer's report. 
If the bank checks had been forwarded with report they would 
have assisted your account but little, as they, in all probability. 
would not have stated what the disbursements were for, as fre. 
quently the entries show for several parties and for several 
schedules included in one check. Itemized vouchers should have 
always been taken by the treasurer for each and every item of 
expenditure. 

Iam satisfied that the books of the college and station does 
not correctly show the amounts due from Treasurer Ewing, for 
in a number of cases I find entries for the same thing and- 
amount in both college and station ledgers. 


The only way to get at the exact amount due from the ex- 
treasurer is to identify and verify his receipts and disbursements 
from his report marked exhibit “A.” The books of the college 
will not show it and your accountant has no evidence in his 
possession which would justify him in approving of either the 
receipts or disbursements as appears from the report. Ithere- 
fore present his report in full with letters of explanation.

MINORITY REPORT OF THE SCHOOL LANDS COMMITTEE. 


Mr. President: 


A minority of the committee on school lands, to whom was 
referred House bill No. 203, for which a substitute is offered, 
prepared by the committee, asks leave to make the following 
report, giving some of the reasons for opposing said substitute : 

The bill creates a board at the Capital, to which is confided 
the entire administration of the law. The board is virtually 
under the control of one man, to-wit: The Governor, who ap- 
points the officers and thereby, if he so will, can administer the 
law with despotic power. While the present Governor may be 
all that is desired as to integrity, and executive ability, his ten- 
ure of office hangs by the brittle thread of the will of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Experience teaches us that no reli- 
ance can be placed on such tenure, for in the brief space of four 
years, there have been three governors of Oklahoma, in whose 
appointment or continuance in office, the people in Oklahoma 
had no voice. 

A new Governor may be forced upon us at any moment, and 
with whose advent an entire change of the administration of 
this law may occur. 


The management, by a board so apppointed, of the affairs of 
the agricultural college, should be a sufficient warning, and 
prevent us running the risk of such wasteful, if not corrupt 
practices. The powers conferred and the discretions granted, 
are wholly unnecessary «and liable to great abuse. The lessees 
of school lands are practically placed at the mercy of the so ap- 
pointed commissioner, as he can, for “any violation.” however 
trivial, cancel the lease, and eject the lessee in ten days, from 
the premises on which he may have expended his money and la- 
bor, without recompense, and perhaps be fined and imprisoned for 
a misdemeanor. 

"The provisions of this law are virtually a confiscation of the 
time, money, and labor expended by lessees upon school lands; 
as the leases are to be awarded to the “highest bidder" without 
regard to the improvements made by lessees. 

The desire “to protect the school fund,” which is supposed to act- 
uate the authors of this substitute, is, in my opinion, ill advised, 
and very short sighted, and will result in preventing reliable 
and responsible parties from leasing school lands, except for 
grazing purposes, because to make a home will require the ex- 
penditure, even for a humble one, of several hundred dollars, 
besides time and labor, with the certainty that after the expir- 
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ation of a short lease of three years, his time, labor and money 
will be put up to the “highest bidder.” Sensible men will look 
elsewhere for homes, and instead of thrifty, industrious farmers 
with comfortable homes and taxable property. occupying our 
public land, we will have thriftless, vagrant tenantry on the 
same. The fact that only 2,200 out of 8,400 quarter sections of 
school land are leased under the present minimum of $25.00 per 
quarter, admonishes us to be careful that in our protection of 
the school fund, we do not run to the extreme of placing such 
restrictions and burdens upon lessees as will drive from our 
school land the most desirable class of people for our tenants. 


The object kept steadily in my. mind has been, while guard- 
ing with intense vigilance this sacred fund, yet to encourage the 
best class of people to locate on this land. . 

The best way to do this is to insure them protection in the 
value of reasonable expenditures of money and labor in making 
good farms and comfortable homes. 

I also beg leave to submit the following: 

While I consider it useless at this advanced stage of the ses- 
sion to offer an entire new bill as a substitute for the one recom- 
mended by the committee, yet I feel it to be my duty in behalf 
of my constituents, who are deeply interested in this question, 
to briefly outline a policy which would meet their approval and 
indorsement. 


First—I would create a school land commissioner at the Ter- 
ritorial capital, who would be willing to work for a small com- 
pensation, as under my system he would have but little to do. 

Second—I would provide for an appraisal of all purely agri- 
cultural lands, and of all improvements that may have been 
made thereon, by appraisers to be appointed by the commis- 
sioners of the several counties in which these school lands are 
located, who should, under oath, make the appraisement, show- 
ing the actual rental value of each tract of land, independent 
of improvements, and also the value of the improvements. 

When these appraisements have been made by local apprais: 
ers, who shall be citizens of the county, I would provide that 
they be paid by the lessees of the land, and I insist that there 
are no lessees of a quarter section of land who would not 
be willing to pay $1, or 20 cents per year for a five year lease, 
in order that his improvements may be valued by persons com- 
petent to do the same, and with the view of his getting an equit- 
able compensation for his labor from the party who may suc- 
ceed him. 

Fourth—I would:provide that all lessees of school lands who 
may have put valuable improvements on the same, be compen- 
sated to a certain extent, thereby encouraging the improving of 
our school lands with the view of the Territory retaining them 
as a permanent and safe investment. 


Fifth—I would provide that any disputes or complaints of

wrong done by appraisers (who should be represented by oné 
from each of the political parties), should be settled-at the county 
seat of the respective counties, by an appeal to some court of 
competent jurisdiction, to be created therein for that purpose. 

Sixth. I would provide that the leasing of all school lands 
should be made by the county treasurer of the county in which 
the lands are located, under such rules as may be prescribed by 
the territorial commissioner, upon blanks provided by him, and 
as a panacea for the strife engendered by the bankers of Guth- 
rie, as to which shall secure the handling of the large amount 
of money derived from the lessees of school lands, I would insist 
that the revenue derived from the rental of sections 16 and 36 of 
each township, be retained by the several county treasurers for 
the support of the schools of the county, and should a county re- 
ceive more or less than the amount to which it is entitled, it 
would only be necessary to remit the balances, instead of send- 
ing the whole amount to the territorial commissioner only to be 
returned again to the counties. 


And the money derived from the rental of sections 13 and 33 
should be forwarded monthly to the territorial commissioner, 
and by him invested in territorial warrants or loaned out so as 
produce a revenue instead of its being an expense to have this 
money taken care of. 


Seventh. It has been claimed by the opponents of this 
“home rule” system that it would incur an enormous expense as 
compared with any other system. 

Allow me to say on this line that the cost of a school land 
commission at Guthrie, with the small amount of work to be 


done under my system ought not to exceed $1, 000 per year, 


while under your centralization system it will cost over 85,000 
for salaries alone. | 


For the foregoing reasons I recommend that the bill do not 
pass.

Those are not meaningless phrases, offered in that perfunc- 
tory manner so common upon occasions of this kind. Neither 
are they terms of adulation, uttered by henchmen to party 
leaders. They are the deliberate conclusions reached by the 
minority party, to which I belong, and voice the sentiment of 
this Council, regardless of party, or the locality from which we 
came.

An executive whose party had but one member on the floor, 
was awarded the distinguished honor of having every nomina- 
tion promptly confirmed, and without a dissenting voice. Er- 
rors of omission and commission, I think, have occurred, to 
which 1 have frequently called attention in a friendly way; but 
sir, [think we have set an example which I hope will not be 
lost on future legislatures—that while men may be unswerving 
partisans, yet upon that broad field lying outside of party poli- 
tics, representatives of the people should for the time lay aside 
party, and stand upon that higher platform, and consult the in- 
terests of the people of the whole territory. 

Mr. President, if the foregoing characteristics commend us to 
our constituents and set an example for future legislatures, 
words fail me to express my personal feelings toward my fel- 
low Senators. Sixty days ago, few of us had ever met, yet in 
that short time attachments have formed which death alone can 
sever. 

Sir, L out speak the truth. when I say that an affliction of one 
is a sorrowful event to all, and when intelligence reached us 
that the youthful senator from Woodward (Mr. Ray) had taken 
to himself a wife, how our sympathy and heartfelt congratula- 
tions were showered upon the happy pair. Venerable Senators 
were boys again over the event, and the moment the bride set 
foot in this chamber she became the daughter of the Council, in 
whose defense, if need were, the heart's blood would have been 
shed, and for whose happiness the sincere prayers of every mem- 
ber ascends to heaven. 

Pardon me one other thought. One familiar with legislative 
bodies could not fail to note the presence of wives of senators 
seated by their side. Rarely were they all absent. How much 
their presence conduced to the admirable characteristics I have 
tried to describe it is impossible to describe. The extent of 
their influence it is impossible to measure. 1 believe, however, 
"that it was a powerful factor. 

But 1 do know this, that from the monotonous repetition of 
routine business, ““bills on first reading,” “roll call," ‘‘suspen- 
sion of of the rules,” etc., to turn and look at the ladies of our 
Council, their cheery countenances, bright eyes and radiant 
smiles made an oasis in the desert of routine business. 

I earnestly advise the attendance of wives and daughters on 
all future sessions as having only good influence. 
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Mr. President, I hope this resolution will prevail by a unani- 
mous vote.
